PAYNE   WHITNEY 

Died  May  25,  1927 

I  mooting  of  tho  Govornors  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  hold  June 
7,  1**27,  the  President  spoke  with  (loop  personal  griff  «,f  the  death  of  Mr.  Whitney,  and 
paid  the  following  tribute  to  him.  The  (iovonmrs  thereupon  directed  that  thifl  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  as  the  action  of  the  Hoard: 

By  the  shockingly  unexpected  death  of  Payne  Whitney  on  May 

25,  1927,  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  Miffered  an  over- 
whelming loss.  He  became  a  Governor  of  the  institution  in  1912, 
and  since  1919  had  been  its  Vice-President.  Upon  his  election 
to  the  Board  he  gave  the  varied  work  of  the  Hospital  serious  study, 
and  later  brought  to  the  Vice-Presidency  a  faithfulness  of  service 
and  a  constructive  vision  which  added  to  that  office  new  dignity  and 
achievement.  His  innate  modesty  penetrated  everything  he  did, 
whether  to  ease  an  immediate  need  or  to  provide  for  future  develop- 
ment. This  was  illustrated  in  the  summer  of  1916,  when  the  in- 
fantile paralysis  epidemic  overtook  the  city,  and  he  volunteered  to 
meet  anonymously  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  temporary  hospital 
which  we  established  in  59th  Street  to  care  for  those  stricken 
children.  When  he  accepted  the  Vice-Presidency  he  revealed  the 
purpose  he  had  formed  of  devoting  himself  to  the  expansion  and  up- 
lifting of  all  our  corporate  activities,  and  this  high  purpose  dominated 
and  inspired  the  succeeding  eight  years.  To  raise  this  ancient 
foundation,  with  its  distinguished  past,  to  new  heights  in  relieving 
and  preventing  human  suffering,  was  the  cause  nearest  to  his  heart, 
and  was  cherished  with  an  abiding  intensity  of  feeling.  It  is  known 
to  but  few  with  what  discerning  judgment,  with  what  fertility  of 
suggestion  and  with  what  patient  attention  he  applied  himself  to 
the  many  problems  involved,  administrative,  scientific  and  educa- 
tional. During  these  years  he  took  part  in  hundreds  of  conferences, 
and  exhibited  through  them  all  a  striking  clarity  of  understanding 
and  singleness  of  aim.  Notable  success  seems  now  beginning  to 
crown  all  his  efforts,  but  by  a  sorrowful  fate  he  cannot  enjoy  the 
happy  realization  to  which  he  had  so  fondly  looked  forward. 

In  addition  to  that  impressive  intellectual  and  spiritual  accom- 
plishment for  the  Society,  Mr.  Whitney  had  been  its  constant  and 
by  far  its  most  munificent  benefactor.  For  the  two  years  of  the 
Great  War  he  met  our  large  operating  deficit.      At  Bloomingdale 
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In  Memoriam 

Hospital  he  has  given  us  the  admirable  Staff  House,  the  adjacent 
separate  residences  for  two  physicians  and  the  new  home  for  our 
General  Psychiatric  Director.  In  the  last  three  years  he  has  con- 
tributed the  entire  cost  of  the  land  on  the  East  Side,  where  it  is 
planned  that  our  new  Hospital  and  Medical  Centre  shall  be  placed. 
As  a  final  demonstration  of  his  deliberately  conceived  purpose  to 
strengthen  the  material  resources  of  the  institution  which  he  served 
so  brilliantly  and  loved  so  well,  his  testamentary  remembrance 
supplies  eloquent  evidence. 

This  Society  has  lost  a  noble  leader  whose  connection  with  it 
illumines  one  of  the  brightest  pages  in  its  long  history.  By  all  his 
qualities  of  mind  and  character,  in  which  strength  and  gentleness 
were  so  movingly  combined,  he  had  won  for  himself  our  grateful 
admiration  and  affectionate  regard.  The  community  also,  and  the 
friends  of  hospital  and  medical  advancement  eveiywhere,  owe  him 
an  unforgettable  debt.

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  its  Charter,  granted  by 
Royal  Authority  June  L3,  1771,  in  the  reign  of  King  George  III, 
the  Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  present 
their  annual  report  and  a  statement  showing  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  the  year  1927  of  the  several  institutions  under  their 
control  and  management,  as  follow.-: 

The  General  Hospital,  at  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  New 
York,  the  Department  for  the  Treatment  of  Mental  Diseases, 
known  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  at  White  Plains,  Westchester 
County,  and  the  Hospital  for  Convalescent  Children,  also  at  White 
Plains. 

The  activities  of  all  of  these  institutions  are  constantly  increasing. 
The  pressure  of  space  in  the  various  departments  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  is  growing  and  cannot  be  relieved  until  new  hospital  build- 
ings are  obtained.     Preparation  for  these  is  now  in  progress. 

Operating  expenses  of  the  New  York  Hospital  proper  reached 
1727,919.86  in  1927,  an  increase  of  $65,962.11  over  1926.  The 
operating  receipts  in  1927  were  $500,659.60  as  against  $459,888.20 
in  1926,  an  increase  of  $40,771.40,  making  the  operating  deficit 
for  the  year  $227,260.26.  The  Superintendent's  report  sets  forth 
in  detail  the  results  involved  in  these  figures  and  in  tabulated  com- 
parisons with  previous  years. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Medical  Board  shows  clearly 
how  earnestly  and  effectively  the  Medical  Staff  is  contributing  to 
the  successful  operation  of  the  institution. 

The  varied  research  pursued  by  the  professional  staffs  of  the 
Hospital  is  summarized  in  the  lists  of  their  publications  (hiring  the 
year. 

The  Social  Service  Department  pursues  its  active  and  invaluable 
participation  in  the  Hospital  service.  The  significant  expansion 
of  this  work  is  revealed  in  the  report  of  the  Chairman. 

Bloomingdale  Hospital  continues  to  expand  both  physically  and 
in  scientific  and  humane  efficiency.  The  admirably  designed 
Nurses'  Residence  which  was  begun  at  the  suggestion  and  with  the 
generous  aid  of  Air.  Edwin  Gould,  and  is  reaching  completion  by 
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of  Governors. 

the  use  of  Mr.  Henry  R.  Taylor's  great  legacy  to  the  Society,  is  a 
notable  addition  to  the  living  accommodations  of  the  staff.  By 
an  arrangement  with  the  City  of  White  Plains  the  Society  has 
dedicated  to  the  public  service  valuable  strips  of  land  and  has  given 
SI 50,000  in  money  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of  certain 
streets.  In  consideration  of  these  grants,  the  Society's  use  of  its 
remaining  land  for  hospital  purposes  is  permanently  assured. 
These  and  other  interesting  developments  of  the  year  are  set  forth 
in  the  accompanying  report  of  our  Medical  Director,  Dr.  Mortimer 
W.  Raynor. 

The  timeliness  of  the  creation  of  the  office  of  General  Psychiatric 
Director,  which  was  recorded  in  the  last  annual  report,  is  disclosed 
in  Dr.  William  L.  Russell's  first  report  in  that  new  capacity.  The 
development  of  our  psychiatric  work  in  Xew  York  City,  which 
Dr.  Russell  has  so  long  and  earnestly  advocated,  has  now,  through 
Mr.  Payne  Whitney's  testamentary  remembrance,  become  possible 
to  an  extent  and  of  a  quality  that  have  immense  significance. 

The  death  of  our  Vice  President,  Mr.  Payne  Whitney,  gave  a 
tragic  memory  to  the  year  1927.  The  Governors  of  the  Society, 
at  their  meeting  on  June  6th,  1927,  adopted  a  memorial  minute 
which  is  printed  in  full  in  this  report. 

In  the  very  shadow  of  Mr.  Whitney's  death,  the  project  over 
which  he  had  labored  for  years  took  definite  and  permanent  form  in 
the  agreement  dated  June  14,  1927,  between  the  Society  and  Cornell 
University.  Before  this  agreement  was  executed  the  General 
Education  Board  on  the  joint  application  of  the  University  and  the 
Society  voted  an  appropriation  of  $7, 500, 000  to  the  University  to 
aid  in  carrying  out  the  agreement.  The  outstanding  result  of  the 
agreement  was  the  formation  of  the  Xew  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  College  Association,  which,  under  the  oversight  of  a  Joint 
Administrative  Board  of  seven  members  and  an  executive  officer 
entitled  "  Director, "  is  now  formulating  the  general  policies  and 
future  needs  of  the  Association  and  is  supervising  the  arrangement 
and  equipment  of  hospital  and  medical  college  buildings  on  the 
East  River  between  68th  and  71st  Streets.  The  members  of  this 
Board  are  Mr.  Edward  W.  Sheldon,  Mr.  William  Woodward  and 
Mr.  Frank  L.  Polk,  elected  by  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital, 
President  Livingston  Farrand,  Mr.  J.  Du  Pratt  White  and  Dr. 
Walter  L.  Xiles,  elected  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University,  and  Mr. 
J,  P.  Morgan.  Mr.  Sheldon  is  Chairman.  The  plans  for  the  new 
buildings  have  been  under  consideration  for  several  months,  and  as 
BOOp  as  they  are  completed  actual  construction  of  this  monumental 
addition  to  the  City's  hospital  and  medical  education  facilities 
will  be  begun. 
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By  the  further  terms  of  the  affiliation  agreement  the  New  York 

Hospital   has   title   to   all    the   land    upon    which    the   new   buildii 

are  to  be  erected,  and  will  itself  assume  such  erection.     For  thai 
purpose  it  has  recently  acquired  through  the  oerosity  of  Mr. 

Whitney  in  his  lifetime  the  two  blocks  of  [and  Lying  between  <>sth 
Btreetj  70th  Street,  Avenue  A  and  Exterior  street. 

By  the  terms  of  Mr.  Whitney's  broadly  conceived  will,  the 
received  almost  unexampled  Legacies.    Their  exact  amount  has  not 
yet  been  fixed,  hut  it  will  he  very  Large. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  following  special  gifts  have  been 
received : 

At  his  last  attendance  at  :i  meeting  of  the  Bloomingdale  Com- 
mittee on  April  30,  L927,  Mr.  Payne  Whitney  offered  to  provide 

the  entire  cost  of  a  residence  for  our  General  Psychiatric  Director, 
Dr.  Russell,  including  its  furnishing  and  the  grading  of  the 
grounds  between  this  building  and  the  other  physicians'  residences 
which  Mr.  "Whitney  had  previously  provided.  The  total  cost 
of  this  new  work  was  $97,500.  This  sum  has  been  paid  by  his 
executors. 

Mrs.  Charles  F.  Woerishoffer  gave  SI 0,000  toward  the  de- 
velopment plans  of  the  Hospital. 

Miss  Mary  Gardiner  Thompson  repeated  her  previous  generous 
gifts  of  the  past  several  years  by  contributing  another  S  15,000 
to  meet  special  urgent  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Henry  C.  Frick  added  to  her  generous  gifts  of  two  pre- 
ceding years  by  contributing  another  $5,000  for  our  general 
purposes. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howland  Pell  gave  $5,000  to  endow  a  bed  in 
memory  of  their  son,  Howland  Gallatin  Pell,  and  Mrs.  Pell 
gave  another  $5,000  for  the  endowment  of  a  bed  in  memory  of 
her  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederic  Gallatin. 

Mr.  Charles  H.  YVainwright  gave  $5,000  to  endow  a  bed  in 
memory  of  his  brother,  William  P.  Wainwright. 

The  Transfusion  Fund,  established  in  1925,  was  enriched 
during  1927  by  the  gift  of  securities  from  Mr.  James  X.  Hill 
valued  at  about  $5,000,  together  with  a  cash  gift  of  $50.  These 
were  in  addition  to  a  gift  of  securities  of  about  the  same  value 
from  Mr.  Hill  in  the  preceding  year.  The  Fund  also  benefited 
during  the  past  year  by  gifts  of  $1,000  each  from  Mrs.  Joseph 
C.  Wilmsen  and  Mr.  Peter  H.  B.  Frelinghuysen. 
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Annual  Report 
of  Governors. 

The  Department  of  Urology  received  gifts  of  $2,525  toward 
its  expenses  from  various  contributors. 

New  legacies  to  the  Society  have  been  reported  during  the  year 
as  follows: 

Under  the  will  of  Mr.  Payne  Whitney,  who  died  May  25,  1927, 
the  Society  receives  22/300ths  of  his  residuary  estate  for  its 
general  endowment  or  for  the  acquisition  of  land,  buildings  and 
equipment,  and  ll/300ths  more  shares  to  be  applied  to  the  de- 
velopment and  maintenance  of  neurological  or  psychiatric  work 
in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Under  the  will  of  Peter  F.  Meyer,  who  died  March  9,  1927,  the 
Society  is  a  legatee  to  the  extent  of  $10,000  upon  the  death  of  a 
life  beneficiary. 

Under  the  will  of  John  Joseph  Sturzlinger,  who  died  May  10, 
1927,  the  Society  is  a  legatee  to  the  extent  of  one- third  of  the 
residuary  estate  after  the  death  of  the  life  beneficiary. 

Of  the  legacies  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports  the  follow- 
ing amounts  have  been  received : 

Under  the  will  of  Henry  R.  Taylor,  the  remaining  $250,000  of 
his  $500,000  legacy  for  use  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital. 

Under  the  will  of  Ella  A.  Rogers,  $51,500. 

Under  the  will  of  Kate  S.  Richardson,  cash  and  securities 
amounting  to  $30,485.50,  making  a  total  received  to  date  of 
$580,683.90.

To  the  Hoard  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen:  I  respectfully  submit  the  Superintendent's  report 
for  the  year  1927. 

The  statistical  data  attached  furnish  detailed  information  of  the 
varied  activities  of  the  hospital  during  the  year. 

There  were  treated  in  the  beds  of  the  hospital  6,664  patient-. 
The  number  of  days'  hoard  and  care  furnished  was  92,509,  an  in- 
crease of  1 ,372  over  L926. 

The  Dumber  of  surgical  operations  performed  was  3,072,  an  in- 
crease for  the  year  of  337. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  ward  and  room  services 
were  ven  active.  The  summer  and  fall  month-  were  unusually  in- 
active. The  Largest  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  on  any 
one  day  was  275  on  April  22nd,  and  the  smallest  number  102  on 
or  Day.    The  total  number  of  beds  i-  320- 

The  Out-Patient  Department  furnished  1 14,336  treatments. 

In  the  Emergency  Department  4,934  patients  were  treated,  and 
the  ambulances  responded  to  7,318  calls. 

The  average  cost  of  caring  for  bed  patients  was  $7.23  a  day 
compared  with  $6.46  in  1926. 

The  operating  expenses  were  large,  amounting  to  $727,919.86, 
against  $661, 957.75  in  1926,  an  increase  of  $65,962.11  or  over  10 
per  cent. 

The  operating  receipts  (income  from  investments  not  included) 
were  $600,669.60  against  $459,888.20  in  1926,  an  increase  of 
$40,771.40,  or  over  8  per  cent. 

Deducting  the  operating  receipts  from  expenditures  we  have  the 
operating  deficit  of  $227,260.26. 

The  expense  items  showing  large  increases  were:  Provisions  with 
an  increase  of  $12,287.96;  X-ray,  $12,181.46;  Payroll,  $22,304.80; 
Ambulance,  $2,641.23;   Drugs  and  Medicines,  $3,662.18. 

The  policy  of  the  Board  of  Governors  has  been  to  incur  a  large 
annual  deficit  rather  than  to  limit  either  scientific  or  charity  work. 
While  the  number  of  patients  has  not  increased  largely  in  recent 
years,  the  scientific  work  involved  is  much  greater.  This  would 
account,  in  part  at  least,  for  the  advancing  costs.  In  spite  of  the 
large  expenditures  the  hospital  is  not  accomplishing  as  much  as  it 
should,  owing  largely  to  crowded  quarters  and  inability  to  expand. 
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This  condition  will,  of  course,  be  fully  corrected  when  the  ambitious 
plans  now  under  way  are  completed. 

The  cost  of  the  ward  service  was  $365,216.61,  compared  with 
S33 1,950.34  in  1926.  The  average  cost  per  day  of  caring  for  Ward 
patients  was  $5.82,  contrasted  with  $5.33  the  preceding  year. 

The  emergency  service,  including  the  Admitting  and  Workmen's 
Compensation  Departments,  expended  $44,886.34,  an  increase  for 
the  year  of  $6,055.14.  There  was  received  for  the  care  of  patients 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  law 
$36,988.55.  Of  the  4,934  patients  treated  in  the  emergency  rooms 
2,932  were  industrial  accident  cases.  The  number  of  redressing 
cases  was  11,442.  The  number  of  minor  accident  cases  treated  by 
the  hospital  has  been  decreasing  slowly  for  the  past  ten  or  twelve 
years.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  Workmen's  Compensation  law. 
The  majority  of  manufacturing  companies  now  have  emergency  out- 
fits and  are  prepared  to  render  first  aid,  and  the  insurance  companies 
maintain  clinics  where  follow-up  treatment  is  given. 

The  private  pavilion  service  cost  $229,099.53,  contrasted  with 
$203,371.59  in  1926.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  each  patient 
cared  for  in  this  department  was  $12.82  in  comparison  with  $10.35 
last  year.  The  number  of  private  patients  admitted  during  the 
year  was  1,178,  a  slight  decrease. 

The  combined  payroll  for  all  departments  amounted  to  $378,- 
718.93.  A  year  ago  it  was  $353,227.15.  This  is  an  increase  of 
$25,491.78,  or  over  13  per  cent.  The  payroll  of  the  Nursing  De- 
partment reached  the  considerable  sum  of  $96,218.15,  and  in  addi- 
tion patients  employed  special  nurses  at  a  cost  to  themselves  of  over 
$125,000. 

The  routine  housekeeping  of  the  hospital  cost  $59,852.48,  against 
s;,f),752.87  last  year. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Ambulance  Department  was 
$10,391.38,  not  including  any  overhead.

134,429.79,  an  inert*  12,510.90.    The  cost  of  food  was  8160,- 

ol*).:-57.  an  increase  of  $12,287.96,  or  over  s  per  cent.  The  number 
of  meals  aerved  to  patients  and  employees  was  727,000,  an  increase 
of  over  l2,()(io.  The  average  daily  cost  of  unprepared  food  for  each 
person  ivd  was  66  cents.  I'mit  and  vegetables,  owing  to  weather 
conditions,  showed  an  increased  cost  of  14,048.63.  During  the  year 
there  was  purchased  23,297  pounds  of  butter,  -1 1 ,675  pounds  of  sugar, 
10,475  pounds  of  coffee,  140,420  quarts  of  milk,  12,694  quai 
cream.  25,275  dozen  of  eggs,  124,827  pounds  of  meat,  and  19,859 
pounds  of  poultry.

X-RAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  work  done  by  the  X-ray  Department  showed  a  marked  in- 
crease. Over  26,000  films  were  used,  as  contrasted  with  21,936  in 
1926.     The  expenditures  amounted  to  841,052.61,  an  increase  of 

318.47.  The  receipts  were  $39,309.45,  an  increase  of  $6,100.56. 
Dr.  Belden,  Director  of  the  Department,  prepared  and  exhibited  at 
two  national  meetings  a  scientific  exhibit  which  was  commented  on 
very  favorably. 

The  following  new  equipment  was  purchased:  Two  radiographic 
tube  stands,  three  intensifying  screens,  stabilizer  for  therapy  ma- 
chine, table  for  holding  Bucky  diaphragm,  Brady-Potter  diaphragm, 
bedside  carriage,  X-ray  outfit,  and  vertical  fiuoroscope  complete 
with  transformer.  One  of  the  machines  was  rebuilt  and  new  op- 
erating cabinet  installed  at  a  cost  of  SS00.  The  dark  room  v. 
altered,  and  new  plumbing  put  in  at  a  cost  of  about  S900. 
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REPAIRS,  REPLACEMENTS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

A  new  cold  water  header  and  valves  cost  $650. 

Two  batteries  for  the  ambulances  cost  about  $1,600. 

A  food  conveyor  truck  designed  to  keep  food  warm  was  purchased 
for  use  in  the  new^ward  in  the  laboratory  building.  The  food  is 
served  from  the  truck  at  the  bedside  instead  of  from  a  steam  table 
in  the  pantry  as  in  the  other  wards. 

A  portable  Alpine  lamp  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  private 
pavilion.    There  are  now  five  of  these  lamps  in  use  in  the  hospital. 

An  ethylene  anaesthesia  apparatus  for  use  in  the  public  operating 
room  cost  $340. 

An  Edison  toaster  of  large  capacity  was  purchased  for  the  Nurses' 
pantry. 

It  became  necessary  to  replace  the  hot  and  cold  water  pipes  in 
the  two  houses  in  West  Sixteenth  Street  occupied  by  the  nurses. 
New  plumbing  in  the  surgeons'  wash  room  of  the  private  operating 
room  cost  $390. 

The  elevator  doors  in  the  Private  Patient  Building  were  equipped 
with  noiseless  automatic  closers  at  an  expense  of  $550,  adding 
greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

A  Roth-Barach  Oxygen  Therapy  Apparatus  used  in  administering 
oxygen  to  pneumonia  patients  was  purchased  for  the  medical  wards. 

One  of  the  large  house  pumps  became  worn  out  and  was  replaced. 
Part  of  the  fourth  floor  of  the  laboratory  building  was  converted 
into  a  ward  for  the  use  of  the  Urological  Department.  This  ward 
contains  twelve  beds,  and  is  used  largely  as  a  rest  room  for  patients 
who  have  been  examined  or  treated  in  the  Cystoscopy  room.  Of 
the  three  hundred  and  twenty  beds  in  the  hospital  thirty-four  are 
allotted  to  the  Urological  Department.  The  passenger  and  freight 
elevators  are  old  and  frequent  repairs  are  necessary.  During  the 
year  $5,161.01  was  spent  on  their  maintenance,  compared  with 
sl\s:;v()7  in  1026. 

Vita  glass  was  placed  in  the  windows  on  the  south  side  of  the 
children's  ward.  This  glass  is  said  to  transmit  the  ultra-violet  rays 
of  natural  sunlight  which  are  excluded  by  ordinary  glass.  It  is 
generally  believed  that  the  beneficial  effect  of  sunlight  is  largely  due 
to  the  ultra-violet  rays. 


THE  RECORD  ROOM 
Research  work  (lone  in  the  Record  Room  called  for  the  use  of  two 

hundred  and  forty-six  volumes  and  two  thousand  one  hundred  and 

thirty-seven  charts.    The  Auditor  from  the  Department  of  Finance 


R'port  of 
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of  the  City  of  New  York  consulted  five  hundred  and  twenty-1 
charts.    Other  departments  borrowed  from  the  Record  Room  for 
various  purposes  fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  charts  and  three 

hundred  and  fifty-live  volumes. 

Seventy  new  volumes  were  added  to  the  collection  this  year, 
making  a  grand  total  of  five  hundred  and  eighty-four  volumes  added 
since  the  Betlevue  System  of  Filing  was  inaugurated  in  191  L. 

UROLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  (Jrological  Department  (James  Buchanan  Brady  Founda- 
tion )  reports  an  active  year.  The  crowded  condition  has  been  some- 
what relieved  by  the  opening  of  a  ward  containing  12  beds.  These 
beds  are  used  for  ambulatory  patients,  mostly  post-cystoscopic 

case-. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  add  a  third  doctor  to  the  staff  of  resi- 
dents.    In  the  cystoscopic  division  2,831  examinations  were  made. 

The  income  from  this  branch  of  the  work  was  $7,322.25. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  department  to  send  complete  reports  of 
findings  to  the  physician  who  treated  the  patient  before  he  presented 
himself  to  the  clinic  for  examination  and  care.  That  this  service  is 
appreciated  is  attested  by  many  letters  on  file  from  physicians  who 
have  received  these  reports.  The  female  clinic,  which  is  one  of  the 
very  few  in  this  country,  is  held  every  morning.  A  special  clinic 
for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  uri- 
nary diseases  meets  every  Saturday  morning. 

Another  clinic  recently  established  is  for  the  care  of  inoperable 
and  post-operative  cases  of  urinary  tuberculosis. 

A  librarian  is  employed  and  every  urological  journal  published  is 
on  file. 

The  number  of  treatments  given  in  the  pay  clinic  was  9,286  and 
the  receipts  amounted  to  $10,985.50. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

The  expenditures  of  this  department  have  increased  somewhat  in 
recent  years,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  net  cost  of  operating  this 
department  insofar  as  the  hospital  is  concerned  has  been  reduced. 
This  is  due  to  careful  control  of  expenditures  and  a  considerable 
increase  in  income  for  work  done  for  outside  physicians.  It  affords 
me  a  distinct  satisfaction  to  commend  Dr.  Elser  and  his  associates, 
not  only  for  the  high  class  scientific  work  done  by  his  department, 
but  for  their  cooperation  at  all  times  with  the  administration,  and 
for  the  thoroughly  competent  manner  in  which  the  strictly  business 
side  of  the  department  is  managed. 
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HOSPITAL   BUREAU   OF   STANDARDS   AND   SUPPLIES 

The  Hospital  Bureau  of  Standards  and  Supplies  of  which  this 
hospital  is  a  charter  member  continues  to  function  most  satisfac- 
torily. One  hundred  and  seven  institutions  now  hold  membership 
in  the  bureau.  During  the  past  year  twelve  new  members  were 
added  and  five  dropped  out. 

In  addition  to  purchases  on  agreements  which  amount  to  over 
S4, 000, 000  yearly,  the  Bureau  in  1927  handled  special  cash  orders 
involving  about  $750,000. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  is  expanding  from 
year  to  year.  This  department  is  in  a  position  to  expend  judiciously 
a  much  larger  sum  than  it  now  receives.  Any  person  charitably  in- 
clined may  send  money  to  it  and  rest  assured  that  it  will  be  spent 
carefully  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  recipient,  and  in  the  manner 
directed  by  the  giver.  Furthermore,  no  part  of  such  contributions 
is  absorbed  in  overhead,  as  this  is  cared  for  by  the  hospital  and  the 
Social  Service  Committee. 

DENTAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  this  department  was  2,051. 
There  were  4411  extractions;  319  surgical  dressings;  12  silver  fill- 
ings; 17  operations  for  infected  teeth;  7  fractures;  5  pericoronal 
infections;  3  supernumeraries;  4  Vincent's  disease. 

STREET  NOISES 

The  hospital  is  again  under  obligations  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Police  Department  and  his  officers  for  keeping  street  noises  at 
the  minimum.  The  worst  offenders  in  this  neighborhood  are  the 
drivers  of  trucks,  and  many  of  them  were  given  summonses  by  the 
officers. 

RELIGIOUS  AFFILIATIONS  OF  PATIENTS 

Of  the  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  wards  approximately  49 
per  cent  were  Catholics,  33  per  cent  Protestants,  and  18  per  cent 
Hebrews.

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REPORT   OF   THE   MEDICAL   BOARD   OF   THE 

NEW  YORK   HOSPITAL   FOR   THE   YEAR 

ENDING   DECEMBER  31,    1927 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen: — The  past  year  has  maintained  the  standard  of 
activities  described  at  length  in  the  1926  report  which  emphasized 
the  physical  limitations  of  the  plant  and  the  impossibility  of  accom- 
modating any  more  personnel.  Therefore  no  important  changes 
are  recorded  and  it  is  doubtful  if  much  can  be  anticipated  in  the 
present  hospital. 

The  year  was  marked  by  an  announcement  of  President  Sheldon 
of  the  completion  of  the  negotiations,  carried  on  for  a  number  of 
years,  for  the  definite  union  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell 
University  Medical  College,  and  an  outline  of  the  contemplated 
buildings  to  be  erected  on  the  plot  on  Avenue  A.  At  the  same  time 
a  striking  departure  of  policy  was  announced  in  that  the  Heads  of 
the  Departments  in  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Pediatrics  would  be 
"  Full  time." 

Nothing  has  been  submitted  from  the  Medical  or  Surgical  Ser- 
vices which  calls  for  particular  comment  this  year.  An  oxygen 
cabinet  for  the  treatment  of  pneumonia  has  recently  been  installed 
and  promises  to  be  an  aid  in  the  treatment. 

For  some  time  the  condition  of  the  Library  had  been  rather 
unsatisfactory.  A  very  gratifying  movement  was  undertaken  by 
the  House  Doctors  to  effect  a  reorganization  which  is  now  in  prog- 
ress and  bids  fair  to  be  entirely  successful. 

As  usual,  the  examinations  for  Part  III.,  for  the  National  Board 
examinations  were  held  by  the  First  Divisions.  The  continued 
increase  of  recognition  by  the  various  states,  now  amounting  to 
thirty-seven,  is  very  gratifying  as  it  represents  a  standard  examina- 
tion for  nearly  the  whole  country. 

This  Hospital  joined  with  several  others  in  this  City  and  in  Boston 
and  Baltimore  in  an  improved  schedule  for  the  examination  for 
hospital  internes,  holding  them  in  the  Spring  instead  of  the  late  Fall. 

The  Pathological  Department  is  now  in  a  position  to  take  pictures 
of  both  gross  and  microscopic  specimens  which  will  make  their 
records  more  complete  and  add  greatly  to  their  value  for  teaching 
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purposes.     A  fair  Eased  album  of  pictures  of  highly  characteristic 

lesions  and  many  unusual  conditions  has  already  been  prepared 
and  is  being  used  for  teaching  purpoees  in  Surgical  Pathology. 

A  report  of  the  Transfusion  Committee  for  ten  months,  ending 
December  31st,  shows   157  transfusions  with  a  net   cost   to  the 

Hospital    for    donors    of    s:',..">s  1  .'J.">. 

The  Psychiatric  Department   has  had  increasing  opportunities 

to  observe  and  cooperate  in  the  work  of  the  Wards.      Dr.  George  \V. 
Henry  devotes  much  time  to  the  work. 

The  Roentgen  Department  increased  its  activities  over  previous 
years.  Besides  the  routine  work  several  valuable  contributions 
from  this  Department  were  published. 

During  the  past  year  it  established  a  film  library  which  com- 
prises some  five  hundred  films  of  all  the  interesting  and  unusual 
cases  encountered  in  the  Department  for  the  past  three  years. 
This  film  library  has  been  exhibited  at  the  meetings  of  the  American 
Roentgen  Hay  Society  and  the  Radiological  Society  of  North  Amer- 
ica. At  the  Radiological  meeting  in  New  Orleans  the  exhibit  \ 
awarded  second  prize.  It  has  also  been  used  by  the  Director  for 
instruction  of  the  students  at  Cornell  University. 

The  report  of  the  Radio-therapy  Department  is  as  follow-: 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Therapeutic  Department 
has  greatly  increased  both  as  to  the  number  of  patients  and  the 
variety  of  diseases  treated.  The  work  has  covered  superficial  and 
deep  therapy  using  both  the  low  and  high  voltage  technique. 

Considerable  experimental  work  has  been  done  in  cooperation 
with  the  Asthma  Clinic  and  work  is  now  in  progress  both  experi- 
mentally and  practically  in  the  investigation  of  X-Ray  treatment 
in  enlarged  thymus  in  connection  with  the  Radiographic  Depart- 
ment. 

An  interesting  series  of  lung  tumors  have  been  treated  by  high 
voltage  technique. 

At'the  present  rate  of  increase  in  the  therapeutic  work,  the  space, 
equipment  and  personnel  will  scarcely  be  adequate  for  effective 
work. 

The  Urological  Department  (James  Buchanan  Brady  Founda- 
tion) has  had  a  particularly  active  year.  The  crowded  condition  of 
this  Department  has  been  slightly  alleviated  by  the  opening  of 
Ward  "C"  which  is  located  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  loth  Street 
side  of  the  Hospital  and  contains  twelve  beds.  These  beds  are 
used  only  for  ambulatory  cases  and  were  added  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  rest  room,  particularly  for  post-systoscopic  cases.  It 
has  been  very  useful  and  could  be  much  more  so  if  it  were  possible 
to  use  it  for  ambulatory  post-operative  cases. 
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The  addition  of  several  beds  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Private 
Patients  Building  has  brought  the  number  there  to  twenty-two 
patients,  making  a  total  of  thirty-four  beds  for  the  Urological 
Department  in  all. 

In  order  to  take  proper  care  of  these  patients  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  add  a  third  doctor  to  the  staff  of  residents.  The  resident 
Dr.  Hubert  Lyons  is  assisted  by  Dr.  R.  Bowles  and  Dr.  C.  Hill. 

A  clinic  which  has  been  running  for  a  little  more  than  a  year  is 
the  clinic  for  the  care  of  inoperable  and  post-operative  cases  of 
urinary  tuberculosis.  In  this  clinic  cases  which  were  formerly 
allowed  to  shift  for  themselves  are  now  carefully  studied.  They 
are  then  put  on  special  treatment  including  the  use  of  old  tuberculin, 
heliotherapy  and  general  hygienic  care.  The  results  of  the  care 
administered  by  this  clinic,  which  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Stanley 
Wang  and  Dr.  William  R.  Delzell,  have  been  surprisingly  good  and 
in  some  cases  spectacular. 


CHANGES  IN   THE  STAFF 

Dr.  Kurt  Semsroth  accepted  a  call  as  Head  of  the  Pathological 
Service  at  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  of  Pittsburgh. 

Dr.  James  W.  Denton  retired  to  take  charge  of  the  Pathological 
Department  of  the  Brooklyn  Hospital. 

Dr.  William  P.  Soule,  for  many  years  Anesthetist  of  the  First 
Surgical  Division,  resigned. 

Dr.  Preston  A.  Wade  was  appointed  Deputy  Assistant  Surgeon 
of  the  First  Surgical  Division;  also  Anesthetist  to  the  First  Surgical 
Division. 

Dr.  Gilbert  Dalldorf  was  appointed  Pathologist  and  Dr.  Charles

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The  year  nineteen  hundred  twenty-seven  has  presented  two  out- 
standing features,  events  Of  peculiar  significance  and  importance. 

In  May  of  this  year  our  graduates  gathered  from  far  and  near 
to  celebrate  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  School  of 
Nursing.      From  eighteen  seventy-eight  down  through  these  fifty 

years,  with  two  exceptions,  every  class  was  represented  in  the 
reunion  of  the  big  family  of  th<4  dear  old  New  York  Hospital.  An 
atmosphere  of  joy  and  happiness  was  created  everywhere  as  old 
friends  hum     some  for  the  first  time  Bince  graduation.     It  w.i- 

wonderful  inspiration  to  the  staff  and  student  body  of  the  School 
to  meet  in  this  assemblage  many  pioneers  of  our  profession,  organ- 
isers, administrator-,  educators  and  many  others  who  carry  the 
message  of  health  and  healing  to  the  home,  the  community  and 
the  world  at  Large.  This  tine  contribution  made  to  humanity  by 
our  nurses  is  an  incentive  to  those  who  are  following,  to  hold  on  high 
the  same  torch  of  zeal  and  devotion,  keeping  the  flame  burning 
with  the  saiia4  spirit  of  loving  service.  May  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity ^\  expressing  to  the  Board  of  Governors  our  sincere  ap- 
preciation of  the  publication  of  the  commemorative  exercises 
of  this  fiftieth  anniversary,  thus  making  it  possible  for  all  our 
graduates,  especially  those  who  were  nimble  to  attend,  to  possess 
this  complete  history  in  so  artistic  and  dignified  book  form. 

Prom  the  inspiration  of  the  past  we  look  forward  to  the  oppor- 
tunities of  the  future. 

The  announcement  of  the  merging  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
with  the  Cornell  Medical  School  to  form  a  new  health  centre  oflfi 
a  picture  of  encouragement  and  real  progress.  Hampered  with  the 
limited  accommodation  that  has  been  experienced  in  all  depart- 
ments and  especially  felt  in  the  housing  of  the  student  nurses  and 
graduate  staff  and  in  the  inadequate  classroom  facilities,  the  antici- 
pation of  new  buildings  is  an  incentive  to  carry  on  COUrag 
until  these  doors  are  opened.  However,  the  thought  of  spacious 
and  more  comfortable  halls  is  a  lesser  joy  when  compared  with  the 
anticipation  of  developing  a  bigger  and  broader  educational  program 
for  the  School,  to  enable  it  to  keep  pace  with  the  other  units  of  the 
Association.  We  trust  a  special  appropriation  will  be  made  t<> 
further  this  end  and  that  in  the  very  near  future  the  service  of  the 
Hospital  with  its  School  of  Nursing  and  the  College  will  be  united 
to  give  a  larger  and  more  valuable  service  to  the  sick,  to  nursing 
education  and  to  medical  science. 

During  the  past  year  our  health  record  has  been  very  good,  with 
a  general  average  of  2.9  days  of  illness  per  student.  This  however 
does  not  include  the  illness  of  three  students  who  were  unfortunate 
in  having  communicable  diseases;   one  contracted  mumps   while 
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on  service  on  the  children's  ward,  the  other  two  contracted  scarlet 
fever  while  affiliating,  one  at  Manhattan  Maternity  Hospital  and 
the  other  at  YVillard  Parker  Hospital,  thirty  days  of  quarantine 
were  required  for  the  scarlet  fever  cases.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  periodically  our  children's  service  has  been 
very  light  we  have  been  obliged  to  recommend  the  withdrawal  of 
the  students  of  two  schools  requiring  affiliation  in  that  service. 
A  readjustment  in  our  children's  department  is  greatly  needed; 
quite  frequently  our  three  admission  rooms  are  in  quarantine,  tying 
up  our  services  for  weeks  wThen  every  minute  is  required  for  the 
instruction  and  experience  of  our  students. 

The  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Graduating  Exercises  were  held  in  the 
Administration  Building,  on  March  9th  1927,  the  President,  Mr. 
Edward  Sheldon,  presiding. 

The  Exercises  were  opened  with  a  prayer  offered  by  the  Reverend 
C.  H.  Horner,  Assistant  Rector  of  Grace  Church. 

Dr.  James  Morley  Hitzrot  delivered  a  very  interesting  and 
inspiring  address  to  the  Graduating  Class  giving  them  two  thoughts 
to  carry  awray  with  them: 

"The  beauty  of  service.  Service  is  the  Keystone  of  your  pro- 
fession." 

"Conscience.  Without  that  inner  ideal,  that  inner  satisfaction, 
your  profession  will  be  a  hollow  mockery." 

The  president  addressed  the  class  and  presented  the  diplomas 
and  gold  badges.  At  the  close  of  the  Exercises  the  class  entertained 
their  friends  in  the  nurses'  residence. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  friends  who  have 
made  it  possible  for  our  students  to  enjoy  many  delightful  hours  of 
entertainment  in  music  and  the  theatre,  and  to  express  to  the 
Board  of  Governors,  the  Hospital  Management,  the  Attending 
Staff  and  tin1  Nursing  Staff  our  deep  appreciation  of  their  support 
and  cooperation.

Gentlemen:  The  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Social  Service 
Committee}  with  a  brief  review  of  its  work  for  the  year  L927,  is  here- 
with respectfully  submitted. 

Most  valuable  volunteer  service  has  been  rendered  by  many  la- 
dies, especially  Mrs.  George  Ludlow,  who  has  aided  in  the  labora- 
tory; Airs.  George  Haven  and  Miss  Beatrice  Gawtry  in  supplying 
patients  with  books  from  our  Library,  and  Miss  Anne  Morgan, 
who  has  rounded  out  six  years  of  most  faithful  service  in  the 
Children's  Cardiac  Clinic. 

We  are  in  need  of  several  more  volunteers  and  hope  we  may  be 
able  to  report  a  larger  number  in  1928. 

During  the  year,  the  Governors  agreed  to  pay  the  salary  of  our 
trained  Library  Worker  who  has  rendered  excellent  service  in  the 
care,  supervision,  and  giving  out  of  books  to  the  patients.  There 
were  4,101  volumes  distributed,  almost  double  that  of  the  year  1926. 
We  had  found  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  library  with  volunteer 
service  alone  on  account  of  the  summer  months  when  volunteers 
are  usually  absent. 

The  sixty  Layettes  consisting  of  900  articles  made  by  Miss 
Elizabeth  Ruhr  and  again  given  to  us  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Frank  K. 
Sturgis,  have  proved  most  useful,  and  made  many  a  mother  very 
happy. 

The  Student  Xurses  continue  to  affiliate  with  the  Social  Service 
Department,  for  a  three  months'  course.  Miss  Jordan,  Directress  of 
Nurses,  asked  a  group  of  Student  Xurses  to  write  of  their  affiliations 
and  their  value  as  they  saw  them,  for  the  General  Bulletin  published 
by  the  Hospital  last  June.  The  Student  Nurse  who  wrote  of  Hos- 
pital Social  Service  closed  her  article  with  the  following  paragraph: 

''The  Student  Nurse  who  studies  Hospital  Social  Service  is, 
many  times,  able  to  render  assistance  where  others,  without  this 
experience,  are  not.  She  acquires  a  keener  insight  into  the  under- 
lying causes  of  slow  recuperation,  when  a  patient  may  be  worrying 
over  home  conditions  unknown  to  the  doctor,  and  is  able  to  render 
advice  and  assistance.    She  is  taught  those  qualities  of  tact,  in- 
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genuity,  sympathy  and  understanding  which  all  serve  to  make 
her  a  better  and  more  skilled  member  of  her  profession." 
Dr.  C.  L.  Gibson,  Attending  Surgeon,  has  written  as  follow- : 

"We  have  recently  completed  an  investigation  of  fourteen  years' 
final  results  on  the  First  Surgical  Division.  They  have  been  di- 
vided into  two  periods — the  first,  1913-1919,  has  already  been 
published.  The  striking  feature  is  the  constant  improvement  in 
the  number  of  Follow-Up  reports  obtained; — from  1913-1919, 
75  per  cent  of  the  patients  sent  for  were  reported  on;  from  1918— 
1927,  95.5  per  cent. 

"The  exercise  which  Miss  Josephi  gives  each  section  of  our  Sur- 
gical Students  in  outlining  the  scope  and  possibilities  of  the  Social 
Service  Work,  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  students  and 
has  received  much  favorable  comment." 

The  Annual  Fair  for  the  Milk  Fund  was  given  with  the  help  of 
Mrs.  Payne  Whitney,  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  H.  C.  Phipps,  at  Old 
Westbury,  Long  Island.  During  the  year  25,059  quarts  of  milk 
were  distributed,  a  slight  increase  over  1926. 

There  have  been  ten  meetings  of  the  Good  Citizen's  Club  during 
the  past  year.  The  Club  was  entertained  at  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Frederick  Allien  last  June.  Several  instructive  talks  have  been 
given  the  members  by  Mrs.  Allien  and  her  friends. 

Rev.  Dr.  Mottet  still  extends  to  us  the  hospitality  of  the  room 
belonging  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  for  our  "Health 
Classes." 

In  the  spring,  six  children  were  selected  from  this  group  to  have 
the  ultra  violet  ray,  conveyed  through  the  Alpine  Light.  This 
treatment  has  been  given  in  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  after  the  regular 
clinics  are  over. 

No  one  is  more  aware  than  the  children  themselves  of  the  great 
benefit  they  are  receiving  from  this  light.  There  is  no  doubt  about 
their  added  vitality  and  vigor.  We  feel,  with  the  physicians  in 
charge,  that  this  is  a  decided  progress  step,  and  hope  to  add  to  the 
group  in  1928. 

The  Committee  on  Transportation,  Mrs.  R.  D.  Pruyn,  Chairman, 
has  been  of  the  greatest  help  to  several  patients  who  have  been 
greatly  benefited  by  the  treatment  they  were  able  to  receive,  and 
in  Beveral  instances  have  been  able  to  return  to  work.  Without  the 
aid  of  transportation  they  would  have  had  to  forego  this  medical 
help. 

The  Convalescent  work  and  the  Fresh  Air  work  have  been  practi- 
cally the  same  as  that  of  the  year  before. 

In  April  a  letter  was  received  from  Miss  Ellison,  Superintendent 
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of  Campbell  ( lottages  for  Convalescent  ( Ihildren  stating  the  splendid 
progress  "our  girls  nave  made  under  the  Occupational  Teacher 
who  came  to  us  in  January,  th:mks  to  the  Social  Service  Committee." 

Mrs.   I  lit  /rot.   Mrs.   Fair,  and  others  of  the  Sewing  and  Supply 

( lommittee  have  continued  to  supply  the  children  of  the  ( Jhildrei 
Ward  with  attractive  rompers  and  bathroh 
rrhis  was  probably  the  last  summer  that  we  will  have  the  use  of 

the  playground  on  L5th  Street  for  our  clinic  children.  Soon  after 
school  begun  this  fall,  the  demolishing  of  the  old  Van  Buren  house 
began.  As  wc  understand  building  will  take  place  soon,  we  hardly 
hope  for  the  use  of  the  playground  another  year. 

Mrs.  Kent  has  been  most  active  in  collecting  clothing  throughout 
the  entire  year.  She  also  has  been  an  expert  purchaser  when 
necessary. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Dickson,  Professor  Preventive  Medicine  and  Hygiene, 
Lane  and  Stanford  University  Hospital,  San  Francisco,  California, 
asked  for  permission  to  have  made  a  print  of  our  film  "The  Watchful 
Eye.''    We  are  glad  that  the  film  has  not  yet  outlived  its  usefulness. 

The  Children's  Fund  has  continued  to  be  of  the  greatest  help. 
It  has  been  particularly  valuable  in  supplying  extra  diet  to  a  child  of 
eight  suffering  from  Glaucoma  and  Anemia.  The  doctor  advised  a 
generous  diet  of  seasonable  fruits  and  vegetables  to  improve  her 
condition.  She  is  one  of  a  family  of  ten  children,  all  under  working 
age.  Although  the  father  works  steadily,  these  added  items  to  the 
household  budget  were  more  than  he  could  provide.  We  are  glad  to 
report  that  this  child  has,  in  the  last  few  months,  improved  so  much 
that  she  has  been  able  to  attend  regularly  a  sight  conservation 
class,  and  we  hope  this  disease  is  at  least  arrested. 

This  summer,  six  representatives  of  Social  Service  Departments 
of  Hospitals  met  to  compare  their  monthly  reports  and  to  discuss 
the  exact  meaning  of  certain  terminology,  hoping  to  work  out  more 
uniform  and  comprehensive  reports.  These  meetings  have  been 
kept  up  faithfully  throughout  the  year  and  will  continue  in  L928. 
Our  Social  Service  Department  has  been  represented  from  the  first. 
The  number  of  Social  Service  Departments  sending  representatives 
is  gradually  increasing  and  the  discussions  are  always  lively  and  the 
exchange  of  ideas  most  valuable. 

The  usual  Christmas  Baskets  were  given  to  the  families  who  are 
connected  with  the  hospital  through  sickness.  Three  Christmas 
Tree  Parties  for  over  500  Clinic  Children  were  given  in  the  large 
clubroom  of  the  Margaret  Louisa  Home.  The  children  sang  carols 
and  laughed  heartily  over  the  conversation  of  a  very  clever  ventrilo- 
quist. The  parties  were  most  successful,  very  well  attended  and 
each  child  went  away  happy. 
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We  are  very  much  indebted  to  the  hospitality  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Margaret  Louisa  Home.  Without  this  large  room  these  gather- 
ings would  not  be  possible. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  Dr.  John  Vietor,  representative  of  the 
Medical  Board  in  discussions  of  questions  of  mutual  interest. 

The  report  of  the  Follow-Up  work  for  the  Second  Surgical  Division 
under  Dr.  Vietor  is  summarized  as  follows : 

"506  Follow-Up  Cases  were  referred  to  Social  Service.  Through 
their  efforts  15  per  cent  of  this  number  reported  to  the  Hospital. 
Over  50  per  cent  of  the  remainder  were  traced  and  heard  from 
through  Social  Service." 

The  Social  Service  Committee  desires  to  record  its  appreciation  of 
the  able  manner  in  which  Miss  Josephi  has  supervised  its  many 
activities,  and  thanks  are  also  extended  to  Dr.  Howell,  Miss  Jordan 
and  Miss  Ellison  for  their  cooperation,  which  has  assisted  materially 
in  increasing  the  efficiency  of  our  work. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  hereby  tendered  to  the  Officers  of 
the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  the  Board  of  Governors, 
who  have,  as  in  former  years,  aided  the  Committee  in  every  way.

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LIBRARY  REPORT  FOR  1927 


The  work  of  distributing  our  books  to  the  ward  patients  continued 
under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Gawtry  and  myself.  We  have  had 
faithful  and  efficient  helpers  in  Mrs.  Farwell,  Miss  Cornelia  Robb, 
and  Miss  Emma  Smith.  In  May  1927  Miss  Pease  who  had  been 
paid  by  our  Committee  was  put  on  the  pay-roll  of  the  hospital.  She 
carried  on  the  work  by  herself  all  summer.  The  number  of  books 
given  out  during  the  year  was  4,101,  an  increase  of  75  per  cent  over 
L926.  This  number  includes  434  foreign  books.  Italian  was  over- 
whelmingly in  the  lead.  The  other  languages,  in  order  of  quantity, 
were:  Yiddish,  French,  Russian,  German,  Spanish,  Polish,  Greek, 
Armenian,  Hungarian,  Roumanian  and  Japanese.  Twelve  different 
languages  in  all. 

Thanks  to  very  many  kind  donations  we  have  an  excellent  and 
quite  modern  collection  of  about  800  English  books.  We  now  de- 
pend on  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Public  Library  only  for  our 
foreign  books.  We  are  always  thankful  to  have  new  books  given 
us,  especially  fiction  or  any  current  books  which  are  popular  and 
readable.

REPORT  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  PREVENTIVE 

COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  YEAR    L927 


Each  year  is  marked  by  one  or  more  important  advances  in  dif- 
ferent ways  which,  while  they  may  seem  to  be  in  a  manner  of  inno- 
vation, are  proven  later  to  accomplish  very  real  benefit. 

The  most  important  this  year  has  been  the  use  of  the  ultra  violet 
rays,  which  are  exceptionally  good  for  the  children  who  are  neither 
ill  nor  well,  hut  at  a  physical  standstill.  This  condition  can  readily 
be  understood  when  one  realizes  there  is  nothing  in  the  environment 
of  these  tenement-bred  lives  to  improve  a  physical  condition  except 
a  short  vacation  from  it  in  the  summer — nor  is  there  any  serious 
organic  trouble  with  them  which  too  easily  might  produce  a  mortal 
illness. 

At  first  the  children  were  afraid  of  this  very  bright  lamp  with 
these  peculiar  looking  rays — and  the  parents  were  suspicious  of 
them,  but  after  coaxings  and  various  diplomatic  procedure- 
which  Miss  Allen  is  an  adept  with  these  ignorant  families),  all  have 
come  to  acknowledge  their  worth  and  as  it  is  the  latest  fashion  to 
have  them  the  children  are  now  delighted  when  it  is  their  turn  to  be 
in  the  front  ranks  of  the  new  style;  but  this  is  only  in  line  with  our 
former  innovations  which  became  habits,  the  commencement  of 
which  was  when  the  children  were  originally  persuaded  to  enter  the 
classes — and  the  parents  persuaded  to  allow  or  encourage  them — 
then  those  first  tentative  lessons  in  the  hygiene  of  child  welfare — 
then  through  various  stages  to  the  very  much  disliked  periodical 
visits  to  the  dentist  and  now  to  the  joy  of  the  strange  lights  from  the 
violet  rays. 

Although  these  children  have  the  streets  for  their  homes  and  al- 
though they  may  have  the  most  distasteful,  evil  and  harrowing  tales, 
there  is  something  in  each  which  unconsciously  seems  to  be  clamor- 
ing for  what  is  better — and  that  we  are  able  to  give  them,  little  by 
little.  The  most  important  is  of  course  the  improvement  of  the 
physical  condition.  This  brings  with  it  a  very  perceptible  change 
in  the  advancement  of  the  child,  mentally  and  morally.  It  has  its 
result  in  various  manners  and  degrees — whether  in  wanting  to 
please  their  teacher  by  doing  what  she  has  taught  them — from 
a  mending  of  the  boisterous  ways  or  to  be  able  to  "make  good"  after 
a  disgrace.    This  latter  was  the  case  of  one  boy  who,  being  impli- 
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cated  with  thieves  and  sent  to  a  reformatory,  was  paroled  for  good 
behavior  and  is  now  working  steadily  and  seems  to  have  profited 
by  his  bitter  lesson. 

Changes  come  even  in  cases  of  a  whole  family,  when  a  parent 
becoming  cognizant  of  an  initiation  of  improvement  by  the  child, 
begins  to  show  unconsciously  perhaps,  his  own  desire  for  some  share 
in  the  advancement  by  trying  (harder  than  he  might  have  done 
otherwise)  to  rally  more  easily  from  sickness  or  trouble  and  to  find 
work  to  make  money  for  the  family  and  to  support  them  as  well  as 
possible. 

In  this  way,  this  work  of  ours  has  broadened  in  a  direction  not 
expected  when  it  was  first  begun — but  so  many  of  these  things  are 
joined  together  by  a  small  thread  and  a  solution  of  one  problem  is 
very  apt  to  inaugurate  the  commencement  of  another.  Miss  Allen 
has  seen  this  and  has  coped  with  it  all  most  tactfully  and  successfully. 

The  summer  was  spent  as  usual,  with  the  children  going  to  va- 
rious camps  through  various  agencies  and  a  few  were  able  to  help 
with  their  own  expenses  on  account  of  there  being  higher  wages  in 
certain  industries. 

The  year,  no  doubt,  has  shown  very  real  changes  in  every  direc- 
tion, the  most  important  being  the  improvement  of  the  physical 
condition  of  the  children.  This  was  shown  markedly  at  their  ex- 
aminations upon  the  opening  of  the  October  classes — and  there 
have  been  less  serious  illnesses  and  even  fewer  accidents. 

The  improvement  of  the  social  conditions  is  shown  by  the  efforts 
in  the  home  to  rise  above  their  situation  economically,  so  bit  by  bit, 
we  have  every  reason  to  be  encouraged  with  this  work  which, 
although  it  is  primarily  for  children,  has  broadened  its  humani- 
tarianism  to  other  lines.  It  might  almost  seem  in  some  of  these 
cases,  that  which  has  been  so  often  quoted,  "A  little  child  shall  lead 
them."

FOB  THE   PERIOD  OF  SIXTEEN   MONTHS  ENDING 

DECEMBER  :ua,  1927 


Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen:  En  Juno,  L926,  your  Honorable  Board,  by  resolu- 
tion, established  a  now  Department  of  Psychiatry  for  the  purpose 
of  "providing  means  for  the  advancement  of  the  psychiatric  work 

of  the  Society."  The  position  of  General  Psychiatric  Director  was 
created  and  I  was  honored  with  appointment  to  the  position,  the 
duties  of  which  I  assumed  September  1,  R)2(>.  These  duties  were 
defined  as  follows: 

(1)  To  exercise,  under  the  direction  of  the  appropriate  Committee, 
general  supervision  over  all  the  psychiatric  work  of  the 
Society. 

(2)  To  make  such  studies,  investigations,  and  reports  as  may  he 
required  by  either  Committee. 

(3)  To  make  recommendations,  and  aid  the  Committees  in  the 
planning,  construction,  and  organization  of  all  new  psychiatric 
developments. 

(4)  To  study  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Bloomingdale 
Committee  concerning  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  with  reference 
to  questions  of  policy  and  future  plans:  also  to  appropriations 
for  extraordinary  repairs  and  improvements,  for  the  annual 
budget  and  payroll,  and  for  major  changes  and  extensions  in 
the  grounds,  buildings,  equipment  and  organization  that  may 
be  proposed  by  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Hospital,  or  that 
may  seem  advisable. 

(5)  To  act  as  consulting  psychiatrist  in  the  clinical  and  educa- 
tional work  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital. 

(6)  To  have  general  supervision  of  the  psychiatric  out-patient 
clinic  at  the  New  York  Hospital;  to  make  all  nominations  to 
the  Staff  of  the  Clinic  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Medical 
Board  of  the  New  York  Hospital  in  advancing  the  psychiatric 
work  of  the  Hospital. 

(7)  To  aid  in  recruiting  and  building  up  the  medical,  nursing,  and 
other  important  psychiatric  services,  in  advancing  the  psy- 
chiatric educational  and  scientific  work  of  the  Society,  in 
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informing  the  medical  profession  and  the  public  concerning 
the  work,  and  in  securing  support. 

(8)  To  prepare  a  manual  of  psychiatric  organization  and  adminis- 
tration for  the  use  of  the  Governors  and  the  administrative 
officers  of  the  department  and  its  divisions. 

(9)  To  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Bloomingdale  Committee. 
(10)  To  perform  such  other  duties  and  tasks  as  may  be  assigned 

by  either  Committee. 
The  committees  referred  to  above  are  the  Committee  on  Bloom- 
ingdale Hospital  and  the  Development  Committee. 

OUT-PATIENT  PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 

It  was  understood  that  the  position  was  created  with  special 
reference  to  extending  the  psychiatric  work  of  the  Society,  and  that 
with  regard  to  the  established  work  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital  it 
was  advisory  only.  Special  attention  has,  therefore,  been  given  to 
the  newer  developments  already  in  progress  or  under  consideration. 
For  the  extension  of  the  psychiatric  work  and  for  bringing  it  into 
closer  relations  with  the  other  departments  of  medicine,  the  out- 
patient Psychiatric  Clinic  that  was  established  at  the  New  York 
Hospital  in  April,  1924,  has  been  of  great  value.  Psychiatry  has 
been  so  neglected  in  medical  education  and  practice  that,  in  order 
to  establish  mutual  understanding  and  relationships  with  a  general 
medical  organization,  a  period  of  education  and  trial  is  required. 
The  Clinic  furnishes  an  admirable  means  of  accomplishing  this  in 
anticipation  of  the  greater  work  that  will  be  undertaken  at  the  new 
hospital.  The  medical  service  of  the  Clinic  is  furnished  by  the  well 
qualified  psychiatrists  of  the  Staff  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  and 
those  who  are  informed  concerning  other  clinics  of  the  same  kind, 
regard  it  as  of  exceptionally  high  character.  No  effort  has  been  di- 
rected to  stimulating  the  growth  of  the  Clinic,  but,  during  the  past 
year,  the  number  of  new  cases  examined  was  nearly  double  that  of 
the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  patients'  visits  was  1,353, 
which  was  more  than  three  times  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  patients  referred  to  the  Clinic  from  other  services  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department  was  increased  60  per  cent.  The  number 
of  patients  in  the  wards  of  the  New  York  Hospital  who  were  ex- 
amined by  the  physicians  of  the  Clinic  rose  from  1(.)  in  the  previous 
year  to  L10  during  the  past  year.  This  striking  increase  was  the 
result  of  :m  arrangement  that  was  made  by  the  Medical  Board  in 
April  last .  by  which  the  director  of  the  Clinic  has  made  regular  visits 
to  the  wards  every  Saturday  to  examine  cases  that  seemed  to  present 
psychiatric  problem-.  In  the  past,  psychiatry  has  been  looked  upon 
M  a  sequestered  Specialty  that  had  a  place  only  within  the  walls  of 
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an  asylum.  Today  its  value  in  the  whole  field  of  medicine  is  recog- 
nized, and  it  is  given  an  opportunity  to  cooperate  with  other 
departments  in  dealing  with  the  mental  and  personality  factors  thai 

are  so  important  in  every  form  of  illness  and  disability.  The  work 
and  influence  of  the  Clinic  should,  therefore,  we  believe,  be  of  . 
value  in  establishing  psychiatry  on  a  sure  footing  among  the  study 
and  treatment  resources  of  the  New  York  Bospital.  More  physi- 
cians could  he  employed  it'  room  were  available,  or  the  Clinic  could 
be  open  on  other  days  or  in  the  evening  were  it  possible  for  the 
physicians  to  spare  the  time  from  their  duties  at  Bloomingdale 
Hospital. 

The  increase  thai  has  taken  place  in  the  attendance  at  the  Clinic 
has  added  greatly  to  the  task  of  the  social  worker.  The  number  of 
interviews  of  the  social  worker  with  patients  increased  from  389  in 
the  previous  year  to  1,102  during  the  past  year.  No  provision  is 
made  for  clerical  service,  and  the  physicians  are  obliged  to  write  the 
case  histories,  and  the  social  worker  to  type  the  letters  that  must  be 
sent  out,  the  number  of  these  during  the  past  year  being  420. 

PSYCHIATRIC  HOSPITAL  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY 

It  will,  evidently,  not  be  long  before  the  provision  for  psychiatric 
work  at  the  New  York  Hospital  will  be  equal  to  that  made  for  other 
departments  of  medicine.  This  will  be  the  fulfilment  of  a  wish  that 
has  long  been  cherished  by  the  Committee  and  the  physicians  of 
Bloomingdale  Hospital.  Ever  since  Bloomingdale  Hospital  was 
moved  to  White  Plains,  it  has  been  recognized  that  there  were 
psychiatric  needs  in  New  York  City  that  could  not  be  supplied  by  a 
hospital  so  far  away.  Beginning  in  1899,  the  subject  has  frequently 
been  presented  in  the  annual  reports  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital  and 
in  special  reports  to  your  Board.  Recommendations  have  been 
made  relating  to  the  establishment  in  the  City,  preferably  in  con- 
nection with  the  general  hospital,  of  a  special  psychiatric  hospital  or 
department.  The  great  need  of  this  extension  of  the  psychiatric 
work  of  the  Society,  and  the  purposes  that  would  be  served,  have 
been  explained  in  several  of  the  reports,  notably  that  for  the  year 
1921.  The  association  with  the  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
that  was  entered  into  during  the  past  year,  has  opened  the  way  to  a 
more  extensive  provision  for  teaching  and  research  than  would  be 
required  in  a  hospital  devoted  more  especially  to  service.  This  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  generosity  and  sagacity  of  the  late  Payne 
Whitney  who  directed  in  his  will  that  eleven  shares  of  his  estate 
should  be  applied  to  the  development  of  this  work.  That  his  re- 
markable discernment,  interest,  and  sound  judgment  will  not  also 
be  available  in  carrying  out  the  project  will  always  be  deplored. 
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Some  progress  has  been  made  towards  determining  the  character 
of  the  development  that  will  best  meet  the  requirements  that  should 
be  provided  for.  The  property  which  has  been  secured  for  the  Xew 
York  Hospital-Cornell  University  development  has  also  been  studied 
with  reference  to  a  suitable  site  for  a  psychiatric  hospital.  It  is 
difficult,  in  a  crowded  city,  to  find  a  site  that  will  provide  the  degree 
of  privacy,  quiet,  means  of  outdoor  exercise,  and  other  special  con- 
ditions that  are  so  desirable  in  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
from  nervous  and  mental  disorders.  It  is  fortunate,  therefore,  that 
it  seems  to  be  possible  to  find  on  the  property  a  site  that  will  be 
remarkably  favorable.  When  a  decision  has  been  reached  the  prepa- 
ration of  plans  for  the  building  will  be  proceeded  with. 

BLOOMINGDALE  HOSPITAL 

The  establishment  of  a  psychiatric  department  in  New  York  City 
will  give  additional  occasion  for  the  further  development  of  Bloom- 
ingdale  Hospital  as  an  active  study  and  treatment  centre.  Most 
of  the  cases  of  nervous  and  mental  disorders  that  require  hospital 
treatment  are  of  protracted  character,  and  can  be  best  treated  in  a 
hospital  with  liberal  provision  for  the  invigorating,  occupational, 
recreational,  and  social  measures  that  are  employed.  It  may  be 
expected,  therefore,  that  applications  for  admission  to  Bloomingdale 
Hospital  will  be  made  by  many  patients  who  come  first  to  the  city 
department.  Some  of  these  patients  will  be  in  earlier  stages  of  their 
disorders  than  those  who  now  apply  for  hospital  treatment,  or  will 
be  convalescents  from  acute  episodes.  To  extend  the  service  of  the 
hospital  to  patients  of  this  type  would  add  greatly  to  its  usefulness, 
and,  if  special  provision  could  be  made  so  as  to  permit  of  better 
separation  from  the  more  severe  cases,  the  conditions  would  be  more 
acceptable.  Notwithstanding  the  advances  that  have  been  made, 
the  attitude  of  the  public  towards  Bloomingdale  Hospital  is  still 
influenced  by  the  standards  and  views  of  the  past . 

Another  Long  felt  need  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital  has  been  supplied 
during  the  past  year.  The  erection  of  a  residence  for  the  student 
nurses  and  their  instructors,  which  has  progressed  far  towards 
completion,  marks  a  real  epoch  in  the  advancement  of  nursing  and 
nursing  education  at  the  hospital.  This  is  of  importance  not  only  to 
Bloomingdale  Hospital,  but  to  the  psychiatric  work  of  the  Society 
wherever  engaged  in.    The  developments  in  New  York  City  arc  an 

Outgrowth  of  the  psychiatric  work  which  has  been  carried  on  by  the 
Society  since  its  beginning,  for  the  first  thirty  years  at  the  New  York 
Hospital  and  since  then  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital.  The  present 
organization  may  then  be  looked  to  for  the  knowledge,  experience, 
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executive  and  clinical  ability,  thai  will  be  needed  to  carry  the  meth- 
ods and  standards  thai  have  been  built  up  into  the  new  development. 
To  anticipate  this  need,  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  bring  into  the 
service  as  many  well  trained  physicians,  muses,  occupational  and 
other  special  therapists  as  may  be  possible.    It  has  Long  been  felt 

that    B   special    residence  and   social   centre   for   the  student    nurses 

would  be  a  means  of  attracting  to  the  service  candidates  of  t  he  social 
and  educational  character  that  is  so  needed  in  psychiatric  nursing, 
and  we  believe  that  this  will  be  accomplished.     Advantage  may  be 

taken  of  the  Floyd-Jones  Scholarship  for  the  further  education  of 
graduates  of  the  School  of  Nursing  to  prepare  those  who  will  be 
needed  for  executive  and  educational  positions.  The  further  prepa- 
ration of  physicians  for  advanced  positions  in  the  service  may  he 
contributed  to  by  the  period  of  study-leave  with  salary  that  has 
been  employed  satisfactorily  in  one  instance. 

The  loss  of  space  for  development  that  has  resulted  from  the  ar- 
rangement relating  to  streets  that  has  been  entered  into  with  the 
City  of  White  Plains,  is,  to  some  extent,  compensated  for  by  the 
security  against  further  encroachments  that  has  been  obtained.  It 
will  now  be  possible,  within  the  more  limited  area,  to  proceed  with 
developments  that  have  been  outlined  for  the  better  classification 
and  treatment  of  the  patients  in  the  hospital,  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  of  less  severe  types  to  whom  the  present  hospital  provision 
does  not  seem  to  be  acceptable,  and  for  providing  residential  quar- 
ters for  the  employed  personnel  who  remain  in  buildings  occupied 
by  patients. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  adjustment  to  new  conditions  and 
requirements.  The  position  of  General  Psychiatric  Director  is  prin- 
cipally advisory  in  character,  and  its  usefulness  is  dependent  upon 
the  action  of  the  Committees  under  wrhose  direction  it  functions. 
Little  in  the  way  of  concrete  accomplishment  can  be  reported,  but  in 
"providing  means  for  the  advancement  of  the  psychiatric  work  of 
the  Society.''  the  past  year  is  one  of  remarkable  progress  and  has 
opened  the  way  to  a  most  promising  future.

The  types  of  cases  received  were  not  unlike  those  of  recent  years. 
The  number  of  cases  with  organic  brain  disease  amounted  to  8.5 
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per  cent  of  the  total  admissions.  Of  this  number  11  were  cases  of 
general  paralysis,  9  of  whom  were  treated  with  malaria,  most  of 
whom  responded  favorably.  Only  8  patients  without  psychoses 
were  admitted  on  account  of  alcoholism  and  drug  addiction. 

Twenty-three  of  the  patients  admitted  had  received  treatment  at 
the  Hospital  on  one  or  more  previous  occasions,  and  77  had  received 
treatment  in  other  institutions;  4  of  this  number  were  received 
upon  transfer  from  other  institutions.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  71  per  cent  of  the  admissions,  presented  a  history  of  mental 
symptoms  for  less  than  a  year. 

The  average  age  of  the  patients  admitted  was  38.7  years  for  the 
men  and  38.2  years  for  the  women.  This  is  approximately  what  it 
has  been  for  some  years.  Fifteen  were  under  twenty.  Applications 
for  the  admission  of  children  are  not  encouraged  as  no  separate 
provision  has  been  made  for  them  and  their  association  with  adults 
is  not  always  salutary.  The  problems  of  childhood  and  early 
adolescence,  with  a  view  of  preventing  the  development  of  nervous 
and  mental  disorders,  are  important  and  merit  special  provision  for 
their  study  and  treatment.  Seventy-two,  29  per  cent,  were  under 
thirty;  and  140,  constituting  56.5  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions, 
were  under  40. 

The  Hospital  has  accommodations  only  for  a  limited  number  of 
patients.  Inasmuch  as  a  suitable  social  environment  is  essential  to 
the  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  disorders,  the  admission  of  pa- 
tients has  been  restricted  to  those  who  have  a  good  level  of  refine- 
ment and  social  adaptability,  and  are  suffering  from  disorders  which 
it  may  reasonably  be  expected  will  respond  to  treatment. 

The  occupations  of  the  patients  admitted  were,  as  in  previous 
years,  principally  professional  and  commercial.  Twenty  were  still 
students  in  schools  or  colleges.  Thirteen  were  teachers  in  schools  or 
colleges.  Seven  were  physicians.  Eight  were  lawyers.  Of  the  self- 
supporting  women,  11  were  business  women,  5  were  nurses,  i>  were 
librarians,  3  were  social  workers,  one  was  an  artist,  and  one  a  jour- 
nalist. Fifty-four  were  married  women  and  supported  by  their 
husbands,  who  were  either  business  or  professional  men. 

Sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  patients  admitted  made  t  heir  own  appli- 
cations.  This  is  in  accordance  with  our  experience  of  previous  years. 
Five  patients  who  came  to  the  Hospital  under  legal  commitment 
later  signed  their  own  applications  as  voluntary  patients.  The 
policy  that  has  been  followed  has  been  to  resort  to  Legal  restriction 
only  when  it  was  clearly  required  to  protect  the  patient  and  to  fur- 
nish legal  authority  for  detention  that  could  not  properly  be  dis- 
pensed  with.  In  24  instances  it  became  necessary  to  place  under 
legal  restriction  patients  who  had  been  received  in  the  Hospital  as 

Voluntary  patients. 
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DISCHARGES 


The  total  Dumber  of  patients  discharged,  excluding  29  chai 
of  status,  was  244,  of  which  1 10  were  men  and  1 1  1  were  women.  ( H 
this  number  60  were  fully  recovered,  40  were  much  improved,  and 
68  improved.  These  158  patients  constituted  64  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  discharged.  Thirty-five  were  discharged  without  having 
improved.    A  number  of  the  latter  .-is  well  as  those  transferred  to 

Other  institutions  were  cases  which  had  been  in  the  Hospital  for  a 
considerable  period  of  time  and  were,  in  accordance  with  the  policy 
of  the  Hospital  removed  to  make  room  for  new  admissions,  or  were 
cs  received  for  examination  and  study  for  the  purpose  of  advising 
their  relatives  in  regard  to  their  future  care  and  treatment.  Thir- 
teen were  transferred  to  other  institutions.  Seven,  one  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  of  patients  treated,  died. 

The  average  period  of  treatment  in  the  Hospital  of  those  who 
were  discharged  as  recovered  was  nine  months  and  five  days,  and  of 
those  improved  eight  months  and  five  days.  Thirteen  of  the  re- 
covered cases  had  been  in  the  Hospital  for  more  than  a  year,  4  for 
more  than  two  years,  and  I  for  five  and  a  half  years.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  5(3  who  had  left  the  Hospital  during  the  year  were  still 
carried  on  the  books  on  visit.  A  considerable  number  of  these  pa- 
tients were  kept  under  observation  by  means  of  visits  to  the  Hospi- 
tal physicians  either  in  White  Plains  or  at  the  New  York  Hospital. 
The  visits  of  former  patients  to  the  XewT  York  Hospital  office  were 
134,  and  to  Bloomingdale  Hospital  241.  This  service  is  of  great 
value  to  the  patients  in  aiding  them  to  complete  their  adjustments 
outside  of  the  Hospital  and  to  seek  early  advice  in  the  event  of  a 
return  of  any  unfavorable  symptoms.  This  service  to  our  patients 
on  visit  as  well  as  former  patients  has  been  furnished  without  charge. 
It  consumes  considerable  of  the  time  and  adds  much  to  the  work  of 
the  physicians.  Further  organization  of  this  work  is  advisable  and 
to  the  advantage  of  both  the  patient  and  the  Hospital. 

CLINICAL  SERVICE 

There  have  been  four  changes  in  the  medical  staff  during  the  year- 
Dr.  French,  who  had  been  absent  on  a  fellowTship  granted  by  the 
Hospital,  returned  in  October  after  a  year  of  study  in  Europe. 

Regular  staff  conferences  are  held  four  days  each  week  at  which 
patients  with  their  case  records  are  presented  for  study  and  consid- 
eration. One  evening  each  week  a  staff  conference  is  held  at  which 
topics  of  scientific  interest,  special  studies,  and  current  literature 
are  presented  for  discussion.  For  these  meetings  a  regular  program 
is  prepared  and  followed.  These  conferences  have  been  most  helpful 
and  have  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  usual  high  standards 
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in  the  clinical  service.  Five  times  during  the  year  conferences  have 
been  held  to  which  outside  physicians  have  been  invited.  Programs 
of  interest  to  the  physicians  in  general  practice  have  been  prepared 
for  these  meetings: 

Psychopathic  Traits  in  Delinquents  and  Their  Management; 

Psychoses  Associated  with  Somatic  Diseases; 

Depressions  with  Definite  Precipitating  Causes; 

Borderline  Cases  in  a  General  Hospital:   and 

Psychoses  Due  to  Bromides  and  Similar  Drugs. 

The  Medical  Staff  in  addition  to  their  regular  duties  have  con- 
tributed a  great  deal  of  time  to  seeing  and  advising  patients  who 
return  to  the  Hospital  to  consult  them ;  to  the  out-patient  clinic  at 
the  New  York  Hospital;  and  to  the  educational  work  of  the  Hos- 
pital. Dr.  Hamilton  presented  a  paper  on  The  Treatment  of  Schizo- 
phrenia before  the  Association  for  Research  in  Nervous  and  Mental 
Diseases  which  will  be  printed  in  the  transactions  of  that  Association. 
Dr.  Zilboorg  reported  a  case  of  Psychosis  Caused  by  a  Latent  Focus 
of  Infection,  to  the  Section  in  Medicine  of  the  New  York  Academy 
of  Medicine,  which  was  published  in  the  New  York  State  Journal  of 
Medicine,  July,  1927.  He  reported  to  the  New  York  Obstetrical 
Society  a  study  of  Malignant  Psychoses  Related  to  Pregnancy  and 
Childbirth,  which  will  be  published  in  the  February  1928  issue  of  the 
American  Journal  of  Obstetrics.  He  also  read  a  paper  before  the 
Philadelphia  Psychiatric  Society  on  Some  Mechanisms  in  Post- 
Part  urn  Schizophrenia. 

The  visiting  physicians  from  the  New  York  Hospital  have  con- 
tinued their  regular  visits  to  the  Hospital  and  have  been  of  groat 
assistance  in  maintaining  standards  in  the  clinical  work  in  internal 
medicine  and  urology.  The  consulting  specialists  have  been  called 
upon  constantly  and  have  responded  promptly,  and  furnished  skilful 
service  which  has  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  individual  patients 
and  the  standards  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  again  express 
appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  the  administrative,  clinical  and 
laboratory  staffs  of  the  New  York  Hospital  in  dealing  with  various 
problems,  and  the  kindly  and  skilful  attention  received  by  patients, 
employees,  and  staff  members  who  have  been  transferred  to  the 
New  York  Hospital  for  examination  and  treatment. 

Employees'  Clinic.  The  out-patient  clinic  for  the  examination 
and  treatment  of  employees  has  continued  to  demonstrate  its  use- 
fulness. All  new  employees  have  been  examined  shortly  after  enter- 
ing the  employ  of  the  Hospital.  There  has  been  a  diminution  in 
the  amount  of  sickness  and  a  corresponding  improvement  in  the 
general  health  of  the  employees.  There  have  been  very  few  sick 
wii h  communicable  disease 
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I  hiring  the  year  468  persona  paid  I ,  145  visits  to  the  ( Jlinic.    The 

work  done  :it  the  Clinic  included  L60  physical  examinations,  X-i 
for  L63  employees,  ;i  considerable  number  of  serological  and  other 
laboratory  examinations,  and  a  number  of  preventive  treatments 

inst  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  small-pox,  etc.  Twenty-nine  em- 
ployees suffered  from  illness  that  confined  them  to  bed,  and  one 
the  medical  Btaff  was  obliged  to  seek  t  reatmeni  in  a  general  hospital. 
A  special  study  w.-is  made  of  all  food,  including  milk  handlers.  The 
visiting  and  consulting  specialists  examined  many  of  the  cases  and 
several  were  referred  to  general  hospitals  for  treatment. 

Psychiatric  Out~Patient  Clinic  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  The 
medical  service  of  this  Clinic  has  been  furnished  by  Bloomingdale 
Bospital.  Four  physicians  have  spent  a  total  of  six  afternoon-  ;t 
week  at  the  Clinic.  During  the  three  years  and  more  this  Clinic  has 
been  in  operation,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  amount  of 
work  done.  The  Clinic  hours  have  been  increased  one  hour  each 
session.  Dr.  Henry  has  also  visited  the  wards  of  the  New  York 
Bospital  regularly  one  day  each  week  to  see  cases  referred  by  the 
house  and  visiting  staffs.  Due  to  the  lack  of  accommodations  the 
number  of  patients  seen  in  the  Clinic  has  had  to  be  limited. 

During  the  year  437  patients,  193  men,  182  women,  and  62  chil- 
dren under  sixteen  visited  the  Clinic  1,334  times.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  780  visits  over  last  year.  About  one-quarter  of  the  cases 
were  referred  from  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  and  one-fifth  from 
other  departments  of  the  out-patient  clinic.  Nineteen  cases  were 
referred  directly  by  outside  physicians.  In  addition  to  the  medical 
personnel,  a  psychiatric  social  wrorker  is  attached  to  the  Clinic.  A 
statistical  table  may  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

The  surgical  work  required  by  patients  during  the  year  included 
s  major  operations.  In  addition  3  tonsillectomies  were  done  and 
•")()  minor  surgical  operations  performed.  Some  of  the  cases  were 
sent  to  the  White  Plains  Hospital  and  in  some  instances  the  opera- 
tions were  performed  in  the  Hospital  operating  rooms.  As  in  pre- 
vious years  the  Hospital  has  relied  principally  upon  Dr.  J.  Fielding 
Black  of  White  Plains  for  surgical  attention.  He  made  102  v. 
to  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  other  consulting  special 
wore  called  upon  frequently.  The  otolaryngological  work  has  been 
attended  to  by  Dr.  Frank  H.  Knight  and  Dr.  Richard  W.  Moriarty 
of  White  Plains.  Dr.  Frank  X.  Irwin  of  White  Plains  who  has  long 
been  connected  with  the  Hospital  did  practically  all  of  the  ophthal- 
mological  work.  Dr.  Robert  B.  Hammond  has  given  all  anaesthetics 
required.  The  visiting  internists  examined  all  newly  admitted 
patients,  examined  all  patients  developing  physical  illnesses  during 
their  Hospital  residence  and  saw  them  again  in  subsequent  visits, 
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and  examined  all  X-ray  films.  Dr.  Roper  reported  before  the  Prac- 
titioners Club  of  New  York  a  study  of  the  physical  status  of  a  large 
group  of  patients  examined  at  the  Hospital.  All  of  the  members  of 
the  visiting  and  consulting  staffs  have  been  most  attentive,  and 
when  circumstances  required,  have  given  their  services  with  little  or 
no  charge.  The  total  number  of  visits  to  the  Hospital  was  239. 
Patients  visited  the  offices  of  the  consulting  specialists  137  times. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Dental  Department  during  the 
year.  Dr.  Sniffen  has  continued  in  charge,  and  by  his  sympathetic 
and  understanding  management  of  sick  patients  he  has  continued 
his  department  on  a  high  level  of  service  to  the  patients  and  of  great 
value  to  the  clinical  resources  of  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Sniffen  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Dental  Council  of  the  State  made  a  report  on  Oral 
Surgery  and  Pathology  before  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Deans  of 
Dental  Colleges  and  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners.  Dr. 
Sniffen  is  assisted  by  a  dental  hygienist  and  a  clinical  and  chair 
assistant.  All  new  patients  are  given  a  prophylactic  treatment; 
X-rays  are  taken  of  all  teeth;  and  the  teeth  are  examined  in  con- 
nection with  the  reading  of  the  films,  a  report  of  which  is  filed  in 
each  patient's  case  record.  The  number  of  new  patients  examined 
was  222;  and  226  other  patients  were  examined  in  accordance  with 
the  periodical  system  of  examinations  made  of  all  patients.  The 
total  number  of  patients'  visits  to  the  dental  office  was  2585.  The 
total  number  of  operations  and  dental  procedures  was  5450.  A 
statistical  report  is  appended.

During  the  year  a  Victor  combined  phototherapy  and  thermo- 
therapy  lamp  was  added  to  the  therapeutic  equipment.  A  new 
Victor  dental  X-ray  machine  was  also  purchased. 

A  study,  "Gastro-Intestinal  Motor  Functions  in  Schizophrenia, 
Roentgenologic  Observations,"  was  published  by  Dr.  Henry  in  the 
American  Journal  of  Psychiatry,  July  1927.  An  article  by  Dr. 
Henry,  entitled  "  Emotions  and  Digestive  Functions"  was  published 
in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Dietetic  Association  of  July  1927. 
Both  articles  were  based  on  research  work  done  in  the  Hospital 
laboratory.  During  the  year  Dr.  Henry  has  been  carrying  on  studies 
to  determine  the  presence  and  kind  of  organisms  in  the  root  canals 
of  teeth.    The  report  of  this  work  will  be  published  early  in  1928. 

THE  NURSING  SERVICE  AND  SCHOOL 

The  standards  of  the  nursing  service,  always  high,  improved  dur- 
ing the  year  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  graduate  nurses  and 
the  additional  equipment  provided  during  the  year.  Completely 
equipped  utility  rooms  on  both  the  admission  halls  for  men  and 
women  became  available.  Continuous  flow  treatment  baths  were 
installed  in  Hall  Four  Women  and  Halls  Four,  Five  and  Six  Men. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Knox,  after  completing  her  course  at  Teachers  (  Al- 
lege, took  up  her  duties  as  supervisor  in  June.  Miss  Knox  had  been 
awarded  the  Floyd  Jones  Scholarship  by  the  Hospital. 

The  educational  qualifications  of  the  students  entering  the  School 
of  Xursing  have  gradually  become  higher.  Twenty-three  students, 
16  women  and  7  men,  entered  the  School  during  the  year.  Thirty- 
six  affiliated  students  and  5  postgraduates  entered  for  special 
courses.  The  total  number  of  students  in  training  at  the  end  of 
the  year  wss 48,  an  increase  over  last  year.  These  figures  do  not 
include  those  students  from  nearby  hospitals  who  take  their  first 
four  months  in  the  Central  School  of  Nursing  maintained  at  the 
Hospital.  Affiliation  this  year  with  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hospital  has 
provided  for  special  courses  in  psychiatric  nursing  at  this  Hospital 
for  their  Bl  udeuts.

PHYSICAL  AND  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 
DEPARTMEh  TS 

Both  the  Men's  and  Women's  Physical  Education  Departments 
have  been  active  during  the  year.  Organized  physical  recreation 
and  rehabilitation  have  continued  throughout  the  year  on  a  higher 
plane,  especially  during  t  he  winter  because  of  the  resources  provided 
by  the  gymnasia.  Individual  attenl  ion  in  recreations  and  correct  ive 
exercises  has  been  freely  given  whenever  the  ueed  presented  itself. 
New  equipment  was  added  to  each  Department  and  the  bowling 
alleys  and  pool  table  in  t  he  Taylor  Building  became  available  during 
tin1  year.  The  recreational  resources  of  the  Hospital  were  incre 
this  year  by  the  opening  of  York  Lodge  where  picnics,  day  pai 
swimming  and  games  were  much  enjoyed. 

These  1  departments  have  also  been  in  charge  of  the  entertainments 
and  organized  social  life  of  the  patients.  The  maintaining  of  a  suit- 
able social  environment  and  well  directed  social  and  recreational 
contacts  with  opportunities  for  participation  in  events  is  essential  to 
treatment  which  is  aimed  to  bring  about  social  adjustment.  This  is 
regarded  as  one  of  the  very  important  features  of  the  therapeutic 
resources  of  the  Hospital.  The  total  number  of  patients  enrolled  in 
the  Departments  of  Physical  Education  was  -17(.)  of  which  204  were 
men  and  275  were  women.  Details  of  the  activities  of  these  De- 
partments may  be  found  in  the  appended  tables. 

Instruction  in  the  employment  of  physical  exercises,  games  and 
sports,  and  social  entertainments,  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  was 
given  to  47  nurses  and  3  students  of  physical  education  schools  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  resources  of  the  Departments  were  made  avail- 
able to  the  employees  of  the  Hospital  and  were  used  extensively. 

Occupational  Therapy  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  therapeutic 
measures  available  to  the  Hospital.  The  Hospital  is  fortunate  in 
having  two  well  planned  and  equipped  buildings  in  which  to  carry 
on  this  form  of  treatment.  All  patients,  their  condition  permitting, 
go  to  these  special  buildings  for  regular  periods  each  day.  For  those 
patients  who  are  unable  to  go  to  the  special  buildings,  definite  hours 
are  arranged  when  the  personnel  of  these  Departments  visit  the 
halls.  There  are  few  patients  who  do  not  have  the  advantage  of  this 
form  of  treatment.  The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  the 
year  was  469  of  whom  219  were  men  and  250  were  women.  This 
number  constitutes  83  per  cent  of  the  total  patients  treated  at  the 
Hospital.  The  number  of  articles  made  or  repaired  was  23,604  of 
which  the  men  produced  5,201  and  the  women  IS, 403.    In  addition 
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the  printing  shop,  in  which  the  patients  find  agreeable  employment, 
turned  out  406,210  pieces  of  printed  matter  among  which  were  a 
number  of  pamphlets  of  value  to  the  medical,  nursing  and  thera- 
peutic services.  Gardening  and  other  outdoor  occupations,  such  as 
care  of  the  lawns,  game  fields  and  courts,  were  also  engaged  in. 

It  is  found  that  actual  accomplishment  of  some  worthwhile  piece 
of  work  gives  the  best  results  in  this  form  of  treatment.  Instruction 
in  occupational  therapy  was  given  to  60  students  of  whom  50  were 
nurses  and  10  were  students  taking  the  course  of  training  for  occu- 
pational therapists.  There  were  9  visiting  instructors  who  worked 
in  these  Departments  for  short  periods  to  become  familiar  with 
some  special  aspect  of  the  work. 

The  following  articles  were  published  by  Mr.  Haas,  Director  of 
the  Men's  Occupational  Therapy  Department:  "The  Next  Stage 
in  Occupational  Therapy  Development,"  printed  in  Occupational 
Therapy  and  Rehabilitation,  August,  1927;  "Weaving  Frame  for 
Bedside  Occupational  Therapy";  "A  Card  Board  Loom,"  printed 
in  Occupational  Therapy  and  Rehabilitation,  December,  1927. 

Exhibits  were  prepared  for  the  meetings  of  the  New  York  State 
Occupational  Therapy  Association  and  the  American  Occupational 
Therapy  Association. 

Massage,  hydrotherapy,  and  other  forms  of  physiotherapy  were 
employed.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-six  patients  were  given  mas- 
sage 7,323  times.  One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  patients  received 
6,282  hydrotherapeutic  baths,  exclusive  of  prolonged  baths.  Two 
hundred  sixty-two  patients  received  3,612  treatments  with  the  ultra- 
violet ray  lamp.  During  the  year  a  new  lamp  for  thermotherapy 
and  phototherapy  treatments  was  installed.  Tables  showing  in 
detail  the  work  of  these  Departments  are  appended. 

YORK  LODGE 

York  Lodge,  a  large  cottage  with  generous  grounds  and  a  bathing 
beach,  is  located  at  the  foot  of  Rushmore  Avenue,  Orient  a  Point, 
Mamaroneck.  It  became  available  for  the  use  of  patients  in  June. 
The  Cottage  accommodates  twelve  patients.  It  has  a  spacious 
lounging  room,  a  reading  and  writing  room,  a  broad  porch,  and  at- 
tached bath  houses.  On  the  grounds  are  a  tennis  court  and  provi- 
sion for  other  outdoor  games.  The  homelike  atmosphere,  the 
relaxation  of  the  sea  shore  and  the  pleasure  derived  from  salt  water 
bathing  have  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  improvement  of  many 
patients.  The  Cottage  at  stated  times  is  available  for  men  patients 
and  for  women  patients.  A  total  of  74  patients  lived  there  for  vary- 
ing periods  during  the  summer. 

In  addition  day  parties  were  taken  to  York  Lodge  by  automobile 
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each  day  bu1   Sunday.      Lunch  W8LB  served  on  the  veranda  and  the 

patients  had  opportunity  to  go  in  swimming.    There  were  109  d 
parties,  providing  762  outings  for  ls<)  patients.    The  patients  en- 
joyed the  outings  very  much.    York  Lodge  contributed  a  great  deal 

to  the  pleasure  Of  t  he  pal  IentS  and  may  be  looked  upon  as  one  of  the 

treatment  resources  of  the  Hospital. 

EDUCATIONAL  WORK 

The  educational  work  carried  on  at  the  Hospital  continue-  to 
merit  some  comment  and  is  important  enough  to  refer  to  it  each 
year.  This  very  important  part  of  the  work  done  at  the  Hospital  is 
directed  to  the  training  of  physicians,  nurses,  occupational  thera- 
pists, dieticians,  physical  education  aides,  and  housekeepers.  Aside 
from  two  instructors  employed  in  the  Xursing  Department  solely 
for  teaching,  all  the  educational  work  is  carried  on  by  the  physicians 
and  directors  and  their  assistants  of  departments  in  connection  with 
their  regular  duties  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients  and  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Hospital.  The  advantages  to  the  service  of  the 
Hospital  are  very  great  in  building  up  and  maintaining  standards. 
The  time  is  looked  forward  to  when  this  work  can  be  better  organized 
and  receive  definite  support. 

The  Floyd  Jones  Scholarship  at  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University,  was  held  by  one  of  our  supervisors  this  year.  This 
scholarship  was  made  possible  through  the  gift  of  a  special  fund, 
the  Floyd  Jones  Fund  for  Nurses'  Educational  Purposes. 

One  of  the  resident  medical  staff  held  a  fellowship  awarded  by  the 
Hospital.  He  spent  the  year  in  Europe  in  special  psychiatric  study. 
Two  positions  were  added  last  year  to  the  resident  medical  staff  for 
teaching  and  training  in  psychiatry. 

The  four  staff  conferences  held  weekly  at  which  cases  are  pre- 
sented; the  Monday  evening  conferences  for  the  discussion  of 
scientific  subjects  and  the  review  of  current  literature;  and  the 
conferences  held  with  the  visiting  and  consulting  staffs,  all  have  an 
educational  value  to  the  physicians.  An  excellent  medical  library 
is  kept  up  to  date  with  new  books  and  files  of  important  periodicals. 
Likewise  a  special  library  is  maintained  for  the  nursing  staff. 

The  School  of  Xursing  is  registered  by  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York.  All  graduates  are  eligible  for  the 
qualification  of  R.  X.  granted  by  the  Regents.  The  course  is  of  three 
years'  duration,  one  year  of  which  is  spent  by  the  women  at  the 
Xew  York  Hospital  and  three  months  at  the  Manhattan  Maternity 
Hospital;  one  year  the  men  spend  at  Bellevue  Hospital. 

This  year  the  School  gave  instruction  to  64  students,  23  of  whom 
were  undergraduates,  36  affiliated  students  from  the  Xew  York, 
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Presbyterian,  and  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hospitals  of  New  York  City, 
and  5  post-graduate  students.  The  Central  School  in  which  the 
White  Plains  Hospital,  the  United  Hospital  of  Port  Chester,  the 
New  Kochelle  Hospital,  and  the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  have 
united  with  Bloomingdale  Hospital  in  the  employment  of  a  highly 
qualified  instructor,  is  conducted  in  the  Nurses  Educational  Build- 
ing of  this  Hospital.  Ninety-three  students  were  in  attendance  at 
the  School  during  the  year.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the 
building  and  its  equipment.  The  contacts  made  with  these  affiliated 
schools  are  of  mutual  advantage  and  stimulate  interest  in  psychiatric 
nursing. 

In  the  Department  of  Dietetics  19  students  were  given  instruc- 
tion.   Six  were  student  dieticians  and  13  were  nurses. 

Ten  women  occupational  therapists  took  the  special  course  in 
occupational  therapy  offered  by  the  Hospital.  The  Departments  of 
Occupational  Therapy  also  gave  instruction  to  50  nurses  in  training 
in  the  Hospital. 

One  student  received  training  in  institutional  housekeeping  during 
the  year. 

During  the  summer  months  a  limited  number  of  medical  students 
and  students  taking  courses  in  physical  education  in  educational 
institutions  are  given  practical  instruction  for  a  period  of  three 
months. 

The  educational  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  over  a 
number  of  years.  It  has  increased  each  year  and  has  demonstrated 
its  value  to  the  Hospital  and  the  community. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  enlarging,  renovating  and  decorating  of  York  Lodge,  the 
landscaping  of  the  grounds  and  the  construction  of  the  beach  and 
sea  wall  were  completed,  and  the  Cottage  was  occupied  in  Juno. 

Cottage  Number  Three  was  completed  and  occupied  in  October. 
The  construction  and  finishing  of  this  cottage  was  made  possible  by  t  he 
generosity  of  the  late  Payne  Whitney,  Vice  President  of  the  Society. 

The  renovation  and  refurnishing  of  the  Medical  Director's  house 
w;is  completed. 

( Jonsl  pucI  ion  of  the  Student  Nurses'  Residence  \\ ras  well  underway 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Tunnels  connecting  the  main  building  with 
Macy  Villa,  and  Cottage  Number  One  with  the  Students'  Residence 

were  completed. 

The  addition  to  the  Rogers  Gymnasium  was  well  under  way  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  renovation  of  the  plumbing  was  continued.    Thirteen  rooms 

were  completed  during  the  year.     This  included  utility  rooms  on 
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Halls  Four  Men  and  Women,  clinic  ;m<l  Bterilizing  rooms  od  Hall 
ii-  Men.  and  the  installation  of  live  continuous  baths  on  Halls 
Four,  Five  and  Six  Men  and  Hall  Four  Women.  Funds  to  complete 
the  renoval  Ion  of  the  plumbing  :irc  available.  The  total  expenditure 
thus  far  has  been  $188,000,  of  which  $82,000  came  from  current 
income. 

The  Social  Hall  was  redecorated  at  a  cosl  of  $2250. 

The  Westchester  Avenue  entrance  to  the  Hospital  grounds 
rebuilt  at  a  cost  of  $1200. 

The  mechanic's  cottage  was  wired  for  electricity. 

A  aew  dental  X-ray  machine  and  a  photo-thermotherapy  lamp 
were  installed  at  an  expense  of  $1,350. 

Two  large  Frigida ire  ice-cream  cabinets  replaced  an  ice  cabinet  at 
a  cost  of  si  .100. 

A  new  twelve  passenger  station  bus  was  purchased  at  a  cog 
$4,200. 

Bowling  alleys  and  a  pool  table  were  installed  in  the  Taylor 
Gymnasium. 

NEEDS 

Now  that  the  Students  Residence  is  well  under  construction,  it 
would  seem  highly  desirable  to  complete  the  entire  group  for  nurses 
and  to  provide  other  buildings  for  employees.  The  advisability  of 
providing  a  common  building  for  the  group  should  also  be  consid- 
ered. These  buildings  would  release  much  space  in  the  present 
buildings  for  the  adequate  development  of  some  of  the  treatment 
services  and  more  space  for  the  much  needed  physicians'  offices  and 
examining  rooms.  Additional  cottages  for  senior  physicians  are 
desirable. 

A  Hospital  building  providing  for  operating  rooms  and  associated 
service  rooms,  quarters  for  the  dental  clinic,  X-ray  department, 
employees'  clinic,  and  other  clinic  facilities  which  are  now  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  Hospital,  is  needed.  There  is  an  increasing 
need  for  additional  space  for  these  activities  which  have  outgrown 
their  present  quarters  due  to  the  increasing  service  they  render.  It 
is  also  desirable  that  they  should  be  centrally  located  and  together. 

Consideration  is  invited  to  the  need  of  provision  for  the  treatment 
of  the  acutely  sick  and  disturbed  women  patients.     A  building 
pecially  designed  for  the  care  of  this  type  of  patients  is  much  needed 
to  supplement  our  present  accommodations  and  to  provide  more 
adequately  for  the  treatment  of  the  individual  patient. 

i  he  tentative  program  submitted  to  the  Bloomingdale  Com- 
mittee early  in  the  year,  of  developments  to  meet  future  needs  of  the 
Hospital  merits  further  study. 

There  continues  to  be  a  considerable  need  for  extensive  renewals 
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occasioned  by  depreciation  of  the  plant.  Further  attention  should 
be  given  to  improving  the  heating  system  and  providing  for  its 
expansion.  A  study  of  the  lighting  and  electric  system  in  the  Hos- 
pital generally  to  correct  deficiency  and  bring  about  economies  of 
operation  would  appear  to  be  advisable.  New  buildings  have  been 
added  and  soon  the  Students  Building  will  require  additional  electric 
current.  The  extending  of  the  outside  lighting  system  and  placing 
of  the  wires  underground  are  subjects  for  consideration. 

The  main  driveway  is  in  need  of  serious  consideration.  The  pres- 
ent roadway  does  not  stand  the  wear  of  the  automobile  traffic  to 
which  it  is  subjected.  Because  of  the  large  number  of  visitors  who 
come  to  the  Hospital  by  motor,  it  seems  desirable  to  provide  greater 
parking  facilities  than  are  now  available.  A  landscape  architect 
could  undoubtedly  offer  helpful  suggestions  by  a  study  of  the  present 
driveway  and  the  problem  of  parking  space.  The  picket  fence  which 
surrounds  the  grounds  does  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  property  and 
is  a  source  of  expense  to  keep  up.  Its  replacement  by  a  more  durable 
type  is  desirable. 

The  matter  of  refurnishing  the  halls  throughout  the  Hospital  is 
one  which  merits  consideration.  Much  of  the  furnishings  has  been 
in  use  a  long  time  and  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  present  atmosphere 
of  the  Hospital.  Carefully  selected  furniture  and  furnishings  would 
do  much  to  brighten  up  the  halls  and  make  them  more  attractive. 
This  is  turn  would  react  beneficially  upon  the  patients. 

The  Bloomingdale  Committee  is  conversant  with  the  many  needs 
of  the  Hospital  which  have  not  been  specifically  mentioned  in  this 
report.  Appropriations  have  been  promptly  made  by  your  Board 
when  recommended  by  the  Committee.  Constant  effort  has  been 
made  to  maintain  the  entire  plant  in  such  condition  that  the  services 
of  the  Hospital  would  not  be  impaired.  The  continued  maintenance 
of  the  service  of  the  Hospital  requires  that  the  demands  of  progress 
in  the  medical  sciences  generally  and  in  psychiatry  in  particular  be 
met  and  kept  abreast  of. 

The  need  of  consideration  for  funds  specially  provided  to  carry  on 
the  educational  work  of  the  Hospital,  to  stimulate  research,  and 
provide  for  more  intensive  and  liberal  training  of  members  of  the 
medical  st;ii*i\  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration.  It  would  appear 
that  these  necessary  and  important  activities  of  the  Hospital  ought 
to  be  carried  on  independently  of  the  maintenance  charges  of  the 
Hospital. 

Attention  is  Invited  to  the  yearly  increasing  cost  of  maintenance. 

Tlii-  has  been  due  tot  he  gradually  increasing  cost  of  supplies;  thene- 

-ity  of  meeting  wages  paid  lor  similar  service  in  the  community; 

the  increasing  of  salaries  to  retain  trained  personnel;  the  increasing 
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<>i  wages  of  faithful  employees  for  length  of  Bervice;  and  the  cosl  of 
gradually  increasing  the  facilities  of  the  Hospital  and  the  raising  of 
standards  of  service.  In  L926  this  increase  amounted  to 
percent;  in  1927  the  increase  was  over  2,4  percent.  It  would  ap- 
bo  be  highly  desirable  for  the  Hospital  to  have  the  support  of 
additional  special  funds,  such  as  the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund, 

the  income  of  which   would   be  applied   to   the  support    of   worthy 

patients  whose  friends  were  unable  to  reimburse  the  Hospital  in 

whole  or  in  part  tor  their  treatment. 

FINANCIAL 

The  cost  of  maintenance  advanced  more  than  2.4  per  cent  over 
the  previous  year  due  to  increases  of  salaries.  The  total  expenditure 
for  ordinary  maintenance  and  care  and  treatment  of  patients  was 
1821,799.61.  This  includes  the  maintenance  of  the  property 
White  Plains  and  Orienta  Point,  ordinary  repairs  and  renewal-,  in- 
surance except  against  fire,  supplies,  nursing  and  other  study  and 
treatment  services,  the  educational  work  engaged  in,  salaries  and 
wages,  and  all  other  running  expenses.  Capital  charges  and  the 
oost  of  extraordinary  renewals  and  improvements  for  which  special 
appropriations  were  received,  are  not  included. 

Of  the  563  cases  treated  during  the  year,  238,  or  more  than  half, 
were  wholly  or  partially  supported  by  the  Society.  The  number 
treated  without  charge  was  33,  and  211  paid  rates  that  were  less 
than  the  average  cost.  The  expenses  borne  by  the  Society  in  the 
treatment  of  these  cases  amounted  to  $204,431.37,  which  was  the 
equivalent  of  the  support  of  65  free  beds  throughout  the  year.  The 
number  of  weeks'  board  and  treatment  furnished  was  13, 597,  and 
the  per  capita  cost  was  $60.44. 

The  income  of  the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund,  amounting  to 
$8,587. 34  was,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Memorial,  applied 
to  the  support  of  6  patients.

tors.    The  number  of  visitors  to  patients  during  the  year  was 
12,442. 

Official  visits  were  made  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Medical  Inspectors 
of  the  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  on  April  8th,  May  24th  ai  d 
25th,  September  30th,  and  December  23rd.  Miss  Harriet  Bailey, 
Inspector  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  for  Nurse  Training 
Schools  visited  the  Hospital  on  May  9th. 

Among  others  who  visited  the  Hospital  during  the  year  were  Mr. 
J.  S.  Cleland,  Chief  Architect  to  the  Government  of  the  Union  of 
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South  Africa,  who  was  visiting  in  this  country  in  the  interest  of  a 
building  program  underway  in  that  country;  Dr.  Aubrey  J.  Lewis 
of  Australia  who  was  in  this  country  studying  psychiatry  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation;  Dr.  Bernard  Hart,  a  dis- 
tinguished psychiatrist  of  England;  Dr.  J.  R.  Rees,  Medical  Super- 
intendent of  Bowden  House,  Harrow-on-the-Hill,  Middlesex, 
England;  Dr.  E.  Pandit,  Physician  to  his  Highness,  the  Maharajah 
ofRatlam,  India;  Dr.  Kate  Fraser,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Board  of  Control  for  Scotland;  and  a  number  of  distin- 
guished physicians  from  various  parts  of  our  own  country. 

Dedication  of  Hospital  Property  to  the  Public  Service.  In  1903  the 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  dedicated  to  the  public  service  in 
the  City  of  White  Plains  a  strip  of  land  on  the  west  borders  of  the 
property  50  feet  wide  and  known  as  Bloomingdale  Road. 

This  year  the  Society  dedicated  to  the  public  service  in  the  City 
of  White  Plains  a  strip  of  land  120  feet  wide  extending  through  the 
Hospital  property  for  the  extension  of  Bryant  Avenue  from  Mama- 
roneck  Avenue  to  the  southeast  corner  of  the  property  making  it 
possible  for  Bryant  Avenue  to  connect  with  Heatherbloom  Road; 
an  additional  strip  of  land  50  feet  wide  along  Bloomingdale  Road; 
and  a  strip  of  land  20  feet  wide  along  the  entire  length  of  the  Hos- 
pital property  fronting  on  North  Street.  In  addition  the  Society 
gave  the  City  of  White  Plains  $150,000  to  be  applied  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  above  streets.  The  City  of  White  Plains  in  turn 
agreed  to  refrain  from  taking  any  of  the  Hospital  property  for  any 
purpose  as  long  as  it  was  used  for  its  present  purposes.  A  conserva- 
tive estimate  of  the  value  of  the  land  dedicated  is  $300,000.  The 
total  value  therefore  of  land  and  moneys  dedicated  this  year  to  the 
public  service  in  the  City  of  White  Plains  amounted  to  $450,000. 

Libraries.  The  report  of  the  librarian  shows  that  310  volumes 
were  added  to  the  libraries  during  the  year.  Of  these  184  were  added 
to  the  general  library,  106  to  the  medical  library,  ami  20  to  the 
nurses'  library.  Sixty-two  general  magazines  (36  titles),  and  41 
medical  journals  of  which  9  were  in  foreign  languages,  were  received. 
The  distribution  for  the  general  library  was  10,537  volumes  of  which 
4,905  were  issued  to  patients,  2,284  to  the  men  and  2,621  to  the 
women.  The  number  issued  to  employees  was  5,632.  Xo  figures 
are  kept  showing  the  use  of  the  medical  library.  It  is  safe  to  say, 
however,  that  the  Monday  evening  conferences  of  the  Medical  Stall 
have  stimulated  a  greater  interest  in  the  library  and  many  more 
references  are  made  to  the  journals  and  books.  All  of  the  medical 
journals  are  bound  annually  and  are  available  tor  reference.  The 
general  library  contains  5,095  volumes,  the  medical  library  and  the 

library  of  the  School  of  Nursing  1.772  volumes,  making  a  total  of 
6,867  volumes. 
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Gifts,  Payne  Whitney,  Vice  President  of  the  Society ,  early  in  the 
i-.  gave  $97, 500  for  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  Coti 
Number  Three.  A  number  of  friends  of  patients  gave  Bums  of 
money  to  be  devoted  to  special  purposes.  Many  friends  of  patients 
have  signified  their  appreciation  of  the  service  rendered  to  patients 
in  whom  they  were  interested  by  giving  liberally  to  the  Xm 
Entertainment  Fund. 

Religious  Services.  Since  1819  religious  services  have  been  con- 
ducted on  Sunday  afternoons.  The  services  this  year  were  conducted 
by  the  Reverend  Prank  EL  Simmonds  of  Grace  Church,  White 
Plains,  and  by  the  Reverend  Roland  C.  Ormsbee  of  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's ( lunch.  White  Plains.  These  services  were  much  appreciated 
and  a  source  of  comfort  to  those  who  attended. 

The  Reverend  Father  John  F.  Turner  and  his  assistants  of  St. 
John's  Church,  White  Plains,  have,  as  in  the  past  years,  been  most 
faithful  in  attending  to  the  religious  comfort  of  the  Catholic  patients. 

On  May  1  Lth  the  Hospital  entertained  the  Alumnae  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  on  the  occasion  of  their  Fiftieth 
Anniversary  of  the  School.  A  pageant,  "The  Ministry  of  Help  and 
Healing/'  commemorating  the  founding  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  was  held  in  the  Taylor  Recreational  Building. 

Resident  Medical  Staff.  Dr.  George  E.  Daniels  resigned  on  July 
8th. 

Dr.  Gerald  R.  Jameison  was  appointed  Senior  Physician  May  1st 
and  on  August  1st  took  charge  of  the  Women's  Clinical  Service. 

Dr.  Raymond  I.  Gosselin  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from 
May  4th  to  November  15th  during  which  time  he  acted  as  Physician 
in  (  harge  of  the  Psychopathic  Department  of  the  Albany  Hospital. 

Dr.  Stewart  Sniffen  resigned  May  27th  to  continue  his  studies  in 
Europe. 

Dr.  Rose  Pringle  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  of  one  year  from 
August  1st. 

I  )r.  Margaret  Posthuma  was  appointed  Medical  Interne  June 
28th  for  one  year. 

Dr.  Alexandre  Manuel  was  appointed  Medical  Interne  July  2nd 
for  six  months,  pending  his  going  on  service  at  the  New  York 
Hospital.    He  resigned  December  27th. 

jfc&Dr.  Joel  Milam  Hill  was  appointed  Assistant  Physician  August 
1st. 

Dr.  Thomas  M.  French  returned  to  the  Hospital  September  17th. 
Dr.  French  had  been  in  Europe  for  one  year  on  a  fellowship  granted 
by  the  Hospital  for  special  psychiatric  study. 

Dr.  Asher  T.  Guilders  resigned  September  20th. 

Dr.  George  S.  Sprague  was  appointed  Assistant  Physician  October 
16th. 
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Payne  Whitney,  Vice  President  of  the  Society,  died  May  26th.  Mr. 
Whitney,  as  a  member  of  the  Bloomingdale  Committee,  by  his  wise 
counsel  and  great  foresight  into  the  future  of  psychiatry  and  the 
needs  of  the  Hospital,  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  development 
of  the  Hospital  which  has  made  it  an  outstanding  institution  for  the 
scientific  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  disorders.  Mr.  Whitney 
gave  liberally  of  his  means,  and  the  Staff  House  and  Physicians' 
Cottages  are  monuments  to  his  interest.  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
has  lost  a  good  and  an  understanding  friend. 

To  the  physicians,  nurses,  executives,  and  employees  of  the 
Hospital  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  loyal  assistance 
and  cheerful  devotion  to  their  duties  throughout  the  year.  To  Dr. 
Russell  I  am  again  indebted  for  his  thoughtful  counsel  on  many 
occasions. 

With  the  completion  of  my  first  year  as  Medical  Director  I  wish 
to  express  my  appreciation  to  your  Honorable  Board  and  the  Bloom- 
ingdale Committee  for  the  encouragement,  counsel,  and  liberal 
support  which  have  been  a  source  of  inspiration  throughout  the 
year.

This  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  gratifying  one.  Our  long 
cherished  hope  for  a  Student  Nurses'  Residence  is  about  to  be  real- 
ized. Ground  was  broken  in  May  for  the  construction  of  this  build- 
ing, and  now  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  work  has  progressed  far 
toward  completion.  There  is  every  indication  that  the  residence 
will  be  occupied  this  coming  summer,  and  the  improved  living  ac- 
commodations, providing  a  more  homelike  atmosphere  for  our  stu- 
dents, will  undoubtedly  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  School  and  the 
Hospital.

Report  School  of  Nursing 
Bloomingdale. 

The  preliminary  educational  attainments  of  our  student  nurses 
have  gradually  risen.  The  matter  of  increasing  the  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  School  is  under  consideration.  Only  the  three  year 
course  with  eligibility  to  take  the  State  Board  Examinations  for 
Registered  Nurse  is  now  given  at  the  Hospital. 

The  high  standard  of  our  School  has  been  evident.  The  demand 
for  our  graduates  and  the  important  positions  of  trust  which  they 
have  held  are  well  known.  With  the  increase  of  the  educational 
standards  and  the  facilities  for  teaching,  and  the  new  living  accom- 
modations, the  School  will  continue  to  forge  ahead  in  its  leadership 
in  psychiatric  nursing. 

New  and  fully  equipped  utility  rooms  and  five  additional  con- 
tinuous treatment  baths  have  been  installed.  The  additional  treat- 
ment facilities  installed  throughout  the  Hospital  have  been  of  ad- 
vantage to  the  School.  Considerable  new  equipment  for  teaching 
purposes  has  been  provided  in  the  Nurses  Educational  Building. 
A  substantial  number  of  volumes  has  been  added  to  the  School  li- 
brary. 

Our  students  and  graduates  in  residence  have  frequently  taken 
the  opportunities  of  attending  medical  meetings  at  the  Hospital, 
and  at  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  to  hear  notable  ad- 
dresses on  psychiatry. 

The  development  and  facilities  of  the  School  provide  for  a  greater 
number  of  students  than  have  as  yet  matriculated.  Present  indica- 
tions are,  however,  that  in  the  near  future  the  number  of  students 
will  have  to  be  limited. 

Graduation  Exercises  and  a  reception  were  held  on  the  afternoon 
of  June  3rd.  Ten  women  and  one  man  received  diplomas.  The 
latter  was  the  first  man  to  graduate  from  our  School  which  is  now 
organized  for  both  sexes.  Dr.  Charles  Macfie  Campbell,  Professor 
of  Psychiatry  at  the  Harvard  University  Medical  School,  made  the 
address  of  the  day. 

During  the  year,  seven  of  our  women  students  went  to  the  New 
York  Hospital,  four  women  to  the  Manhattan  Maternity  Hospital. 
and  four  men  students  to  Bellevue  Hospital,  for  the  usual  periods 
of  affiliation.  Thirty-six  students  from  the  New  York,  Presbyterian, 
and  Fifth  Avenue  Hospitals  spent  three  months  at  the  Hospital  for 
instruction  in  psychiatric  nursing. 

Five  graduate  aursee  took  the  six  months'  post-graduate  course. 
Among  the  schools  represented  by  this  group  were  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  New  York  City;  HolyokeCity  Hospital,  Holyoke,  Ma 
Philadelphia  General  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  Penn.;  .Newark  City 
Hospital,  Newark,  New  Jersey;  and  ( look  Hospital  Training  School, 
Fairmont,  West  Virginia. 
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The  advantages  of  the  Central  School  plan  increase  Bteadily. 
Prom  the  hospitals  in  this  Central  School  group,  92  students  wi 
received  during  I  he  year. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Knox,  assistant  supervisor,  who  had  the  privilege 
of  using  the  Floyd-Jones  Scholarship  for  a  year's  work  at  Teachers 
College,  has  returned  much  benefited  by  the  course. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  was  the  entertaining  of 
the  Alumnae  of  the  New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  as  a  pari 
of  the  commemoration  exercises  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  their 
School.  Our  guests  visited  the  Campbell  Cottages  in  the  morning 
and  arrived  at  Bloomingdale  at  noon.  They  were  welcomed  by  Dr. 
Raynor,  and  Luncheon  was  served  in  the  Social  Hall.  In  the  after- 
noon Dr.  Russell  gave  a  historical  review  of  psychiatric  nursing  in 
the  New  York  Hospital.  A  pageant,  "The  Ministry  of  Help  and 
Healing,"  portraying  the  development  of  nursing  at  the  New  York 
Hospital,  and  the  achievements  of  its  School  of  Nursing  and  its 
graduates  in  the  past  half  century,  was  given.  One  of  the  interesting 
factors  of  the  pageant  was  the  tableau  showing  Dr.  Yalentine 
Seaman  in  1799  lecturing  to  the  attendants  upon  the  sick  at  the 
New  York  Hospital.  This  is  the  first  recorded  time  in  which  formal 
instruction  was  given  to  those  who  attended  the  sick. 

The  senior  classes  of  the  Fifth  Avenue,  the  New  York  Post 
Graduate,  the  Mount  Vernon,  and  the  New  Rochelle  Hospitals; 
a  group  of  foreign  students  from  Teachers  College;  and  a  group 
from  Henry  Street  Settlement,  visited  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 
A  clinical  talk  was  given  to  each  of  these  groups  by  a  member  of  the 
resident  Medical  Staff. 

On  August  1st  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hospital  became  affiliated  with 
our  School  for  a  three  months'  course  in  psychiatric  nursing  for  its 
students. 

It  is  with  sorrow  we  record  the  death  of  one  of  our  graduates,  Mise 
Eleanor  Toohig,  after  a  brief  illness. 

The  nurses  of  the  Hospital  wish  to  express  through  me  their  ap- 
preciation of  the  thoughtfulness  of  the  many  friends  of  the  Hospil 
who  so  generously  contributed  to  the  Nurses'  Entertainment  Fund 
during  the  year. 

To  the  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Hospital  and  to  all  those  who  have 
given  so  graciously  of  their  time  and  assistance  to  the  School  of 
Nursing,  I  am  deeply  indebted.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  Till:  SITERIXTENDENT  OF  THE 

CAMPBELL  COTTAGES  FOR  CONVALESCENT 

CHILDREN  FOR  THE  YEAR    L927. 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  twentieth  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Campbell  Cottages  for  Convalescent  Children. 

Although  the  actual  number  of  admissions  was  slightly  lower  than 
that  of  last  year,  it  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  contagion,  in 
one  form  or  another,  was  present  during  some  eight  months  of  the 
year,  necessitating  several  periods  of  quarantine. 

The  daily  average  census  was  78  and  the  average  length  of  stay 
32  days,  although  a  number  of  particularly  needy  children  were  given 
the  benefit  of  a  prolonged  stay  in  the  Cottages. 

Space  could  hardly  be  given  to  the  enumeration  of  the  many  chil- 
dren whose  improvement  or  recovery  merits  special  mention,  but 
comment  may  be  made  upon  the  marked  improvement  made  by 
many  of  the  chorea,  asthma  and  cardiac  cases. 

Other  children,  whose  progress  has  been  of  a  more  general  nature, 
may  perhaps  be  typified  by  a  little  family  of  children  who  were 
always  ailing  and  sickly,  and  who  finally  found  themselves,  years 
ago,  in  the  sunshine  at  Campbell  Cottages. 

Recently  their  mother  was  conversing  with  a  neighbor  whose  child 
was  not  well.  She  urged  the  anxious  parent  to  try  to  have  her  child 
taken  care  of  by  the  Xew  York  Hospital  and  eventually  sent  to 
Campbell  Cottages,  as  her  own  sickly  children  had  been  so  rebuilt 
by  their  stay  at  Campbell  Cottages  that  they  had  never  known  a 
day's  sickness  in  all  the  following  years. 

Hand  in  hand  with  the  physical  care  of  convalescent  patients 
walks  the  need  for  occupational  and  recreational  work,  without 
which  the  service  is  at  a  great  disadvantage  while  convalescence  is 
often  seriously  retarded,  and  sometimes  even  prevented. 

The  need  for  a  recreational  director  for  our  children  having  been 
realized,  and  the  want  supplied,  the  next  definite  step  towards  rais- 
ing the  standard  of  our  service  was  an  experiment  in  occupational 
work  for  the  girls. 

Few  of  our  girls  have  opportunities  at  home  to  practise  any  branch 
of  domestic  art.  Having  few  natural  resources,  their  leisure  time  in 
a  convalescent  home  presents  a  constant  problem  to  the  institution, 
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and  the  professional  demands  upon  the  nurses'  time  at  Campbell 
Cottages  left  no  hope  of  their  including  classes  in  domestic  art  in 
their  program. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  New  York  Hospital  Social  Service 
Committee,  who  made  a  gift  of  $1000  to  the  Cottages,  an  occupa- 
tional department  was  experimentally  undertaken  in  January,  1927. 

The  instructor  is  a  teacher  of  experience  who  conducts  classes  for 
the  girls  two  evenings  a  week,  and  on  Saturday  mornings.  The  girls 
are  highly  enthusiastic  over  their  work,  and  impatiently  await  their 
teacher's  arrival,  after  supper.  They  sew,  knit,  mend,  and  make 
many  useful  articles  for  personal  and  household  use. 

The  results  of  this  experiment  have  been  so  gratifying,  and  the 
interest  of  the  children  so  genuine,  that  this  new  department  has 
now  been  definitely  included  in  the  regular  program  of  the  institution. 

Our  educational  program  also  includes  health  talks,  and  an 
adapted  course  in  First  Aid,  given  by  one  of  the  nursing  staff  to  all 
of  our  children  over  eight  years  of  age. 

The  children's  games  and  recreational  activities  have  brought 
many  new  interests  since  their  teacher  attended  two  courses  of 
instruction  given  in  White  Plains. 

On  May  11th,  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  the  Training  School  of  the  New  York 
Hospital,  some  three  hundred  alumnae — many  of  whom  had  jour- 
neyed "home"  from  Canada — visited  Campbell  Cottages  en  route 
to  the  beautiful  pageant  given  by  Bloomingdale  Hospital. 

The  visiting  nurses  were  very  enthusiastic,  and  expressed  great 
delight  over  the  undertakings  of  the  youngest  branch  of  their 
hospital. 

Many  visitors  and  groups  of  student  social  workers  are  seen  at 
the  Cottages  during  the  year.  Besides  inspecting  the  institution, 
the  students  are  given  a  talk  explanatory  of  the  aims  and  policies  of 
the  institution. 

Several  improvements  to  the  Cottages  were  made  during  the  year. 
An  inlaid  linoleum  was  laid  on  the  main  corridor,  replacing  the  old 
linoleum  which  had  covered  the  hall  for  eighteen  years. 

New  ceiling  lights  were  installed  in  the  main  hall  and  wards,  as 
the  original  fixtures  were  badly  worn. 

Four  stationary  washtubs  were  installed  in  the  basement.  The 
basement  sterilizer,  which  had  formerly  been  operated  by  a  special 
small  furnace,  is  now  heated  by  gas,  at  a  saving  of  time  and  expense. 

The  main  floor  porches,  window  frames  and  veranda  railings,  the 
flag  pole  and  the  second  floor  railings  have  been  greatly  improved 
by  :i  fresh  coat  of  paint. 

The  cement  walks  have  been  repaired,  and  in  some  necessary 
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places  new  sections  were  laid,  making  the  walks  comfortable  and 
Bafe  for  the  children. 

The  child's  life  :M  ( !ampbeU  ( Jol  tages  is  a  happy  one  each  season 
bringing  its  own  attractions,  and  although  their  physical  condition 
necessarily  limits  their  activities,  our  boys  and  girls  have  avery 
pleasant  fife  during  their  period  of  convalescence. 

Supervised  games,  indoors  and  out,  music,  two  hours  of  school  in 
a  sunny  room,  a  "home  made"  entertainment  once  a  week,  walks  in 
the  woods,  occupational  instruction,  and  during  the  si  mm  km- month.-, 
a  weekly  automobile  ride  and  supper  by  the  brook-— these  are  some 
of  the  pleasures  thai  go  to  make  the  children's  stay  at  Campbell 
Cottages  memorable. 

Christmas  time  is  the  children's  own  season,  and  the  many  and 
kind  ways  in  which  they  are  kept  in  remembrance  by  friends  of  the 
Cottages  is  very  touching. 

Santa  Claus  and  his  friends  are  unfailing  in  their  visits  and  their 
generosity.  Several  fraternal  organizations  of  White  Plains — the 
Elks,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  the  North 
Broadway  Citizens'  Association — remain  the  faithful  friends  of  our 
children  from  year  to  year. 

Sunday  School  children  and  private  individuals  also  are  numbered 
among  those  whose  generosity  does  so  much  to  make  our  Christmas 
one  of  joy. 

(  ampbell  Cottages  owes  much  of  whatever  progress  it  has  made 
to  the  untiring  enthusiasm  and  unselfish  service  of  its  nurses,  three 
of  whom  have  given  of  their  best  to  this  institution  for  eighteen 
years.  In  all,  four  members  of  the  staff — three  nurses  and  the  school 
teacher — have  been  in  the  service  of  Campbell  Cottages  eighteen 
years. 

To  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Bloomingdale  Committee  I 
again  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  counsel  and  support  with 
which  they  encourage  all  of  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  little  children.

The  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  respectfully  present  their  157th  Annual 
Report  of  the  state  of  the  institutions  under 
their  charge  for  the  year  1928. 
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ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF   THE 

GOVERNORS    OF    THE    SOCIETY    OF    THE    NEW    YORK 
HOSPITAL   FOR   THE   YEAR    1928 


In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  its  Charter,  granted  by 
Royal  Authority  June  13,  1771,  in  the  reign  of  King  George  III, 
the  Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  present 
their  annual  report  and  a  statement  showing  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  year  1928  of  the  several  institutions  under 
their  control  and  management,  as  follows: 

The  general  hospital,  at  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  New 
York,  which  is  hereinafter  called  the  New  York  Hospital,  the 
department  for  the  treatment  of  mental  diseases,  known  as  Bloom- 
ingdale  Hospital,  at  White  Plains,  Westchester  County,  and  the 
hospital  for  convalescent  children,  also  at  White  Plains. 

The  activities  of  all  of  these  institutions  are  constantly  increas- 
ing. The  work  done  in  the  New  York  Hospital  exceeded  that  of 
any  preceding  year.  The  pressure  of  space  in  the  various  depart- 
ments there  shows  no  diminution  and  can  only  be  relieved  when 
the  new  hospital  buildings  are  ready  for  occupation. 

Operating  expenses  of  the  New  York  Hospital  were  $747, 798.08 
in  1928,  an  increase  of  $19,878.22  over  1927.  The  operating 
receipts  in  1928  were  $584,533.87,  an  increase  of  $31,276.79  over 
1927,  making  the  operating  deficit  for  the  year  $163,264.21.  In  his 
report,  Dr.  Thomas  Howell,  the  Superintendent,  sets  forth  in  detail 
the  results  involved  in  these  figures  and  in  tabulated  comparisons 
with  previous  years. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  sets  forth  some  of  the  activities  of  the  medical  staff 
and  indicates  how  much  it  is  contributing  to  the  successful  operation 
of  the  institution. 

The  Social  Service  Department  pursues  its  active  and  invaluable 
participation  in  the  hospital  service.  Mrs.  Augustine  J.  Smith 
felt  obliged  to  retire  from  the  Chairmanship  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  Mrs.  William  Woodward,  who  has  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Social  Service  Department  since 
its  establishment  and  has  kindly  consented  to  assume  this  Chair- 
manship. The  significant  expansion  of  this  work  and  its  unlimited 
possibilities  are  revealed  in  Mrs.  Woodward's  interesting  report. 
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Bloomingdale  Hospital  continues  to  expand  both  physically  and 
in  scientific  and  humane  efficiency.  To  our  great  regret,  Mr.  Frank 
K.  Sturgis,  who  has  so  ably  and  devotedly  served  as  Chairman  of 
the  Bloomingdale  Committee  for  many  years,  asked,  owing  to  ill 
health,  to  be  relieved  of  some  of  his  duties.  Mr.  Henry  G.  Barbey 
was  thereupon  elected  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Committee  but  we 
shall  continue  to  have  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Sturgis'  wise  counsel. 
The  admirable  nurses'  residence  was  opened  last  autumn  and  has 
proved  a  notably  successful  addition  to  the  group  of  Bloomingdale 
buildings.  Dr.  Mortimer  W.  Raynor,  the  Medical  Director,  de- 
scribes this  and  various  other  developments  of  the  year  in  his  ac- 
companying report,  and  enumerates  some  of  the  pressing  needs  of 
the  institution. 

Our  General  Psychiatric  Director,  Dr.  William  L.  Russell,  dis- 
cusses in  his  report  the  progress  which  the  Society  is  making  in 
its  psychiatric  work  in  the  City  of  New  York.  This  includes  the 
Neuro-psychiatric  clinic  at  the  New  York  Hospital  on  Sixteenth 
Street  and  the  new  Psychiatric  Institute  at  the  corner  of  Sixty 
eighth  and  Exterior  Streets,  which  is  to  be  an  integral  and  impor- 
tant branch  of  the  general  hospital  administration  of  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  College  Association. 

Plans  for  the  new  buildings  on  the  East  River  between  68th  and 
71st  Streets  have  been  under  continuous  consideration  since  the 
last  annual  report.  The  application  of  the  Society  to  the  Board 
of  Estimate  for  the  closing  of  69th  Street  between  York  Avenue 
(formerly  Avenue  A)  and  Exterior  Street,  has  been  approved  by 
that  Board  and  a  formal  contract  for  such  closing  has  been  executed 
by  the  City  and  the  Society.  In  pursuance  of  this  contract  appli- 
cation has  been  made  by  the  Society  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  to  fix  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  Society  to  the  City 
for  the  fee  of  the  land  constituting  the  street.  The  new  building 
plans  are  about  to  be  filed  with  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and 
excavations  begun. 

During  the  year  an  important  agreement  was  made  between  this 
Society  and  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  As  a  result  the 
Lying-in  Hospital,  now  situated  at  the  corner  of  Second  Avenue 
and  17th  Street,  will  be  included  in  the  Medical  Centre  of  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  College  Association,  and  as  soon 
as  the  new  buildings  are  completed  will  be  moved  from  its  present 
site  to  the  Maternity  Building  in  the  new  Centre.  As  part  of  that 
agreement  the  Lying-in  Hospital  undertook  to  have  paid  to  the 
New  York  Hospital  the  sum  of  $6,000,000.  $2,000,000  of  this  has 
been  appropriated  by  the  Laura  Spelman  Rockefeller  Memorial 
for  the  construction  by  the  New  York  Hospital  of  this  new  mater- 
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nit \   building  and  Mr.  .1.  I\  Morgan  has  given  12,000,000.,   Mr. 

George  F.  Baker  $1,000,000  an. I  Mr.  George  I\  Baker,  Jr.,  SI. 000,- 

000.  In  consideration  of  these  gifts  this  Society  agreed  t<>  supply 
a  site  for  the  building,  to  erect  the  building  and  to  operate  perma- 
nently therein  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  including  its  educational 
work,  to  an  extent  at  least  equal  to  it-  present  scale  of  standard 
and  efficiency.  Pending  the  completion  of  the  new  building  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  will  he  maintained  on  its  present  site.  In  view 
of  that  agreement  the  Governors  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  who 
had  so  ably  managed  its  affairs  for  many  years,  thought  it  be>t  to 
resign,  ami  their  successors  have  been  elected. 

There  is  interesting  historic  precedent  for  this  new  affiliation 
between  the  two  Hospitals.  The  Lying-in  Hospital  started  its 
work  in  August,  1799,  in  the  house  No.  2  Cedar  Street,  but  the 
income  from  its  funds  proving  insufficient  to  maintain  a  separate 
hospital,  an  agreement  was  made  in  January,  1801,  with  the  New- 
York  Hospital,  by  which  that  institution  was  to  receive  the  Lying- 
in  income  and  to  establish  and  maintain  a  lying-in  ward  in  its 
own  building  on  Broadwray  between  Duane  and  Worth  Streets. 
This  arrangement  continued  from  1801  to  1827  when  the  lying-in 
ward  was  closed  and  the  Lying-in  Hospital  withdrew. 

Last  summer  George  Canby  Robinson,  M.D.,  LL.D.,  formerly 
Dean  of  the  Medical  School  of  Vanderbilt  University  at  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  who  had  previously  been  elected  under  the  title  of 
Director  as  the  executive  officer  of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board 
of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  College  Association, 
moved  to  New  York,  and  has  since  been  actively  engaged  in  the 
various  important  duties  attached  to  his  office,  in  supervising  plans 
and  organizing  the  various  departments  of  medical  and  scientific 
activities.  Dr.  Robinson  has  had  a  distinguished  career  and  is 
administering  his  present  significant  work  with  great  ability  and 
breadth  of  vision. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Alumnae  Association  of  the  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses,  a  beautiful  portrait  in  oil,  painted  by  Mr. 
Ernest  L.  Ipsen,  of  Miss  Irene  H.  SutlifTe,  who  was  our  Directress 
of  Nurses  from  January  1,  1886,  to  June  1,  1902,  has  been  given  to 
the  Governors.  This  has  been  gratefully  accepted  by  the  Gover- 
nors, and  will  be  cherished  as  a  lasting  memorial  of  Miss  SutlifiVs 
long  and  devoted  service  in  promoting  the  ideals  of  nursing  and  of 
hospital  care. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  following  special  gifts  have  been 
received : 

The  Executors  of  the  will  of  the  late  Payne  Whitney  have 
made  two  distributions  on  account  of  income  to  the  Hospital  as 
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the  legatee  of  33  shares  in  the  testator's  residuary  estate.  The 
first  of  these  payments  was  $561,000,  made  in  January,  1928, 
and  the  second  $792,000  in  January,  1929. 

The  Society  has  received  $1,416,666  from  Cornell  University, 
representing  the  amount  paid  to  it  by  the  General  Education 
Board  on  account  of  the  University's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  land 
upon  which  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  College 
Association  buildings  will  be  constructed. 

Miss  Mary  Gardiner  Thompson  repeated  her  generous  gift  of 
the  past  several  years  by  contributing  another  $15,000  to  meet 
special  urgent  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Transfusion  Fund,  established  in  1925,  was  increased  dur- 
ing 1928  by  the  further  gift  from  Mr.  James  N.  Hill  of  securities 
valued  at  $5,000.  This  makes  the  total  of  the  Transfusion  Fund 
at  the  present  time  $21,600.99. 

The  Department  of  Urology  received  gifts  of  $3,648  toward  its 
expenses  from  various  contributors. 

Mrs.  Henry  James  gave  $5,000  to  endow  a  bed  in  memory  of 
her  cousin,  McEvers  Bayard  Brown. 

Mr.  Arthur  H.  Herschel  gave  $5,000  to  endow  a  bed  in  memory 
of  his  mother,  Grace  Darling  Herschel. 

The  Cornelius  N.  Bliss  Memorial  Fund,  Inc.,  gave  $1,000  for 
the  general  expenses  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Walter  Jennings  gave  $1,000  to  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library. 

Mrs.  J.  Todhunter  Thompson,  a  member  of  the  Society,  gave 
$1,000  for  the  Building  Fund. 

Mr.  J.  William  Clark  renewed  his  gift  of  $1,000  some  time 
before  his  lamented  death. 

Among  other  gifts,  we  have  received  from  Mr.  W.  de  F.  Havnes 
another  $200,  from  Mr.  William  Colgate  $200,  from  Mr.  Robert 
Eidlitz  $250,  and  from  Mr.  Frederick  Strauss  $100. 

New  legacies  to  the  Society  have  been  reported  during  the  year 
as  follows: 

Under  the  will  of  George  C.  Wetmore,  who  died  January  24, 
1928,  the  Society  was  given  an  oil  painting  of  the  testator's  great- 
grandfather, the  Rev.  Noah  Wetmore,  who  was  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital  from  1808  to  1841. 
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Under  the  will  of  (Justavus  L.  Lawrence,  who  died  July  5, 
1928,  the  Society  is  given  one  fifth  of  the  residuary  estate  of  the 
testator  upon  the  death  of  the  life  beneficiary.  This  legacy  is 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Urological  Department,  James  Buchanan 
Brady  Foundation. 

Under  the  will  of  Frederick  Keim,  who  died  January  2,  1929, 
the  Society  is  a  legatee  to  the  extent  of  $5,000  for  its  corporate 
purposes. 

Under  the  will  of  William  Crawford,  who  died  January  4,  1929, 
the  Society  is  a  legatee  to  the  extent  of  one  fourth  of  the  residuary 
estate  of  the  testator. 

Of  the  legacies  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports  the  following 
amounts  have  been  received: 

Under  the  will  of  Mary  C.  Walker,  $6,400.00,  making  a  total 
received  to  date  of  $13,179.14. 

Under  the  will  of  Minetta  C.  Howenstine,  $6,441.23,  making 
a  total  received  to  date  of  $99,545.27. 

Under  the  will  of  John  H.  Flagler,  $37,332.45,  making  a  total 
received  to  date  of  $224,819.48. 

Under  the  will  of  Emily  F.  Southmayd,  $4,509.50,  making  a 
total  received  to  date  of  $99,509.50. 

Under  the  will  of  Charles  E.  Rhinelander,  $27,977.30,  making 
a  total  received  to  date  of  $54,173.11. 

Under  the  will  of  James  Buchanan  Brady,  $56,279.93,  making 
a  total  received  to  date  of  $748,057.85.

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REPORT  OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
NEW   YORK   HOSPITAL   FOR   THE   YEAR    1928 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen:  I  respectfully  submit  the  Superintendent's  report 
for  the  year  1928. 

The  statistical  data  attached  furnish  detailed  information  of  the 
varied  activities  of  the  hospital. 

The  work  done  by  the  hospital  in  1928  exceeded  that  of  any 
preceding  year.  Ordinarily  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  are 
busy  ones  and  the  last  six  months  comparatively  quiet,  but  this  year 
the  work  in  the  wards,  private  rooms,  out-patient  and  emergency 
departments,  was  active  at  all  times.  The  average  daily  census 
was  249.  The  highest  census  was  278  on  April  11th,  and  the  lowest 
176  on  Christmas  day.  The  average  occupancy  of  beds  was  82  per 
cent. 

There  were  treated  in  the  beds  of  the  hospital  6,832  patients. 
The  number  of  days'  board  and  care  furnished  was  97,987,  an 
increase  of  5,478  over  1927.  The  total  number  of  beds  in  the  hospital 
is  300. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  furnished  121,797,  an  increase 
of  7,461. 

In  the  Emergency  Department  4,863  patients  were  treated,  and 
the  ambulances  responded  to  7,781  calls. 

The  operating  expenses  again  showed  an  increase.  The  total 
was  8747,798.08,  against  $727,919.86  in  1927,  an  increase  of 
$19,878.22,  or  2Y2  per  cent. 

The  operating  receipts  (income  from  investments  not  included) 
were  $584,533.87  compared  with  $553,257.08  in  1927,  an  increase  of 
$31,276.79,  or  almost  6  per  cent. 

Deducting  the  operating  receipts  from  the  expenditures  we  have 
the  operating  deficit  of  $163,264.21. 

The  cost  of  ward  service  was  $377,923.65,  compared  with 
$365,216.61  in  1927.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  caring  for  ward 
patients  was  $5.65,  contrasted  with  (5.82  the  preceding  year.  The 
total  days  of  care  furnished  in  this  department  was  69,732,  an 
increase  of  4,159  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  emergency  service,  which  includes  the  Admitting  and  Work- 
men's Compensation  Departments,  spent  $44,925.16.  There  was 
received  for  the  care  of  patients  coming  under  the  provisions  of  the 
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Workmen's  Compensation  law  $38,213.31.  Of  the  4,863  patients 
treated  in  the  emergency  rooms  2,726  were  industrial  accident  cases. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  Out-Patient  Department  was  $89,633.37, 
including  overhead  expenses.    The  receipts  were  $55,275.16. 

The  private  pavilion  service  cost  $235,315.90,  contrasted  with 
$229,099.53  in  1927.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  each  patient 
cared  for  in  this  department  was  $11.86,  compared  with  $12.82  in 
1927.  The  total  days  of  care  furnished  in  this  department  was 
19,834,  an  increase  of  2,305  for  the  year. 

The  combined  payroll  for  all  departments  was  $404,537.99,  an 
increase  for  the  year  of  $25,819.01,  or  over  7  per  cent.  The  payroll 
of  the  Nursing  Department  was  $96,860,  and  in  addition  patients 
employed  special  nurses  at  a  cost  to  themselves  of  $153,350. 

The  routine  housekeeping  of  the  hospital  cost  $59,863.05,  prac- 
tically the  same  as  last  year. 

COMMISSARY  DEPARTMENT 

There  was  expended  for  salaries  and  wages  $36,650,  an  increase 
for  the  year  of  $2,221.  Food  cost  was  $168,520.61,  an  increase  of 
$8,201.24,  or  slightly  over  5  per  cent.  The  number  of  meals  served 
to  patients  and  employees  was  732,555.  The  average  cost  per  meal 
for  unprepared  food  was  23  cents.  There  was  purchased  25,460 
pounds  of  butter,  40,693  pounds  of  sugar,  10,925  pounds  of  coffee, 
138,639  quarts  of  milk,  13,101  quarts  of  cream,  25,138  dozen  of  eggs, 
137,706  pounds  of  meat  and  47,383  pounds  of  poultry.

Another  Alpine  lamp  was  purchased  for  the  wards.

A  new  return  tank,  with  necessary  equipment,  for  the  boiler

Bardwell  metal  arm  and  leg  baths  with  thermostatic  mixing 
valves  for  use  in  the  surgical  wards  and  out-patient  department, 
COSt  about  $500.

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OPERATING  EXPENSES  AND  RECEIPTS 

{Twenty-Three  Year  Record) 
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CUBICLES  IN   CHILDREN'S   WARD 

In  an  attempt  to  curtail  contagious  diseases,  cubicles  were  built 
in  the  Children's  Ward.  There  is  only  one  crib  in  each  cubicle. 
In  the  past  the  work  in  this  division  has  been  seriously  curtailed  by 
outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases,  especially  measles.  The  cost 
of  this  improvement  was  about  $3,000. 


BLOOD   TRANSFUSIONS 

The  doctors  are  making  greater  use  of  blood  transfusions  than 
ever  before.  This  procedure  is  regarded  as  of  the  greatest  value 
in  many  critical  cases.  Nothing  takes  its  place.  If  the  patient  is 
to  be  saved  it  must  be  given  promptly.  There  frequently  is  no  time 
to  ascertain  his  financial  standing  and  in  any  event  the  physical 
condition,  not  the  financial,  is  the  determining  factor. 

In  this  hospital  it  is  found  that  only  about  50  per  cent  of  the 
patients  are  able  to  meet  the  expenses  of  a  blood  transfusion.  About 
300  transfusions  are  given  annually,  and  the  number  is  constantly 
increasing.  The  blood  donor  must  be  paid  $f>0  and  in  addition 
there  are  other  expenses  connected  with  the  operation  for  which  no 
charge  is  made. 
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It  has  reached  the  point  where  the  hospital  is  spending  thousands 
annually  od  this  modern  treatment.  The  hospital  has  b  small 
transfusion  fund,  but  tin4  annual  income  from  this  fund  is  not 
enough  to  make  up  the  deficit  for  even  a  month. 

Donations  to  assist  the  hospital  in  meeting  the  deficit  arising 
from  this  new  item  of  expense  would  be  a  charitable  act  of  the 
greatest  importance  and  would  help  in  prolonging  or  saving  many 
fives. 

DIVISION  OF   LABORATORIES 

The  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  laboratory  examinations 
from  26,500  in  1920  to  67,705  in  L928  is  of  interest  since  there  has 
been  no  material  increase  in  ward  facilities  or  in  the  activities 

the  hospital  as  a  whole.  It  reflects  the  importance  of  laboratory 
investigations  and  examinations  in  the  present  day  care  of  the  sick. 
Obviously  such  an  increase  in  the  demands  made  upon  a  Division 
calls  for  an  increase  in  personnel  and  a  very  material  increase  in  the 
cost  of  operating  this  unit. 

Tabulations  of  data  hearing  on  this  subject  show  an  increase 
of  50  per  cent  in  current  expenditures  and  70  per  cent  in  -alary 
and  wa,Li;e  account,  but  in  spite  of  this  marked  increase  in  operating 
expenditures  the  cost  of  the  individual  examination  has  declined 
from  45  cents  to  approximately  39  cents. 

In  view  of  this  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  laboratory 
examinations  called  for  the  question  always  arises  as  to  the  legit- 
imacy of  these  demands. 

With  this  idea  in  mind,  rather  elaborate  statistical  records  are 
being  kept  in  the  department  with  a  view  in  part  of  detecting  un- 
necessary and  non-essential  procedures. 

Analysis  of  these  records  occasionally  reveals  what  appear  to  be 
exce>Mve  demands,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  when  these 
values  are  presented  to  the  clinical  divisions  a  decline  in  the  number 
of  these  examinations  occurs  almost  immediately. 

The  photographic  service  has  been  expanded  and  improved 
during  the  past  year  by  the  establishment  of  an  additional  depart- 
ment of  photomicrography  and  a  projectoscope  has  been  introduced, 
thus  improving  the  teaching  functions  of  this  unit. 

UROLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 

It  was  necessary  to  give  up  the  use  of  Ward  C  for  the  care  of  post 
cystoscopic  cases  as  the  limited  use  of  the  quarters  did  not  justify 
the  expense. 

The  clinic  for  the  care  of  post  operative  tuberculous  cases  and 
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other  cases  suffering  from  inoperable  lesions  of  urinary  tract  has 
been  a  success.  This  is  presided  over  by  a  urologist  —  Dr.  William 
R.  Delzell  —  and  by  Dr.  Stanley  Wang,  who  is  experienced  in  the 
treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Excellent  results  have  been 
produced  by  the  administration  of  tuberculin,  artificial  sunlight  and 
by  general  hygienic  care. 

Three  new  cystoscopic  tables  have  been  devised  by  the  Staff, 
the  Department  making  every  urological  investigation  possible  on 
the  same  table.  Several  new  instruments  have  been  devised,  in- 
cluding a  new  baby  cystoscope  by  Dr.  Paul  M.  Butterfield  of  the 
Children's  Urological  Clinic  and  a  modification  of  Lowsley  Rongeur, 
also  a  cystoscope  with  an  electrode  on  its  end  for  fulguration  of 
bladder  tumors. 

PHYSICAL   THERAPY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  has  been  inadequately  housed  in  the  out-patient 
building.  The  abandonment  of  Ward  C  in  the  laboratory  building, 
by  the  Urological  Division,  allowed  the  removal  of  the  physical  ther- 
apy work  to  this  desirable  space.  The  cost  of  new  equipment  and 
alterations  was  about  $3,000. 

X-RAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  number  of  films  used  was  22,974,  about  3,000  less  than  in 
1927.  The  expenditures  amounted  to  $38,093.68  and  the  receipts 
to  $40,291.35. 

DENTAL  CLINIC 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  this  clinic  was  2821.  There 
were  6404  extractions;  502  surgical  dressings;  22  operations  for 
impacted  teeth;  4  fractures;  12  pericoronal  infections;  4  super- 
numeraries; 14  Vincent's  disease. 

HOSPITAL   BUREAU   OF   STANDARDS   AND   SUPPLIES 

The  Hospital  Bureau  of  Standards  and  Supplies,  a  joint  purchasing 
agency  maintained  by  a  group  of  hospitals,  continues  to  function 
most  satisfactorily.  The  membership  now  consists  of  24  residents 
and  (.)1  non-residents,  a  total  of  115.  During  the  past  year  nearly 
$4,500,000  worth  of  commodities  were  purchased  on  the  agreements 
existing  between  the  Bureau  and  dealers.  In  addition  25,000  special 
cash  purchases  representing  $850,000  were  made  by  Mr.  Philip 
Cross,  purchasing  agent  of  the  Bureau.  During  the  year  13  new 
members  were  admitted  and  there  were  five  resignations. 
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CHANGES   IX   ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF 

Dr.  Leslie  A.  Bomrich  resigned  September  1st  as  admitting 
officer,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Francis  A.  Sutherland,  who  had 
recently  completed  his  interneship  on  the  Second  Surgical  Division. 
Dr.  Sutherland  resigned  in  December  bo  accept  ;i  more  lucrative 
position,  and  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Mathewson,  who  had  just  completed 
his  service  a-  House  Surgeon,  on  the  First  Surgical  Division,  was 
appointed  to  succeed  him. 

Miss  Nina  Prey,  Curator  of  Records  for  ten  years,  resigned  in 
March  and  w a-  succeeded  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  Bradley. 

Miss  [sabelle  J.  Walton,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  nursing 
in  the  Out-Patieni  Department,  resigned  in  November,  after 
twenty-six  years  of  faithful  service. 

Edward  Flavin,  who  had  for  30  years  served  faithfully  as  clerk  in 
ttie  Out-Patient  Department,  resigned. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The  National  Association  for  Music  in  Hospitals.  Inc..  has  fur- 
nished music,  mostly  singing,  on  Saturday  evenings  to  the  great 
pleasure  of  ward  patients. 

The  Friendly  League  for  Christian  Service  continued  to  sing 
for  the  patients  on  Sunday  afternoons.  On  Christmas  day  they 
gave  candy  to  all  employees  and  patients. 

The  ladies  of  the  Parish  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Comforter 
contributed  several  dozen  pajamas  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

Mr.  Edward  W.  Sheldon  contributed  $100,  and  Mrs.  Waldron

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD  OF  THE 

NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  YEAR 

ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1928 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen: — There  has  been  no  diminution  in  the  activity  or 
the  importance  of  the  work  throughout  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1928;  but  there  is  little  to  emphasize  as  regards  new  developments 
as  the  possibilities  of  physical  expansion  have  come  to  an  end. 

An  improvement  in  the  Physiotherapy  Department  has  been 
obtained  by  transforming  Ward  C  into  a  suitable  plant  which  is 
under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Kristian  G.  Hansson. 

The  Children's  Ward  has  been  rearranged  so  that  F.I.  is  divided 
into  cubicles,  furnishing  a  much  needed  protection  from  contagion. 

The  space  previously  occupied  by  the  Nursery  has  been  allotted 
to  the  Metabolism  Department,  increasing  the  meagre  accommo- 
dations. 

The  establishment  of  a  satisfactory  blood  donor  service  has  been 
going  through  a  transition  period  in  the  direction  of  improvement. 
In  cooperation  with  other  hospitals  in  the  City  a  blood  donor 
bureau  has  been  established.  It  was  found  it  could  not  be  made 
self-supporting;  but  financial  support  has  been  received  from 
anonymous  donors. 

There  is  a  deficit  in  the  expense  account  for  transfusion;  but  it 
has  been  considerably  diminished  by  gifts  and  especially  from  the 
interest  of  the  fund  raised  by  Dr.  Vietor,  which  is  now  almost 
$21,000. 

There  continues  to  be  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  post- 
mortem examinations  obtained.  Excluding  the  Private  Patients' 
Pavilion  and  the  Division  of  Urology,  the  percentage  is  66.6%; 
surgical  88.6%,  medical  53.3%. 

It  seems  probable  that  consent  for  autopsies  is  obtained  more 
readily  when  the  friends  of  patients  have  been  given  such  patient 
and  courteous  consideration  as  to  make  them  appreciative  of  what 
they  and  the  patient  receive. 

The  importance  of  the  cooperation  of  the  Psychiatric  Depart- 
ment becomes  increasingly  manifest  and  the  demands  on  Dr. 
Henry's  services  in  the  wardfl  are  continually  increasing. 

The  usual  teaching  of  Cornell  Students  has  been  given:   Clinical 
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clerks,  October  to  April,  fourth  year;  amphitheatre  clinic-  to  2nd 
and  3rd  year  students,  and  physical  diagnosis  sections,  January  to 
April,  2nd  year. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  continuation  of  the  study 
of  the  effects  of  refined  pneumococcus  antibody  solution  upon 
lobar  pneumonia,  this  work  being  in  charge  of  Dr.  Baldwin. 

The  Electrocardiographic  Department  has  reported  upon  L100 
records  during  the  year  and  these  have  been  filed  and  cross  indexe  I 
under  their  peculiarities  so  as  to  make  them  available  for  teaching 
and  study.  This  result  has  been  made  possible  by  the  appointment  of 
a  full  time  technician  in  charge  of  the  work.  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Mas- 
ter, who  has  given  valuable  assistance  in  the  reading  of  records, 
was  appointed  Assistant  in  Electrocardiography  under  the  Depart- 
ment of  Laboratories. 

During  the  Fall  Drs.  Victor,  Bitzrot,  Farr,  Weeden  and  Cornell, 
in  response  to  an  invitation  from  the  Committee  of  the  New  York 
State  Medical  Society,  gave  lectures  and  demonstrations  before  the 
County  Medical  Societies  of  Monroe  and  Genesee  Counties,  which 
were  well  attended  and  much  appreciated. 

As  usual,  the  National  Board  Examinations,  part  3,  have  been 
held  in  January  and  June. 

Reverend  Raymond  S.  Brown,  Chaplain  of  Base  Hospital  No.  9, 
A.F.F..  died  October  15,  1928.  His  death  was  noted  with  much 
regret  by  the  members  of  the  Medical  Board  who  appreciated  his 
services  in  France.  No  member  of  this  group  rendered  more 
valuable  and  unselfish  service  than  did  our  beloved  "Padre." 

Mr.  Brown  maintained  his  interest  in  the  New  York  Hospital 
and  kept  in  touch  with  many  members  of  the  various  branches  of 
the  Unit.  He  was  the  author  of  an  attractive  and  interesting  book 
culled  "The  New  York  Hospital  in  France,"  published  in  1920,  and 
it  had  been  his  hope  to  supplement  this  work  with  other  contribu- 
tions. Dr.  Cussler  and  Dr.  Still  man  were  appointed  to  draw  up 
a  set  of  resolutions  which  were  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Medical  Board  of  November  9th.

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The  Btirring  events  of  1927  featuring  the  celebration  of  I  he  fifl  iet  h 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  School  of  Nursing  and  the 
announcement  of  the  merging  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  Cor- 
nell Medical  College  have  made  the  past  year  appear  by  contrast 

very  prosaic  and  unc\  entful. 

The  inadequate  accommodation  for  our  nurses,  both  graduate  and 

student,  is  our  worst  feature.  The  class  rooms  are  limited  and 
we  have  no  facilities  for  extra-curricular  activities  which  are  greatly 
ed  by  most  Bchools  of  today  and  incorporated  in  their  daily 
schedule.  Although  the  future  promisee  everything  toward  the 
development  of  our  school  upon  a  sound  basis  it  is  very  essential 
that  some  program  be  adopted  that  will  enable  us  during  the  inter- 
vening years  to  compete  with  other  schools  in  attracting  to  our 
classes  the  very  best  type  of  young  woman. 

To  offset  the  discouraging  picture  of  unfavorable  living  quarters 
we  have  reason  to  be  very  thankful  for  the  provision  of  good  food, 
which  we  consider  is  responsible  for  the  splendid  health  of  our  stu- 
dents. The  days  lost  during  the  past  year  have  been  comparatively 
few  and  due  mostly  to  colds  contracted  during  the  variable  winter 
months.  In  addition  to  these  we  had  one  appendectomy,  one  ton- 
sillectomy and  one  student  was  sent  to  Willard  Parker  Hospital 
with  mumps.  During  the  year  the  nurses'  room  in  the  Private 
Patients'  Pavilion  was  occupied  285  days  by  graduates,  111  days 
by  New  York  Hospital  students  and  45  days  by  affiliating  students.

The  installment  of  cubicles  in  our  Children's  Ward  lias  been  a 
great  asset  to  that  department  and  much  appreciated.  Since  the 
unit  system  has  been  adopted  we  have  had  a  much  better  service 
for  our  students  and  have  not  suffered  the  inconvenience  of  quar- 
antine following  contagious  diseases  which  heretofore  has  been  such 
a  handicap.  The  hearty  cooperation  of  the  medical  staff  has 
helped  in  a  large  measure  to  make  this  experiment  a  success. 

Miss  Walton's  retirement  from  the  Dispensary  after  twenty-six 
years  of  service  was  a  great  loss  to  our  institution,  as  her  influence 
was  felt  in  every  department.  We  shall  miss  her  happy  smile,  her 
cheery  word  of  encouragement  and  her  wise  advice. 
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Report   of   the  Training 
School  for  Nurses. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  has 
offered  a  few  fellowships  to  selected  schools  of  nursing  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States  and  it  has  been  our  good  fortune  to  be  named 
in  this  group.  Miss  Sarah  E.  Moore  was  appointed  from  our  staff 
and  is  anticipating  with  pleasure  a  very  profitable  period  of  study 
and  observation.  Following  a  six  weeks'  experience  at  Yale  School 
of  Nursing  the  group  will  observe  modern  methods  of  nursing  men- 
tal patients  at  Butler  Hospital  in  Providence.  After  this  they  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  study  public  health  administration  at  the 
East  Harlem  Nursing  and  Health  Center,  completing  their  course 
with  a  period  of  two  weeks  in  one  of  the  more  remote  rural  fields  in 
Alabama. 

The  Fifty-first  Anniversary  Graduating  Exercises  were  held  in 
the  Administration  Building  on  Wednesday  evening,  March  7th, 
the  President,  Mr.  Edward  W.  Sheldon,  presiding.  Walter  L. 
Niles,  M.D.,  Dean  of  Cornell  Medical  College,  delivered  a  most 
inspiring  address  to  the  class.  After  tracing  the  development  of 
schools  of  nursing  through  these  many  years  he  concluded  by 
stating  : 

"I  think  the  time  has  come  to  make  a  very  urgent  plea  for  the 
adequate  endowment  on  the  educational  side  of  the  training  schools 
for  nurses.  ...  I  should  like  to  see  the  needs  of  the  educational 
side  of  nursing  presented  side  by  side  with  the  needs  of  medical 
education  and  it  is  my  belief  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when 
that  will  be  done." 

The  President  addressed  the  class  and  presented  the  diplomas 
and  gold  badges.  At  the  close  of  the  exercises  the  class  entertained 
their  friends  in  the  nurses'  residence. 

To  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Hospital  Management,  the 
Attending  Staff  and  the  Nursing  Staff  we  express  our  deep  appreci- 
ation of  their  support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 
NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL,  1928 


To  the  President  and  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  submit  to  you  the  Six- 
teenth Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee and  Sub-Committees  in  the  past  year.  We  express  our 
thanks  to  our  loyal  and  hard-working  Staff  who  have  made  our 
association  with  them  a  very  happy  one,  and  to  the  Chairmen  of 
our  various  Sub-Committees,  who  have  put  new  life  and  interest 
in  the  whole  work  of  the  Committee. 

Convalescent  work  continues  to  be  an  important  branch  of  our 
activity.  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-eight  patients  were  sent  to 
our  own  convalescent  cottages,  to  the  Burke  Foundation  and  to 
other  convalescent  homes.  With  the  passing  of  each  year  we 
realize  the  great  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Campbell  Cottages. 
Miss  Ellison  and  her  staff  have  shown  the  same  cheerful  and  ready 
cooperation  as  in  other  years,  and  fine  results  have  been  obtained 
for  the  clinic  and  ward  children.  Our  Social  Service  Department 
realizes  how  crippled  the  work  would  be  without  the  hospital's 
Convalescent  Cottages. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Burke  Foundation  for 
its  hospitality  to  our  patients  and  to  our  Student  Nurses.  (Every 
two  months  the  Student  Nurses  on  duty  in  the  Social  Service 
Department  are  invited  to  spend  a  night  and  day  at  Burke  Founda- 
tion. They  are  prepared  for  this  by  a  visit  to  the  City  Admitting 
Office,  where  Miss  Sinclair,  in  charge  of  that  office,  gives  them  a 
most  valuable  introduction  to  convalescent  work.) 

Burke  Foundation  Admitting  Office  moved  this  Fall  to  East  12  1th 
Street — too  far  for  our  ambulances  to  convey  our  ward  patients, 
so  it  has  seemed  necessary  for  the  Social  Service  Department  to 
take  over  the  transportation  of  the  more  handicapped  patients  by 
cab  to  this  address. 

We  are  much  indebted  to  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  which  has 
given  us  the  best  of  help  in  taking  in  twelve  boys,  too  old  for  Camp- 
bell Cottages,  at  their  convalescent  home,  Milbank  Memorial. 
The  Incarnation  Home  has  also  been  most  cooperative.     This  latter 
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home  has  accepted  patients  with  asthma  and  as  tin'-*'  patients  are 
not  acceptable  at  other  adult  homes,  the  Lncarnation  Borne  has 
filled  a  real  need. 

The  Fresh  Air  Work  went  on  much  as  usual  this  Bummer.  The 
Social  Service  Department  tried  to  limit  its  work  to  children  con- 
nected, or  recently  connected,  with  the  Clinic,  and  three  hundred 
forty-four  children  were  sent  to  various  fresh  air  homes  and  camps. 
This  was  not  as  many,  by  one  hundred,  as  during  the  previous 
summer,  but  very  thorough  work  was  (lone  in  preparing  the  children 
for  their  country  holiday.  Considerable  dental  work  was  accom- 
plished and  other  physical  defect-  of  the  patients  remedied.  The 
Social  Service  Committee  arranged  to  have  children  thoroughly  ex- 
amined in  the  Social  Service  Office  by  one  of  the  Clinic  doctors,  thus 
keeping  the  regular  clinics  free  for  acutely  ill  children.  These 
children  were  sent  to  various  places:  to  homes  found  by  the 
Tribune,  to  the  Newsboys'  Camp  of  the  Children's  Aid,  to  the 
A. I.C. P.  Camp,  to  Life's  Camp  and  to  Hopewell  Camp  at  Rye. 
For  this  last  opportunity  we  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Browning,  who 
received  forty  of  our  small  children  at  Hopewell. 

The  tearing  down  of  the  old  Van  Bueren  House  in  the  spring 
and  summer  of  1928  rendered  it  impossible  for  our  department  to 
use  the  property  opposite  the  hospital  on  15th  Street  as  a  playground 
for  our  clinic  children. 

Changes  in  the  housing  situation  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  hos- 
pital, running  to  the  river,  have  also  changed  the  habits  of  our 
work,  as  a  number  of  patients  have  been  forced  to  move  to  long 
distances  from  the  hospital.  While  these  patients  still  continue 
their  loyalty  and  allegiance  to  this  hospital,  preferring  it  to  all 
others,  the  work  done  for  them  by  the  Social  Service  Nurse  must 
frequently  be  limited  to  interviews  in  the  Social  Service  Office  or 
Clinics  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  visit  to  the  hospital.  For  this 
reason  the  volume  of  home  calls  has  diminished.  The  Social  Service 
Department  tries  whenever  possible  to  obtain  the  patient's  tele- 
phone number  or  that  of  a  neighbor,  for  messages  sent  in  this  manner 
often  save  valuable  time. 

We  are  much  handicapped  by  a  lack  of  beds  for  adult  chronic 

We  are  aiming  at  prevention  of  disease  and  poverty,  and  our 
work  is  educational  to  a  great  degree.  Almost  without  exception 
families  who  have  been  on  our  books  for  years  are  now  standing 
firmly  on  their  own  feet.  Education,  timely  help  and  encourage- 
ment have  borne  good  results. 

The  number  of  our  Social  Service  Workers  remains  the  same — 
ten  and  a  secretary.     We  see  plainly  where  we  would  like  to  enlarge 
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the  work  but  lack  of  space  prevents  at  present.  The  statistical 
report  shows  the  work  of  the  departments  in  detail. 

The  T.B.  Prevention  Committee,  of  which  Mrs.  Treadwell  is 
Chairman,  is  doing  valuable  preventive  work  among  our  children 
with  most  encouraging  results.  Thanks  to  Dr.  Mottet,  the  work 
is  carried  on  in  a  room  in  the  Parish  House  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion  at  6th  Avenue  and  20th  Street.  The  group  of 
children  who  are  receiving  ultra  violet  rays  from  the  Alpine  Light 
has  increased  from  six  to  nineteen. 

The  Library  Committee,  headed  by  Mrs.  George  Haven,  is  one 
of  our  most  active  Committees.  Mrs.  Haven's  success  in  finding 
volunteers  has  been  remarkable  and  they  are  essential  in  carrying 
on  the  work — for  grateful  as  we  are  to  the  Governors  for  our  paid 
worker,  she  could  not  do  it  alone.  The  volunteers  whom  we  thank 
for  their  able  assistance  are  Miss  Beatrice  Gawtry,  Miss  Cornelia 
Robb,  Mrs.  Philip  Strong,  Mrs.  Ellery  James  and  Mrs.  Philip 
James.  The  total  number  of  books  given  out  during  the  year  was 
three  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-four. 

The  Good  Citizens'  Club,  sponsored  entirely  by  Mrs.  Frederick 
Allien,  has  had  another  satisfactory  year.  Seven  meetings  were 
held  with  an  average  attendance  of  twelve.  A  talk  was  gh  en  on 
each  occasion  on  home  economics  or  civic  duties,  followed  by 
tea. 

The  Sewing  and  Supply  Committee,  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Airs.  Hitzrot  and  Mrs.  Farr,  has  done  excellent  work  in  supplying 
the  children's  wards  with  many  articles  necessary  to  the  comfort 
of  the  children — rompers,  nightgowns,  wrappers,  crib  blankets,  etc. 

Mrs.  Kent  has  taken  charge  of  our  Clothing  Committee  and  by 
intelligent  buying  has  kept  our  expenses  down  and  a  supply  on 
hand  for  emergency  cases. 

The  Transportation  Fund  Committee,  with  Mrs.  R.  D.  Pruyn 
as  Chairman,  has  proved  valuable.  The  work  of  this  Committee 
is  illustrated  by  the  following  case  report: 

"G.  G.  was  referred  by  Dr.  Shuster,  Chief  of  the  Arthritis  Clinic, 
for  transportation  to  and  from  the  Hospital.  Patient  is  a  young 
man  of  twenty-one  years,  pale,  emaciated,  discouraged  and  badly 
crippled,  not  able  to  walk.  Family  consists  of  father,  mother  and 
three  children.     Small  income. 

"It  was  arranged  that  our  Social  Service  Department  take  over 
the  responsibility  of  this  patient's  transportation  by  cab.  When 
he  first  came,  he  was  not  able  to  walk  and  had  to  be  carried  from 
the  cab  to  the  clinic.  Patient's  whole  aspect  has  changed.  He  is 
alert-looking  and  has  good  color,  also  has  ambition  to  work  and 
hafl  obtained   work   in   a  grocery  store  where  he  relieves  at    noon 
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hour,  making  five  dollars  a  week.  Dr.  Shuster  reports  patient  mil 
peed  transportation  for  six  months  longer.  Then  he  hopes  he  will 
be  able  to  come  by  subway." 

During  the  last  year  the  Transportation  Committee  -pern  two 
hundred  seventy-five  dollars  in  transporting  patients  to  the  clinic. 
We  have  been  fortunate  In  obtaining  the  services  of  Miss  L 
as  a  volunteer  in  the  Arthritis  Clinic,    she  is  rendering  I  >r«  Sinister 

important  clerical  assistance. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Carl  Hyder  for  her  excellent 
volunteer  work  in  the  Children's  Cardiac  Clinic  last  summer. 
Mrs.  Hyder  came  regularly  all  through  the  very  hot  weather  and 

Worked  faithfully. 

The  Volunteer  Committee,  headed  by  Mrs.  Albert  H.  Ely,  prom- 
ise^ to  become  a  most  active  Committee.  Mrs.  Ely  herself  lias 
given  much  needed  clerical  help  in  our  Out-Patient  Department  and 
jecured  excellent  volunteers  to  cover  the  most  important  clinics. 

'The  Milk  Fund  owes  its  existence  almost  entirely  to  Mrs.  Payne 
Whitney.  Through  her  untiring  efforts  a  large  sum  of  money  is 
raised  each  year  by  a  Fair,  held  at  Mrs.  Whitney's  home  in  Man- 
basset,  hast  year  twenty  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  six 
quarts  of  milk  were  given  to  children  in  families  well  known  to 
us.  Grade  "A"  milk  is  sold  to  our  department  at  a  reduced  price 
and  is  dispensed  to  our  families  by  the  Board  of  Health  Milk  Sta- 
tions. Some  member  of  the  family  calls  for  the  milk  each  day. 
We  feel  this  is  the  best  way  to  dispense  the  milk  because  a  little 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  family  makes  the  gift  more  appreciated. 
We  are  getting  the  Grade  "A"  milk  at  a  reasonable  price  and  there 
is  a  daily  check  on  the  family  through  the  Milk  Station. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Ruhr  made  for  us  GO  layettes,  consisting  of  nine 
hundred  articles,  her  yearly  contribution  to  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
F.   K.  Sturgis,  and  one  which  is  most  welcome  to  us. 

The  usual  Christmas  Baskets  were  given  to  our  needy  families. 
Two  ( Shristmaa  Tree  Parties  were  given  by  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee to  our  Clinic  children  in  the  Club  Room  of  the  Margaret 
Louisa  Home,  14  East  16th  Street.  We  are  much  indebted  to  the 
hospitality  of  this  branch  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  which  has  given  us 
the  use  of  this  large  assembly  room  for  our  children  at  Christmas 
time,  for  some  years  past. 

Miss  Josephi  was  again  elected  a  member  of  the  Record  Com- 
mittee of  the  North  Atlantic  District  of  the  American  Association 
of  Hospital  Social  Service  Workers.  The  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  meeting  with  the  Chief  of  the  Statistical  Department  of 
the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  in  order  to  compare  monthly  reports 
of  Medical  Social  Service  Departments.     We  feel  there  is  great 
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benefit  in  meeting  regularly  with  representatives  of  other  social 
service  departments  and  frankly  reporting  on  difficulties  in  correct 
record  keeping. 

Six  lectures  were  given  by  Miss  Josephi  on  the  Medical  Social 
Service  to  the  medical  students  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Gibson. 
Nine  student  nurses  of  our  Training  School  chose  the  Medical  Social 
Service  Department  of  our  Hospital  as  part  of  their  training.  These 
students  have  made  visits  to  various  convalescent  and  chronic 
homes,  special  clinics,  children's  courts,  to  the  A.  I.  C.  P.,  to  the 
Department  of  Health,  to  the  Board  of  Child  Welfare  and  to  other 
places  of  interest. 

Miss  Ellison,  superintendent  of  our  Convalescent  Cottages,  lec- 
tures to  each  group  of  student  nurses  on  the  work  of  the  cottages. 
She  and  her  co-workers  have  always  given  our  students,  and  any 
others  who  may  wish  to  join  the  group,  a  most  delightful  welcome. 

Lectures  by  the  Chiefs  of  our  own  special  clinics  have  been  of 
great  help  to  these  student  nurses.  Conferences  with  Miss  Josephi 
have  been  held  on  their  work  every  Saturday  morning,  at  which 
time  their  papers  are  criticized  and  discussion  follows. 

Dr.  Edward  Cussler  was  appointed  by  the  Medical  Board  of  the 
Hospital  as  their  representative  in  discussion  of  common  problems 
with  the  Social  Service.  We  are  especially  gratified  by  the  receipt 
of  the  following  letter  from  Dr.  Vietor,  summarizing  the  Follow- 
Up  Work  done  by  us  for  the  2nd  Surgical  Division : 

My  dear  Miss  Josephi: 

I  wish  to  extend  to  you  and  your  department  apprecia- 
tion of  the  Second  Surgical  Division  for  your  cooperation 
and  interest  in  the  follow-up  work  for  the  year  1928. 
Greatly  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment, our  percentage  of  returns  for  follow-up  patients  is 
greater  than  ever  before. 

During  the  year  642  patients  were  referred  to  the  Social 
Service:  75.4%  of  these  were  heard  from.  This  shows  a 
marked  improvement  over  the  last  two  years,  which  were 
66.8%  for  1927  and  73.1%  for  1920.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  PREVENTION 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

AUXILIARY  OF  THE  X.  V.  HOSPITAL 

FOR  THE  YEAH   1928 


Through  the  year  the  children  and  mothers  continued  being 
very  responsive  to  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis-Preventive  Com- 
mittee in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  classes  were  discontinue' 1  for  a 
period  of  two  or  three  months  on  account  of  Miss  Allen's  having 
an  accident  and  breaking  her  leg. 

In  looking  over  the  reports  of  the  children  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  although  some  of  them  are  in  close  contact  with  the  disease  of 
tuberculosis,  and  some  of  them  may  have  inherited  a  tendency 
towards  it,  it  is  now  rare  when  one  of  them  shows  a  percept Ible 
sign  of  having  it.  The  reasons  for  this  are  due  to  the  frequent 
examinations  which  they  must  undergo  in  the  clinics — the  coopera- 
tion of  agencies  in  connection  with  them  and,  which  is  so  important 
— the  better  economic  situation  of  the  parents. 

Even  prohibition  has  its  place — and  there  is  developing  in  the 
parents  a  higher  moral  obligation  which  gives  them  a  responsive- 
towards  wanting  to  learn  wdiat  is  best  for  the  children. 

Also,  that  predominating  American  trait  of  "keeping  up  with 
Lizzie"  has  its  part  and  is  shown  by  the  reaction  in  the  behavior 
of  the  parents  toward  the  growing  acute  observance  by  their  children 
of  the  different  manners  and  habits  of  others. 

In  May  the  children  flocked  in  unusually  large  numbers  to  the 
en  bringing  their  friends  with  them — in  the  anxious  hope, 
one  and  all,  they  could  be  sent  to  the  country. 

In  July,  when  they  were  examined,  their  general  condition  was 
found  to  be  better  than  last  year  and  they  all  were  able  to  go  to  one 
place  or  another. 

In  one  of  the  camps  three  of  them  were  invited  to  stay  all  sum- 
mer, so  well  liked  were  they  and.  as  it  happened,  these  three  par- 
ticularly needed  the  country  air.  Quite  a  few  girls  were  fitted  up 
with  clothing  and  looked  very  well  in  their  little  blue  and  khaki 
suits,  although  it  was  difficult  to  keep  the  mothers  from  sending 
them  away  attired  only  in  organdie  dresses  with  ruffled  skirts. 

There  were  no  accidents  during  the  summer,  showing  how  adept 
are  these  children  of  the  streets  from  generally  steering  clear  from 
danger. 
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The  ones  dismissed  from  the  classes  were  done  so  because  they 
had  reached  the  working-age  or  had  moved  to  the  Bronx  or  Long 
Island.  They  continue,  however,  to  be  kept  under  observation 
in  our  clinics  or  are  referred  to  the  clinics  near  which  they  now  live.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL   PSYCHIATRIC   DIRECTOR 
FOR   THE    VTEAR    ENDING    DECEMBER   81,    L928 


To  the  Board  of  Got*  mors: 

Gentlemen:  During  the  past  year  the  psychiatric  activities  and 
developments  in  which  the  Society  is  engaged  have  continued  to 
make  steady  progress.  The  completion  of  the  Student  Nurses' 
House  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital  is  a  major  accomplishment  in  a 
program  of  structural  development  that  was  laid  out  several  years 
ago.  The  main  purpose  of  this  program  was  to  bring  the  hospital 
up  to  the  standards  and  requirements  occasioned  by  advancements 
in  psychiatric  knowledge  and  methods.  The  lines  of  development 
have  been  directed: 

(1)  To  adding  to  the  resources  for  clinical  study  and  treatment. 
This  has  been  accomplished  as  originally  planned,  but  con- 
tinued progress  has  created  new  needs. 

(2)  To  providing  residential  quarters  completely  separated  from 
those  occupied  by  patients,  for  physicians,  nurses,  and  other 
employed  persons,  especially  those  engaged  in  the  personal 
care  of  patients.  This  has  been  accomplished  for  phy- 
sicians and  student  nurses.  For  graduate  nurses,  male  nurse 
students  and  graduates,  special  therapists  and  technicians, 
and  for  married  physicians  with  families,  still  further  provision 
is  needed. 

(3)  To  providing  for  the  more  complete  classification  of  the 
various  types  of  cases  under  treatment,  so  that  those  who 
do  not  require  the  active  attention  and  restrictions  that  are 
necessary  in  the  main  hospital  can  be  removed  to  separate 
buildings.  This  desirable  provision  has  been  deferred  on 
account  of  the  more  urgent  requirements  of  equipment  and 
personnel  for  the  establishment  of  modern  methods  and 
standards  in  the  study  and  treatment  of  the  patients.  With 
the  increasing  activity  of  the  service,  however,  the  need  is 
now  felt  more  and  more  plainly.  It  will  become  more  acute 
when  the  opportunities  for  more  extensive  and  advanced 
service  that  will  follow  the  opening  of  the  psychiatric  depart- 
ment of  the  new  New  York  Hospital  are  presented. 
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(4)  To  providing  a  psychiatric  department  in  connection  with 
the  general  hospital  in  the  City.  This  has  now  been  provided 
in  a  form  that  exceeds  all  expectations. 

The  developments  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  both  in  construc- 
tion and  organization  have,  during  the  past  few  years,  been  quite 
extensive.  That  they  have  been  along  lines  that  have  added  to 
the  character  and  usefulness  of  the  hospital  is  revealed  by  a  com- 
parison of  the  service  in  1911,  when  the  developments  referred  to 
were  begun,  with  the  service  in  1928.  In  1911  the  total  number 
of  patients  admitted  was  140;  in  1928,  249  were  admitted.  The 
total  number  treated  in  1911  was  498,  and  in  1928  the  number 
treated  was  559.  The  number  discharged  in  1911  was  121,  and  in 
1928  the  number  was  261.  A  more  striking  observation  is  the  great 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  persons  who  are  now  discharged  either 
completely  recovered  or  relieved  of  much  of  their  disability.  In 
1911,  the  number  thus  discharged  was  29,  of  which  only  16  are 
recorded  as  recovered.  In  1928,  the  number  thus  discharged  was 
157,  or  more  than  five  times  as  many,  of  which  52  were  completely 
recovered. 

The  organization  and  study  and  treatment  resources  of  the  hos- 
pital have  been  developed  to  a  point  where  service  of  this  char- 
acter might  be  extended  to  a  still  larger  number  of  favorable  cases, 
and  developments  contemplated  by  the  present  Medical  Director 
will  bring  this  about.  It  will  be  greatly  contributed  to  by  the 
relations  that  will  be  established  with  the  new  hospital  in  New- 
York  City. 

In  the  report  of  a  year  ago,  attention  was  directed  to  the  advis- 
ability of  anticipating  the  need  of  the  new  department  in  the  city 
for  the  help  that  can  be  furnished  by  means  of  the  knowledge, 
experience,  and  skilled  organization  that  have  been  built  up  during 
the  century  and  more  that  the  Society  has  been  engaged  in  psychi- 
atric work.  One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  met  with  in  psychiatric 
development  in  this  country  is  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
trained  and  experienced  physicians,  nurses,  technicians,  and  social 
workers.  The  system  of  study  leave  with  salary,  or  fellowships, 
which  has  been  adopted  might,  therefore,  with  great  advantage, 
be  extended,  not  only  with  reference  to  the  advancement  of  the 
standards  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  a  qualified  group  for  the  new  institution.  This  would 
be  in  keeping  with  the  educational  policy  that  has  been  pursued, 
which  has  now  become  important  enough  to  receive  special  con- 
sideration and  support.  An  income  to  be  specifically  employed  for 
educational  and  research  work  would  contribute  greatly  to  the 
advancement  of  the  standards  and  progress  of  all  the  psychiatric 
work  of  the  Society. 
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OUT-PATIENT  PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 

The  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Psychiatric  Clinic 
nt  the  New  York  Hospital  shows  continued  progress.  On  account 
of  the  limited  space1  in  tin4  out-patient  department  of  the  Hospital, 

and  of  the  limited  time  which  the  physicians  can  spare  from  their 

other  duties,  no  special  effort  is  made  to  encourage  an  Increase  in 
tin*  number  of  patients.    The  number  of  visits,  nevertheless 
seeded  that  of  the  preceding  year  by  392,  an  increase  of  29  per 

cent.  There  was  an  increase  of  59  new  cases,  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  which  were  children.  A  recent  survey  of  psychiatric  out- 
patient clinics  in  New  York  City  indicated  that  the  work  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  Clinic  compares  favorably  both  in  extent  and 
quality  with  the  other  clinics  in  the  city.  When  combined  in  the 
new  development  with  the  excellent  out-patient  psychiatric  clinic 
of  the  Cornell  Medical  School,  the  work  will  at  once  assume  a 
character  and  importance  that  could  only  have  been  accomplished 
by  the  preliminary  organization  and  relationships  that  are  now 
being  established.  The  psychiatric  service  furnished  to  the  Medi- 
cal and  Surgical  departments  of  the  hospital  was  extended  during 
the  year,  the  number  of  patients  examined  exceeding  that  of  the 
previous  year  by  29,  or  26  per  cent.  This  service  has  been  favor- 
ably referred  to  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  has,  we  believe, 
been  accepted  as  a  useful  addition  to  the  study  and  treatment 
resources  of  the  hospital.  A  conference  with  the  staff  of  the  second 
surgical  division,  at  which  cases  were  discussed,  was  followed  by 
a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  referred  from  this  division 
to  the  psychiatrists.  Similar  conferences  would,  we  believe,  be 
mutually  advantageous. 

During  the  month  of  February  the  clinic  was,  for  the  first  time, 
u>ed  for  the  instruction  of  medical  students  in  connection  with  a 
course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  that  was  given  by  Dr.  Henry, 
director  of  the  Clinic,  at  the  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
This  course  will  be  repeated  and  extended  during  the  coming  year. 
A>  an  indication  of  the  immense  field  for  psychiatric  service  that 
exists  in  the  community,  it  is  interest ing  to  note  that  of  all  the 
-  that  applied  to  the  Clinic,  only  8  were  sent  to  hospitals. 
Fifteen  per  cent  of  the  cases  only  were  suffering  from  the  forms  of 
disorder  that  are  met  with  most  frequently  in  hospitals  for  mental 
disorders.  The  out-patient  psychiatric  work  of  the  Society  is  the 
front  line  of  attack  on  the  problem  of  mental  disorders  and  should, 
we  believe,  receive  the  same  consideration  and  support  as  has  for 
so  long  been  extended  by  the  Society  to  the  hospital  treatment  of 
persons  suffering  from  these  disorders.  It  is  encouraging  to  be 
able  to  report  that,  as  the  year  closes,  Dr.  Howell,  Superintendent 
of  the  New  York  Hospital,  has  kindly  arranged  for  much  needed 
clerical  service  for  the  clinic. 
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NEW   YORK   HOSPITAL— CORNELL    UNIVERSITY 
MEDICAL  SCHOOL  PSYCHIATRIC  DEVELOPMENT 

During  the  year  a  favorable  site  was  selected  for  the  psychiatric 
building  of  the  new  development,  and  preliminary  studies  were 
made  of  the  provision  that  would  be  required  for  the  necessary 
quarters  for  patients,  laboratories,  offices,  treatment  facilities,  lec- 
ture and  conference  rooms,  and  out-patient  department.  These 
have  been  given  to  the  architect,  and  plans  of  the  building  are  now 
being  made.  For  the  purpose  of  adding  to  our  knowledge  of  some 
of  the  newer  developments  of  psychiatric  service  in  general  hos- 
pitals, especially  in  those  where  medical  teaching  was  engaged  in, 
and  in  psychiatric  community  service  of  a  character  which  would 
probably  be  developed  in  the  new  hospital,  in  March  last,  a  visit  was 
made  to  a  number  of  hospitals  and  Child  Guidance  Clinics  in  cities 
as  far  west  as  Detroit.  These  visits  were  of  real  value  as  a  help 
to  anticipating  the  developments  that  will  best  enable  the  new 
psychiatric  department  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  general  hospital 
and  the  community.  An  opportunity  has  also  been  given  to  estab- 
lish relations  with  the  medical  school  through  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  Raynor,  Medical  Director  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  as  Clinical 
Professor,  and  of  Dr.  Henry,  Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic 
as  Instructor  in  the  department  of  psychiatry,  which  I  was  asked 
to  take  charge  of  during  the  present  year.  Substantial  progress 
has,  I  feel,  been  made,  during  the  year,  in  shaping  on  sound  lines 
the  greater  work  in  psychiatry  for  which  the  Society  is  preparing. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  express  to  your  Honorable  Board,  to  the 
Bloomingdale  Committee,  to  the  Medical  Director  of  Bloomingdale 
Hospital,  to  the  Medical  Board  and  Superintendent  of  the  New  York 
Hospital,  and  to  the  Director  and  Governing  Board  of  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  University  Medical  College  Association  my 
deep  appreciation  of  their  support  and  cooperation.

The  types  of  cases  received  were  not  unlike  those  of  recent  years. 
The  number  of  cases  with  organic  brain  disease  amounted  to  7.7 
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genera]  paralysis.     Four  cases  of  general  paralysis  were  tre 

with    malaria    with    favorable   result-.

admitted  during  the  year. 

Twenty-three  of   the1   patients  admitted   had    received   treatment 

at  the  Hospital  on  one  or  more  previous  occasions,  and  67  had 
received  treatment  in  other  institutions;  2  of  this  number  were 
received  upon  transfer  from  other  institutions.    One  hundred  and 

sixty.  73  per  cent  of  the  admission.-,  presented  a  history  of  mental 
symptoms  for  less  than  a  year. 
The  average  age  of  the  patients  admitted  was  39.9  years  for 

the  men  ami  36.8  years  for  the  women.  This  is  approximately 
what  it  has  been  for  some  years.  Twelve  were  under  20.  Ap- 
plications for  the  admission  of  children  are  not  encouraged  as  no 
separate  provision  has  been  made  for  them  and  their  association 
with  adults  is  not  always  salutary.  The  problems  of  childhood 
and  early  adolescence,  with  a  view  of  preventing  the  development 
of  nervous  and  mental  disorders,  are  important  and  merit  special 
provision  for  their  study  and  treatment.  Sixty-four,  29  per  cent, 
were  under  30;  and  125,  constituting  57  per  cent  of  the  total 
admissions,  were  under  40. 

The  Hospital  has  accommodations  for  only  a  limited  number  of 
patients.  Inasmuch  as  a  suitable  social  environment  ifi  essential 
to  the  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  disorders,  the  admission  of 
patients  has  been  restricted  to  those  who  have  a  good  level  of  refine- 
ment and  social  adaptability,  and  are  suffering  from  disorders 
which  it  may  reasonably  be  expected  will  respond  to  treatment. 

The  education  of  the  218  persons  admitted  to  the  Hospital  were: 
college  74,  high  school  97,  and  secondary  and  business  schools  47. 

The  occupations  of  the  patients  admitted  were,  as  in  previous 
years,  principally  professional  and  commercial.  Thirty  were  still 
students  in  schools  or  colleges.  Eighteen  were  teachers  in  -chools 
or  colleges.  Four  were  physicians,  5  were  lawyers.  Of  the  self- 
supporting  women,  11  were  business  women;  4  were  nurses;  6  were 
librarians;  4  were  social  workers;  2  were  journalists;  and  4  were 
musicians.  Forty-five  were  married  women,  and  supported  by 
their  husbands  who  were  either  business  or  professional  men. 

Sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  patients  admitted  made  their  own 
applications.  This  is  in  accordance  with  our  experience  of  previous 
years.  Four  patients  who  came  to  the  Hospital  under  legal  com- 
mitment later  signed  their  own  applications  as  voluntary  patients. 
The  policy  that  has  been  followed  has  been  to  resort  to  legal  restric- 
tion only  when  it  was  clearly  required  to  protect  the  patient  and  to 
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furnish  legal  authority  for  detention  that  could  not  properly  be 
dispensed  with.  In  26  instances  it  became  necessary  to  place  under 
legal  restriction  patients  who  had  been  received  in  the  Hospital  as 
voluntary  patients. 

DISCHARGES 

The  total  number  of  patients  discharged,  excluding  30  changes 
of  status,  was  231,  of  which  102  were  men  and  129  were  women.  Of 
this  number  52  were  fully  recovered,  36  were  much  improved,  and 
69  improved.  These  157  patients  constituted  69  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  discharged.  Thirty-one  were  discharged  without 
having  improved.  A  number  of  the  latter  as  well  as  those  trans- 
ferred to  other  institutions  were  cases  which  had  been  in  the  Hos- 
pital for  a  considerable  period  of  time  and  were,  in  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  the  Hospital,  removed  to  make  room  for  new 
admissions,  or  were  cases  received  for  examination  and  study  for 
the  purpose  of  advising  their  relatives  in  regard  to  their  future  care 
and  treatment.  Twenty-eight  were  transferred  to  other  institu- 
tions. Nine,  1.7  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  patients  treated, 
died. 

The  average  period  of  treatment  in  the  Hospital  of  those  who 
were  discharged  as  recovered  was  10  months  and  27  days,  and  of 
those  improved  10  months  and  12  days.  Seventeen  of  the  recov- 
ered cases  had  been  in  the  Hospital  for  more  than  a  year,  and  8  for 
more  than  two  years.  At  the  close  of  the  year  45  who  had  left  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  were  still  carried  on  the  books  on  visit. 
A  considerable  number  of  these  patients  were  kept  under  observa- 
tion by  means  of  visits  to  the  Hospital  physicians  either  in  White 
Plains  or  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  The  visits  of  former  patients 
to  the  New  York  Hospital  were  138,  and  to  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
212.  This  service  is  of  great  value  to  the  patients  in  aiding  them 
to  complete  their  adjustments  outside  of  the  Hospital  and  to  seek 
early  advice  in  the  event  of  a  return  of  any  unfavorable  symptoms. 
This  service  to  our  patients  on  visit  as  well  as  former  patients  has 
been  furnished  without  charge.  It  consumes  considerable  of  the 
time  and  adds  much  to  the  work  of  the  physicians.  Further  organi- 
zation of  this  work  is  advisable  and  to  the  advantage  of  both  the 
patient  and  the  Hospital. 

CLINICAL  SERVICE 

There  were  four  changes  in  the  medical  staff  during  the  year. 
Dr.  Gregory  Zilboorg  was  granted  a  fellowship  and  left  September 
1st  for  a  year  of  study  in  Europe. 
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Regular  Btaff  conferences  are  held  four  days  each  week  at  which 

patients  with   their  case  records  are  presented   for  study  and  coii- 

■ideration.  Monday  evening  of  each  week  a  seminar  is  held  at 
which  topics  of  scientific  interest,  special  Studies,  and  current  lit- 
erature are  presented  for  discussion.  For  these  meetings  a  regular 
program  Is  prepared  and  followed.  These  conferences  have  been 
most  helpful  and  have  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  usual 
high  standards  in  the  clinical  service. 

Four  times  during  the  year  conferences  have  been  held  to  which 
outside  physicians  have  been  invited.  The  following  programs,  of 
interest  to  the  physicians  in  general  practice,  were  prepared  for  these 
meetings:  "Personality  in  Relation  to  Mental  Difficulties";  "The 
Treatment  of  General  Paralysis  by  Malaria";  "Undue  Dependence 
on  Parents  as  an  Element  in  Mental  Illness";  "Mental  Disturbances 
with  Cerebral  Arteriosclerosis." 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Westchester  County  Medical  Society 
held  at  the  Hospital,  the  staff  presented  the  program,  "Early 
Symptoms  of  Mental  Depression." 

The  Medical  Staff  in  addition  to  their  regular  duties  have  con- 
tributed a  great  deal  of  time  to  seeing  and  advising  patients  who 
return  to  the  Hospital  to  consult  them;  to  the  out-patient  clinic 
at  the  New  York  Hospital;  and  to  the  educational  work  of  the 
Hospital.  Dr.  Henry  was  appointed  an  Instructor  in  Psychiatry 
at  the  Cornell  Medical  School.  Dr.  Raynor,  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  continued  his  work  as  Professor  of  Clinical  Psychiatry, 
at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University. 
He  resigned  in  the  Fall  to  accept  a  similar  position  at  the  Cornell 
Medical  School. 

Members  of  the  Medical  Staff  made  addresses,  and  read  and 
published  papers  during  the  year.  Dr.  Raynor:  an  address  before 
the  Occupational  Therapy  Institute  on  "What  the  Occupational 
Therapist  Should  Know  About  the  Patient";  a  paper,  "Problems 
in  the  Prevention  of  the  Functional  Psychoses,"  as  part  of  a  sym- 
posium on  the  Prevention  of  Mental  and  Nervous  Disorders  before 
the  New  York  Neurological  Society,  which  was  published  in  the 
Psychiatric  Quarterly,  July,  1928.  Dr.  Henry:  an  address  at  the 
Yale  Medical  School  on  "Emotions  and  Digestive  Functions";  a 
paper  before  the  American  Psychiatric  Association  on  "Focal 
Infection  in  Teeth,"  which  is  to  be  published  in  the  American 
Journal  of  Psychiatry;  a  paper  on  "Medieval  Psychiatry"  before 
the  New  York  Psychiatric  Society;  an  address  before  the  New  York 
Education  Institute  under  the  New  York  League  of  Nursing  Edu- 
cation, on  "Some  Practical  Applications  of  Mental  Hygiene  for 
the  Nurse";  an  address  before  the  Westchester  County  Organiza- 
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tion  for  Public  Health  Nursing  on  "Mental  Hygiene";  an  address 
before  the  Southeastern  District  Health  Teachers  and  School 
Nurses  Association,  New  York  City,  on  "Some  Practical  Considera- 
tions Pertaining  to  Mental  Hygiene  of  School  Children."  Dr.  Henry 
and  Dr.  Zilboorg:  jointly,  a  paper  before  the  American  Psycho- 
pathological  Association,  "Psychopathology  before  Pinel — Theory 
and  Practice."  Dr.  Zilboorg:  an  address  at  Swarthmore  College 
on  "Contributions  of  Medical  Psychology  to  the  Philosophy  of 
Life";  a  paper  before  the  American  Psychiatric  Association,  "The 
Dynamics  of  Schizophrenic  Reactions  Related  to  Pregnancy  and 
Childbirth,"  which  is  to  be  published  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Psychiatry;  a  paper,  "Post-Partum  Schizophrenias"  before  the 
New  York  Psychoanalytic  Society,  which  was  published  in  the 
Journal  of  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases,  October,  1928;  "Malig- 
nant Psychoses  Related  to  Childbirth,"  which  was  published  in  the 
American  Journal  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  February,  1928. 
Dr.  French:  a  paper,  "More  Recent  Trends  in  Psychoanalysis," 
before  the  Yale  University  Psychiatric  Staff.  Dr.  Jameison:  an 
address  before  the  New  York  State  Association  of  Occupational 
Therapists  on  "Mental  Mechanisms,"  which  was  published  in  the 
Journal  of  Occupational  Therapy  and  Rehabilitation,  December, 
1928.  Dr.  Hamilton:  "The  Treatment  of  Schizophrenia,"  which 
was  published  in  Proceedings  of  Research  Association  in  Nervous 
and  Mental  Diseases. 

The  visiting  physicians  from  the  New  York  Hospital  have  con- 
tinued their  regular  visits  to  the  Hospital  and  have  been  of  great 
assistance  in  maintaining  standards  in  the  clinical  work  in  internal 
medicine  and  urology.  The  consulting  specialists  have  been  called 
upon  constantly  and  have  responded  promptly,  and  furnished  skill- 
ful service  which  has  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  individual 
patients  and  the  standards  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  again 
express  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  the  administrative, 
clinical,  and  laboratory  staffs  of  the  New  York  Hospital  in  dealing 
with  various  problems,  and  the  kindly  and  skillful  attention  received 
by  patients  and  employees  who  have  been  transferred  to  the  New 
York  Hospital  for  examination  and  treatment. 

The  surgical  work  required  by  patients  during  the  year  included 
6  major  operations.  In  addition  2  tonsillectomies  were  done  and 
36  minor  surgical  operations  performed.  Some  of  the  cases  were 
sent  to  the  White  Plains  Hospital,  and  in  some  instances  the  opera- 
tions were  performed  in  the  Hospital  operating  rooms.  As  in 
previous  years  the  Hospital  has  relied  principally  upon  Dr.  J. 
Fielding  Black  of  White  Plains  for  surgical  attention.  He  made 
49  visits  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year.     The  other  consulting 
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specialists  were  called  upon  frequently.  The  otolaryngolo 
work  has  been  attended  to  by  Dr,  Prank  II.  Knight  and  Dr.  Richard 
W.  Moriarty  of  White  Plains.  \h-.  Prank  X.  Irwin  of  White  Plains, 
who  has  long  been  connected  with  the  Hospital,  did  practically  all 
of  the  ophthalmologica]  work.  Dr,  Robert  B.  Hammond  has  given 
all  anaesthetics  required.  The  \  [sit  ing  internists  examined  all  newly 
admitted  patients,  examined  .'ill  patients  developing  physical  ill- 
nesses during  their  Hospital  residence  and  saw  them  again  in  sub- 
sequent visits,  and  examined  all  X-ray  films.  All  the  members 
of  the  visiting  and  consult  inn;  staffs  have  been  most  attentive,  and 
when  circumstances  required,  have  given  their  services  with  little  or 
no  charge.  The  total  number  of  their  visits  to  the  Hospital  was  260. 
Patients  visited  the  offices  of  the  consulting  specialists  L05  times. 

Employees*  Clinic.  The  out-patient  clinic  for  the  examination 
and  treatment  of  employees  has  continued  to  demonstrate  it-  use- 
fulness. All  new  employees  have  been  examined  shortly  after 
entering  the  employ  of  the  Hospital.  There  has  been  a  diminution 
in  the  amount  of  preventable  sickness  and  a  corresponding  improve- 
ment in  the  general  health  of  the  employees.  There  have  been 
very  few  sick  with  communicable  diseases. 

During  the  year  609  persons  paid  1271  visits  to  the  Clinic.  The 
work  done  at  the  Clinic  included  329  physical  examinations,  \-nvs 
for  144  employees,  a  considerable  number  of  serological  and  other 
laboratory  examinations,  and  a  number  of  preventive  treatments 
against  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  smallpox,  etc.  Forty-nine 
employees  suffered  from  illness  that  confined  them  to  bed.  The 
visiting  and  consulting  specialists  examined  many  of  the  cases  and 
several  were  referred  to  general  hospitals  for  treatment. 

Psychiatric  Out-Paticnt  Clinic  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  The 
medical  service  of  this  Clinic  has  been  furnished  by  Bloomingdale 
Hospital.  Four  physicians  have  spent  a  total  of  six  afternoons  a 
week  at  the  Clinic.  There  continues  to  be  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  work  done.  Dr.  Henry  has  also  visited  the  wards  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  regularly  one  day  each  week  to  see  cases 
referred  by  the  house  and  visiting  staff.  This  part  of  the  work 
has  increased  materially  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  work 
done  at  the  Clinic  has  only  been  limited  during  the  year  by  the 
lack  of  additional  available  space. 

During  the  year  49b  new  patients,  218  men,  201  women,  and  77 
children  under  sixteen,  visited  the  Clinic  172f>  times.  Slightly  more 
than  one-quarter  of  the  cases  were  referred  from  the  wards  of  the 
New  York  Hospital,  and  one-sixth  from  other  departments  of  the 
out-patient  clinic.  Twelve  cases  were  referred  by  outside  phy- 
sicians.    Somewhat   more  than  one-quarter  of  the  patients  were 
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referred  by  other  organizations.  For  the  first  time  clinic  patients, 
with  their  permission,  were  used  for  teaching  students  of  the  Cor- 
nell Medical  School.  In  addition  to  the  medical  personnel,  a  psy- 
chiatric social  worker  is  attached  to  the  Clinic.  A  statistical  table 
may  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Dental  Department.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Dental 
Department  during  the  year.  Dr.  Sniffen  has  continued  in  charge, 
and  by  his  sympathetic  and  understanding  management  of  sick 
patients  he  has  continued  his  department  on  a  high  level  of  service 
to  the  patients  which  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  clinical  resources 
of  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Sniffen  is  assisted  by  a  dental  hygienist  and  a 
clinical  and  chair  assistant.  All  new  patients  are  given  a  prophy- 
lactic treatment;  X-rays  are  taken  of  all  teeth;  and  the  teeth  are 
examined  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  the  films,  a  report  of 
which  is  filed  in  each  patient's  case  record.  The  number  of  new 
patients  examined  was  178;  and  275  other  patients  were  examined 
in  accordance  with  the  periodical  system  of  examinations  made  of 
all  patients.  The  total  number  of  patients'  visits  to  the  dental 
office  was  2903.  The  total  number  of  operations  and  dental 
procedures  was  5903.     A  statistical  report  is  appended. 


LABORATORIES 

During  the  year  there  was  no  special  change  in  the  amount  or 
variety  of  work  done  in  the  laboratories.

Dr.  Henry  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American 
Psychiatric  Association  a  report  of  studies  made  in  the  laboratory 
of  "Focal  Infection  in  Teeth." 

THE  NURSING  SERVICE  AND  SCHOOL 

The  Nursing  Service  maintained  its  usual  high  standards  during 
the  year.  Notwithstanding  the  increase  in  salaries  there  has  been 
a  number  of  vacancies  on  the  regular  nursing  staff.  A  larger  than 
usual  number  of  special  nurses  were  employed  during  the  year. 

Miss  Agnes  Pownall  was  awarded  the  Floyd-Jones  Scholarship 
for  one  year  at  Teachers  College  and  entered  upon  her  studies  in 
September. 

Miss  Edna  Grothe,  B.S.,  was  appointed  Supervising  Instructor. 
She  teaches  psychiatric  nursing  and  supervises  the  students  in  their 
practical  work.  Twenty-eight  students,  13  women  and  15  men, 
entered  the  School  during  the  year.  Forty-seven  affiliated  students 
and  6  post  graduates  entered  for  special  courses.  The  number  of 
students  in  the  School  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  48  of  the  Bloom- 
ingdale School,  13  affiliated  students,  and  2  post  graduates.  These 
figures  do  not  include  those  students  from  near-by  hospitals  who 
take  their  first  four  months  in  the  Central  School  of  Nursing  main- 
tained at  the  Hospital.  The  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Mt.  Sinai 
Hospital  has  renewed  its  affiliation  which  was  interrupted  by  the 
War. 

The  Student  Nurses  House  was  completed  and  occupied.  This 
house,  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  a  late  Governor  of  the 
Society  and  a  friend  of  the  Hospital,  it  is  believed  will  add  much  to 
the  attractiveness  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

OCCUPATIONAL  AND  PHYSICAL   THERAPY 
DEPARTMENTS 

Occupational  Therapy  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  therapeutic 
measures  available  to  the  Hospital.  The  Hospital  is  fortunate  in 
having  two  well  planned  and  equipped  buildings  in  which  to  carry 
on  this  form  of  treatment.  All  patients,  their  condition  permitting, 
go  to  these  special  buildings  for  regular  periods  each  day.  For  those 
patients  who  are  unable  to  go  to  the  special  buildings,  definite  hours 
are  arranged  when  the  personnel  of  these  Departments  visit  the 
halls.  There  are  few  patients  who  do  not  have  the  advantage  of 
this  form  of  treatment.     The  total  number  of  patients  treated  dur- 
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ing  the  year  was  442,  of  whom  184  were  men  and  258  were  women. 
This  number  constitutes  83  per  cent  of  the  total  patients  treated 
at  the  Hospital.  'The  number  of  articles  made  or  repaired  was 
■1,435,  oi  which  the  men  produced  8.258  and  the  women  23, 177. 
In  addition  the  printing  shop  in  which  the  patients  find  agreeable 
employment,  turned  out  526,055  pieces  of  printed  matter,  among 
which  were  a  number  of  pamphlet-  of  value  to  the  medical,  nursing 
and  therapeutic  Bervices.  Gardening  and  other  outdoor  occupa- 
tions, such  as  care  of  the  lawns,  game  fields  and  courts,  were  also 
engaged  in.  Many  of  the  patients  carried  on  as  hobbies,  and  a 
few  as  a  means  of  support,  craft-  in  which  they  were  trained  while 
under  treatment  in  the  Hospital.  It  is  found  that  the  actual 
accomplishment  of  some  worthwhile  piece  of  work  gives  the  best 
results  in  this  form  of  treatment. 

Instruction  in  Occupational  Therapy  was  given  to  70  students 
of  whom  61  were  nurses  and  9  were  students  taking  the  course  of 
training  for  occupational  therapists.  There  were  7  visiting  instruc- 
tors who  came  for  advice  on  specific  problems. 

The  New  York  State  Occupational  Therapy  Institute  spent  one 
day  at  the  Hospital  before  which  Miss  Gundersen  read  a  paper, 
''Craft  and  Personality  in  the  Treatment  of  Mental  Disorders," 
which  was  published  in  Occupational  Therapy  and  Rehabilitation, 
December,  1928;  and  Mr.  Haas  gave  a  demonstration  lecture  on 
art  metal  work. 

Mr.  Haas  also  published,  "A  Folding  Conveying  Chair"  in  Occu- 
pational Therapy  and  Rehabilitation,  February,  1928;  "The  Thera- 
peutic Use  of  a  Primitive  Craft  Basketry,"  in  Occupational  Therapy 
and  Rehabilitation,  June,  1928;  "A  Portable  Occupational  Therapy 
Unit,"  in  Occupational  Therapy  and  Rehabilitation,  June,  1928;  and 
"A  Card  Board  Loom,"  Occupational  Therapy  Press,  Bloomingdale 
Hospital. 

An  exhibit  of  photographs  of  the  occupational  therapy  buildings 
and  articles  made  in  these  Departments,  together  with  pamphlets 
published  by  the  Hospital,  were  sent  to  the  Netherlands  Congress 
and  Exhibition  in  Occupational  Therapy  held  in  Amsterdam, 
Holland,  in  October,  at  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Arnold  Groenfeld  of 
Amsterdam. 

Both  the  Men's  and  Women's  Physical  Education  Departments 
have  been  active  during  the  year.  Organized  physical  recreation 
and  rehabilitation  have  continued  throughout  the  year  on  a  high 
plane,  especially  during  the  winter  because  of  the  resources  pro- 
vided by  the  gymnasia.  Individual  attention  in  recreations  and 
corrective  exercises  has  been  freely  given  whenever  the  need 
presented  itself. 
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These  Departments  have  also  been  in  charge  of  the  entertain- 
ments and  organized  social  life  of  the  patients.  The  maintaining 
of  a  suitable  social  environment  and  well  directed  social  and  recre- 
ational contacts  with  opportunities  for  participation  in  events  is 
essential  to  treatment  which  is  aimed  to  bring  about  social  adjust- 
ment. This  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  very  important  features  of 
the  therapeutic  resources  of  the  Hospital.  The  addition  of  the 
Club  Room  at  the  Rogers  Gymnasium  for  men  provides  another 
resource  for  the  treatment  of  patients.  The  total  number  of 
patients  enrolled  in  the  Departments  of  Physical  Education  was 
464,  of  which  177  were  men  and  287  were  women.  Details  of  the 
activities  of  these  Departments  may  be  found  in  the  appended 
tables. 

Instruction  in  the  employment  of  physical  exercises,  games  and 
sports,  and  social  entertainments,  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  was 
given  to  51  nurses  and  2  students  of  physical  education  schools 
during  the  year.  The  resources  of  the  Departments  were  made 
available  to  the  employees  of  the  Hospital  and  were  used  extensively. 

Miss  Gerow  read  a  paper  before  the  New  York  League  of  Nursing 
Education,  "The  Value  of  Dancing  in  the  Curriculum  of  the  Student 
Nurse,"  which  was  published  in  Trained  Nurse  and  Hospital  Review, 
April,  1928. 

Massage,  hydrotherapy,  and  other  forms  of  physiotherapy  were 
employed.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-two  patients  were  given 
massage  9,513  times.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  patients 
received  9,072  hydrotherapeutic  baths  exclusive  of  prolonged  baths. 
One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  patients  received  3,110  treatments 
with  ultra-violet  lamps.  A  number  of  patients  were  treated  with 
the  photo-thermo-therapy  lamps  and  the  multiple  wave  gener- 
ator. Tables  showing  in  detail  the  work  of  these  Departments  are 
appended. 

YORK  LODGE 

York  Lodge,  a  large  cottage  with  generous  grounds  and  a  bathing 
beach,  is  located  at  the  foot  of  Rushmore  Avenue,  Orient  a  Point, 
Mamaroneck.  The  Cottage  accommodates  12  patients.  It  has 
a  spacious  lounging  room,  a  reading  and  writing  room,  a  broad 
porch,  and  attached  bath  houses.  On  the  grounds  are  a  tennis 
court  and  provision  for  other  outdoor  games.  A  large  recreation 
room  for  indoor  games  and  dancing  is  available  for  use  in  inclement 
weather.  The  homelike  atmosphere,  the  relaxation  of  the 
shore,  and  the  pleasure  derived  from  salt  water  bathing  have  con- 
tributed a  great  deal  to  the  improvement  of  many  patients.  York 
Lodge  is  available  to  patients  from  the  Hospital  from  late  in  the 
spring   till  early  in    the  fall.     Stated    periods  are   allotted  to   men 
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and  to  women.     It  Is  also  available  during  the  winter  tnontl 
special  arrangement.     Patients  while  at  fork  Lodge  continue  under 

the  treatment  of  physicians  and  nurses  of  the  Hospital  medical  and 

nursing  staffs.  A  total  of  59  patients  enjoyed  the  benefits  <>f  the 
Lodge  during  the  summer.     In  addition  parties  of  patients  visited 

fork  Lodge  each  day  hut  Sunday.  Lunch  \\:i-  served  on  the 
veranda    and    the    p;itients    had    opportunity    to    go    in    swimming. 

There  were  L05  day  parties,  providing  786  outings  \ny  158  patients. 
The  patients  enjoyed  these  outings  very  much,  fork  Lodge  con- 
tributed a  great  deal  to  the  pleasure  of  the  patient.-,  and  may  he 
looked  upon  as  one  of  the  treatment  resources  of  the  Hospital. 


EDUCATIOXAL    WORK 

The  educational  work  carried  on  at  the  Hospital  continues  to 
merit  some  comment  and  is  important  enough  to  refer  to  it  each 
year.  This  very  important  part  of  the  work  done  at  the  Hospital 
is  directed  to  the  training  of  physicians,  nurses,  occupation;)  1  thera- 
pists, physical  education  aides,  dietitians,  and  housekeepers.  A>ide 
from  three  instructors  employed  in  the  Nursing  Department  solely 
for  teaching,  all  the  educational  work  is  carried  on  by  the  phy- 
sicians and  directors  and  their  assistants  of  departments  in  con- 
nection with  their  regular  duties  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients 
and  the  administration  of  the  Hospital.  The  advantages  to  the 
service  of  the  Hospital  are  very  great  in  building  up  and  maintaining 
standards.  The  time  is  looked  forward  to  when  this  work  can  be 
better  organized  and  receive  definite  support. 

The  Floyd-Jones  Scholarship  at  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University,  was  held  by  one  of  our  head  nurses  this  year.  This 
Scholarship  was  made  possible  through  the  gift  of  a  special  fund, 
the  Floyd-Jones  Fund  for  Nurses'  Educational  Purpose- . 

One  of  the  resident  Medical  Staff  holds  a  fellowship  awarded 
by  the  Hospital.  He  will  spend  a  year  in  Europe  in  special  psychia- 
tric study.  Two  positions  on  the  resident  Medical  Staff  are  avail- 
able to  physicians  meeting  the  requirements,  for  study  and  training 
in  psychiatry. 

The  four  staff  conferences  held  weekly  at  which  cases  are  pre- 
sented, the  Monday  evening  conferences  for  the  discussion  of  scien- 
tific subjects  and  the  review  of  current  literature,  and  the  confer- 
ences held  with  the  visiting  and  consulting  staffs,  all  have  an  educa- 
tional value  to  the  physicians.  An  excellent  medical  library  is 
kept  up  to  date  with  new  books  and  hies  of  important  periodicals. 
Likewise  a  special  library  is  maintained  for  the  nursing  stall. 
Periodicals  and  books  are  provided  for  the  other  departments. 
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The  School  of  Nursing  is  registered  by  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York.  All  graduates  are  eligible  for 
the  qualification  of  R.N.  granted  by  the  Regents.  The  course 
is  of  three  years'  duration,  one  year  of  which  is  spent  by  the  women 
at  the  New  York  Hospital  and  three  months  at  the  Manhattan 
Maternity  Hospital;  one  year  the  men  spend  at  Bellevue  Hospital. 

This  year  the  School  gave  instruction  to  81  students,  28  of  whom 
were  undergraduates,  47  affiliated  students  from  the  New  York, 
Presbyterian,  Fifth  Avenue,  and  Mt.  Sinai  Hospitals  of  New  York 
City,  and  6  post  graduate  students.  The  Central  School,  in  which 
the  White  Plains  Hospital,  the  United  Hospital  of  Port  Chester, 
the  New  Rochelle  Hospital,  and  the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  have 
united  with  Bloomingdale  Hospital  in  the  employment  of  a  highly 
qualified  instructor,  is  conducted  in  the  Nurses'  Educational  Build- 
ing of  this  Hospital.  One  hundred  and  three  students  were  in 
attendance  at  this  School  during  the  year.  No  charge  is  made  for 
the  use  of  the  building  and  its  equipment.  The  contacts  made  with 
these  affiliated  schools  are  of  mutual  advantage  and  stimulate  inter- 
est in  psychiatric  nursing.  Two  students  were  given  a  course  for 
head  nurses  in  conjunction  with  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University. 

In  the  Department  of  Dietetics,  29  students  were  given  instruc- 
tion. Five  were  student  dietitians  and  24  were  nurses.  This 
instruction  was  both  theoretical  in  the  diet  laboratory  and  practical 
in  the  special  diet  kitchen. 

Nine  women  occupational  therapists  took  the  special  course  in 
Occupational  Therapy  offered  by  the  Hospital.  The  Departments 
of  Occupational  Therapy  also  gave  instruction  to  61  nurses  in 
training  in  the  Hospital. 

During  the  summer  months  a  limited  number  of  medical  students 
and  students  taking  courses  in  physical  education  in  educational 
institutions  are  given  practical  instruction  for  a  period  of  three 
months. 

The  educational  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  over  a 
number  of  years.  It  has  increased  each  year  and  has  demonstrated 
its  value  to  the  Hospital  and  the  community. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  Student  Nurses  House  was  completed  and  occupied  in  Sep- 
tember. The  construction  and  furnishing  of  this  House  were  made 
possible  by  the  thoughtfulness  of  the  late  Henry  R.  Taylor,  a  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Edwin  Gould,  a  member  of  the  Society, 
who  asked  that  his  name  be  withheld.  The  construction  and  fur- 
nishing of  this  House  amounted  to  $566,425.46. 
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The  South  wing  of  the  Rogers  ( rymnaghun  was  constructed  and 

furnished  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  $  \  I  ,">f)2..r>0.  This  addition 
was  also  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Taylor. 

An  addition  was  made  to  the  Medical  Director's  residence. 

Two  boilers  in  the  power  plant  were  equipped  with  automatic 
stokers,  superheaters  and  draft  regulators,  and  a  new  steam  line 

installed  at   a  cost   of  $17,000. 

The  main  drive  was  reconstructed,  widened,  and  parking  space 

provided,  at  a  cost  of  142,000. 

All  overhead  wires  were  placed  underground  and  new  street 
lamps  provided  at  a  cost  of  $9,500. 

A  bridge  was  constructed  on  the  extension  of  Bryant  Avenue 
and  over  a  road  which  connects  the  Hospital  property  on  either 
side  of  Bryant  Avenue,  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.  The  construction 
of  this  bridge  was  made  necessary  by  the  dedication  to  the  public 
sen  ice  last  year  of  a  strip  of  land  through  the  Hospital  property 
for  the  extension  of  Bryant  Avenue. 

The  water  main  extending  from  the  main  building  to  Hall  Four 
Women  was  renewed  at  a  cost  of  $900. 

Renovation  of  the  plumbing  was  continued  during  the  year  at  a 
cost  of  $7,774.51. 

A  considerable  amount  of  shrubbery  was  purchased  during  the 
year  for  the  nursery  and  for  replacements  throughout  the  Hospital 
grounds. 

The  dairy  was  discontinued  in  May  and  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  purchase  of  milk  from  a  certified  herd.  The  barn  was  razed 
and  the  stables  were  reconstructed  into  a  garage  at  a  cost  of  $12,000. 

A  new  motor  car  and  a  motor  truck  were  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$5,200.  The  latter  permitted  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  horses 
used. 

Some  new  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  kitchen. 

An  orthophonic  victrola  was  installed  in  the  social  hall  at  a  cost 
of  $509.50. 

A  photo-thermo-therapy  lamp,  a  multiple  wave  generator,  and  a 
pulmotor  were  added  to  the  therapeutic  equipment  of  the  Hospital 
at  a  cost  of  $1014. 

Plans  were  made  for  a  survey  of  the  Hospital  grounds  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  property.  Addi- 
tional walks  and  roads  will  be  laid  out  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

NEEDS 

In  discussing  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  it  is  difficult  to  discuss 
them  from  the  standpoint  of  their  relative  urgency.  Many  of  the 
items  are  needed  to  round  out  facilities  of  the  Hospital  which  have 
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not  as  yet  been  fully  met.  Changing  standards  in  the  community 
make  new  demands  upon  the  Hospital.  The  gradually  increasing 
knowledge  gained  from  experience  and  study  into  the  causes  and 
the  treatment  of  psychiatric  disorders  call  for  increased  facilities 
and  new  methods  of  meeting  them. 

It  seems  highly  desirable  that  the  group  of  houses  for  the  nursing 
staff,  of  which  the  Student  Nurses  House  is  the  first,  be  completed. 
It  is  believed  that  these  houses  would  do  much  toward  stabilizing 
our  nursing  staff.  Rooms  on  some  of  the  halls  continue  to  be 
occupied  by  nurses.  The  release  of  this  space  for  additional  patients 
and  for  examining  and  treatment  rooms  would  be  to  advantage. 

In  the  Men's  Department  the  same  situation  exists  and  a  house 
for  male  nurses  is  much  needed. 

Additional  cottages  for  senior  physicians  and  their  families  are 
needed,  and  would  go  far  toward  increasing  the  length  of  service 
at  the  Hospital  of  physicians  who  have  been  trained  here. 

Special  consideration  is  invited  to  the  plans  submitted  during 
the  year  for  razing  the  Solarium,  a  non-fireproof  building,  and  for 
constructing  on  its  site  a  building  for  acutely  sick  and  disturbed 
women,  and  for  constructing  two  new  cottages  for  patients.  This 
is  a  development  which  is  urgently  needed.  The  need  of  the 
building  for  acutely  disturbed  patients  is  very  great. 

Two  buildings  connecting  respectively  with  Hall  One  Men  and 
Hall  One  Women  are  needed  to  provide  operating  rooms  and  associ- 
ated service  rooms,  quarters  for  the  dental  clinic,  X-ray  depart- 
ment, employees'  clinic,  and  other  clinic  facilities  which  are  now 
situated  in  various  parts  of  the  Hospital.  There  is  an  increasing 
need  for  additional  space  for  these  activities  which  have  outgrown 
their  present  quarters  due  to  the  increasing  service  they  render. 
It  is  also  desirable  that  they  should  be  centrally  located  and  together. 
Unfortunately  the  arrangement  of  the  present  building  will  not 
permit  of  the  construction  of  a  single  wing  which  will  accommodate 
all  of  these  facilities. 

The  tentative  programs  submitted  to  the  Bloomingdale  Com- 
mittee in  1927  and  1928  of  the  developments  to  meet  present  and 
future  needs  of  the  Hospital  are  again  referred  to  for  consideration. 

It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  completion  of  the  new  psychiatric 
department  in  New  York  City  there  will  be  increased  demands 
upon  the  service  of  this  Hospital.  It  appears  desirable  that  a  study 
of  the  needs  at  Bloomingdale  to  meet  these  demands  be  made, 
and  that  provision  be  also  made  to  provide  for  the  necessary 
improvements. 

There  continues  to  be  a  considerable  need  for  extensive  renewals 
occasione  1  by  depreciation.     The  study  of  the  lighting  and  electric 
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system  in  the  Hospital  generally   to  correct   deficiencies   would 
appear  to  be  advisable. 

Any  extensive  building  program,  beyond  that  under  consideration 
at  the  present  time,  will  necessitate  increasing  the  capacity  of  both 

the  boiler  and  power  plants. 

The  Hydrotherapy  Departments  tor  both  men  and  women  are 
outgrown,  and  the  equipment  needs  replacing.     A  thorough  study 

of  the  needs  of  these  important   Departments  is  recommended. 

The  condition  of  the  present  fences  about  the  property  and  the 
completion  of  the  roads  through  the  property  dedicated  to  the  pub- 
lic service  by  the  Society,  make  it  necessary  that  new  fences  be 
erected.  It  seems  desirable  that  a  substantial  and  permanent  fence 
be  erected  about  the  entire  property  and  that  the  grounds  be 
screened  with  trees  and  shrubs  to  protect  the  patients. 

The  matter  of  refurnishing  the  halls  throughout  the  Hospital  is 
one  which  merits  consideration.  Much  of  the  furnishings  has  been 
in  use  a  long  time  and  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  present  atmosphere 
of  the  Hospital.  ( 'arefully  selected  furniture  and  furnishings  would 
do  much  to  brighten  up  the  halls  and  make  them  more  attractive. 
This  in  turn  would  react  beneficially  upon  the  patients. 

Many  of  the  Hospital  motor  cars  have  been  in  service  a  number 
of  years  and  will  have  to  be  replaced  in  the  near  future. 

The  survey  of  the  Hospital  grounds  will  be  completed  early  next 
year.  It  is  desirable  that  a  comprehensive  study  be  then  made 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  additional  walks  and  roads,  relocating 
the  golf  course,  and  providing  for  additional  fields  for  games. 
This  study  should  also  include  sites  for  projected  buildings. 

The  Bloomingdale  Committee  is  conversant  with  the  many  needs 
of  the  Hospital  which  have  not  been  specifically  mentioned  in  this 
report.  Appropriations  have  been  promptly  made  by  your  Board 
when  recommended  by  the  Committee.  Constant  effort  has  been 
feoade  to  maintain  the  entire  plant  in  such  condition  that  the  services 
of  the  Hospital  would  not  be  impaired.  The  continued  maintenance 
of  the  service  of  the  Hospital  requires  that  the  demands  of  progress 
in  the  medical  sciences  generally  and  in  psychiatry  in  particular  be 
met  and  kept  abreast  of. 

The  need  for  funds  especially  provided  to  carry  on  the  educational 
work  of  the  Hospital,  to  stimulate  research,  and  to  provide  for  more 
intensive  and  liberal  training  of  members  of  the  medical  staff,  is 
worthy  of  serious  consideration.  It  would  appear  that  these  neces- 
sary and  important  activities  of  the  Hospital  ought  to  be  carried  on 
independently  of  the  maintenance  charges  of  the  Hospital. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  yearly  increasing  cost  of  maintenance. 
This  has  been  due  to  the  gradually  increasing  cost  of  supplies,  the 
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necessity  of  meeting  wages  paid  for  similar  service  in  the  commu- 
nity, the  increasing  of  salaries  to  retain  trained  personnel,  the  increas- 
ing of  wages  of  faithful  employees  for  length  of  service,  and  the  cost 
of  gradually  increasing  the  facilities  of  the  Hospital  and  the  raising 
of  standards  of  service.  In  1926  this  increase  amounted  to  over  3 
per  cent,  in  1927  to  over  2.4  per  cent,  and  in  1928  to  1.5  per  cent. 
It  would  appear  to  be  highly  desirable  for  the  Hospital  to  have  the 
support  of  additional  special  funds,  such  as  the  John  C.  Green 
Memorial  Fund,  the  income  of  which  would  be  applied  to  the  sup- 
port of  worthy  patients  whose  friends  were  unable  to  reimburse  the 
Hospital  in  whole  or  in  part  for  their  treatment. 

FINANCIAL 

The  cost  of  maintenance  advanced  1.5  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  supplies  and  to  increases  in 
salaries.  The  total  expenditure  for  ordinary  maintenance  and  care 
and  treatment  of  patients  was  $833,787.88.  This  includes  the 
maintenance  of  the  properties  at  White  Plains  and  Orienta  Point, 
ordinary  repairs  and  renewals,  insurance  except  against  fire,  sup- 
plies, nursing  and  other  study  and  treatment  services,  the  educa- 
tional work  engaged  in,  salaries  and  wages,  and  all  other  running 
expenses.  Capital  charges  and  the  cost  of  extraordinary  renewals 
and  improvements  for  which  special  appropriations  were  received, 
are  not  included. 

Of  the  529  cases  treated  during  the  year,  245,  approximately  half 
of  the  number  treated,  were  wholly  or  partially  supported  by  the 
Society.  The  number  treated  without  charge  was  28,  and  220  paid 
rates  that  were  less  than  the  average  cost.  The  expenses  borne  by 
the  Society  in  the  treatment  of  these  cases  amounted  to  $210,630.26, 
which  was  the  equivalent  of  the  support  of  67  free  beds  throughout 
the  year.     The  number  of  weeks'  board  and  treatment  was  13,853. 

The  income  of  the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund,  amounting  to 
$8,479.39,  was  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Memorial,  applied 
to  the  support  of  6  patients. 

GENERAL 

Visitors.  The  number  of  visitors  to  patients  during  the  vear  was 
12,520. 

Official  visits  were  made  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Medical  Inspec- 
tors of  the  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  on  April  18th,  July  30th, 
October  10th,  and  December  7th.  Miss  Harriet  Bailey,  Inspector 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education  for  Nurse  Training  Schools, 
visited   the  Hospital   on  June  29th.     Miss  Harriet  A.   Robeson, 
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Assistant  Director  of  Occupational  Therapy  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Hygiene,  visited  the  Hospital  on  January  24th  and 
26th. 

Among  others   who   visited    the    Hospital   during   the  year   were 

Professor  Hans  Maier,  M.D.,  Director  of  the  Psychiatric  Clinic, 
Zurich,  Switzerland,  who  was  visiting  this  country  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation;  Dr.  Simone  Ghisolend  of  Bel- 
gium, who  was  studying  Child  Guidance  clinics  in  this  country; 
Professor  H.  D.  Laswell  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Science, 
Chicago  University,  whose  visit  was  in  connection  with  research 
into  the  problems  of  personality;  Mr.  D.  M.  LeBourdais  of  the 
Canadian  National  Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene;  Mr.  Arnold  H. 
Conrad,  Architect  to  Brisbane  and  South  Coast  Hospitals  Hoards, 
who  was  visiting  this  country  in  the  interest  of  a  hospital  building 
program  in  Australia;  Dr.  William  C.  Hassler,  Health  Officer  of  San 
Francisco,  who  visited  the  Hospital  in  the  interest  of  a  new  psy- 
chiatric institute  and  hospital  to  be  built  in  San  Francisco;  Dr. 
Owen  Copp  of  Philadelphia,  Consultant  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital for  Mental  Diseases;  and  Miss  Kate  Dinsmore,  Chief  Psychi- 
atric Social  Worker  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  of  Dallas,  Texas, 
who  was  interested  in  physical  and  occupational  therapy. 

Libraries.  The  report  of  the  librarian  shows  that  629  volumes, 
447  by  purchase  and  182  by  gifts,  were  added  to  the  libraries  during 
the  year.  Of  these,  402  were  added  to  the  general  library,  166  to 
the  medical  library,  and  61  to  the  nurses'  library.  Seventy-one 
general  magazines  (44  titles)  and  49  medical  journals,  of  which  10 
were  in  foreign  languages,  were  received.  The  distribution  for  the 
general  library  was  10,164  volumes  of  which  4,537  were  issued  to 
patients,  1,924  to  the  men  and  2,613  to  the  women.  The  number 
issued  to  employees  was  5,627.  No  figures  are  kept  showing  the  use 
of  the  medical  library.  It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  the  Monday 
evening  conferences  of  the  Medical  Staff  stimulate  a  great  interest 
in  the  library  and  many  references  are  made  to  the  journals  and 
books.  All  of  the  medical  journals  are  bound  annually  and  are 
available  for  reference.  The  general  library  contains  5,007  volumes, 
the  medical  library  and  the  library  of  the  School  of  Nursing  1999 
volumes,  making  a  total  of  7,006  volumes. 

The  gift  of  Air.  Jennings  to  the  Medical  Library  is  of  special 
interest.  It  will  make  possible  the  completion  of  broken  files  of 
important  journals,  and  the  purchase  of  special  works  on  nervous 
and  mental  disorders  which  will  add  much  to  the  usefulness  of  the 
library. 

The  librarian  gave  talks  to  the  nurses  on  the  value  of  books  in 
the  treatment  of  patients. 
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Gifts.  Mr.  Walter  Jennings  of  the  Bloomingdale  Committee 
gave  SI, 000  for  the  medical  library.  Air.  Edward  W.  Sheldon, 
President  of  the  Society,  gave  a  large  number  of  books  for  the  Staff 
House,  also  a  painting.  Mr.  Henry  G.  Barbey  and  Mr.  Augustine 
J.  Smith  of  the  Bloomingdale  Committee  presented  the  Hospital 
with  paintings  and  material  for  the  Occupational  Therapy  Depart- 
ments respectively.  Dr.  Herman  J.  Boldt  presented  the  medical 
library  with  a  number  of  books.  Miss  Dorothy  Hayward  and  Mr. 
Elias  Dusenbury  gave  a  number  of  books  for  the  Student  Nurses 
House. 

Many  friends  of  patients  have  signified  their  appreciation  of  the 
service  rendered  to  patients  in  whom  they  were  interested  by 
giving  liberally  to  the  Nurses'  Entertainment  Fund. 

Religious  Services.  Since  1819  religious  services  have  been  con- 
ducted on  Sunday  afternoons.  The  services  this  year  were  con- 
ducted by  the  Reverend  Frank  H.  Simmonds  of  Grace  Church, 
White  Plains,  and  by  the  Reverend  Roland  C.  Ormsbee  of  St. 
Bartholomew's  Church,  White  Plains.  These  services  were  much 
appreciated  and  a  source  of  comfort  to  those  who  attended. 

The  Reverend  Father  John  F.  Turner  and  his  assistants  of  St. 
John's  Church,  White  Plains,  have  as  in  past  years  been  most 
faithful  in  attending  to  the  religious  comfort  of  the  Catholic  patients. 

Items  of  Interest.  On  March  22d  the  Hospital  entertained  the 
New  York  State  Institute  of  Occupational  Therapists.  A  program 
was  provided  by  the  Staff. 

On  November  20th  the  Westchester  County  Medical  Society  met 
at  the  Hospital.     The  Medical  Staff  provided  the  program. 

On  November  24th  Dr.  Frederick  H.  Packard,  Medical  Director 
of  McLean  Hospital,  Dr.  Earl  D.  Bond,  Physician  in  Chief  of  the 
Department  for  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases,  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital, and  Dr.  Ross  McC.  Chapman,  Superintendent  of  the  Shep- 
pard  and  Enoch  Pratt  Hospital,  met  at  this  Hospital  in  conference 
with  Dr.  Raynor  to  discuss  problems  of  mutual  interest  to  the 
hospitals. 

The  completion  of  the  Student  Nurses  House  was  the  outstanding 
event  of  the  year.

December,  1928,  closed  an  eventful  year  in  the  history  of  the 
School.  The  Student  Nurses  House  was  completed  and  occupied. 
November  3d  the  House  was  formally  opened.  A  reception  was 
held  and  a  large  number  of  invited  guests  were  shown  through  the 
building.  The  House  is  complete  in  all  details.  It  is  attractively 
and  comfortably  furnished.  Undoubtedly  it  will  assist  in  raising 
the  standards  of  the  School. 

The  entrance  requirements  were  raised  to  four  years  of  high 
school  or  the  equivalent.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
men  students. 
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Report  School  of  Nursing 
Bloomingdale. 

Miss  Edna  Grothe,  B.S.,  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University, 
was  appointed  to  the  position  of  supervising  instructor,  after  taking 
the  post-graduate  courses  in  psychiatric  nursing  and  occupational 
therapy  at  the  Hospital.  Miss  Grothe  teaches  psychiatric  nursing 
and  supervises  the  students  in  their  practical  work. 

The  Manhattan  Maternity  Hospital,  with  which  our  School  is 
affiliated,  took  over  the  field  service  formerly  given  by  the  Henry 
Street  Settlement. 

During  the  year  11  of  our  students  went  to  the  New  York  Hos- 
pital, 3  to  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  8  to  the  Manhattan  Maternity 
Hospital  for  the  usual  periods  of  affiliation.  Forty-seven  students 
for  the  regular  three  months'  affiliation  were  received  from  the  New 
York  Hospital,  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hos- 
pital, and  the  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital.  Six  students  were  enrolled  for 
the  regular  six  months'  post-graduate  course,  and  2  in  a  special 
eight  months'  course  for  head  nurses  which  was  given  in  collab- 
oration with  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University. 

In  February  the  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  renewed  its  affiliation  which 
had  been  interrupted  by  the  War. 

Graduation  Exercises  were  held  Saturday,  June  2d.  The  Rev- 
erend H.  Ayde  Prichard,  D.D.,  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John 
the  Divine,  gave  the  address.     Four  students  graduated. 

Miss  Agnes  D.  Pownall  was  awarded  the  Floyd-Jones  Scholarship 
for  the  year  1928-29  and  entered  Teachers  College  in  September. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Knox,  supervisor,  resigned  to  continue  her  studies 
at  Teachers  College.  Miss  Dorothy  Lane  succeeded  her  as  super- 
visor. 

The  students  have  attended  lectures  held  in  a  number  of  neigh- 
boring hospitals  and  a  number  of  medical  meetings  held  at  the 
Hospital. 

Again  the  nurses  wish  through  me  to  extend  their  gratitude  to 
the  many  kind  friends  who  contributed  so  generously  to  the  Enter- 
tainment Fund. 

To  the  members  of  the  nursing  service,  and  all  others  who  have 
assisted  me  so  splendidly  during  the  year  just  ended,  I  wish  to 
extend  my  sincere  gratitude.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 

CAMPBELL  COTTAGES  FOR  CONVALESCENT 

CHILDREN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1928 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen:  The  twenty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Campbell 
Cottages  for  Convalescent  Children  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  daily  average  was  76,  and  the  average  length  of  stay  34 
days.  The  number  of  hospital  days  was  somewhat  less  than  that 
of  last  year,  owing  to  numerous  incidences  of  contagion  during 
some  8  months  of  the  year. 

A  number  of  children  whose  physical  condition  made  a  strong 
appeal  for  a  lengthy  period  of  care,  were  kept  considerably  beyond 
the  average  34  days.  Prominent  among  these  more  urgent  cases 
were  many  children  afflicted  with  cardiac  disease,  asthma  or 
chorea,  as  well  as  a  number  of  preventive  and  surgical  cases. 

While  these  special  groups  of  children,  by  the  very  nature  of  their 
ailments,  as  well  as  by  their  prolonged  stay,  tax  the  resources  of 
the  institution  to  the  utmost,  their  improvement,  and  sometimes 
their  recovery,  fully  repay  the  efforts  made  in  their  behalf. 

Nor  is  the  work  of  Campbell  Cottages  a  stranger  to  the  conscious- 
ness of  the  children  themselves,  as  is  frequently  proved  by  visits 
from  some  of  our  " pioneer"  groups  of  patients,  who,  after  many 
years,  return  to  offer  their  thanks  to  their  benefactor,  and  frequently 
to  ask  similar  care  for  their  own  children — our  ''second  gener- 
ation." 

Specialized  care,  food  of  highest  quality,  and  supervised  outdoor 
life  are  all  of  prime  importance  in  the  building  or  rebuilding  of  sick 
or  debilitated  persons,  and  all  of  these  facilities  are  given  freely  to 
our  children. 

The  school  work  remains  an  interesting  and  necessary  feature  of 
the  educational  program  of  the  Cottages,  and  is  particularly  valu- 
able where  a  prolonged  stay  in  the  country  is  recommended. 

The  playground  work,  serving  not  only  to  prevent  homesickness, 
but  also  to  furnish  delightful  and  interesting  outdoor  occupation, 
makes  the  days  pass  very  quickly,  and  instills  a  bright  social  spirit 
into  our  large  group  of  very  mixed  and  undeveloped  personal- 
ities.

Thanks  to  the  kindness  of  a  friend  of  many  years,  quantitie 
sewing  materials  were  donated  to  this  class,  bo  that  a  tittle  more 

freedom  was  possible  in  planning  work  that  would  please  BS  well  as 
instruct.  The  girls  made  many  Useful  articles,  some  of  which  they 
retained  for  their  own  use,   while  others  were1  made  for  service  10 

the  Cottages. 

Visitors  come  to  the  institution  from  many  points  of  the  United 
States — from  distant  California,  also  from  Canada  and  include 
physicians,  nurses,  social  and  institutional  workers.  The  student 
nurses  of  the  New  York  and  numerous  other  city  hospitals  make 
periodic  visits  as  part  of  their  training. 

Many  of  the  happy  personal  and  social  touches  that  have  been 
added  to  the  Cottages  are  constant  reminders  of  the  great  kindness 
of  the  many  friends  of  our  children.  Outstanding  among  the  joys 
of  the  past  year  is  an  Ampico,  cabinet  and  music  rolls,  the  gift  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Augustine  J.  Smith,  which  means  music  for  all  occa- 
sions, for  entertainments,  for  long  rainy  days  and  for  community 
singing. 

Necessary  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made,  and  the 
institution  is  in  good  condition. 

A  number  of  large,  bright  pictures  have  added  color  to  various 
departments,  and  the  little  library  has  grown  perceptibly.  New, 
useful  games  have  been  received,  and  will  be  valuable  during  the 
cold  winter  days  and  evenings. 

Of  the  many  facilities  at  our  disposal,  one  of  the  most  highly 
valued  is  the  great  help  so  freely  and  promptly  given  by  the  Bloom- 
Ingdale  Hospital  Laboratory  and  X-ray  departments,  who  aid  in 
solving  some  of  our  pressing  problems. 

The  Social  Service  of  the  New  York  Hospital  continues  its 
earnest  and  friendly  cooperation  in  dealing  with  situations  which 
grow  more  complex  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Cottages 
broadens. 

The  Christmas  season  at  Campbell  Cottages  is  very  delightful, 
and  with  its  coming,  many  old,  and  always  added  new  friends  come 
to  bring  joy  and  song  into  the  lives  of  our  girls  and  boys. 

Santa  Claus,  in  person,  the  White  Plains  Chamber  of  Commerce,

In  conformity  with  the  prQvisionfl  of  it-  Charter,  granted  by 
Royal  Authority  June  13,  1771,  in  the  reign  of  King  <  [II,  the 

Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  present  their 
annual  report  and  a  statement  showing  the  receipt-  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  1929  of  the  several  institutions  under  their  con- 
trol and  management,  as  follows:  — 

The  general  hospital,  at  Fifteenth  and  8  bh  Streets, 

York,  which  is  hereinafter  called  the  New  York  Hospital,  the  de- 
partment for  the  treatment  of  menial  diseases,  known  a-  Blooming- 
dale  Hospital,  at  White  Plains,  Westchester  County,  and  the 
hospital  for  convalescent  children,  also  at  White  Plain-. 

The  activities  of  all  these  institutions  are  constantly  increasing. 
The  work  done  in  the  New  York  Hospital  continued  on  a  Large 
scale.  The  pressure  of  space  in  the  various  departments  there 
shows  no  diminution  and  can  only  be  relieved  when  the  new  hos- 
pital buildings  now  under  construction  are  ready  for  occupation. 

Operating  expenses  of  the  New  York  Hospital  were  1771,406.05 
in  1929,  an  increase  of  823,607.97  over  1928.  The  operating  receipts 
in  1929  were  $575,644.07,  a  decrease  of  §8,889.80  over  L928,  making 
the  operating  deficit  for  the  year  $195,761.98.  In  his  report.  Dr. 
Thomas  Howell,  the  Superintendent,  enumerates  some  of  the 
for  the  steady  increase  in  the  expense  of  earing  for  patients.  Larger 
commodity  costs  and  higher  wage-  are  noteworthy,  but  in  addition 
there  has  been  an  equally  noteworthy  increase  in  the  expense  of 
caring  for  patients,  such  as  the  cost  of  medication.  X-ray  therapy, 
laboratory  diagnosis  and  elaborate  research  work.  The  patient 
benefits  materially  from  these  advances. 

Dr.  Eugene  H.  Pool,  President  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the  N<  - 
York  Hospital,  describes  in  his  interesting  report  the  significance 
of  the  impending  change  in  the  location  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
constant  progress  which  both  medicine  and  surgery  are  making  in 
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the  treatment  of  disease.  Dr.  Pool  speaks  authoritatively  of  the 
research  value  of  material  stored  up  in  the  records  of  the  Hospital. 
A  striking  event  of  the  last  year  has  been  the  publication,  with  the 
grateful  approval  of  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital,  of  the  study 
made  by  Dr.  Pool  and  his  associate,  Dr.  Frank  J.  McGowan,  in  the 
interesting  volume  entitled,  "  Surgery  At  The  New  York  Hospital 
One  Hundred  Years  Ago."  This  book  has  been  received  with 
widespread  approval. 

The  report  of  the  Social  Service  Department  illustrates  again  its 
constantly  increasing  importance  in  the  administration  of  the 
Hospital.  Mrs.  Woodward,  the  Chairman  of  the  Social  Service 
Committee,  describes  vividly  its  varied  work. 

Miss  Ellison,  Superintendent  of  the  Campbell  Cottages,  makes 
her  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  service  rendered  by  that 
model  institution.  Every  visitor  there  admires  the  wonderful  care 
which  those  children  receive  and  the  kindliness  of  spirit  and  wise 
guidance  which  illumine  the  entire  household. 

The  expansion  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital  is  set  forth  in  the  report 
of  Dr.  Mortimer  W.  Raynor,  the  Medical  Director.  This  report 
illustrates  the  study  and  development  of  the  scientific  and  humane 
aspects  of  Bloomingdale 's  work  and  mentions  some  of  its  urgent 
needs.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  few  of  these  may  be  met 
during  the  coming  year. 

Dr.  William  L.  Russell,  our  General  Psychiatric  Director,  refers 
in  his  report  to  the  marked  growth  in  the  service  of  the  Neuro- 
psychiatry out-patient  clinic  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  This  is 
developing  an  intimate  relation  with  the  medical  and  surgical  wards 
of  the  Hospital  and  serving  a  useful  purpose  in  medical  education. 
The  plans  for  the  new  Psychiatric  Institute  at  the  corner  of  68th 
and  Exterior  Streets,  which  is  to  be  integrated  with  the  general 
hospital  administration  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
College  Association,  have,  in  conjunction  with  the  other  units  in 
that  group,  been  steadily  progressing. 

The  manifold  activities  of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board  of  the 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  College  Association,  of  which 
Dr.  George  Canby  Robinson  is  the  Director,  have  continued  through 
the  year.  One  of  the  subjects  which  has  demanded  attention  has 
been  the  educational  scope  in  our  new  centre  of  the  Training  School 
for  Nurses  and  what  residence  accommodation  for  both  pupil  nur 
and  graduate  nurses  shall  be  provided.    This  extremely  important 
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subject  has  been  given  special  Btu  iy  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Misa  Mary  Beard,  President  of  the  Mew  York 
Hospital  Alumnae  Association,  Miss  Lydia  Anderson  and  M. 
Anna  Eleutinger.  Two  other  alumnae  of  the  School,  Mi  —  Annie 
W.  Goodrich,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Cursing  of  Vale  University, 
and  Miss  Minnie  II.  .Ionian,  Directress  of  Nurses  :it  the  New  York 
Hospital,  serve  as  honorary  members  of  this  committee  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity.  The  committee  has  established  headquarters  and 
employed  Miss  Kthel  .John-  as  full  time  executive.  The  report  of 
its  investigation  will  be  valuable. 

A-  one  of  the  results  of  the  substantial  completion  of  the  admini 
tration  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Payne  Whitney  the  Hospital  is  now- 
able  to  proceed,  in  conjunction  with  Cornel]  University  Medical 
College,  to  carry  out  the  plans  tor  the  hospital  and  educational 
centre  in  New  York  City  to  which  Mr.  Whitney  gave  BO  much  of 
his  time  and  thought  and  in  which  he  was  so  deeply  absorbed.    The 
construction  of  the  new  buildings  between  88th  and  71s1  Streets  is 
actively  under  way.    Ground  was  broken  June  17,   L929,  the  exca- 
vation of  the  block-  between  68th  and  7()th  Streets  thereupon  pro- 
ceeded rapidly,  and  in  December  the  plans  for  the  new  build; 
were  filed  with  the  Department  of  Buildings  of  the  City  of  \ 
York.    The  New  York  Hospital  paid  the  City  $250,000  for  the 
of  the  land  in  69th  Street  between  York  Avenue  and  Exterior  Str 
the  closing  of  which  the  Board  of  Estimate  had  previously  approved. 
The  plans  for  the  buildings  on  the  70th-71st  Street-  block  hi 
since  been  filed  with  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and  excavation 
begun.

poses of  the  Hospital. 

Mr.   Augustine  .1.    Smith   gave   $1,000,   to  be   divided   equ 

between  the  Social  Service  work  and  the  needs  of  the  Campbell 
Cottages. 
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Mr.  James  N.  Hill  has  made  a  further  gift  to  the  Transfusion 
Fund  of  securities  valued  at  $5,000,  and  has  given  other  securities 
of  a  value  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  the  general  purposes  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Department  of  Urology  received  gifts  of  $2,132  during  the 
year  from  various  contributors,  to  be  applied  toward  the  general 
expenses  of  the  Department. 

Among  other  gifts  we  received  $250  from  Mr.  Robert  Eidlitz 
and  $200  each  from  Mr.  W.  de  F.  Haynes,  Air.  William  Colgate, 
Mr.  Frederick  Strauss  and  Mr.  Philip  T.  Stillman,  in  renewal  of 
former  generous  annual  contributions.

NEW   YORK    BOSPITAL   FOR   THE    YEAR    1929

Gbntlbmbn:     I  respectfully  submit  the  Superintendent's  report 
for  the  year  L929. 

The  statistical  data  attached  furnish  detailed  informatioD  of  the 
various  activities  of  the  hospital. 

There  were  treated  in  the  beds  of  the  hospital  6,917  patii 
The  Dumber  of  days'  board  and  care  furnished  was  94,248,  a  de- 
crease of  .'>,7;>'.),  compared  with  1928.    The  total  number  of  beds  in 

the  hospital  is  298,  and  the  average  daily  occupancy    ,  per 

cent. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  furnished  121,955  treatmi 
increase  of  158. 

In  the  Emergency  Department  4,418  patients  were  treated. 

The  ambulances  responded  to  7,956  calls,  the  same 

The  operating  expenses  again  showed  an  increase.     The  total 
was   $771,406.05,   against    1747,798.08   in    L928,    an    incre 
$23,607.97  or  3  per  cent. 

The  operating  receipts  (income  from  investments  not  included) 
were  Solo, 644.07,  compared  with  $584,533.87  in   L928,  a  d< 
of  $8,889.80. 

Deducting  the  operating  receipts  from  the  expenditures  l< 
deficit  of  $195,761.98  for  the  year. 

The  cost  of  ward  service  increased  from  23.65  in   L92 

$389,099.58.  There  are  21!)  ward  beds.  The  average  cost  per  day 
for  caring  for  ward  patients  was  $5.97.  Last  year  it  was  $5.66,  and 
in  11)27.  $5.81.  The  number  of  days'  care  furnished  in  this  depart- 
ment was  68,305,  a  decrease  of  1,427  for  the  y« 

The  emergency  service,  which  includes  the  Admitting  and  Work- 
men's Compensation  Departments,  spent   $45. 141.4! 
received  for  the  care  of  patients  coming  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Law  the  sum  of  $40,542.25. 

Of  the  4,418  patients  treated  in  the  emergency  room  2,674  were 
industrial  accident  cases.  They  were  given  8,569  redressing?,  and 
6,140  treatments  in  the  Physical  Therapy  Department. 

The  private  pavilion  service  cost  $241,391.95,  an  increase  for  the 
year  of  $6,076.05.    The  average  cost  per  day  for  each  private  patient 
cared  for  was  $12.84,  an  increase  of  98  ••en'-.    The  number  of  da; 
care  furnished  was  18,787,  a  decrease  for  the  year  of  1,047. 
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COMMISSARY  DEPARTMENT 
Food  cost  was  $176,261.41,  an  increase  of  87,740.80,  or  4  per 
cent.  The  number  of  meals  served  to  patients  and  employees  was 
740,220.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  unprepared  food  was  71^2 
cents.  Last  year  it  was  69  cents.  There  was  purchased  24,646 
pounds  of  butter,  39,351  pounds  of  sugar,  9,425  pounds  of  coffee, 
143,854  quarts  of  milk,  12,630  quarts  of  cream,  25,421  dozen  of 
eggs,  135,666  pounds  of  meat,  and  50,377  pounds  of  poultry. 

HOSPITAL  COSTS 

There  has  been  much  discussion  recently  regarding  the  high  cost 
of  hospital  care  and  treatment,  and  the  plight  of  patients  of  mod- 
erate means. 

Wonderful  strides  have  been  made  in  medicine  in  the  past  fifty 
years.  During  this  eventful  period  there  has  come  into  use  aseptic 
surgery  which  enables  the  surgeons  to  do  their  brilliant  operations, 
the  antitoxin  treatment  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  tetanus, 
the  serum  treatment  of  meningitis,  the  liver  treatment  of  per- 
nicious anaemia,  insulin  for  diabetes,  salvarsan  for  syphilis,  and 
blood  transfusions  for  critically  ill  patients,  to  mention  only  a  few 
of  the  advances  that  have  been  made. 

The  X-Ray  has  become  of  invaluable  aid  in  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  disease. 

Laboratory  diagnosis  scarcely  existed  fifty  years  ago.  Today  its 
value  is  incalculable  in  the  diagnosis  of  syphilis,  tuberculosis, 
cancer,  typhoid  fever  and  many  other  diseases  and  conditions. 
The  modern  hospital  must  employ  a  staff  of  physicians  who  special- 
ize in  laboratory  work,  as  well  as  a  large  number  of  trained  tech- 
nicians. 

There  are  numerous  other  aids  to  diagnosis  which  have  come 
into  general  use  in  hospital  practice  and  which  add  materially  to 
expenses. 

The  research  work  done  in  hospitals  in  recent  years  has  been 
extensive.  They  are  contributing  more  than  ever  before  to  the 
education  of  the  physician,  the  nurse  and  the  public,  thus  decreas- 
ing illness  and  increasing  the  average  span  of  life. 

It  is  apparent  that  to  operate  a  hospital  under  modern  conditions 
requires  expensive  apparatus  and  equipment,  and  a  large  trained 
personnel.  The  patient  pays  somewhat  more  than  he  did  formerly 
but  he  gets  more  than  the  greatest  optimist  of  half  a  century  ago 
would  have  ventured  to  predict.  Little  attention  is  paid  to  the 
obvious  fact  that  owing  to  recent  advances  in  scientific  medicine, 
never  before  would  a  dollar  buy  in  medical  treatment  as  much  as  it 
does  today. 
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All  uninfonnied  talk  about  extravagance  in  management 
pitals  which  tends  to  injure  their  standing  Bhould 
discouraged. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  much  of  the  pita] 

is  of  an  emergency  character,  where  lives  are  in  peril  and  mome 
are  important.  At  such  times  questions  of  economy  arc  not  lil 
to  be  given  much  consideration. 

In  recent  years,  as  is  well  known,  there  has  been  a  I 
appreciation  in  nearly  all  commodities  used  in  institutions, 
hospital  payrolls  have  followed  the  general  advance. 

Our  payroll  is  large,  compared  with  former  yeara.  In  1909  it 
was  $124,382.91,  in  MM!)  s_>_v, >;>:;. r,:  and  in  l!>2!)  s  1  l.V.v, \jvj.  but 
it  is  probably  no  larger  than  it  should  he.    In  the  early  days  it 

customary    for    hospitals    to    employ    convalescent    and    physically 

handicapped  patients  who  were  willing  to  work  for  their  board  and 
lodging  and  a  few  dollars  a  month.    As  a  consequence,  hospital 

wages  were  low,  even  after  the  practice  of  employing  handicapped 
persons  had  been  abandoned. 

Hospitals  were  not  always  fair  to  their  employee-  ients 

in  the  wards  were  treated  as  honored  guests  while  faithful  e 
ployees  were  poorly  housed  and  fed  and  given  small  wag 

It  is  only  a  few  years  ago  that  institutions  in   New    York  were 
paying  their  orderlies,  porters  and  elevator  men  $20  a  month  and 
meals;    maids  were  paid  $10  to  $14  a  month,  but  were  fed  and 
housed;    firemen  were  paid  S40  to  $50  a  month  and  they  worl 
twelve  hours  a  day,  seven  days  of  the  week,  and  coal  passers  $]  a 
day  with  meals.    At  present  we  are  paying  porters,  elevator  n 
etc.,  $55  to  $75  a  month  and  meals;   firemen  $30  a  week  and  coal 
passers  $25,  without  meals,  and  maids  are  paid  from  $35  to  $50 
month.     Graduate  nurses  are  receiving  $80  to  $125  a  month  with 
complete   maintenance.     Clerks,   technicians,   etc.,   formerly    paid 
$35  to  $75  a  month  now  receive  $75  to  $175. 

The  cost  of  medication  for  patients  is  increasing.  Formerly  the 
drugs  in  common  use  were  simple  and  inexpensive.  Fifteen  <>r 
twenty  }'ears  ago  our  total  annual  outlay  for  drugs  and  medical 
supplies  was  about  $14,000.  Now  it  is  over  $40,000.  This  incre 
is  due  to  the  introduction  of  more  efficacious  but  more  expensive 
drugs.  In  1929  the  hospital  spent  for  salvarsan  $1,054,  ethylene 
$1,864,  and  for  insulin  $7,505,  to  mention  only  a  few  of  the  recently 
introduced  remedies. 

The  outlay  on  the  part  of  the  hospital  for  blood  transfusions 
grows  from  year  to  year.  In  1929  there  was  paid  to  300  blood 
donors  $15,495.75.  The  hospital  was  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of 
$7,781.03,  leaving  a  net  loss  from  this  source  of  *7.71  1.72.

The  receipts  were  1.88,  an  incn  178.72. 
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REPAIRS,   REPLACEMENTS   AND   IMPROVEMENTS 

Two  operating  room  lamps  were  purchased  for  aboul  $1,000. 

Thirteen  new  doors  with  automatic  closing  devices  were  installed 
on  the  two  elevator  shafts  of  the  15th  Street  Building  at  an  ec 
of  $2,855.     These  doors  operate  silently,  much  to  the  comfort 
the  patients. 

A    new   dish-washing   machine   was   purchased   for   the    QUI8681 
dining  room. 

The  two  rooms  formerly  used  by  the  Physical  Therapy  Depart- 
ment in  the  Out-Patient  Section  were  converted  into  a  rest  room 
for  women  clerks  and  technicians,  and  a  nose  and  throat   tn 
ment  room. 

It  was  necessary  to  replace  the  water  supply  tank  on  the  roof 
of  the  Private  Patients'  Building.    The  outlav  for  this  was  al 
$1,100. 

The  floors  of  the  interns'  recreation  room,   the  nur>e>'   dining 
room,  and   the  nose  and  throat   treatment   room,  having  I 
worn,  were  covered  with  linoleum. 
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A  worn-out  blow-off  tank  in  the  boiler  room  was  replaced  by  a 
new  one  at  an  expense  of  $397. 

An  electric  refrigerator  wras  purchased  for  use  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department. 

All  of  the  private  rooms  and  wards  were  painted. 

A  metric  gas  machine  for  administrating  the  various  gases  used 
in  anaesthesia  was  added  to  the  operating  room  equipment. 

Teletypes  were  installed  to  expedite  messages  between  the  front 
office  and  the  admitting  office. 

While  no  extensive  changes  or  improvements  were  made  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  new  buildings  will  be  ready  in  two  or  three 
years,  repair  work  has  been  continued  as  in  the  past,  and  the 
hospital  is  in  fairly  good  physical  condition. 

PHYSICAL   THERAPY 

The  work  of  the  Physical  Therapy  Department  has  been  greatly 
increased  since  removal  to  new  quarters  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
laboratory  building.  Two  full-time  and  five  part-time  workers  are 
employed.  The  equipment  is  modern  and  quite  complete.  The 
number  of  treatments  given  in  1929  was  14,726.  The  expenses  of 
the  department  amounted  to  $4,851. 

CHANGES  IN  ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF 

Dr.  Joseph  B.  Mathewson  resigned  as  admitting  physician  in 
May  and  Dr.  James  H.  Barnard  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
Dr.  Barnard  resigned  in  October  and  Dr.  Joseph  Latona,  a  grad- 
uate of  Cornell  Medical  School,  succeeded  him.  Dr.  Latona  had 
served  for  one  year  on  the  staff  of  the  Private  Patients'  Building. 

DIVISION  OF   UROLOGY 

This  division  reports  being  much  handicapped  by  lack  of  space 
for  indoor  patients.  Many  of  the  cases  requiring  operation  cannot 
be  accommodated. 

The  outdoor  service  continues  to  grow  and  the  work  done  by  the 
Cystoscopic  Clinic  is  large.  During  the  past  year  3,710  cystoscopies 
were  performed. 

The  clinic  for  the  care  of  inoperable  and  post-operative  tubercu- 
losis of  the  kidney  has  been  continued  with  most  gratifying  results. 
Early  in  1!)2<)  Mr,  Charles  Wright  established  a  foundation,  the 
6  of  which  is  used  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  patients 
Buffering  from  cancer  of  the  urinary  organs.  It  is  known  as  the 
rie  Wright  Memorial  Foundation,  having  been  named  after  Mr. 
Wright's  mother.  Several  research  problems  have  been  conducted 
by  members  of  t  he  Urological  8 
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DENTAL  CLINIC

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

On  October  21  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  ambulance  dis- 
trict was  officially  changed     For  many  years  this  hospital  had 
covered  the  district  between  Fourteenth  and  Forty-second  81 
and  between  Fourth  Avenue  and  the  North  River.    Under  the  new 

arrangement,  we  do  not  go  above  Thirty-Ninth  Street,  but  the 

other  boundary  lines  remain  unchanged. 

Comparing  the  figures  of  recent  years  with  those  of  eighteen  or 
twenty  years  ago  makes  it  appear  that  the  ambulanc  being 

called  out  now  for  less  serious  cases  than  they  were  then.     It  would 
appear  that  the  service  is  being  used  too  freely. 

This  is  evident  when  we  examine  the  disposition  made  of  patients 
over  a  period  of  years.    In  1909  ambulance4  surgeons  were  calk 
treat  a  total  of  4,286  patients  and  decided  that   the  condition  <>t" 
3,381  of  them  demanded  their  removal  to  a  hospital,  to  their  h< 
or  to  a  precinct.    Only  729  or  17  per  cent  were  treat e  1  and  le 
the  scene  of  call. 

Last  year  7,956  calls  were  responded  to  and  only  2,899  patient- 
were  taken  to  hospitals,  homes  or  precincts.  4,().">7  or  51  per  cent 
needed  only  such  slight  attention  that  they  were  treated  and  dis- 
charged at  the  scene  of  call. 

In  1928  with  7,955  calls,  the  conditions  found  were  90  trivial  that 
3,458  of  the  patients  were  not  removed  from  the  scene  of  call.  In 
1927  with  7,318  calls,  3,422  of  the  patients  needed  slight  or  no 
attention. 

About  25  per  cent  of  the  patients  are  treated  for  minor  la- 
tions  or  contusions. 

MUNICIPAL    All) 

In  1929  there  was  received  from  the  City  of  New  York  for  the 
care  of  patients  the  sum  of  134,7  the  largest  amount  received 

from  this  source  in  recent   years.      In    1928  city  were

THE  HOSPITAL  BUREAU  OF  STANDARDS   AM) 

SUPPLIE 

This  is  a  joint  purchasing  agency  maintain.  up  of  h 
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tals.  It  was  organized  nearly  twenty  years  ago.  It  renders  to  its 
members  a  most  useful  service  in  purchasing  supplies.  During  the 
year  there  were  added  to  membership  thirteen  hospitals  and  there 
was  one  resignation.  The  membership  now  consists  of  23  residents 
and  105  non-residents,  a  total  of  128.  During  the  year  purchases 
made  under  agreements  existing  between  the  Bureau  and  dealers 
amounted  to  about  $4,500,000.  In  addition,  27,300  special  cash 
purchases  representing  8875,000  were  made  by  hospitals  through 
the  Bureau. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The  Friendly  League  for  Christian  Service  continued  to  sing  for 
the  patients  on  Sunday  afternoons.  On  Christmas  day  they  gave 
candy  and  calendars  to  all  employees  and  patients. 

The  ladies  of  the  Parish  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Comforter 
contributed  several  dozen  pajamas  for  the  use  of  the  patients.

Gentlemen:    After  159  years  of  service  to  the  people  of 
York,  the  New  York  Hospital  baa  embarked  upon  the  most  im- 
portant and  progressive  event  of  its  career  and  one  that  will  prob- 
ably prove  to  l>e  its  final  greari  adventure,     it  is  about  to  afl 
with  the  Cornell  Medical  School,     h  is  not  surprising  that  this 
phase  Bhould  be  uppermost  in  the  mind-  of  its  professional  workers. 

The  authorities  of  the  Hospital  have  shown  a  very  generous  and 
loyal  attitude  towards  those  who  hold  positions  on  it     :  In 

consequence,  the  Staff  to  a  man  have  a  sympathetic  feeling  towards 
the  project  and  are  enthusiastic  for  its  success;  therefore,  it  may 
not  he  amiss  for  those  so  interested  to  express  hope-  an  I  suggestions 
for  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 

Great  buildings  are  being  erected.  Indeed  the  world  will  have  no 
better  cage  for  teaching  and  learning.  But  a  -etting  will  not  make 
a  great  school;  man  power  and  intellectual  force-  alone  will  spell  the 
success  or  failure  of  such  a  venture.  Therefore,  while  these  walk 
going  up,  and  stone  is  laid  upon  stone,  productive  plans  should  be 
made  for  the  development  of  young  men  to  occupy  BOme  of  the 
subordinate  positions  which  are  to  be  offered.  While  million-  are 
being  spent  in  the  erection  of  the  buildings,  some  thousands  might 
well  be  spared  towards  the  training  of  young  men  to  properly  utilize 
the  facilities.  Robbing  or  borrowing  from  another  institution  is 
a  transfer  of  wealth;  a  great  institution  should  construct  new  wealth; 
in  this  case  a  wealth  of  brains  and  experience  developed  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  needs.  Therefore  it  is  our  hope  that  a  few  promising 
young  men  be  selected,  endowed  for  two  years,  and  trained  inten- 
sively. Xow,  they  can  be  spare.!,  later  the  opportune  time  will 
have  passed. 

Since  the  present  Hospital  is  soon  to  bo  abandoned  and  the 
services  changed,  an  impulse  to  mark  time  may  be  felt.  Hut  such 
an  attitude  cannot  be  countenanced  or  there  will  be  proportional 
deterioration  in  the  work  and  a  loss  of  self  respect.  Therefore,  we 
must  constantly  look  for  and  correct  our  deficiencies. 

Most  important  in  this  connection  comes  the  question  of  order- 
lies.    In  almost  all  hospitals  tin-  group  has  been  accepted 
necessary  evil;  it  has  been  assumed  that  no  sol i  ting  man  will 

do  the  work,   that   only  the  down   and  out   can  be  persuaded   to 
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function  and  that  the  wages  should  be  as  low  as  possible  to  secure 
a  man  who  can  get  nothing  else  to  do.  Yet  these  men  are  expected 
to  tend  the  sick  in  an  effective  and  kindly  manner,  and  to  function 
in  the  operating  room  where  their  duties  involve  details  that  may  be 
the  determining  factor  in  the  life  or  death  of  patients.  Is  this  not 
an  appropriate  time  to  inaugurate  a  training  system  for  this  group 
of  workers,  and  to  secure  a  better  type  of  man?  We  are  glad  to 
note  that  the  authorities  of  the  Hospital  are  now  studying  this 
matter  and  early  steps  may  be  expected  towards  correcting  any 
defects  which  may  exist  in  our  own  system. 

Innumerable  day  to  day  activities  suggest  themselves  for  com- 
ment. 

First,  comes  the  Laboratory  Department,  because  it  has  always 
acted  as  a  stabilizer  of  the  professional  activities  as  a  whole.  Here 
we  must  report  the  loss  of  Dr.  Daldorf  and  record  the  acquisition  of 
Dr.  Smith.  The  latter  is  a  tremendous  stimulus,  since  he  brings  a 
deep  and  varied  knowledge  of  pathology  and  the  acquisitive  attitude 
of  the  real  scientist.  On  the  Clinical  Side  we  must  record  with 
deep  regret  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Michailovsky. 

The  psychiatrists  have  recently  taught  us  much  and  the  coopera- 
tion of  Dr.  Russell  and  his  Staff  is  proving  invaluable.  So  far  they 
have  analyzed  for  the  most  part  cases  after  operative  failures  and, 
although  these  cases  have  not  been  numerous,  they  have  demon- 
strated that  the  mind  may  be  the  dominating  diseased  feature  and 
cannot  be  cured  by  the  removal  of  appendix,  thyroid  or  tubes. 
Their  advice  and  friendly  criticism  have  been  an  added  incentive  to 
careful  study  and  observation  of  cases  before  operation,  and  while 
undue  delay  is  not  recommended,  it  is  obvious  that  the  ward  patient 
should  be  surrounded  by  the  same  protective  barriers  as  the  private 
patient  and  should  be  subjected  to  operation  only  after  the  most 
thorough  study  and  weighing  of  the  indications. 

The  physio-therapy  department  has  been  quite  extensively 
elaborated  and  is  functioning  well.  It  caters  especially  to  a  large 
group  of  compensation  cases.  In  this  respect  the  Hospital  is  be- 
coming a  partner  in  a  business  enterprise.  Whereas  we  have  drifted 
into  this,  a  broad  policy  is  involved.  While  no  change  is  recom- 
mended at  present,  plans  should  be  made  for  a  special  department 
to  handle  these  cases  under  future  conditions. 

In   connection   with   the  physio-therapy  department   attention 
should  be  called  to  the  lack  of  facilities  for  helio-therapy  and 
air  treatment,   although  this  cannot  be  corrected  under  pr< 
conditions. 

A  Committee  on  Nursing  has  been  formed,  with  representatives 
from  the  Governors,  Medical  Board,  and  Administration.       While 
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there  are  many  features  connected  with  the  braining  of  nurses  ■ 
need  study,  the  real  value  of  such  a  committee  app  be  a

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The  above  statistical  report  shows  that  our  student  group  is 
very  small  and  has  to  be  supplemented  by  graduate  nurses  on  general 
duty.  In  1929,  368  application  forms  were  sent  out  on  request, 
with  the  result  of  an  enrollment  of  27  candidates.  During  the 
year  we  lost  fifteen  students  from  the  school,  eight  disqualified, 
seven  resigned,  five  of  these  to  be  married. 

At  this  point,  I  would  like  to  state  that  only  the  loyalty  and 
cheerful  co-operation  of  our  staff  nurses  have  made  it  possible 
to  carry  on  under  these  trying  circumstances.  The  employment 
of  graduate  nurses  for  the  floor  care  of  patients  is  practiced  in  the 
majority  of  hospitals  to-day,  to  relieve  the  students  for  class  and 
recreation  time.  Nevertheless,  we  feel  that  our  student  group 
should  be  much  larger  and  now  make  an  urgent  appeal  to  the 
loyalty  of  our  graduate  nurses  and  doctors  to  send  us  recruits  with 
high  educational  standards  and  cultural  background  to  form  an 
adequate  and  proper  nucleus  for  our  future  School  of  Nursing, 
that  it  may  meet  its  obligation  as  one  of  the  activities  of  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  College  Association. 

'Tis  true  we  have  very  little  to  offer  in  the  way  of  housing  accom- 
modation, there  is  nothing  modern  about  it,  but  our  students  are 
happy;  they  have  individual  equipment,  good  food,  a  splendid 
nursing  service,  and  a  fine  spirit.  The  Class  of  1930  has  a  scheme 
on  foot  that,  if  possible  to  promote,  will  develop  into  a  Students 
Club,  which  will  probably  control  most  of  the  social  and  recreational 
activities  of  the  Student  Group. 

The  number  of  days  of  illness  was  somewhat  higher  than  last 
year.  This  was  caused  by  two  tedious  and  long-drawn  out  cases  of 
arthritis,  and  in  each  instance  there  was  surgical  interference  and 
long  leaves  of  absence  but  both  are  now  perfectly  well  and  carrying 
on. 

The  room  reserved  for  our  sick  nurses  in  the  Private  Patients' 
Pavilion  was  occupied  during  1929 — 379  days  by  graduates,  162 
days  by  the  students  of  the  School  and  23  days  by  Bloomingdale 
affiliates — a  total  of  564  days.

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To  the  President  and  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  submit  to  you  the 
Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Social  Service 
Committee  and  Sub-Committees  during  the  past  year. 

Analysis  of  the  work  covered  by  the  Social  Service  Department 
during  the  year  1929  shows  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year 
in  several  respects.  In  the  first  place,  our  service  was  given  to 
2000  more  patients  than  in  1928  and  700  more  calls  were  made  in 
patients'  homes.  A  study  of  the  general  situation  shows  the  past 
year  to  have  been  an  active  one. 

One  factor  which  helped  to  make  this  so  was  the  additional  work 
taken  up  by  the  Surgical  Follow-Up  Service.  Our  worker  attended 
two  medical  clinics  each  week,  besides  her  regular  duties.  She 
was  enabled  to  do  this  only  through  careful  management  and 
arrangement  of  her  time.  In  her  report  she  shows  that  1196 
patients  were  interviewed  by  her  at  these  two  clinics,  and  that 
aside  from  twenty-one  cases,  which  needed  a  great  deal  of  special 
social  service  consideration,  many  others  received  materially 
valuable  assistance  through  her  painstaking,  careful  explanations 
of  the  orders  given  by  the  doctor.  She  accompanied  many  to  the 
various  clinics  in  the  hospital,  putting  the  patients  at  their  ease 
and  in  this  way  rendering  them  more  amenable  to  treatment. 
Ninety-one  special  reports  were  given  out  to  organizations  in- 
terested in  particular  cases  among  these  patients.  It  would  appear 
that  from  the  limited  amount  of  time  at  the  disposal  of  this  worker, 
results  obtained  by  her  in  the  General  Medical  Clinics  go  to  demon- 
strate the  fact  that  at  some  time  in  the  future  a  worker  on  full- 
time  would  prove  of  great  value  here.  The  doctor  in  charge  reports 
that  the  help  he  has  received  from  this  part-time  worker  has  been 
most  satisfactory  and  that  he  hopes  for  a  continuance  of  it.  We 
are  much  gratified  by  the  receipt  of  the  following  letters — one 
from  Dr.  Gibson,  1st  Surgical  Division,  and  one  from  Dr.  Dineen, 
2nd  Surgical  Division.

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The  reports  given  out  to  organizations  regarding  the  condition 
of  patients,  their  ability  to  work,  etc.,  etc.,  have  involved  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  attention,  expended  by  the  workers  of  our  depart- 
ment. We  feel  however  that  it  has  been  a  valuable  cooperative 
contribution.  965  such  reports  were  made  during  the  year,  each 
one  of  which  meant  not  only  a  study  of  the  medical  records,  but 
also  the  escorting  of  patients  to  the  doctor,  getting  from  him 
detailed  information  regarding  the  patient's  condition,  etc.  Natu- 
rally, certain  reports  are  not  given  out  without  explicit  consent  of 
such  patients. 

Since  last  Autumn  our  Social  Service  Committee  has  undertaken 
to  pay  the  salary  of  a  part-time  worker  in  the  Arthritis  Clinic. 
The  services  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Lovell,  who  did  excellent  volunteer 
work  here  in  1928  and  during  a  part  of  the  current  year,  were 
secured  for  this  post.     The  experiment  is  proving  most  successful. 

Our  convalescent  work  remains  fairly  stable.  1203  patients 
were  sent  to  convalescent  homes,  which  is  an  increase  of  15  over 
the  preceding  year.  We  cannot  too  highly  esteem  the  unfailing 
support  which  we  receive  each  year  from  the  Campbell  Cottages, 
under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Ellison,  with  the  cooperation  of  her 
staff.  They  stand  always  ready  to  help  us  in  every  way  possible. 
Burke  Foundation,  the  Incarnation  Convalescent  Home,  the  Mil- 
bank  Memorial  and  other  of  the  convalescent  homes,  have  faith- 
fully stood  by  us. 

Reports  of  the  Fresh  Air  Work  show  that  last  summer  776  children 
were  sent  to  the  country  or  the  sea-side,  for  the  usual  sojourn. 
Of  these  361  went  to  the  Campbell  Cottages,  all  being  typical 
convalescent  cases.  The  remainder  went  to  Fresh  Air  Homes  or 
to  camps,  where  they  were  given  preventive  attention.  Each 
child  has  a  thorough  physical  examination  before  starting  for  any 
one  of  these  homes  or  camps.  Most  of  such  examinations  were 
conducted  in  an  improvised  clinic  set  up  in  our  department  offices. 
A  physician  was  employed  by  our  Committee,  in  order  that  the 
busy  Out-Patient  Department  might  not  be  further  burdened 
with  this  work.  The  chief  defect  found  among  these  children  was 
neglected  teeth.  As  an  outgrowth  of  this  discovery  and  through 
the  active  interest  of  Mrs.  Bliss,  an  intensive  campaign  to  remedy 
such  neglect,  sprang  up  out  of  the  summer's  work.  A  highly 
efficient  neighborhood  mother  was  chosen  and  engaged  at  a  salary, 
to  take  personal  charge  of  this  job,  and  she  succeeded  in  rounding 
Up  two  hundred  children  and  getting  them  into  the  dentist's  chair. 
She  has  taken  hold  with  such  enthusiasm  that  she  means  to  report 
one  hundred  per  cent  success  in  her  campaign.  Having  achieved 
this  among  the  first  two  hundred  it  is  her  intention  to  invade  the 
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cardiac  and  other  clinics,   to  be  assured  that   their  d

We  again  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mrs,  Carl  Hyder  for  her 
excellent  work  in  the  Children's  Cardiac  Clinic  last  summer. 

Mrs.  Payne  Whitney,  who  is  at  the  head  of  the  Milk  Fund  I 
mittee,  gave  the  usual  fair  at  her  Manhasset  home  in  the  summer 
and  a  generous  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  fair  were  Bent  to  US 
for  our  own  Milk  Fund.  This  Milk  Fund  makes  an  invaluable 
contribution  to  the  work  of  our  office.  During  the  current  year 
23,957  quarts  of  milk  were  given  out  from  it. 

Mrs.  Treadwell  and  Mrs.  Bliss  have  been  in  charge  of  the  Tuber- 
culosis  Preventive   Committee   work.     This   is   one   of   the   on 
constructive  branches  of  our  work  and   shows  very  encouraging 
results.     The  number  of  children  attending   the  dental   clinic 
far  above  last  year's  average  owing  greatly  to  Mrs.  Bli 
in  employing  a  neighborhood  mother  to  follow  up  each  case.      The 
general  health  of  the  children  attending  the  cl  much  im- 

proved. 
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The  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Reverend 
Dr.  Mottet,  died  in  June — a  loss  significant  to  our  Department. 
It  was  through  him  that  a  room  in  the  Parish  House  of  his  church 
was  first  offered  us  for  our  Health  Classes.  The  room  fortunately 
is  still  to  be  available,  but  we  shall  greatly  miss  the  kindly  encour- 
agement and  inspiration  so  freely  given  by  the  beloved  rector 
himself. 

Dr.  Horace  S.  Baldwin  was  appointed  by  the  Medical  Board  to 
represent  this  Board  to  the  Social  Service  Department  should 
questions  of  mutual  interest  and  importance  arise. 

Fourteen  New  York  Hospital  student  nurses  have  taken  a  two- 
months  course  in  our  Social  Service  Department  during  the  year, 
as  a  regular  part  of  their  school  training. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Ruhr,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  F.  K.  Sturgis,  has  pre- 
sented us  with  60  layettes  to  be  used  for  our  patients — a  gift  which 
is  among  the  most  appreciated  of  all  those  that  come  to  us  during 
the  year. 

Unfortunately  the  year  1929  saw  many  of  our  people  in  greater 
need  than  during  the  preceding  year.  Several  wage  earners 
were  lacking  employment  both  at  Christmas  and  the  New  Year. 
We  were  therefore  delighted  to  be  able  to  provide  more  generously 
than  usual  in  our  distribution  of  Christmas  dinners. 

The  Christmas  Tree  parties,  given  for  our  clinic  children,  were 
held  in  the  Club  Room  of  the  Margaret  Louisa  Home,  14  East 
16th  Street.  This  hospitality  on  the  part  of  a  branch  of  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  was  of  inestimable  value  to  us.  We  were  able  to  pro- 
vide a  real  Christmas  afternoon  to  some  400  children. 

The  number  of  our  Social  Service  workers — 10  and  a  secretary — 
remains  the  same,  but  thanks  to  their  untiring  efforts  and  mutual 
cooperation  the  work  has  gone  forward  steadily. 

We  are  most  thankful  to  the  Governors  and  Officers  of  the  Society 
for  their  interest.  Their  help,  counsel  and  understanding  have 
been  of  incalculable  value  to  us.

ntlembn:  I  beg  bo  present  the  following  report  of  the  General 
Psychiatric  Director  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  main  effort  lias,  during  the  year,  been 
directed  to  the  psychiatric  development  connected  with  the  new 
hospital  and  medical  college  in  New  York  City.  The  advantage 
to  this  development  of  the  long  established  psychiatric  organiza- 
tion of  the  Society  has  been  well  demonstrated.  The  appointment 
of  the  General  Psychiatric  Director  as  head  of  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry  at  the  Cornell  Medical  College  has,  I  believe,  furthered 
the  preliminary  steps  in  shaping  the  framework  of  the  combined 
organization  of  the  future.  The  chief  of  the  psychiatric  out-patient 
clinic  of  the  College  was  also  formerly  a  member  of  the  medical 
staff  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital.  He  is  an  instructor  in  the  College 
and  a  large  part  of  the  instruction  in  psychiatry  is  given  by  him,  by 
the  Medical  Director  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  and  by  the  chief 
of  the  psychiatric  clinic  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  Courses  in 
clinical  psychiatry  are  given  at  both  the  College  Clinic  and  at  the 
New  York  Hospital.  The  students  also  visited  Bloomingdale 
Hospital  in  groups  and  were  given  instruction  in  the  methods  of 
examination  and  treatment  employed  at  this  Hospital.  Two  stu- 
dents of  the  senior  class  served  as  student  interns  at  the  Hospital 
during  the  summer. 

The  psychiatric  service  at  the  New  York  Hospital  has  also  made 
distinct  progress  during  the  year.  The  number  of  patients  who 
apply  to  the  out-patient  clinic  has  now  reached  the  limit  that  can 
be  given  proper  attention  with  the  present  organization  and  facili- 
ties. The  staff  of  the  clinic  consists  of  five  physicians,  a  social 
worker,  and  a  clerical  assistant.  At  the  Cornell  Clinic  there  are 
eleven  physicians,  a  chief  social  worker  and  two  assistants,  one  or 
two  students  from  the  Xewr  York  School  of  Social  Work,  and  a 
clerical  assistant  These  two  staffs  constitute  a  substantial  well 
prepared  group  for  the  task  of  establishing  the  more  extensive  out- 
patient and  social  work  that  will  be  undertaken  at  the  new  hospital. 

Further  advance  was  made  at  the  New  York  Hospital  during 
the  year  in  extending  psychiatric  service  to  the  other  departments 
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of  medicine.  This  is  shown  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
referred  to  the  psychiatric  clinic  by  other  departments  and  by 
private  physicians.  The  advance  in  the  service  is  more  striking 
when  comparison  is  made  between  an  earlier  period  of  the  clinic, 
1926,  and  last  year.  In  1920  the  number  of  cases  referred  from  other 
departments  was  51,  in  1929  the  number  was  101.  The  correspond- 
ing number  from  private  physicians  was  6  in  1926,  and  28  in  1929. 
There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  referred  to 
the  clime  by  welfare  organizations:  95  in  1926,  129  in  1927,  132  in 
1928,  and  179  in  1929.  Seventy-five  cases  were  referred  from  the 
Court  of  General  Sessions.  As  the  City  of  New  York  has  not  yet 
provided  the  criminal  courts  with  psychiatric  clinics  such  as  are 
found  in  some  other  cities,  this  greatly  needed  service  has  been 
much  appreciated  and  would,  if  not  kept  within  a  specified  limit, 
soon  absorb  the  full  capacity  of  the  clinic.  The  number  of  children 
who  were  treated  at  the  clinic  increased  from  77  in  the  previous 
year  to  99.  The  number  treated  in  1926  was  55.  No  specialized 
provision  nor  organization  for  the  study  and  treatment  of  the 
psychiatric  problems  of  children  has  yet  been  established  either  at 
the  Cornell  Clinic  or  the  New  York  Hospital  Clinic.  This  form  of 
service  is  of  particular  value  in  preventive  psychiatry  and  mental 
hygiene  and  is  receiving  special  attention  in  the  plans  for  the  new 
development.  The  psychiatric  service  to  the  medical  and  surgical 
wards  of  the  New  York  Hospital  was  maintained  to  about  the 
same  extent  as  during  the  year  preceding.  That  the  service  has 
been  of  value  seems  to  have  been  demonstrated  and  as  opportunity 
is  presented  it  should  be  extended  and  organized.  This  service  and 
some  of  the  observations  made  in  connection  with  it  were  discussed 
in  Bulletin  No.  3  of  the  Society  issued  in  October,  and  in  an  article 
written  by  Dr.  Henry,  chief  of  the  clinic,  and  published  in 
the  American  Journal  of  Psychiatry  in  November.  In  September 
Dr.  Henry  was  given  leave  of  absence  for  a  year's  study  in  Europe 
and  his  place  was  filled  both  at  the  New  York  Hospital  and  at  the 
Medical  College  by  Dr.  Sprague,  also  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
Bloomingdale  Hospital. 

The  plans  of  the  psychiatric  building  at  the  new  hospital  have 
progressed  to  a  point  at  which  construction  can  be  undertaken,  and 
the  necessary  excavation  of  the  site  has  been  completed.  The 
building  is  planned  for  service,  teaching,  and  research.  There  are 
accommodations  for  107  patients,  of  whom  23  may  be  children. 
One  floor  is  given  over  to  out-patient  service,  with  separate  sections 
for  adults  and  children.  Another  floor  is  devoted  to  laboratories 
of  various  kinds.  The  patients  are  distributed  on  five  floors,  giving 
adequate  facilities  for  classification.    The  top  floor  is  given  over  to 
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special  forma  of  treatment,  and  on  the  roof  is  a  guarded  p!:\ 
[or  children,    Much  space  is  taken  up  by  lecture  room-,  con.' 

rooms,  and  examination  room-  for  the  U86  of  physician.-,   technical 

istants,  and  students.     The  building  is  planned  with  special 
irence  to  the  treatment  of  certain  types  of  peychiatric  i  and 

also  to  provide  a  centre  and  organization  by  means  of  which  psychi- 
atric treatment  and  the  scientific  Btudy  of  peychiatric  and  mental 
hygiene  problems  will  l>e  carried  on  in  relation  with  the  other 
departments  of  the  hospital  and  with  the  Medical  College. 

Some  progress  has  evidently  been  made  in  incorporating  the 
peychiatric  organization  and  resources  of  the  Society  into  the  new 
development.  This  has.  to  a  large  extent,  been  accomplished  by 
means  of  the  interest  and  hearty  cooperation  of  the  Medical  Di- 
rector of  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  the  Director  of  the  New  York 

Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Association,  and  the  Medical  Board  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Xew  York  Hospital,  in  anticipation  of 
the  large  and  well  qualified  organization  that  will  at  once  be  needed 
upon  the  opening  of  the  new  hospital,  the  enlargement,  as  far  as 
resources  will  permit,  of  the  present  staffs  and  students  in  training 
would  seem  to  be  a  wise  policy.  The  great  expansion  that  has 
everywhere  occurred  in  psychiatric  and  mental  hygiene  interest  and 
activities  more  than  absorbs  the  available  supply  of  qualified 
physicians,  nurses,  therapists,  technicians,  and  social  workers.  It 
would  seem,  therefore,  to  be  only  prudent  to  utilize  the  present 
resources  of  the  Society  in  anticipating  a  need  that  will  soon  be 
pressing. 

It  seems  quite  certain,  too,  that  with  the  opening  of  the  new 
hospital,  an  opportunity  will  be  presented  for  advancing  the  char- 
acter and  extent  of  the  work  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital.  This  work 
has  been  carried  on  for  so  long,  and  so  successfully,  and  so  much  has 
been  done  to  improve  it,  that  it  might  seem  as  though  little  more 
would  be  required.  It  should  be  realized,  however,  that  during 
the  past  twenty  years  a  great  advance  has  been  made  in  the  under- 
standing and  treatment  of  mental  disorders,  and  that  the  provision 
made  previous  to  that  time  comes  far  short  of  meeting  the  present 
requirements.  It  is  especially  desirable  that  some  new  buildings 
should  be  added,  to  permit  of  the  removal  from  the  main  building 
into  more  favorable  surroundings  of  patients  who  are  recovering 
and  no  longer  in  need  of  the  close  attention  and  special  methods  of 
the  most  active  section  of  the  hospital.  Insofar  as  this  plan  of 
treatment  has  been  made  possible,  at  York  Lodge  and  the  reno- 
vated Brown  Villa,  it  has  been  attended  with  remarkable  succ- 
The  number  of  patients  who  will  be  in  condition  to  be  most  bene- 
fited by  this  type  of  provision  will  undoubtedly  be  much  increased 
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after  the  new  hospital  is  opened.  In  the  building  up  of  the  well 
qualified  medical  and  nursing  organization  that  is  required,  the 
extension  of  the  residential  provision  for  married  physicians  and 
graduate  nurses  would  be  of  great  advantage.  In  view  of  the  work 
that  will  be  undertaken  in  the  study  and  treatment  of  the  psychiatric 
problems  of  children,  a  country  branch  for  these  cases  on  the 
Bloomingdale  property  would  be  a  provision  of  exceptional  value. 

The  place  of  psychiatry  in  medicine  and  in  all  phases  of  human 
adjustment  can  now  be  seen  to  be  far  more  important  than  has 
heretofore  been  thought.  To  the  organizations  that  are  already 
prepared  by  well  established  provision,  special  knowledge,  and  long 
experience,  an  opportunity  is  presented  for  a  quality  and  extent  of 
service  and  leadership  that  has  never  before  been  equalled.  By 
reason  of  its  present  splendid  resources,  and  of  the  further  develop- 
ments that  have  been  made  possible  by  the  extraordinary  sagacity 
and  generosity  of  the  late  Payne  Whitney,  the  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  is  in  a  better  position  than  any  other  organization 
to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity.  Mr.  Whitney,  however, 
stipulated  that  his  special  bequest  should  be  applied  to  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  work  in  New  York  City.  In  order  there- 
fore that  Bloomingdale  Hospital  may  be  prepared  for  the  important 
part  which  it  will  have  in  the  greater  work  which  the  Society  will 
undertake,  other  funds  will  be  needed. 

It  is  a  great  privilege  to  have  a  part  in  this  great  undertaking,  and 
I  beg  to  express  my  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board,  and  to  the 
various  officials  of  the  Society  and  of  the  joint  Administrative 
Board  for  their  support  and  cooperation.

Gentlemen:— The  report  of  the  operations  al  Bloomingdale 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929,  is  respectfully 
presented  as  foil* 
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The  number  of  patients  treated  has  varied  little  during  the  past 
few  vears,  529  in  1928,  and  527  in  1929.  The  number  of  cases  ad- 
mitted was  249  in  1928,  and  248  in  1929.  The  number  discharged 
was  243.  The  number  of  applications  and  inquiries  exclusive  of 
those  accepted  was  581. 

ADMISSIONS 

Of  the  248  patients  admitted,  112  were  men  and  136  were  women. 
One  woman  was  admitted  twice  during  the  year,  and  19  changed 
their  status  from  voluntary  to  committed  or  the  reverse,  so  that 
the  number  of  persons  actually  received  was  228. 

The  diagnosis  table  is,  as  in  previous  years,  in  accordance  with 
the  classification  adopted  by  the  American  Psychiatric  Association 
and  the  National  Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene.

The  types  of  cases  received  were  not  unlike  those  of  recent  years. 
The  number  of  cases  with  organic  brain  disease  amounted  to  5.2 
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per  c(Mit  of  the  total  admissions.    Of  this  Dumber  5  irere  oases  of 
general  paralysis,  and  -1  were  c  cerebral  arteriosclerosis.    All 

if  general  paralysis,  were  treated  with  malaria  with  favorable 
results.    One  case  of  alcoholism,  l  of  drug  addiction,  "»  with  p 
chopathic  personality,  one  for  re-examination,  and  one  with  tumor 

mediastinum,  all  without  psychoses,  wen*  admitted  during 
year. 

Twenty-one  of  the  patients  admitted  had  received  treatment  at 

the  Hospital  on  one  or  more  previous  occasion-,  aim  62  had  received 

treatment    in  other  institutions;    4  of   this   number  wc; 

upon  transfer  from  other  institutions.    One  hundred  and  fortyn 

per   cent,    of   the   admissions,    presented    a    history    of   mental 
ptons  for  less  than  a  year. 

The  average  age  of  the  patients  admitted  was  37.6  years  for  the 
men  and  35.8  years  for  the  women.  This  is  approximately  what  it 
has  been  for  some  years.  Thirteen  were  under  20.  Applications 
for  the  admission  of  children  are  not  encouraged  as  no  separate 
provision  has  been  made  for  them  and  their  association  with  adults 
IS  not  always  salutary.  The  problems  of  childhood  and  adolescence, 
with  a  view  of  preventing  the  development  of  nervous  and  mental 
disorders,  are  important  and  merit  special  provision  for  their  study 
and  treatment.  Eighty-two,  35  per  cent,  were  under  30;  and  141, 
constituting  6IJ/2  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions,  were  under  40. 

The  Hospital  has  accommodations  for  only  a  limited  number  of 
patients.  Inasmuch  as  a  suitable  social  environment  is  essential  to 
the  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  disorders,  the  admission  of 
patients  has  been  restricted  to  those  who  have  a  good  level  of  re- 
finement and  social  adaptability,  and  are  suffering  from  disorders 
which  it  may  reasonably  be  expected  will  respond  to  treatment. 

The  education  of  the  228  persons  admitted  to  the  Hospital  were: 
college,  91;  high  school,  109. 

The  occupations  of  the  patients  admitted  were,  as  in  previous 
years,  principally  professional  and  commercial.  Twenty-two  were 
still  students  in  schools  or  colleges.  Fourteen  were  teachers  in 
schools  or  colleges.  Two  were  physicians,  4  were  dentists;  9  were 
lawyers:  5  were  sculptors  and  painters;  3  were  musicians;  1  \ 
a  clergyman.  Of  the  self-supporting  women,  18  were  business 
women,  3  were  nurses,  1  a  social  worker,  and  4  were  writers.  Fifty- 
two  were  married  women  and  supported  by  their  husbands  who  were 
either  business  or  professional  men. 

Sixty-six  per  cent  of  the  patients  admitted  made  their  own  appli- 
cations. This  is  in  accordance  with  our  experience  of  previous 
years.  Five  patients  who  came  to  the  Hospital  under  legal  commit- 
ment later  signed  their  own  application-  as  voluntary  patients. 
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The  policy  that  has  been  followed  has  been  to  resort  to  legal  re- 
striction only  when  it  was  clearly  required  to  protect  the  patient 
and  to  furnish  legal  authority  for  detention  that  could  not  properly 
be  dispensed  with.  In  14  instances  it  became  necessary  to  place 
under  legal  restriction  patients  who  had  been  received  in  the 
Hospital  as  voluntary  patients. 

DISCHARGES 

The  total  number  of  patients  discharged,  excluding  19  changes 
of  status,  was  224,  of  which  110  were  men  and  114  were  women. 
Of  this  number  59  were  fully  recovered,  33  were  much  improved, 
and  62  improved.  These  154  patients  constituted  09  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  discharged.  Thirty-four  were  discharged  without 
having  improved.  A  number  of  the  latter  as  well  as  those  trans- 
ferred to  other  institutions  were  cases  which  had  been  in  the  Hos- 
pital for  a  considerable  period  of  time  and  were,  in  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  the  Hospital,  removed  to  make  room  for  new 
admissions,  or  were  cases  received  for  examination  and  study  for 
the  purpose  of  advising  their  relatives  in  regard  to  their  future  care 
and  treatment.  Sixteen  were  transferred  to  other  institutions. 
Seven,  1.3  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  patients  treated,  died. 

The  average  period  of  treatment  in  the  Hospital  of  those  who 
were  discharged  as  recovered  was  7  months  and  21  days,  and  of 
those  improved  9  months  and  29  days.  Twelve  of  the  recovered 
cases  had  been  in  the  Hospital  a  year  or  more,  and  2  for  two  years. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  64  who  had  left  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  were  still  carried  on  the  books  on  visit.  A  considerable  num- 
ber of  these  patients  were  kept  under  observation  by  means  of 
visits  to  the  Hospital  physicians  either  in  White  Plains  or  at  the 
New  York  Hospital.  The  visits  of  former  patients  to  the  New  York 
Hospital  were  136  and  to  Bloomingdale  Hospital  196.  This  service 
is  of  great  value  to  the  patients  in  aiding  them  to  complete  their 
adjustments  outside  of  the  Hospital  and  to  seek  early  advice  in  the 
event  of  a  return  of  an}-  unfavorable  symptoms.  This  service  to 
our  patients  on  visit  as  well  as  former  patients  has  been  furnished 
without  charge.  It  consumes  considerable  of  the  time  and  adds 
much  to  the  work  of  the  physicians.  Further  organization  of  this 
work  is  advisable  and  to  the  advantage  of  both  the  patient  and  the 
Hospital. 

CLINICAL  SERVICE 

There  were  four  changes  in  the  medical  staff  during  the  year. 
Dr.  George  \V.  Henry  was  granted  "The  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
Fellowship  in   Psychiatry"  and  left  September  28th  for  a  year  of 
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study  in  Europe.    Dr.  Zilboorg,  who  had  been  absent  for  one  y< 
on  a  fellowship  granted  by  the  Hospital,  returned  ober  l  lth. 

Regular  staff  conferences  are  held  four  days  each  week  .-it  which 
patients  with  their  case  record-  are  presented  for  study  and  con- 
sideration. Monday  evening  Of  each  week  a  seminar  is  held  at 
which  topics  of  scientific  interest,  special  studies,  and  current 
literature  arc*  presented  for  discussion.  For  these  meet  inur-  a  regular 
program  is  prepared  and  followed.  These  conferences  have  been 
nmst  helpful  and  have  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  usual 
high  standards  in  the  clinical  service. 

Four  times  during  the  year  conferences  have  been  held  to  which 
outside  physicians  have  been  invited.  The  following  programs,  of 
interest  to  the  physicians  in  general  practice,  were  prepared  for 
these  meetings:  "Mental  Illness  Derived  from  Marital  Maladjust- 
ment;'5 "Mental  Illness  Arising  in  Repressed  Personalities;" 
"Mental  Illness  Developing  in  Shy,  Retiring  Persons;"  "Differ- 
ential Diagnosis  of  Physical  Complaints." 

The  Medical  Staff  in  addition  to  their  regular  duties  devote  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  consultations  with  patients  who  return  to  the 
Hospital  for  professional  advice;  to  the  out-patient  clinic  at  the 
New  York  Hospital:  and  to  the  educational  work  of  the  Hospital. 
Dr.  Raynor  is  Professor  of  Clinical  Psychiatry,  and  Dr.  Henry  and 
Dr.  Sprague  are  instructors  in  Psychiatry  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Cornell  University.  Dr.  Henry  conducted  during  the  year  courses 
of  instruction  in  both  the  out-patient  clinic  and  in  the  wards  of  the 
New  York  Hospital. 

Members  of  the  Medical  Staff  made  addresses  and  read  and 
published  papers  during  the  year  as  follows:  Dr.  Henry,  an  address 
before  the  Yale  Medical  School  on  "Mediaeval  Psychiatry";  an 
address  before  the  International  Hospital  Congress  at  Atlantic  City 
on  "The  Development  of  Hospitals  and  the  Treatment  of  the  Men- 
tally Sick  in  the  United  States":  a  paper  on  "Focal  Infection  in 
Teeth,"  read  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Psychiatric 
Association  and  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Psychiatry. 
March,  1929;  "Some  Modern  Aspects  of  Psychiatry  in  General 
Hospital  Practice,"  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Psy- 
chiatry, November,  1929;  "Practical  Applications  of  Psychiatry  in 
General  Practice,"  published  in  the  Medical  Journal  and  Record, 
October  2,  1929:  "Psychiatric  Problems  in  the  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical ^Yards,"  printed  in  General  Bulletin  of  the  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital,  Yol.  II,  No.  3;  a  paper,  "Basal  Metabolism 
and  Emotional  States,''  published  in  the  Journal  of  Nervous  and 
Mental  Disease,  December,  1929:  a  paper,  "The  Care  and  Treat- 
ment of  Mental  Disease — Yesterday  and  To-day,"  published  in  the 
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Modern  Hospital,  November,  1929;  Dr.  Zilboorg:  an  address  be- 
fore the  American  Psychiatric  Association  at  the  annual  meeting 
on  "The  Dynamics  of  Schizophrenic  Reactions  Related  to  Preg- 
nanc}r  and  Childbirth,"  which  was  published  in  the  American 
Journal  of  Psychiatry,  January,  1929;  an  address,  "A  Psychoanalytic 
Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Crime,"  before  the  New  York  Psycho- 
analytic Association;  a  paper,  "Affective  Re-integration  of  Schizo- 
phrenia," before  the  Association  for  Research  in  Nervous  and 
Mental  Diseases;  Dr.  Raynor,  an  address,  "Mental  Hygiene  in 
Childhood."  before  the  Mothers'  Club  of  Scarsdale;  Dr.  French,  a 
paper  "Psychogenic  Material  Related  to  the  Function  of  the  Semi- 
circular Canals,"  which  was  read  before  the  New  York  Psycho- 
analytic Society,  and  published  in  the  International  Journal  of 
Psychoanalysis,  October,  1929. 

For  more  than  two  years  studies  and  research  in  the  application 
of  psychoanalysis  and  psychoanalytic  principles  to  the  treatment 
of  severe  neuroses  and  psychoses  have  been  carried  on.  One  physi- 
cian continues  to  devote  his  time  to  this  work. 

The  visiting  physicians  from  the  New  York  Hospital  have  con- 
tinued their  regular  visits  to  the  Hospital  and  have  been  of  great 
assistance  in  maintaining  standards  in  the  clinical  work  in  internal 
medicine  and  urology.  The  consulting  specialists  have  been  called 
upon  constantly  and  have  responded  promptly  and  furnished  skill- 
ful service  which  has  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  individual 
patients  and  the  standards  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
again  express  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  the  administrative, 
clinical,  and  laboratory  staffs  of  the  New  York  Hospital  in  dealing 
with  various  problems,  and  the  kindly  and  skillful  attention  re- 
ceived by  patients  and  employees  who  have  been  transferred  to  the 
New  York  Hospital  for  examination  and  treatment. 

The  surgical  work  required  by  patients  during  the  year  included 
1  major  operation  and  2  blood  transfusions.  In  addition  5  tonsillec- 
tomies were  done  and  16  minor  surgical  operations  performed. 
Some  of  the  cases  were  sent  to  the  White  Plains  Hospital,  and  in 
some  instances  the  operations  were  performed  in  the  Hospital 
operating  rooms.  As  in  previous  years  the  Hospital  has  relied 
principally  upon  Dr.  J.  Fielding  Black  of  White  Plains  for  surgical 
at  tention.  He  made  92  visits  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The 
clinical  resources  of  the  Hospital  were  increased  by  the  addition  to 
the  Visiting  Staff  of  a  gynecologist.  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Peightal,  Junior 
Gynecologist  at  the  Roosevelt  Hospital,  and  Gynecologist  in  Chief 
of  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  Dispensary,  became  Visiting  Gynecolo- 
gist in  July  and  has  visited  the  Hospital  regularly  examining  all 
new  women  patients  and  directing  such  treatment  as  was  indicated. 
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The  other  consulting  specialists  were  called  upon  frequently.  The 
otolaryngologica)  work  has  been  attended  to  by  Dr.  Prank  II. 
Knight  an  !  Dr.  Richard  W.  Moriarty  of  White  Plains.  Dr.  Prank 
X.  Irwin  of  While  Plains,  who  has  long  been  connected  with  the 

dtal,  did  practically  nil  of  the  ophthalmologica)  work.  Dr. 
Robert  B.  Hammond  has  given  nil  anaesthetics  required.  The 
visiting  internists  examined  all  newly  admitted  patients,  examined 
all  patients  developing  physical  illnesses  during  their  Hospital 

e  and  saw  them  again  in  subsequent  visits,  and  examined  .-ill 

X-ray  films.     All  the  members  of  the  visiting  and  consulting  Btaffs 

have  been  most  attentive,  and  when  circumstances  required,  have 
given  their  services  with  little  or  no  charge.  The  total  number  of 
their  visits  to  the  Hospital  was  390.  Patients  visited  the  oflices  of 
the  consulting  specialists  12S  times. 

Dietary  Department.  In  addition  to  preparing  in  a  mo 
factory  manner  the  regular  meals  for  patients  and  hospital  personnel, 
this  Department  contributed  directly  in  an  important  way  to  the 
treatment  facilities  of  the  Hospital.  Special  diets  were  prepared  in 
the  diet  kitchen  which  was  under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  trained 
dietitian.  During  the  year  a  daily  average  of  348  portions  were 
prepared  for  92  patients.  These  varied  from  individual  portions 
to  complete  meals  and  were  prescribed  by  physicians  for  medical 
reasons. 

Emploxjees1  Clinic.  The  clinic  for  the  examination  and  treatment 
of  employees  has  continued  to  demonstrate  its  usefulness.  All  new 
employees  have  been  examined  short!}'  after  entering  the  employ  of 
the  Hospital.  There  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  amount  of  pre- 
ventable sickness  and  a  corresponding  improvement  in  the  general 
health  of  the  employees.  The  number  of  sick  employees  was  re- 
duced this  year  by  67.  During  the  year  542  persons  paid  1131 
visits  to  the  clinic.  The  work  done  at  the  clinic  included  418 
physical  examinations,  178  X-rays  for  employees,  a  considerable 
number  of  preventive  treatments  against  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria, 
smallpox,  etc.  Fifty-four  employees  suffered  from  illness  that  con- 
fined them  to  bed.  The  visiting  and  consulting  specialists  examined 
many  of  the  cases  and  several  were  referred  to  general  hospitals  for 
treatment. 

Psychiatric  Out-Patient  Clinic  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  The 
medical  service  of  this  clinic  has  been  largely  furnished  by  Bloom- 
ingdale  Hospital.  Four  physicians  have  together  spent  a  total  of 
six  afternoons  a  week  at  the  clinic.  One  of  the  physicians  has  also 
visited  the  wards  of  the  Xew  York  Hospital  regularly  one  day  each 
week  to  see  cases  referred  by  the  house  and  visiting  staff.  There  has 
been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  done  which  has 
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been  limited  only  by  the  lack  of  additional  space.  In  September 
Dr.  Sprague  assumed  the  direction  of  the  clinic  in  place  of  Dr. 
Henry  who  left  for  a  year  of  study  in  Europe.  Dr.  Henry  published 
three  interesting  papers  on  his  observations  and  studies  at  the  clinic. 

During  the  year  1991  applications  were  made  at  the  clinic  of 
which  only  006 — 277  men,  230  women,  and  99  children — were  exam- 
ined. The  patients  accepted  made  1939  visits.  Slightly  more  than 
20  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  referred  from  the  wards  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  and  one-sixth  of  the  cases  from  other  departments  of  the 
out-patient  clinic.  Twenty-eight  cases  were  referred  by  outside 
physicians.  About  30  per  cent  of  the  patients  were  referred  by 
other  organizations.  Patients  from  the  clinic,  with  their  permission, 
were  used  for  teaching  students  of  the  Cornell  Medical  College. 
Dr.  Hans  C.  Syz  was  appointed  as  Assistant  at  the  clinic  on  De- 
cember 3rd.  In  addition  to  the  medical  personnel,  a  psychiatric 
social  worker  and  a  part  time  stenographer  are  attached  to  the 
clinic.    A  statistical  table  may  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Dental  Department.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Dental 
Department  during  the  year.  Dr.  Sniffen  has  continued  in  charge 
and  by  his  sympathetic  and  understanding  management  of  sick 
patients  he  has  continued  his  department  on  a  high  level  of  service 
to  the  patients  which  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  clinical  resources 
of  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Sniffen  is  assisted  by  a  dental  hygienist  and  a 
clinical  and  chair  assistant.  All  new  patients  are  given  a  prophy- 
lactic treatment;  X-rays  are  taken  of  all  teeth;  and  the  teeth  are 
examined  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  the  films,  a  report  of 
which  is  filed  in  each  patient's  case  record.  The  number  of  new 
patients  examined  was  220;  and  176  other  patients  were  examined 
in  accordance  with  the  periodical  system  of  examinations  made  of 
all  patients.  The  total  number  of  times  patients  were  seen  in  the 
dental  office  and  on  the  halls  was  2830.  The  total  number  of  opera- 
tions and  dental  procedures  wras  5669.  A  statistical  report  is 
appended. 

LABORATORIES 

During  the  year  there  was  no  special  change  in  the  amount  or 
variety  of  work  done  in  the  laboratories.  The  following  is  a  detailed 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Clinical  Laboratory:

THE  NURSING  SERVICE  AND  SCHOOL 

The  Nursing  Service  maintained  its  usual  high  standards  during 
the  year.  There  continues  to  be  a  shortage  of  psychiatric  nurses. 
The  demand  both  in  hospitals  and  for  private  duty  is  in  excess  of 
the  number  available.  As  a  consequence  there  has  been  a  number 
of  vacancies  on  the  regular  nursing  staff. 

Miss  Agnes  Pownall,  who  had  been  attending  Teachers  College 
on  the  Floyd-Jones  Scholarship  awarded  by  the  Hospital,  returned 
to  the  Hospital  June  1st  and  took  up  the  duties  of  supervisor. 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  became  affiliated  with 
this  School  on  November  1st  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  their 
students  courses  in  psychiatric  nursing. 

Twenty-two  students,  11  women  and  11  men,  entered  the  School 
during  the  year.  Fifty  affiliated  and  12  postgraduate  students 
entered  for  courses.  The  number  of  students  in  the  School  at  the 
close  of  the  year  was  42  of  the  Bloomingdale  School,  13  affiliated 
and  7  postgraduate  students.  These  figures  do  not  include  those 
students  from  nearby  hospitals  who  take  their  first  four  months  in 
the  Central  School  of  Nursing  maintained  at  the  Hospital.  There 
are  five  schools  now  in  affiliation  whose  students  receive  courses  in 
psychiatric  nursing. 

On  October  1st  Miss  Mary  Du  Bois  Taylor,  a  graduate  of  Mi 
Holyoke  College  and  the  Yale  School  of  Nursing,  joined  the  staff. 
Miss  Taylor  will  succeed  Miss  Hearn,  who  after  many  years  of 
devoted  service  as  Directress  of  Nurses,  plans  to  retire  early  in  the 
coming  year.

OCCUPATIONAL  AND  PHYSICAL  THERAPY 
DEPARTMENTS 

Occupational  Therapy  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  therapeutic 
measures  available  to  the  Hospital.  The  Hospital  is  Fortunate  in 
having  two  well  planned  and  equipped  buildings  in  which  to  carry 
on  this  form  of  treatment.  All  patients,  their  condition  permitting, 
go  to  these  special  buildings  for  regular  periods  each  da;  . 

those  patients  who  are  unable  to  go  to  the  special  buildings,  defi] 

hours  are  arranged  when  the  personnel  of  these  Departments  visit 

the  halls.     There  are  few  patients  who  do  not  have  the  advantl 
of  this  form  of  treatment.    The  total  number  of  patients  treated 
during  the  year  was  456,  of  whom  201  were  men  and  255  were 
women.    This  number  const  it  i.  ,5  per  cent  of  the  total  ;  i 

treated  at  the  Hospital.  The  number  of  articles  made  or  repaired 
was  28,722  of  which  the  men  produced  9288  and  the  women  19,43  1. 
In  addition  the  printing  shop,  in  which  the  patients  find  agreeable 
employment,  turned  out  467,646  pieces  of  printed  matter,  among 
which  were  a  number  of  pamphlets  of  value  to  the  medical,  nursing 
and  therapeutic  services.  Gardening  and  other  outdoor  occupations, 
such  as  care  of  the  lawns,  game  fields  and  courts,  were  also  engaged 
in.  Many  of  the  patients  carried  on  as  hobbies,  and  a  few  as  a 
means  of  support  after  leaving  the  Hospital,  crafts  in  which  they 
were  trained  while  under  treatment  in  the  Hospital.  It  is  found 
that  the  actual  accomplishment  of  some  worthwhile  piece  of  work 
gives  the  best  results  in  this  form  of  treatment. 

Instruction  in  Occupational  Therapy  was  given  to  75  students 
of  whom  71  were  nurses  and  4  wrere  students  taking  the  course  of 
training  for  occupational  therapists.  There  wrere  12  visiting  instruc- 
tors who  came  for  advice  on  specific  problems. 

Mr.  Haas  published  "Unit  Construction  of  an  Occupational 
Therapy  Building"  in  Occupational  Therapy  and  Rehabilitation, 
August  1929;  "An  Occupational  Therapy  Building  Constructed  in 
Units,"  in  Mental  Hygiene,  October,  192!);  and  "Occupational 
Therapy  for  the  Nurse,"  Bloomingdale  Hospital  0.  T.  Press. 

The  Hospital  had  an  occupational  therapy  exhibit  at  the  meet- 
ings in  Atlantic  City  of  the  American  Occupational  Therapy  Asso- 
ciation and  the  International  Hospital  Congress. 

Miss  Pauline  Gundersen  resigned  August  loth  after  many  years 
of  devoted  service  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Frances  Pat  ton,  who 
was  formerly  associated  with  the  Department. 

Both  the  Men's  and  Women's  Physical  Education  Departments 
have  been  active  during  the  year.  Organized  physical  recreation 
and  rehabilitation  have  continued  throughout  the  year  on  a  high 
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plane,  especially  during  the  winter  because  of  the  resources  pro- 
vided by  the  gymnasia.  Individual  attention  in  recreations  and 
corrective  exercises  have  been  freely  given  whenever  the  need  pre- 
sented itself.    Several  new  games  were  introduced. 

These  Departments  have  also  been  in  charge  of  the  entertain- 
ments and  organized  social  life  of  the  patients.  The  maintenance  of 
a  suitable  social  environment  and  well  directed  social  and  recrea- 
tional contacts  with  opportunities  for  participation  in  events  is 
essential  to  treatment  which  is  aimed  to  bring  about  social  adjust- 
ment. This  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  very  important  features  of 
the  therapeutic  resources  of  the  Hospital.  The  total  number  of 
patients  enrolled  in  the  Departments  of  Physical  Education  was 
460,  of  which  213  were  men  and  247  were  women.  Details  of  the 
activities  of  these  Departments  may  be  found  in  the  appended 
tables. 

Instruction  in  the  employment  of  physical  exercise,  games  and 
sports,  and  social  entertainments,  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  was 
given  to  59  nurses  and  4  students  of  physical  education  schools 
during  the  year.  The  resources  of  the  Departments  were  made 
available  to  the  employees  of  the  Hospital  and  were  used  exten- 
sively. 

In  June  Miss  Gerow  took  a  short  course  in  games  and  sports 
given  by  the  Physical  Education  Department  of  Wellesley  College. 

Massage,  hydrotherapy,  and  other  forms  of  physiotherapy  were 
employed.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  patients  were  given 
massage  12,021  times.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  patients  re- 
ceived 10,498  hydrotherapeutic  baths  exclusive  of  prolonged  baths. 
One  hundred  and  eighty  patients  received  3,520  treatments  with 
ultra-violet  lamps.  A  number  of  patients  were  treated  with  the 
photothermotherapy  lamps  and  the  multiple  wave  generator. 
Tables  showing  in  detail  the  work  of  these  Departments  are  ap- 
pended. 

YORK  LODGE 

York  Lodge,  a  large  cottage  with  generous  grounds  and  a  bathing 
beach,  is  located  at  the  foot  of  Rushmore  Avenue,  Orienta  Point, 
Mamaroneck .  The  Cottage  accommodates  12  patients.  It  has 
a  spacious  lounging  room,  a  reading  and  writing  room,  a  broad 
porch,  and  attached  bath  houses.  On  the  grounds  are  a  tennis 
court  and  provision  for  other  outdoor  games.  A  large  recreation 
room  for  indoor  games  and  dancing  is  available  for  use  in  inclement 
weather.  The  homelike  atmosphere,  the  relaxation  of  the  seashore, 
and  the  pleasure  derived  from  salt  water  bathing  have  contributed 
a  great  deal  to  the  improvement  of  many  patients.     York  Lodge  is 
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available  to  patients  from  the  Hospital  from  late  in  the  Spring  until 
early  in  the  Fall.  Stated  periods  are  allotted  to  men  and  to  women. 
It  is  also  available  during  the  winter  month-  by  special  arrai 
ment.  It  was  occupied  during  the  entire  past  winter  by  a  selected 
iup  oi*  patients.  Patients  while  at  York  Lodge  continue  under 
the  treatment  of  physicians  and  nurses  of  the  Hospital  medical  and 
nursing  staffs.  A  total  of  52  patients  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the 
Lodge  during  the  summer.  In  addition  parties  of  patiente  visited 
York   Lodge  each  day  hut   Sunday.     Lunch   VI  on  the 

veranda  and  the  patients  had  opportunity  to  go  in  swimming. 
There  were  LOO  day  parties,  providing  727  outings  for  156  patients. 
The  patients  enjoyed  these  outings  very  much.  York  Lodge  con- 
tributed a  great  (leal  to  the  pleasure  of  the  patients,  and  may  be 
looked  upon  as  one  of  the  treatment  resources  of  the  Hospital. 

EDUCATIONAL   WORK 

The  educational  work  carried  on  at  the  Hospital  continue-  to 
merit  some  comment  and  is  important  enough  to  refer  to  each 
year.  This  very  important  part  of  the  work  done  at  the  Hospital 
is  directed  to  the  training  of  physicians,  nurses,  occupational  thera- 
pists, physical  education  aides,  and  dietitians.  Aside  from  three 
instructors  employed  in  the  Nursing  Department  solely  for  teach- 
ing, all  the  educational  work  is  carried  on  by  the  physicians  and 
directors  and  their  assistants  of  departments  in  connection  with 
their  regular  duties  in  the  treatment  of  patients  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Hospital.  The  advantages  to  the  service  of  the  II 
pital  are  very  great  in  building  up  and  maintaining  standards.  The 
time  is  looked  forward  to  when  this  work  can  be  better  organized 
and  receive  definite  support. 

The  Floyd-Jones  Scholarship  at  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University,  was  held  by  one  of  our  head  nurses  this  year.  This 
scholarship  was  made  possible  through  the  gift  of  a  special  fund, 
the  Floyd-Jones  Fund  for  Nurses'  Educational  Purposes. 

One  of  the  resident  medical  staff  holds  a  fellowship  awarded  by 
the  Hospital.  He  will  spend  a  year  in  Europe  in  special  psychiatric 
study.  Two  positions  on  the  resident  medical  Btaff  are  available  to 
physicians  meeting  the  requirements,  for  study  and  training  in 
psychiatry. 

Dr.  Paul  Schilder,  Professor  of  Psychiatry  of  the  Universh 
Vienna,  spent  the  month  of  February  at  the  Hospital.  He  lectured 
daily  to  the  medical  staff,  attended  staff  conferences,  and  with  the 
physicians  studied  patients  on  the  halls.  He  also  lectured  to  the 
nursing  staff.  The  staff  appreciated  the  opportunity  of  having  had 
this  association  with  Dr.  Schilder. 
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The  four  staff  conferences  held  weekly  at  which  cases  are  pre- 
sented, the  Monday  evening  conferences  for  the  discussion  of  scien- 
tific subjects  and  the  review  of  current  literature,  and  the  confer- 
ences held  with  the  visiting  and  consulting  staffs,  all  have  an 
educational  value  to  the  physicians.  An  excellent  medical  library 
is  kept  up  to  date  with  new  books  and  files  of  important  periodicals. 
Likewise  a  special  library  is  maintained  for  the  nursing  staff. 
Periodicals  and  books  are  provided  for  the  other  departments. 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  registered  by  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York.  All  graduates  are  eligible  for  the 
qualification  of  R.  N.  granted  by  the  Regents.  The  course  is  of 
three  years'  duration,  one  year  of  which  is  spent  by  the  women  at 
the  New  York  Hospital  and  three  months  at  the  Manhattan  Ma- 
ternity Hospital;  and  the  men  spend  one  year  at  Bellevue  Hospital. 

This  year  the  School  gave  instruction  to  146  students,  70  of 
whom  were  undergraduates,  62  affiliated  students  from  the  New 
York,  Presbyterian,  Fifth  Avenue,  Mount  Sinai,  and  Roosevelt 
Hospitals  of  New  York  City,  and  14  postgraduate  students.  The 
Central  School  in  which  the  White  Plains  Hospital,  the  United 
Hospital  of  Port  Chester,  the  New  Rochelle  Hospital,  and  the  Mount 
Vernon  Hospital  have  united  with  Bloomingdale  Hospital  in  the 
employment  of  a  highly  qualified  instructor,  is  conducted  in  the 
Nurses  Educational  Building  of  this  Hospital.  One  hundred  and 
one  students  were  in  attendance  at  this  School  during  the  year. 
No  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  building  and  its  equipment. 
The  contacts  made  with  these  affiliated  schools  are  of  mutual  ad- 
vantage and  stimulate  interest  in  psychiatric  nursing.  Two  stu- 
dents were  given  a  course  for  head  nurses  in  conjunction  with 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  University. 

In  the  Department  of  Dietetics,  20  students  were  given  instruc- 
tion. Three  were  student  dietitians  and  17  were  nurses.  This  in- 
struction was  both  theoretical  in  the  diet  laboratory  and  practical 
in  the  special  diet  kitchen. 

Four  women  occupational  therapists  took  the  special  course  in 
Occupational  Therapy  offered  by  the  Hospital.  The  Department? 
of  Occupational  Therapy  also  gave  instruction  to  71  nurses  in 
training  in  the  Hospital. 

During  the  summer  months  a  limited  number  of  medical  students 
and  students  taking  courses  in  physical  education  in  educational 
institutions  are  given  practical  instruction  for  a  period  of  three 
months. 

The  educational  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  over  a 
number  of  years.  It  has  increased  each  year  and  has  demonstrated 
alue  to  the  Hospital  and  the  community.

Additional  offices  were  set  aside  and  furnished  for  physiciai 
the  Women's  Department  at  a  cost  of  $3,400. 

The  main  road  and  the  road  to  the  Student  Nurses  Eouse  were 
resurfaced  at  a  cost  of  $5,S90. 

The  ice  machine  was  overhauled  and  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $1,250. 

A  new  station  car  and  a  new  truck  were  purchased  to  replace 
similar  equipment  at  a  cost  of  $3,322.21. 

A  complete  survey  of  the  Hospital  property  was  made  and  an 
outline  and  topographical  map  prepared  at  a  cost  of  $3,700.  With 
the  completion  of  the  topographical  map  of  the  property,  work 
started  on  plans  and  specifications  for  a  fence  and  planting  to  screen 
the  property.  A  study  has  also  been  undertaken  to  formulate  a 
comprehensive  plan  of  development  which  will  increase  the  treat- 
ment resources  of  the  Hospital. 

Mortuary  equipment  was  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $S50. 

A  considerable  amount  of  shrubbery  and  tree>  was  purchased  for 
the  nursery  and  for  replacements  throughout  the  Hospital  grounds, 
at  a  cost  of  $2,800. 

The  greenhouse  was  wired  for  electric  lights  and  the  benches  were 
renewed  at  a  cost  of  $1,060.  One  of  the  lawn  mowers  was  replaced 
at  a  cost  of  $300. 

Fire  pails  throughout  the  Hospital  were  replaced  by  tire  extin- 
guishers at  a  cost  of  $430.  A  sprinkler  system  was  installed  in  the 
paint  shop  at  a  cost  of  $547.12. 

At  York  Lodge  a  fire  alarm  signal  was  installed  and  connected 
with  the  Village  system  at  a  cost  of  $430.    A  bathroom  and  stair- 
way were  installed  in  the  porters'  quarters  over  the  garage  a 
cost  of  $1,200.     A  radio  and  victrola  were  provided  for  the  use  of 
the  patients  at  a  cost  of  $360. 
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Fences  enclosing  fields  on  the  Hospital  property  were  removed. 
This  has  resulted  in  a  great  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the 
grounds,  as  has  also  the  razing  of  the  old  wagon  and  farm  sheds. 

The  City  has  completed  the  construction  of  Bryant  Avenue  and 
Bloomingdale  Road  and  opened  them  to  the  public.  It  will  be 
recalled  that  the  Society  dedicated  to  the  public  service  the  neces- 
sary land  as  well  as  contributing  a  substantial  sum  for  these 
improvements. 

NEEDS 

In  referring  to  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  it  is  difficult  to  discuss 
them  from  the  standpoint  of  their  relative  urgency.  Many  of  the 
items  are  needed  to  round  out  facilities  of  the  Hospital  wThich  have 
not  as  yet  been  fully  met.  Changing  standards  in  the  community 
make  new  demands  upon  the  Hospital. 

The  gradually  increasing  knowledge  gained  from  experience  and 
study  into  the  causes  and  the  treatment  of  psychiatric  disorders 
call  for  increased  facilities  and  new  methods  of  meeting  them. 

It  seems  highly  desirable  that  the  group  of  houses  for  the  nursing 
staff,  of  which  the  Student  Nurses  House  is  the  first,  be  completed. 
It  is  believed  that  these  houses  would  do  much  toward  stabilizing 
our  nursing  staff.  Rooms  on  some  of  the  halls  continue  to  be  occu- 
pied by  nurses.  The  release  of  this  space  for  additional  patients 
and  for  examining  and  treatment  rooms  would  be  of  advantage. 

In  the  Men's  Department  the  same  situation  exists  and  a  house 
for  male  nurses  is  much  needed. 

Additional  cottages  for  senior  ph3rsicians  and  their  families  are 
needed,  and  would  go  far  toward  increasing  the  length  of  service 
at  the  Hospital  of  physicians  who  have  been  trained  here. 

Special  consideration  is  invited  to  the  plans  submitted  for  razing 
the  Solarium,  a  non-fireproof  building,  and  for  constructing  on  its 
site  a  building  for  acutely  sick  and  disturbed  women,  and  for  con- 
structing two  new  cottages  for  patients.  This  is  a  development 
which  is  urgently  needed.  The  need  of  the  building  for  acutely 
disturbed  patients  is  very  great. 

Two  buildings  connecting  respectively  with  Hall  One  Men  and 
Hall  One  Women  are  needed  to  provide  operating  rooms  and  as- 
sociated service  rooms,  quarters  for  the  dental  clinic,  X-ray  de- 
partment, employees'  clinic,  and  other  clinic  facilities  which  are 
dow  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  Hospital.  There  is  an  increasing 
need  for  additional  space  for  these  activities  which  have  outgrown 
their  present  quarters  due  to  the  increasing  service  they  render. 
It  is  also  desirable  that  they  should  be  centrally  located  and  to- 
gether.    Unfortunately   the  arrangement    of   the  present    building 
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will  not   permit  of  the  construction  of  a  single  wring  which  will 
accommodate  all  of  these  facilities. 

The  tentative  programs  submitted  to  the  Bloomingdale  Com- 
mittee in  L927  and  L928  of  the  developments  to  meet  present  and 
future  needs  of  the  Hospital  are  again  referred  to  for  consideration. 

It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  completion  of  the  new  psychiatric 
department   in  New  York  City  there  will  be  increased  demai 
upon  the  service  of  the  Hospital.    It  appears  desirable  that  a  study 
of  the  needs  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital  he  made  to  provide  for  other 
necessary  improvements  and  to  anticipate  future  needs  and  growth. 

There  continues  to  be  a  considerable  need  for  extensi 
occasioned  by  depreciation.  The  study  of  the  lighting  and  electric 
system  in  the  Hospital  generally  to  correct  deficiencies  would  app 
to  be  advisable.  The  rewiring  of  several  of  the  halls  and  the  installa- 
tion of  new  fixtures  have  already  increased  the  load  on  the  dynamos 
and  electric  cables  serving  the  women's  halls.  Any  extensive  pro- 
gram for  making  alterations  or  building  will  necessitate  increasing 
the  capacity  of  both  the  boiler  and  power  plants 

The  Hydrotherapy  Departments  for  both  men  and  women  are 
outgrown,  and  the  equipment  needs  replacing.  A  thorough  Btudy 
of  the  needs  of  these  important  departments  is  recomme 

The  condition  of  the  present  fences  about  the  property  and  the 
completion  of  the  roads  through  the  property  dedicated  to  the 
public  service  by  the  Society,  make  it  necessary  that  new  fences  be 
erected.  It  seems  desirable  that  a  substantial  and  permanent  fence 
be  erected  about  the  entire  property  and  that  the  grounds  bo 
screened  with  trees  and  shrubs  to  protect  the  patients;  plans  and 
specifications  are  being  prepared. 

During  the  year,  as  noted  elsewhere,  three  halls  have  been  thor- 
oughly renovated  and  refurnished.  This  has  been  a  i.  itis- 
factory  and  valuable  improvement.  That  the  refurnishing  of  the 
halls  be  continued  until  all  have  been  completed  is  desirable. 

Many  of  the  Hospital  motor  cars  have  been  in  service  a  number 
of  years  and  will  have  to  be  replaced  in  the  near  future. 

Now  that  the  survey  of  the  property  and  a  topographical  map 
have  been  completed,  it  appears  desirable  that  a  comprehensive 
study  be  made  of  the  grounds  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  addi- 
tional walks  and  roads,  relocating  the  golf  cour.-e.  and  providing 
for  additional  fields  for  games.  This  study  should  also  include 
sites  for  projected  buildings. 

The  Bloomingdale  Committee  is  conversant  with  the  many  needs 
of  the  Hospital  which  have  not  been  specifically  mentioned  in  this 
report.  Appropriations  have  been  promptly  made  by  your  Board 
when  recommended  by  the  Committee.     Constant  effort  has  been 
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made  to  maintain  the  entire  plant  in  such  condition  that  the  serv- 
ices of  the  Hospital  would  not  be  impaired.  The  continued  mainte- 
nance of  the  service  of  the  Hospital  requires  that  the  demands  of 
progress  in  the  medical  sciences  generally  and  in  psychiatry  in 
particular  be  met  and  kept  abreast  of. 

The  need  for  funds  especially  provided  to  carry  on  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  Hospital,  to  stimulate  research,  and  to  provide 
for  more  intensive  and  liberal  training  of  members  of  the  medical 
staff,  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration.  It  would  appear  that 
these  necessary  and  important  activities  of  the  Hospital  ought  to  be 
carried  on  independently  of  the  maintenance  charges  of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  past  several  years  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  been 
increasing.  This  has  been  due  to  the  gradual  increase  in  the  cost 
of  supplies,  the  necessity  of  increasing  salaries  to  retain  trained 
personnel,  the  increasing  of  wages  of  faithful  employees  for  length 
of  service,  and  the  cost  of  gradually  increasing  the  facilities  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  raising  of  standards  of  service.  In  the  past  five 
years  this  increase  has  amounted  to  9.9  per  cent.  It  would  appear 
to  be  highly  desirable  for  the  Hospital  to  have  the  support  of  addi- 
tional special  funds,  such  as  the  John  C.  Green  [Memorial  Fund  the 
income  of  which  would  be  applied  to  the  support  of  worthy  patients 
whose  friends  were  unable  to  reimburse  the  Hospital  in  whole  or 
in  part  for  their  treatment. 

FINANCIAL 

The  cost  of  maintenance  advanced  1.5  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  supplies  and  to  increases  in 
salaries.  The  total  expenditure  for  ordinary  maintenance  and  care 
and  treatment  of  patients  was  $846,416.28.  This  includes  the 
maintenance  of  the  properties  at  White  Plains  and  Orienta  Point, 
ordinary  repairs  and  renewals,  insurance  except  against  fire,  sup- 
plies, nursing  and  other  study  and  treatment  services,  the  educa- 
tional work  engaged  in,  salaries  and  wages,  and  all  other  running 
expenses.  Capital  charges  and  the  cost  of  extraordinary  renewals 
and  improvements  for  which  special  appropriations  were  received, 
are  not  included. 

Of  the  527  cases  treated  during  the  year,  227  were  wholly  or 
partially  supported  by  the  Society.  The  number  treated  without 
charge  was  23,  and  204  paid  rates  that  were  less  than  the  average 
cost.  The  expenses  borne  by  the  Society  in  the  treatment  of  these 
cases  amounted  to  $210,045.39  which  was  the  equivalent  of  the 
support  of  65  free  beds  throughout  the  year.  The  number  of 
weeks'  board  and  treatment  was  13,544.

Libraries.  The  report  of  the  librarian  shows  that  359  volumes,  of 
which  62  were  gifts,  were  added  to  the  libraries  during  the  year. 
Of  these  233  were  added  to  the  general  library,  106  to  the  medical 
library,  and  20  to  the  nurses'  library.  Fifty-four  books  were  with- 
drawn from  the  general  library.  Eighty-six  general  magazines 
(50  titles)  and  51  medical  journals  of  which  10  were  in  foreign 
languages,  were  received.  The  distribution  for  the  general  library 
was  10,981  volumes  of  which  6158  were  issued  to  patients,  2,602  to 
the  men,  and  3,556  to  the  women.  The  number  issued  to  employees 
was  4,823.  No  figures  are  kept  showing  the  use  of  the  medical 
library.  It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  the  Monday  evening  con- 
ferences of  the  Medical  Staff  stimulate  a  great  interest  in  the  library 
and  many  references  are  made  to  the  journals  and  books.  All  of 
the  medical  journals  are  bound  annually  and  are  available  for 
reference.  The  general  library  contains  5,186  volumes,  the  medical 
library  and  the  library  of  the  School  of  Nursing  2,125  volumes, 
making  a  total  of  7,311  volumes. 

The  librarian  gave  five  lectures  to  the  affiliated  nurses  on  the 
selection  of  books  and  the  value  of  literature  in  the  treatment  of 
psychiatric  disorders,  and  four  lectures  to  the  senior  and  p< 
graduate  nurses  on  the  History  of  the  English  and  American  Novel. 

The  librarian  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Library  Association  at  Washington  in  May. 

Gifts.  Mrs.  John  A.  Stewart  presented  the  Hospital  with  a 
brougham  motor.  Mr.  Edward  W.  Sheldon,  President  of  the 
Society,  presented  a  copy  of  the  Cushing  Birthday  Volume  to  the 
Medical  Library.  Gifts  of  books  were  presented  to  the  Hospital 
for  the  Student  Nurses  House  by  Dr.  Rose  Pringle,  Miss  Dorothy 
Hayward,  and  Mr.  Elias  Dusenbury.  Many  friends  of  patients 
have  signified  their  appreciation  of  the  service  rendered  to  patients 
in  whom  they  were  interested  by  giving  liberally  to  the  Nurses 
Entertainment  Fund. 

Religious  Services.  Since  1819  religious  services  have  been  con- 
ducted on  Sunday  afternoons.  The  services  this  year  were  con- 
ducted by  the  Reverend  Frank  H.  Simmonds  and  his  assistant  of 
(irace  Church,  White  Plains.  These  services  were  much  appre- 
ciated and  a  source  of  comfort  to  those  who  attended. 

The  Reverend  Father  John  F.  Turner  and  his  assistants  of  St. 
John's  Church,    White    Plains,    have   as   in   past    years   been   n, 
faithful  in  attending  to  the  religious  comfort  of  the  Catholic  patients.

During  the  year  9  of  the  students  went  to  the  New  York  Hos- 
pital, 8  to  the  Manhattan  Maternity  Hospital,  and  8  to  Bellevue 
Hospital  for  the  usual  periods  of  affiliation.  Fifty  students  for  the 
regular  three  months'  affiliation  came  to  Bloomingdale.  On  Novem- 
ber 1st  an  affiliation  was  opened  with  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  of 
New  York  City.  For  the  present  3  students  will  come  every  three 
months;  later  they  expect  to  have  all  their  students  take  this 
course  in  psychiatry. 

The  number  of  postgraduate  students  admitted  this  year  was 
12.  Among  the  schools  represented  were  the  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital, 
Victoria,  B.  C;  Children's  Free  Hospital,  Detroit,  Michigan;  Fifth 
Avenue  Hospital,  New  York  City;  Elkins  General  Hospital, 
Elkins,  West  Virginia;  The  Post-Graduate  Hospital,  New  York 
City;  also  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
and  Ellis  Hospital,  Schenectady,  New  York. 

The  special  eight  months'  course  given  in  collaboration  with 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  University,  was  continued  this  year. 
Two  students  of  this  course,  one  from  the  Lutheran  Hospital, 
Moline,  Illinois,  and  one  from  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  were  enrolled  in  September. 

During  the  year  Miss  Margaret  Stewart,  Superintendent  of 
Nurses  at  Ponoka  Hospital,  Ponoka,  Alberta;  Miss  Kathleen  Bliss 
of  Montreal;  and  Miss  May  Magoun  Brown  of  the  American  Red 
Cross,  New  York  City,  spent  some  time  at  the  Hospital. 

Miss  Edna  Grothe  attended  the  International  Conference  on 
Nursing  held  at  Montreal  in  July. 

Three  gifts  of  books  from  Dr.  Rose  Pringle,  Miss  Dorothy  I  lay- 
ward  and  Mr.  Elias  Dusenbury  were  received  for  the  Student 
Nurses  House.  This  attractive  and  homelike  residence  for  the 
student  nurses  has  proved  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  resources 
of  the  School.     In  order  that  it  may  be  devoted  entirely  to  the 
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social  life  and  training  of  students,  it  is  hope!  thai  it  will  not  be 
long  before  similar  provision  will  be  made  for  the  gradual

CAMPBELL  COTTAGES   FOB   CONVALESCENT 

CHILDREN   FOR  THE    YEAB    1920 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen: — The  twenty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  sc, 
of  the  Campbell  Cottages  for  Convalescent  Children  ifl  respectfully 

submitted  as  follow 

The  daily  average  was  75,  and  the  average  length  of  Btay  31 
days.    Of  the  950  children  treated,  only  20  returned  to  their  hon 
or  to  the  hospital,  unimproved.    The  presence  of  contagion  during 
7  months  of  the  year  handicapped  the  service  of  the  Cottages  to  a 
certain  extent,  and  prevented  a  steady  flow  of  admissions. 

Space  does  not  permit  the  enumeration  of  the  most  interesting 
cases  treated  or  their  progress  and  recovery,  but  one  little  bo 
difficult  and  patient  efforts  towards  health  are  outstanding  in  the 
story  of  1929.  This  child — a  boy  of  ten  years — has  spent  most  of 
his  time,  for  the  last  three  years,  in  the  New  York  Hospital  or 
Campbell  Cottages,  following  great  disability  as  a  complication  of 
osteomyelitis  of  the  hip  and  both  legs.  He  has  undergone  15  opera- 
tions and  5  blood  transfusions,  and  his  feeble  attempts  at  walking 
have  been  with  the  aid — or  encumbrance — of  two  heavy  leg  braces 
and  two  crutches.  The  boy  never  lost  his  courage,  and  has  obedi- 
ently added  every  effort  of  his  own  to  the  care  given  him,  and 
now,  after  three  long  years  has  discarded  both  crutches  and  braces, 
and  is  learning  to  walk  alone,  with  the  aid  of  one  raised  shoe.  The 
child  is  of  almost  normal  weight  and  his  wounds  are  almost  healed. 

The  sewing  class  continues  to  fulfill  the  prophecy  made  for  it. 
Idle,  untrained  young  hands  became  busy  and  made  over  100  useful 
articles  during  the  year.  Through  the  kindness  of  a  friend  the 
sewing  materials  for  the  next  year  have  been  provided. 

The  school,  under  Miss  Margaret  O'Brien,  maintains  its  valuable 
place  in  the  program  of  the  Cottages,  and  the  evident  interest  of 
the  children  in  their  school  work,  as  well  as  the  dignity  of  the 
schoolroom  atmosphere,  have  been  characteristic  of  this  department 
since  its  very  beginning  under  Miss  O'Brien. 

The  playground  director  has  completed  a  third  course  in  recrea- 
tional work  given  by  the  Westchester  Recreational  Commission, 
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and  the  quality  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  broadening  of  the 
playground  program  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  children. 

Visitors  to  the  Cottages  during  the  year  were  frequent  and  from 
varied  sources,  and  included  physicians,  nurses,  clergymen,  a  Red 
Cross  worker  from  Japan  and  a  professor  from  Columbia  University, 
as  well  as  numerous  groups  of  student  nurses  from  New  York 
City.  A  pleasant  visit  was  also  received  from  members  of  the 
Social  Service  Committee  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

That  the  social  side  of  Campbell  Cottages  makes  a  happy  im- 
pression upon  our  young  "guests"  is  pleasantly  brought  home  to 
us  by  frequent  visits  from  former  patients  who  respond  eagerly 
to  invitations  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Cottages.  From  time  to 
time  the  older  girls  come  back  and  ask  for  employment,  while  others, 
some  of  whom  are  students  in  Hunter  College,  return  to  give  a 
delightful  evening's  entertainment  to  the  household.  This  group 
also  returned  to  present  a  charming  Christmas  play. 

Several  repairs  and  improvements  became  necessary  during  the 
year.  The  Girls'  Cottage  showed  urgent  need  of  a  new  furnace  and 
radiators.  The  automobile  was  overhauled  and  repainted.  New 
wiring  was  necessary  for  the  electric  bells.  The  iron  fence  enclosing 
the  grounds  was  painted,  as  were  also  several  wards  in  the  Girls' 
Cottage.  New  furnishings  were  placed  in  the  nurses'  sitting  room 
and  bedrooms. 

Some  200  books  have  been  added  to  our  library  by  friends,  and 
we  are  now  able  to  meet  the  literary  needs  and  tastes  of  children  of 
all  ages. 

The  Girls'  Cottage  is  gratefully  indebted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Augus- 
tine J.  Smith  for  their  gift  of  a  radio,  which  will  be  a  valuable 
contribution  to  the  social  life  of  the  children. 

Christmas  was,  as  usual,  the  children's  day  at  Campbell  Cottages. 
A  white  Christmas  and  the  personal  appearance  of  Santa  Claus 
made  the  day  complete.  The  organizations  to  whom  we  are  in- 
debted for  Christmas  kindness  are:  The  White  Plains  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  White  Plains  Order  of  Elks,  the  White  Plains 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  First  Methodist  Church  of 
New  Rochelle,  and  a  class  of  the  White  Plains  Presbyterian  Church. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  every  department  of  the  Bloomingdale 
Hospital  for  their  splendid  and  friendly  cooperation,  which  means 
so  much  to  this  institution  and  which  are  hereby  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The  Cottages  also  express  their  appreciation  of  the  service  ren- 
dered by  Miss  Josephi  and  her  staff  of  social  workers  in  helping  to 
make  our  work  complete.  Many  of  our  emergencies  are  made  less 
difficult  by  Miss  Josephi's  prompt  and  helpful  spirit.

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  its  Charter,  granted  by 
Royal  Authority  June  13,  1771,  in  the  reign  of  Kii  ge  III, 

the  Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  present 
their  annual  report  and  a  statement  showing  the  receipts  and 

expenditures  for  the  year  1930  of  the  several  Institutions  under 
their  control  and  management,  as  follows: 

The  general  hospital,  at  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  New 
York,  which  is  hereinafter  called  the  New  York  Hospital,  the 
department  for  the  treatment  of  mental  diseases,  known  as  Bloom- 
ingdale  Hospital,  at  White  Plains,  Westchester  County,  and  the 
hospital  for  convalescent  children,  known  as  the  Campbell  ( Sottag 
also  at  White  Plains. 

The  activities  of  all  these  institutions  are  constantly  increasing. 
The  work  done  in  the  New  York  Hospital  continued  on  a  large 
scale.  The  pressure  of  space  in  the  various  departments  there 
shows  no  diminution  and  can  only  be  relieved  when  the  new  hospi- 
tal buildings  now  under  construction  are  ready  for  occupation. 

Operating  expenses  of  the  New  York  Hospital  were  S790,7(>7.53 
in  1930,  an  increase  of  $19,361.48  over  1929,  making  the  operating 
deficit  for  the  year  $303,780.18.     In  his  report,  Dr.  Thomas  Howell. 
the  Superintendent,  explains  this  increase  as  due  principally  to 
larger  payroll. 

Dr.  Eugene  H.  Pool,  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  refers  in 
a  stimulating  way  to  the  perpetuation  of  the  traditions  of  the 
Hospital.  He  illustrates  the  unvarying  effort  of  the  Medic:'!  Bo 
to  maintain  those  treasured  traditions.  We  hope  that  in  our  new 
buildings  this  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  constantly  increasing 
efficiency  will  bear  rich  fruit.  Our  admiration  and  latitude  for 
the  noble  service  which  our  professional  staff  has  rendered  will 
continue  always. 

During  the  trying  economic  conditions  that  have  prevailed,  the 
valuable  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  has  proceeded 
uninterruptedly.  The  report  of  Mrs.  Woodward,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Social  Service  Committee,  sets  forth  impressively  the  wide 
activities  of  the  organization. 
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Miss  Ellison,  Superintendent  of  the  Campbell  Cottages,  makes 
her  twenty-third  annual  report  of  the  service  rendered  by  that 
model  institution.  The  highly  organized  and  admirable  efficiency 
of  the  care  of  the  hundreds  of  children  who  are  annually  received 
and  treated  there  is  as  notable  as  ever. 

The  report  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital  describes  the  many  direc- 
tions in  which  the  Hospital  is  expanding.  A  large  building  program 
is  in  process  of  completion  and  in  many  other  ways  the  usefulness 
and  high  reputation  of  the  institution  are  increasing. 

Dr.  William  L.  Russell,  our  General  Psychiatric  Director,  tells  in 
his  report  of  the  satisfactory  progress  in  the  psychiatric  develop- 
ment of  the  Society.  Construction  of  the  Psychiatric  Institute  in 
the  group  of  Hospital-Medical  College  buildings  in  the  City  of 
New  York  has  advanced  steadily  and  the  plans  for  the  scientific 
administration  of  this  important  unit  are  receiving  most  careful 
consideration. 

The  Joint  Administrative  Board  of  the  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  College  Association,  of  which  Dr.  George  Canby 
Robinson  is  the  Director,  has  been  in  constant  touch  with  the  vari- 
ous problems  arising  from  time  to  time  in  connection  with  the  new 
buildings  and  the  selection  of  the  hospital  and  educational  person- 
nel for  the  successful  conduct  of  this  great  enterprise. 

Since  our  last  report  the  construction  of  these  new  buildings  be- 
tween 68th  and  71st  Streets  has  proceeded  actively.  The  corner- 
stone was  laid  June  12,  1930,  and  it  is  believed  that  by  the  autumn 
of  1932  all  the  hospital  and  educational  units  will  be  established  in 
their  new  home.  These  stately  structures  will  be  an  enduring 
monument  to  the  wise  foresight  and  unexampled  generosity  of 
Payne  Whitney. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  following  special  gifts  have  been 
received :

Hospital.

Strauss,  all  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Hospital.

REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE 
NEW    YORK   HOSPITAL   FOR   THE    YEAR    I 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  submit  the  Superintendent's  report 

for  the  year  1930. 

The  statistical  reports  attached  furnish  detailed  information  of 

the  various  activities  of  the  hospital. 

There  was  not  as  much  sickness  in  the  community  as  usual  BO  1 
t lie  demands  on  the  hospital  were  somewhat   leas  than  ! 
Similar  health   conditions   appear   to  have  prevailed   throughout 
the  country.     In  view  of  the  existing  industrial   depression   and 
consequent  unemployment  this  was  most  fortunate. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  wards  of  the  hospital  was 
4,496,  whereas  in  1929  4,995  were  admitted.  This  was  a  dec 
of  499  or  almost  10  per  cent.  The  Urological  Service  admitted 
458  patients  against  553  the  preceding  year,  a  decrease  of  over  17 
per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Private  Service  showed  ;m  in- 
crease from  1,172  admissions  in  1929  to  1,293  in  1930. 

The  total  number  of  days'  care  furnished  was  93,. i  unpared 

with  94,248  in  1929.  This  loss  in  days'  care  was  entirely  on  the 
wards,  both  the  Private  Service  and  the  Urological  Service  showing 
increases. 

In  the  Emergency  Department  3,818  patients  were  treated,  as 
compared  with  4,418  in  1929.  This  was  apparently  a  reflection 
of  industrial  conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  the  hospital. 

The  average  daily  occupancy  of  beds  was  255  or  85  per  cent  of 
capacity. 

Increases  were  shown  both  in  expenses  and  receipts.     The  ex- 
penses  amounted   to   8790,707.53   against    $771,406.05   last 
an  increase  of  $19,361.48,  or  nearly  2}  o  per  cent. 

The  operating  receipts  (income  from  investments  not  included) 
were  $486,987.35,   leaving  a  deficit   for  the  year  of  >:'» 
which  represents  the  actual  charity  work  done  by  the  Hospital. 

The  increase  in  expense  was  largely  due  to  the  payroll  which  was 
$25,739.25  greater  than  in  1929.

Superintendent. 

The  cost  of  ward  service  was  $395,747.63,  compared  with 
$389,099.58  in  1929,  an  increase  of  $6,648.05.  There  are  219  ward 
beds.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  caring  for  ward  patients  was 
$6.26,  compared  with  $5.97  last  year.  The  average  receipts 
from  ward  patients,  including  payments  made  by  the  City  of  New 
York,  was  $2.52  a  day.  Excluding  payments  by  the  city  the 
average  was  only  $1.90  a  day.  The  number  of  days'  care  furnished 
in  this  department  was  66,641,  a  decrease  of  1,664  for  the  year. 

The  Private  Pavilion  Service  cost  $244,033.23,  compared  with 
$241,391.95.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  each  private  patient 
cared  for,  not  including  special  nursing,  was  $12.65,  a  decrease  of 
19  cents.  The  number  of  days'  care  furnished  was  19,298,  an 
increase  for  the  year  of  511. 

The  Emergency  Service,  which  includes  the  Admitting  and  Work- 
men's Compensation  Departments,  spent  $46,074.70,  an  increase 
of  $933.24  over  1929.  The  receipts  of  the  Compensation  Depart- 
ment were  $41,218,  a  gain  for  the  year  of  $675.75. 

Of  the  3,818  patients  treated  in  the  Emergency  Room  2,110  were 
industrial  accident  cases,  a  decrease  for  the  year  of  564.  They 
were  given  7,032  redressings,  4,671  treatments  in  the  Physical 
Therapy  Department,  and  461  were  admitted  to  beds  in  the  wards. 

COMMISSARY  DEPARTMENT 

Market  prices  were  the  lowest  in  recent  years.  In  1929  there  was 
spent  for  food  $176,261.41,  whereas  this  year  this  item  of  expense 
amounted  to  $167,714.09,  a  decrease  of  $8,547.32.  The  number  of 
meals  served  to  patients  and  employees  was  758,835,  compared 
with  761,025  last  year.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  provisions 
was  .6630  cents,  against  .6942  cents  in  1929.  There  was  purchased 
25,130  pounds  of  butter,  39,750  pounds  of  sugar,  10,625  pounds  of 
coffee,  146,540  quarts  of  milk,  12,887  quarts  of  cream,  25,721  dozen 
of  eggs,  146,908  pounds  of  meat  and  54,416  pounds  of  poultry.

OUT-PA TIEXT  DEW  1 R TMEN T 

The  work  of  this  Department  has  not  increased  greatly  in  recent 
years,  due  in  part  to  the  operation  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Law.  Patients  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  law  are  now 
treated  by  private  physicians,  insurance  clinics,  and  by  physicians 
employed  by  industrial  and  commercial  organizations.  Formerly 
a  very  large  per  cent  of  these  patients  were  treated  free  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Departments  of  hospitals.

The  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1930  was  13,142,  or  104 
less  than  last  year.  However,  the  number  of  visits  increased  from 
121,955  to  125,454,  or  3,499. 

The  cost  of  operating  this  Department  was  $98,374.47,  an  increase 
for  the  year  of  $2,871.41,  largely  for  the  Psychiatric  Clinic. 

The  receipts  were  S57, 800.08,  or  $233.80  less  than  last  year.

REPAIRS,   REPLACEMENTS  AND   IMPROVEMENTS 

An  unusual  number  of  repairs  were  necessary  during  the  year. 
The  buildings  are  old  and  the  plumbing,  electric  wiring,  etc.  require 
frequent  repairs  or  replacements.  However,  no  new  work  was 
attempted  owing  to  the  approaching  completion  of  the  new  hospital 
buildings. 

About  $1300  was  spent  for  chairs,  couches  and  tables  for  the 
Nurses'  Home. 

Twelve  hand  wash  basins  were  installed  in  the  Nurses'  Home. 

An  Endotherm  and  rotary  converter  were  purchased  for  the 
Cystoscopic  Department  at  a  cost  of  $1,150.00. 

The  wood  floors  in  the  corridors  of  the  Nurses'  Home  having 
become  badly  worn  were  covered  with  linoleum  at  an  expense  of 
$726.00. 
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A  special  sterilizer  for  the  Immunology  Department  was  pur- 
chased for  stioo. 

A  new  autoclave  waa  installed  in  the  Laboratory.  Two  electric 
refrigerators  were  purchased*

REFRIGERATING   PLANT 

In  order  to  comply  with  b  recent  ruling  of  the  City  Fire  Depart- 
ment] the  Hospital  refrigerating  plant  was  out  off  from  the  engine 
room  by  erect  in  g  1 1  wall  between  the  two.  An  outside  entrance  was 
provided  for  the  refrigerating  plant  and  a  new  cooler  was  pure 
At  the  Bame  time,  other  worn-out  parts  of  the  plant  were  replace  1 
with  new  ones.    The  cost  of  these  improvi  3  was  about  $3,000. 

CHANGES  IN   OFFICIAL   8TA1 

Mr.  James  Judge  who  had  served  the  hospital  most  faithfully 

first  as  fireman  and  afterward  as  Chief  I  ir  for  nearly  thirty 

years,  died  suddenly  on  December  2\K  Thomas  Fitzgerald  who 
has  been  employed  by  the  hospital  for  twenty-six  ye  led 

him  as  Chief  Engineer. 

Dr.  Webster  W.  Belden.  who  had  been  Director  of  the  Deo 
ment  of  Radiology  since  September  8,  L924  died  on  December  15  of 

pneumonia.  Under  his  direction  the  department  had  made  great 
advancement  and  his  untimely  deatli  was  a  distinct  lose  to  the 
hospital. 

Air.  Adam  Dixon,  a  graduate  of  the  Mills  Training  School  for 
Male  Nurses,  was  employed  to  take  charge  of  the  orderlies.  The 
results  of  this  change  have  been  quite  satisfactory. 

INSULIN 

When  insulin  first  came  into  use  in  the  treatment  of  diabetes, 
several  charitably-minded  persons  raised  a  fund  of  several  thousand 
dollars  and  placed  it  at  the  disposal  of  hospitals  in  the  city  to  pur- 
chase the  remedy  for  patients  who  lacked  the  means  to  obtain 
for  themselves.  The  fund  has  now  become  exhausted.  This 
hospital  will  gladly  receive  donations  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
insulin  to  diabetic  patients,  and  all  funds  contributed  for  : 
purpose  will  be  most  carefully  administered  and  used  only  for 
patients  unable  to  provide  the  medicine  for  themselves. 

AMBULANCE   DEPARTMENT 

The  Municipality,  through  its  Department  of  Hospitals,  is  now 
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paying  private  hospitals  which  operate  emergency  ambulances 
much  more  liberally  for  this  sendee  than  they  did  in  the  past.  In 
1929  the  allowance  was  $3,000  a  year  for  each  ambulance.  This 
was  increased  the  first  of  the  year  to  S3, 500,  and  on  April  1  to 
85,000.  This  hospital  operates  three  electric  ambulances.  Owing 
to  the  reduction  in  size  of  our  district  late  in  1929,  the  number  of 
calls  responded  to  in  1930  was  considerably  fewer  than  in  former 
years,  being  7,178,  as  compared  with  7,956  in  1929,  a  decrease  of 
780. 

NURSING  DEPARTMENT 

Owing  to  a  shortage  of  pupil  nurses,  it  has  been  necessary  in 
recent  years  to  employ  more  graduates.  At  the  present  time  we 
have  five  graduates  to  every  seven  pupils.  This  has  resulted  in  a 
very  material  increase  in  the  payroll  of  this  Department.  In  1930 
it  amounted  to  $122,876.84  and  in  1929  to  $110,220.60,  an  increase 
for  the  year  of  $12,656.24. 

UROLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  Department  completed  its  tenth  year  in  December.  Dr. 
Lowsley  again  reports  that  the  activities  of  the  Department  are 
curtailed  by  lack  of  space.  As  a  result  of  these  space  restrictions 
the  Ambulatory  Service  has  been  developed  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  library  now  contains  nearly  all  the  text  books  and  journals 
published  on  urology,  and  a  large  collection  of  reprints.  Original 
reports  published  by  the  Staff  are  being  bound  and  will  be  dis- 
tributed to  urological  libraries. 

The  clinic  devoted  to  inoperable  and  post-operative  tuberculosis 
of  the  urinary  tract  is  developing  well  and  an  attempt  is  now  being 
made  to  secure  beds  in  a  suburban  institution  for  the  purpose  of 
continuing  convalescence  of  this  group  of  patients.  The  considerable 
sum  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mr.  Gustavus  L.  Lawrence  may  be  used 
partly  in  the  care  and  study  of  this  class  of  patients. 

The  Bessie  Wright  Memorial  Fund  established  by  Mr.  Charles  C. 
Wright  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  cancer  of  the  urological 
tract  has  been  most  helpful  in  caring  for  these  cases. 

PHYSICAL   THERAPY 

The  demands  on  this  Department  were  not  as  great  as  in  1929. 
The  total  number  of  treatments  given  was  13,098,  divided  as  follows: 
Workmen's  Compensation  cases  4,698;  Dispensary  6,055;  Ward 
1,463;  private  463;  employees  419.  The  Department  is  in  charge 
of  a  part-time  physician,  a  specialist  in  this  field.     Two  full-time 
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and  five  part-time  workers  arc  employed.     The  expenses  in   1930 

amounted  to  16,537.50.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Gentlemen: — At  this  time  thoughts  center  more  on  the  future 
than  on  present  efforts  or  past  accomphshments.  Great  structures 
are  being  erected,  great  opportunities  offer.  Frequently  we  are 
asked  whether  the  traditions  of  the  New  York  Hospital  will  be 
perpetuated.  This  question  leads  one  to  wonder  just  what  the 
traditions  are.  I  should  say  they  are  a  reputation,  intangible  and 
great,  based  upon  two  things;  first  effective  efforts  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff  for  a  century  and  a  half  in  caring  for  the  sick  of  the 
City  and,  second,  conspicuous  scientific  contributions  by  a  long 
line  of  distinguished  attendings  during  much  of  that  period.  The 
lay  board  has  contributed  by  its  cooperation  but  the  reputation 
and  tradition  are  dependent  upon  such  men  as  Samuel  Bard,  who 
was  responsible  for  the  foundation  of  the  Institution,  David  Hosack, 
Valentine  Mott,  Wright  Post,  Edward  Delafield,  William  T.  Bull 
and  Lewis  A.  Stimson.  These  are  among  the  names  which  stand 
out  conspicuously  in  reviewing  the  history  of  the  Hospital.  A  deep 
affection  for  and  devotion  to  the  Hospital  is  felt  by  the  present-day 
workers,  and  they  are  all  eager  to  maintain  and  enrich  those  treas- 
ured traditions. 

During  the  past  year  fewer  patients  have  been  treated  in  the 
wards  but  the  results  have  been  up  to  standard.  The  falling  off  is 
in  keeping  with  experiences  elsewhere.  It  is  due  mainly  to  un- 
usual health  of  the  community  but  somewhat  to  financial  conditions, 
since  municipal  hospitals  have  been  well  filled.  In  contrast  to 
the  wards,  the  Private  Patient  Pavilion  has  had  more  patients  and 
more  hospital  days  than  during  the  preceding  year.  This  is  far 
from  the  experience  of  similar  departments  in  most  of  the  other 
hospitals  of  the  city. 

During  the  past  year  the  Medical  Board  has  instituted  a  new 
procedure,  namely,  at  each  meeting  reports  in  full  are  received 
from  one  or  two  specially  designated  committees  instead  of  sporadic 
or  extemporaneous  reports  from  all  the  committees.  The  following 
is  a  fist  of  the  topics  discussed:

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  ie  worthy  of  the 
highest  commendation.    This  Department  hi  d  much 

in  providing  for  the  distribution  and  housing  of  patients  requiring 

convalescent  care.  Frequently,  there  .'ire  patientfl  in  the  wurds  who 
have  no  place  to  go,  have  become  chronically  invalided  and  the 
problem  of  securing  temporary  home  and  c  been  difficult. 

The  Social  Service  Department  can  be  depended  upon  ire  a 

temporary  home  for  the  patient  and.  if  necessary,  finance  the  tr 
portation.     The  Medical  Board  is  deeply  appreciative  of  this  hue 
work. 

The  autopsy  record  for  the  year  L930  ha-  maintained  its  high 
standard  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the  director  of  the  laboratories 
for  the  stimulus  he  has  been  to  the  members  of  the  professional 
staff  in  securing  post  mortem  examination 

The  work  in  the  Out  Patient  Department  continues  to  be  well 
managed  and  much  credit  is  due  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in 
charge  for  their  successful  efforts  under  trying  conditi 

His  many  friends  note  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Charles 
L.  Gibson  who  has  given  his  best  efforts  as  Attending  Surgeon 
for  a  period  of  eighteen  years.  Dr.  Hitzrot  has  been  promoted  to 
the  position  vacated  by  Dr.  Gibson. 

An  unfortunate  circumstance  occurred  to  mar  an  otherwise  happy 
and  successful  year.     One  of  the  younger  men  in  the  hospital,  in 
the  prime  of  life,  who  had  done  much  and  given  unselfishly  in  the 
X-ray  Laboratories,  suddenly  died.     The  Medical  Hoard  feels  n.

dso  given  to  the  presentation  of  assigned  topics.     These  have 
proved  to  be  very  helpful. 

The  appointment,  last  year,  of  a  teaching  supervisor  to  follow- 
up  on  the  wards  the  practical  work  of  the  advaix  lents  has 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  pro  eps  toward  more  finished 
and  efficient  bedside  care  for  our  patients,  she  has  also  developed 
more  fully  the  case  study  method  whereby  the  student  obtains  a 
complete  picture  of  her  patient,  not  only  physical  but  mental  and 
social.  The  opportunities  for  teaching  in  this  field  have  BO  multi- 
plied that  we  feel  greatly  the  need  of  a  second  supervisor,  when  we 
could  divide  the  work  into  surgical  and  medical  section-.  During 
the  past  year  we  have  had  the  opportunity  of  having  a  very  con- 
structive method  for  the  instruction  of  our  students  in  communi- 
cable diseases.  A  number  of  physicians  from  Willard  Parker 
Hospital  came  over  and  lectured  to  our  students  <>n  the  service  that 
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each  physician  was  responsible  for  at  Willard  Parker,  thus  covering 
all  the  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  a  most  complete  way. 

Always  realizing  the  importance  of  teaching  the  prevention  of 
illness,  we  have  endeavored  to  instil  into  the  mind  of  every  student 
the  necessity  of  reporting  the  slightest  indisposition.  For  this 
purpose  we  have  equipped  a  discarded  room  as  a  Health  office 
which  is  open  twice  daily  at  regular  hours  when  the  student  can 
report  to  the  Supervisor  in  charge  and  receive  treatment  and  exami- 
nation ;  here  she  is  immunized  against  contagious  diseases,  and  the 
physician  to  the  School  of  Nursing  makes  daily  visits.  We  have 
found  this  method  to  be  a  great  time  saver,  and  in  many  instances 
the  means  of  aborting  what  might  have  been  a  long  and  tedious 
illness,  if  neglected.  We  have  had  comparatively  little  ill-health 
in  our  student  group  during  the  past  year.  The  room  in  the  Private 
Patients'  Building  reserved  for  the  nurses  was  used  only  107  days 
by  student  nurses,  305  days  by  graduates  and  29  days  by  affiliating 
students,  making  a  total  of  441  days,  123  days  less  than  last  year.

The  Student  Club,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  a  future 
possibility,  has  been  organized.  A  bridge  was  one  of  its  outstand- 
ing activities,  to  which  were  invited  the  newly  capped  students, 
celebrating  their  initiation  into  Club  membership.  The  students' 
tea  hour  every  Monday  afternoon,  conducted  entirely  by  them- 
selves, is  a  most  popular  pastime.  The  staff  nurses  are  cordially 
welcomed  and  this  family  gathering  is  considered  a  very  enjoyable 
occasion. 

The  Graduating  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1930  were  held  on 
March  12th.  Dr.  William  L.  Russell,  General  Psychiatric  Di- 
rector, addressed  the  class,  and  the  diplomas  and  medals  were 
presented  by  the  President,  Mr.  Edward  W.  Sheldon. 

During  the  year  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  the  Attending  Staff,  the  House  Stall  and  the  Nursing 
Staff  have  been  deeply  appreciated.

The  new  hospital  is  planned  to  furnish  all 
types  of  medical  service,  including  obstetrics,  pediatrics,  and 
psychiatry,  and  will  have  approximately  one  thousand  bed<.  ;dl  of 
which  will  be  utilized  by  the  New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursi 
The  laboratories  of  the  medical  college  are  also  to  be  available  for 
instruction  of  students  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 
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This  great  project  includes  a  building  for  the  School  of  Nursing, 
part  of  which  is  a  residence  for  about  five  hundred  nurses,  while  one 
part  is  devoted  to  educational  purposes.  This  building  is  to  occupy 
an  entire  block  along  York  Avenue  between  70th  and  71st  Streets 
and  is  to  contain  adequate  and  attractive  social  and  recreational 
facilities  as  well  as  comfortable  living  quarters,  fulfilling  all  the 
demands  of  modern  requirements  of  a  students'  home  and  nurses' 
residence.

REPORTS   TO  AOENCIE8 

One  thousand,  four  hundred  and  ten  reports  were  obtained  from 
physicians  and  medical  records  and  sent  to  interested  organisations. 
This  means  an  increase  of  four  hundred  and  forty-five  reports  above 
the  preceding  year,  and  is  representative  of  considerable  detailed 
work.  Each  report  means,  as  a  rule,  that  a  personal  interview  has 
been  held  with  the  doctor  in  whose  hands  the  case  Lies,  before  the 
report  can  be  handed  in.  It  also  includes  careful  inquiry  and 
examination  into  the  ability  of  the  patient  to  work,  the  kind  of 
work  he  is  best  fitted  to  undertake,  his  general  adaptability, 
all  of  which  is  of  much  value  to  the  organization  concerned  with 
his  future  welfare. 

TUBERCULOSIS  PREVENTION  COMMITTE 

Mrs.  Treadwell  and  Mrs.  Bliss  have  again  supervise  1  this  very 
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important  work  and  thanks  to  them  it  has  steadily  progressed. 
Their  excellent  report  shows  most  encouraging  results.  Sixty- 
seven  health  classes  were  held  with  an  attendance  of  one  thousand, 
three  hundred  and  twenty-eight. 

MILK  COMMITTEE 

Twenty-six  thousand,  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  quarts  of 
milk  were  given  out  in  1930,  an  addition  of  three  thousand  quarts 
over  the  previous  year.  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  made  this  possible 
by  a  most  generous  donation  from  the  proceeds  of  the  annual  Fair 
held  at  her  home  last  summer. 

CLOTHING  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  James  Kent  and  Mrs.  C.  Morton  Whitman  have  collected 
clothing  for  us  with  amazing  success.  Donations  from  the  Needle- 
work Guild  of  America  and  from  the  Chapel  of  the  Comforter  have 
been  much  appreciated. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Ruhr  again  presented  us  with  sixty  layettes, 
made  by  herself  in  memory  of  Mrs.  F.  K.  Sturgis,  for  which  we  are 
deeply  grateful. 

SEWING  AND  SUPPLY  COMMITTEE 

The  year  saw  the  Children's  Ward  well  stocked  with  rompers  and 
with  crib-blankets,  provided  by  Mrs.  Hitzrot  and  Mrs.  Farr,  who 
have  for  a  long  time  undertaken  this  most  necessary  and  useful  task. 

TRANSPORTATION  FUND 

The  Transportation  Fund  has  made  it  possible  to  bring  a  number 
of  the  physically  handicapped  to  the  clinics.  Cab  fare  is  also 
provided  for  those  patients  unable  to  reach  the  Burke  Foundation 
Admitting  Office;  where  they  take  the  bus  for  the  Convalescent 
Home  at  White  Plains. 

GOOD  CITIZEN'S  CLUB 

Mrs.  Frederick  Allien  died  in  November,  1930.  We  miss  her 
presence  and  the  interest  she  took  in  that  group  of  neighborhood 
women  called  by  her  the  Good  Citizen's  Club.  Mrs.  Allien  was  an 
active  member  of  our  Social  Service  Committee  for  more  than 
twelve  years  and  for  the  same  length  of  time  she  had  directed  the 
meetings  of  this  little  club  and  taken  keen  and  constant  interest  in 
its  proceedings.

DENTAL  CLINIC 

Activity  in  the  dental  clinic  has  pro.  ital  and  worth,

One  j 
one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  children  were  referred  fo 
treatment  during  the  year,  five  hundred  and  sixty  more  than 
year. 

We  feel  that  much  credit  should  be  given  to  the  intelligent  ne 
borhood  mother  who  has  done  half  time  work  for  us,  bringing 
children  to  the  clinic  who  otherwise  would  have  been  unable  or 
unwilling  to  come.     Dental  supervision  as  a  preventive  of  di 
places  this  work,  and  its  increase  over  the  last  year,  as  a  most  im- 
portant step  forward  in  our  development. 

During  the  entire  year  daily  rounds  were  of  course  made  in  the 
wards  and  more  than  eight  thousand  visits  were  mad  I  pa- 

tients.    One  thousand,  four  hundred  and  nine  clinic  -  were 

attended  by  our  Social  Service  nurses.  The  Surgical  Follow-up 
nurse  was  able  to  attend  eighty-four  medical  clinic-  in  addition  to 
her  regular  work.  The  importance  of  this  additional  follow-up 
work  has  been  proved  during  the  year  192 

We  have  been  enabled  to  place  an  experienced  worker  on  half- 
time  in  the  arthritis  clinic,  thanks  to  the  help  given  by  the  Hospital 
in  paying  one-third  of  her  salary. 

The  statistical  report  is  appended  elsewhere. 

Dr.  Horace  Baldwin  was  reappointed  by  the  Medical  Hoard  as 
its  representative  to  our  Department. 
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At  Dr.  Hitzrot's  request  our  Directress,  Miss  Josephi,  outlined 
the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  to  groups  of  medical 
students.  Ten  student  nurses  also  have  received  instruction  in 
the  work  of  our  office,  especially  concentrating  upon  the  back- 
grounds of  the  lives  of  the  patients  who  are  in  our  Hospital,  on  what 
we  have  to  offer  them,  and  the  general  tenor  of  the  work  accom- 
plished here. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  children  were  sent  to  Fresh  Air  Camps 
during  the  summer  of  1930  through  cooperation  with  the  New 
York  Herald  Tribune,  Life,  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  Mrs. 
Browning's  camp  at  Rye  Beach  and  the  Camp,  North  Shore  Holi- 
day House  and  the  A.I.C.P.  Camp.  We  gladly  acknowledge  our 
indebtedness  and  extend  our  gratitude  to  them  all.  Moreover, 
we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  without  exception  the  children 
so  sent  returned  improved  in  health. 

Our  convalescent  work  remained  about  the  same  as  in  the  pre- 
ceding year  (1929).  One  thousand,  one  hundred  and  seventy-four 
adults  and  children  received  convalescent  care.  But  we  cannot 
pass  over  this  period  without  special  mention  of  the  hospitality 
and  generous  cooperation  accorded  us  both  by  the  Burke  Founda- 
tion Convalescent  Home  and  the  Burke  Foundation  Admitting 
Office.  Neither  is  it  possible  to  say  too  much  in  appreciation  of  the 
zeal,  the  courage  and  the  unfailing  patience  of  Miss  Ellison,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Campbell  Cottages,  and  of  her  staff  of  nurses. 

More  Christmas  work  was  done  this  year  than  ever  before.  We 
gave  out  two  hundred  dinners  and  four  hundred  children  were 
entertained  at  two  Christmas  parties. 

Owing  to  the  generosity  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  every  child  re- 
ceived a  present  and  our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Margaret 
Louisa  Home  who  gave  us  the  use  of  their  large  and  attractive 
room  for  the  parties. 

It  is  also  our  privilege  to  extend  thanks  for  the  generous  donation 
given  us  from  the  Haven  Fund,  an  invaluable  assistance  in  our 
work  with  the  type  of  patient  the  gift  is  designed  to  help. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  associ- 
ated with  us  in  this  work,  especially  our  splendid  Staff.  They  have 
been  loyal,  intelligent  and  unsparing  in  their  efforts  to  make  Social 
Service  stand  for  all  it  implies,  and  to  realize  the  high  standard  set 
for  us  by  the  New  York  Hospital  and  its  group  of  able  men.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  PSYCHIATRIC   DIRECTOR 
FOR   THE   YEAR    ENDING    DECEMBER   31,1930 


To  the  Board  of  Governo 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  ( reneral 
Psychiatric  Director  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 
Steady  progress  was,  during  the  year,  made  in  the  psychiatric 

developments  of  the  Society,  though  none  was  brought  to  its  full 
completion.  The  psychiatric  service  at  the  New  York  Hospital 
was  maintained  at  its  former  standard,  and  some  advances  were 
made.  It  became  necessary,  however,  in  order  to  avoid  inferior 
work,  to  set  a  limit  to  the  number  of  cases  accepted  for  treatment. 
In  consequence,  the  number  referred  to  other  organizations  or 
otherwise  dismissed  was  increased,  and  the  total  number  of  visits 
for  treatment  diminished  from  1939  of  the  previous  year  to  1,647. 
It  is  expected  that,  during  the  coming  year,  the  service  will  be 
expanded  by  means  of  two  additional  sessions  a  week,  for  the 
organization  of  which  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget.  The 
appointment  of  a  psychologist,  and,  if  necessary,  of  an  additional 
social  worker,  has  also  been  made  possible,  so  that  not  only  the 
capacity  but  also  the  efficiency  of  the  clinic  may  be  increased.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  service  for  children  may  be  more  definitely  organ- 
ized and  extended,  and  the  work  of  the  clinic  advanced  in  the  field 
of  prevention  and  mental  hygiene.  The  appointment  of  a  full 
time  stenographer-clerk  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  enabled  the 
social  worker  to  devote  more  of  her  attention  to  psychiatric  social 
service.  This  is  shown  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  and 
interviews  by  the  social  worker  from  1,966  in  the  previous  year  to 
2,263.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  an  increase  in  the  extent  of  psychi- 
atric service  furnished  to  patients  on  the  wards  of  the  hospital. 
The  director  of  the  clinic,  Dr.  Henry,  of  the  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
Staff,  resumed  his  duties  in  October  after  a  year  of  study  in  Europe. 
During  his  absence,  the  clinic  was  ably  administered  by  Dr.  George 
S.  Sprague,  also  of  the  Bloomingdale  Staff.  A  statistical  statement 
of  the  operations  of  the  clinic  is  appended. 

Considerable  progress  has,  during  the  year,  been  made  in  the 
construction  of  the  building  for  the  psychiatric  service  at  the  new 
hospital  and  medical  college  in  New  York.  The  exterior  brick 
work  is  almost  completed  and  plans  for  interior  construction  and 
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equipment  are  well  advanced.  During  the  coming  year,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  give  much  attention  to  preparing  for  the  organization 
and  operation  of  the  hospital.  Much  advantage  will  be  derived 
from  strengthening  and  utilizing  the  present  psychiatric  organiza- 
tion with  a  view  to  furnishing  a  highly  qualified  nucleus  for  the  new 
institution.  Already,  in  shaping  the  plans  for  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  the  new  hospital,  valuable  expert  assistance  is  given 
by  the  nursing,  mechanical,  business,  dietetic,  housekeeping,  and 
other  departments  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital  and  much  interest  is 
shown.  The  closer  relations  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital  with  the 
New  York  Hospital  is  also  of  advantage.  For  many  years,  the 
work  of  that  hospital  was  considered  to  be  so  different  in  character 
from  that  engaged  in  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital  that  there  was 
little  cooperation  between  the  two  institutions.  The  interchange 
of  student  nurses  occasioned  by  affiliation  for  nursing  education 
between  the  schools  of  the  two  hospitals,  some  years  ago,  was  the 
beginning  of  closer  relations.  This  contributed  to  an  advance  in 
the  standards  of  general  nursing  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  and 
brought  into  the  service  at  the  New  York  Hospital  something  of 
the  knowledge,  technique,  and  spirit  of  psychiatric  nursing.  A 
similar  affiliation  for  medical  education  will  undoubtedly  be  followed 
by  a  corresponding  advance  in  the  medical  service  of  both  hospitals. 
The  appointment  as  visiting  physicians  to  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
of  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  New  York  Hospital  has 
already  demonstrated  its  advantages  to  the  general  medical  stand- 
ards of  the  psychiatric  hospital,  and  to  a  better  understanding  and 
utilization  of  psychiatric  service  in  general  medicine  and  surgery. 
The  psychiatric  out-patient  clinic,  established  and  conducted  by 
members  of  the  Bloomingdale  Hospital  Staff,  and  the  extension  of 
psychiatric  service  into  the  wards  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  have 
brought  psychiatry  into  a  position  of  respect  and  recognized  useful- 
ness in  the  organization  of  the  general  hospital.  It  would,  I  believe, 
contribute  substantially  to  the  successful  inauguration  of  the  new 
psychiatric  development,  if  plans  were  adopted  for  utilizing  the 
resources  now  available  for  training  personnel  that  will  be  needed 
for  important  positions  in  the  new  organization. 

The  improvements  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital  made  possible  by 
the  splendid  ^ift  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Payne  Whitney,  will 
contribute  much  to  preparing  that  hospital  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunities  for  a  broader  and  better  service  that  will  be  pre- 
sented with  the  opening  of  the  psychiatric  department  in  the  city. 
It  will  be  possible  to  extend  further  its  service  to  the  early  treat- 
ment of  discs,  and  to  prevention  and  mental  hygiene.  With  this 
in  view,  at  tent  ion  should,  I  believe,  be  given  to  making  provision 
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for  the  study  and  treatment  of  the  personality  di  and  prob- 

lems of  children.  This  is  a  comparatively  new  field  of  psychiatric 
service  and  is  of  special  significance  and  importance  for  the  advance- 
ment of  prevention  and  mental  hygiene.  At  the  new  department 
in  the  city,  plana  have  been  m  living  children  and  adol

The  Medical  Director  of  Bloomingdale  Bospital,  Dr.  Raynor, 
and  Dr.  Sprague  of  his  staff,  have  given  much  of  the  psychiatric 
instruction  at  the  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  during  the 
year,  and  the  students  were  invited  to  visit  the  hospital  and  observe 

the  methods  of  study  and  treatment  employed. 

By  direction  of  your  hoard,  a  visit  was,  during  the  past  summer, 
made  by  the  General  Psychiatric  Director  to  a  number  of  psychi- 
atric teaching  clinics,  hospitals,  and  other  forms  of  organized 
psychiatric  service  in  Europe.  Twenty-two  places  of  this  character 
were  visited,  most  of  them  in  company  with  Dr.  Robinson,  director 
of  the  New  York  Hospital — Cornell  University  Medical  College 
Association.  The  information  and  experience  gained  will,  I  feel 
sure,  be  useful  in  shaping  the  psychiatric  developments  at  the  new 
hospital  and  medical  college.  A  fuller  report  of  this  visit  will  be 
presented. 

I  beg  again  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  for  aid  and  coopera- 
tion received  from  the  medical  director  and  various  staffs  and 
departments  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  from  the  superintendent 
of  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  from  the  director  of  the  New  York 
Hospital — Cornell  University  Medical  College  Association;  also 
for  the  continued  confidence  and  support  of  the  joint  Board  of 
Administration  and  of  the  Board  of  (iovernors.

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per  cent  of  the  total  admissions.  Of  this  number  5  were  cases  of 
general  paralysis,  and  5  were  cases  of  cerebral  arteriosclerosis. 
Three  cases  of  alcoholism,  and  7  cases  of  psychopathic  personality, 
all  without  psychoses,  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

Twenty-nine  of  the  patients  admitted  had  received  treatment 
at  the  Hospital  on  one  or  more  previous  occasions,  and  57  had 
received  treatment  in  other  institutions;  4  of  this  number  were 
received  upon  transfer  from  other  institutions.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-six,  64  per  cent  of  the  admissions,  presented  histories  of  mental 
symptoms  for  less  than  a  year. 

The  average  age  of  the  patients  admitted  was  41.4  for  the  men, 
and  37.4  for  the  women.  These  ages  are  somewhat  higher  than 
last  year.  Fourteen  patients  admitted  were  under  20.  Applica- 
tions for  the  admission  of  children  are  not  encouraged  as  no  separate 
provision  has  been  made  for  them  and  their  association  with  adults 
is  not  always  salutary.  The  problems  of  childhood  and  adolescence 
with  a  view  of  preventing  the  development  of  nervous  and  mental 
disorders,  are  important  and  merit  special  provision  for  their  study 
and  treatment.  Sixty-eight,  28  per  cent,  were  under  30;  and  126, 
52  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions,  were  under  40. 

The  Hospital  has  accommodations  for  only  a  limited  number 
of  patients.  Inasmuch  as  a  suitable  social  environment  is  essential 
to  the  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  disorders,  the  admission  of 
patients  has  been  restricted  to  those  who  have  a  good  level  of  refine- 
ment and  social  adaptability,  and  are  suffering  from  disorders  which 
it  may  reasonably  be  expected  will  respond  to  treatment. 

Seventy-nine  of  the  patients  admitted  had  been  educated  in 
colleges  or  universities,  and  119  in  high  school. 

The  occupations  of  the  patients  admitted  were  principally  pro- 
fessional and  commercial  as  follows:  of  the  105  men — physicians  4, 
dentists  2,  lawyers  8,  teachers  4,  engineers  3,  musician  1,  writers  5, 
publishers  2,  newspaper  men  3,  students  13,  business  51,  bankers 
and  brokers  2,  miscellaneous  7;  and  of  the  65  self-supporting 
women-teachers  12,  librarians  3,  nurses  3,  social  and  church  workers 
4,  writers  3,  students  11,  business  10,  miscellaneous  11,  none  8;  the 
other  72  were  wives  and  children  of  professional  and  business  men 
whose  occupations  were:  teachers  3,  lawyers  4,  musician  and  artist 
2,  engineers  3,  bankers  and  brokers  8,  business  43,  miscellaneous  9. 

Seventy-six  per  cent  of  the  patients  admitted  made  their  own 
applications.  This  is  in  accordance  with  our  experience  of  previous 
years.  Two  patients  who  came  to  the  Hospital  under  commitment 
later  signed  their  own  applications  as  voluntary  patients.  The 
policy  that  has  been  followed  has  been  to  resort  to  legal  restriction 
only  when  it  was  clearly  required  to  protect  the  patient  and  to 
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furnish  legal  authority  for  detention  thai  could  not  properly  l>e

ferred  to  other  institutions  were  cases  which  had  been  in  the  Hospi- 
tal for  a  considerable  period  of  time  and  were,  in  accordance  with 
the  policy  of  the  Hospital,  removed  to  make  room  for  new  ad; 
sions,  or  were  cases  received  for  examination  and  study  for  the 
purpose  of  advising  their  relatives  in  regard  to  their  future  care  and 
treatment.  Thirteen  were  transferred  to  other  institutions.  Eight- 
een, 3.2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  patients  treated,  die 

The  average  period  of  treatment  in  the  Hospital  of  those  who 
were  discharged  as  recovered  was  9  months  and  26  days,  and  of  those 
improved  6  months  and  16  days.  Sixteen  of  the  recovered  cases 
had  been  in  the  Hospital  a  year  or  more,  and  4  for  two  years.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  48  who  had  left  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
were  still  carried  on  the  books  on  visit.  A  considerable  number  of 
these  patients  were  kept  under  observation  by  means  of  visits  to 
the  Hospital  physicians  either  in  White  Plains  or  at  the  Xew  York 
Hospital.  The  visits  of  former  patients  to  the  New  York  Hospital 
were  205,  and  to  Bloomingdale  Hospital  189.  This  service  is  of 
great  value  to  the  patients  in  aiding  them  to  complete  their  adjust- 
ments outside  of  the  Hospital  and  to  seek  early  advice  in  the  event 
of  a  return  of  any  unfavorable  symptoms.  This  service  to  our 
patients  on  visit  as  well  as  former  patients  has  been  furnished  with- 
out charge.  It  consumes  considerable  of  the  time  and  adds  much 
to  the  work  of  the  physicians.  Further  organization  of  this  work 
is  advisable  and  to  the  advantage  of  both  the  patient  and  the 
Hospital. 

CLINICAL  SERVICE 

There  were  five  changes  in  the  medical  staff  during  the  year. 
Dr.  George  W.  Henry  returned  from  Europe  October  16th  after  a 
year  of  study  on  the  Bloomingdale  Hospital  Fellowship  in  Psychia- 
try. Dr.  George  S.  Sprague  was  granted  the  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
Fellowship  in  Psychiatry  and  left  October  3rd  for  a  year  of  study  in 
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Europe.  Dr.  Wall  was  granted  a  limited  Fellowship  in  Psychiatry 
to  carry  on  special  studies  in  New  York  City.  Three  physicians 
left  to  continue  their  studies  elsewhere. 

Regular  staff  conferences  are  held  four  days  each  week  at  which 
patients  with  their  case  records  are  presented  for  study  and  con- 
sideration. Each  week  the  Monday  Evening  Meeting  is  held. 
Topics  of  scientific  interest,  special  studies,  and  current  literature 
are  presented  for  discussion.  For  these  meetings  regular  programs 
are  prepared  and  followed.  These  seminars  are  most  helpful  and 
have  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  usual  high  standards 
in  the  clinical  service. 

Three  times  during  the  year  conferences  were  held  to  which 
outside  physicians  were  invited.  The  following  programs,  of 
interest  to  the  physicians  in  general  practice,  were  prepared  for 
these  meetings:  " Mental  Illness  Due  to  Success";  " Toxic  Compli- 
cations of  Other  Mental  Illnesses";  and  "Mental  Illness  Arising  in 
Persons  of  Routinist  Type." 

The  medical  staff  in  addition  to  their  regular  duties  devote  con- 
siderable time  to  consultations  with  patients  who  return  to  the 
Hospital  for  professional  advice;  to  the  out-patient  clinic  at  the 
New  York  Hospital;  and  to  the  educational  work  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Medical  Director  is  Professor  of  Clinical  Psychiatry,  Dr. 
Henry,  Assistant  Professor  of  Psychiatry,  and  Dr.  Sprague,  In- 
structor in  Psychiatry  at  the  Medical  College  of  Cornell  University. 
Courses  of  instruction  in  both  the  out-patient  clinic  and  in  the 
wards  of  the  New  York  Hospital  were  given  by  Dr.  Sprague. 

Members  of  the  medical  staff  made  addresses  and  read  and 
published  papers  during  the  year  as  follows:

One  physician  has  continued  to  devote  his  time  to  studies  and 
rch  into  the  application  of  psychoanalysis  to  the  treatment  of 
severe  neuroses  and  psychoses. 

The  visiting  physicians  from  the  New  York  Hospital  and  the 
visiting  gynecologist  have  continued  their  regular  visits  to  the 
Hospital  and  have  been  of  great  assistance  in  maintaining  standards 
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in  the  clinical  work  in  internal  medicine  and  urology.  The  con- 
sulting specialists  have  been  called  upon  constantly  and  have 
responded  promptly  and  furnished  skillful  service  which  has  been 
of  great  advantage  to  the  individual  patients  and  the  standards  of 
the  Hospital.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  again  express  appreciation  of  the 
cooperation  of  the  administrative,  clinical,  and  laboratory  staffs  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  in  dealing  with  various  problems,  and  the 
kindly  and  skillful  attention  received  by  patients  and  employees 
who  have  been  transferred  to  the  New  York  Hospital  for  examina- 
tion and  treatment. 

The  surgical  work  required  by  patients  during  the  year  included 
5  major  and  15  minor  surgical  operations.  Some  of  the  cases  were 
sent  to  the  White  Plains  Hospital,  and  in  some  instances  the  opera- 
tions were  performed  in  the  Hospital  operating  rooms.  As  in  pre- 
vious years,  the  Hospital  has  relied  principally  upon  Dr.  J.  Fielding 
Black  of  White  Plains  for  surgical  attention.  He  made  97  visits  to 
the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  other  consulting  specialists  were  called  upon  frequently. 
The  otolaryngological  work  has  been  attended  to  by  Dr.  Frank  H. 
Knight  and  Dr.  Richard  W.  Moriarty  of  White  Plains.  Dr.  Frank 
N.  Irwin  of  White  Plains,  who  has  long  been  connected  with  the 
Hospital,  did  practically  all  of  the  ophthalmological  work.  Dr. 
Robert  B.  Hammond  has  given  all  anaesthetics  required.  The 
visiting  internists  examined  all  newly  admitted  patients,  examined 
all  patients  developing  physical  illnesses  during  their  Hospital 
residence  and  saw  them  again  in  subsequent  visits,  and  examined 
all  X-ray  films.  The  visiting  gynecologist  examined  all  newly 
admitted  women  patients  and  the  visiting  urologist  examined  all 
newly  admitted  men  patients;  each  upon  subsequent  visits  saw 
those  patients  who  required  further  attention  from  them.  All  the 
members  of  the  visiting  and  consulting  staffs  have  been  most  atten- 
tive, and  when  circumstances  required,  have  given  their  services 
with  little  or  no  charge.  The  total  number  of  their  visits  to  the 
Hospital  was  249.  Patients  visited  the  offices  of  the  consulting 
specialists  147  times. 

Dietary  Department.  In  addition  to  preparing  in  a  most  satis- 
factory manner  the  regular  meals  for  patients  and  hospital  per- 
sonnel, this  Department  contributed  directly  in  an  important  way 
to  the  treatment  facilities  of  the  Hospital.  Special  diets  were 
prepared  in  the  diet  kitchen  which  was  under  the  immediate  charge 
of  a  trained  dietitian.  During  the  year  a  daily  average  of  323  por- 
tions were  prepared  for  89  patients.  These  varied  from  individual 
portions  to  complete  meals  and  were  prescribed  by  physician! 
medical  reasons.

Psychiatric  Out-Patient  clinic  at  tfic  New  York  Hospital,  The 
medical  service  of  this  clinic  has  been  largely  furnished  by  Blooming- 
dale  Hospital.  Four  physicians  have  together  spent  a  total  of  six 
afternoon-  a  week  at    the  clinic.     One  of  the  physician  dso 

visited  the  wards  of  the  New  York  Hospital  regularly  one  day  each 
week  to  see  cases  referred  by  the  house  and  visiting  staff.  There 
have  been  fewer  applications  at  the  clinic  but  the  number  of  patients 
examined  has  remained  substantially  the  same.  Dr.  Henry  re- 
turned from  Europe  in  October  and  resumed  the  direction  of  the 
clinic. 

During  the  year  712  new  patients  applied  at  the  clinic,  of  whom 
601 — 254  men,  263  women,  and  84  children — were  examined. 
There  were  1,046  revisits  to  the  clinic,  making  a  total  of  1,647  c; 
seen.  More  than  24  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  referred  from  the 
wards  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  Since  this  service  was  estab- 
lished, there  has  been  an  annual  increase.  Sixteen  per  cent  of  the 
cases  were  referred  from  other  departments  of  the  out-patient  clinic. 
Twenty-eight  patients  were  referred  by  physicians,  and  about  33 
per  cent  of  the  patients  were  referred  by  other  organizations. 
Patients  from  the  clinic,  with  their  permission,  were  used  for  teaching 
students  of  the  Cornell  Medical  College.  In  addition  to  the  medical 
personnel,  a  psychiatric  social  worker  and  a  stenographer  are 
attached  to  the  clinic.  A  statistical  table  may  be  found  in  the 
appendix. 

Dental  Department.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Dental 
Department  during  the  year.  Dr.  SnifTen  has  continued  in  charge 
and  by  his  sympathetic  and  understanding  management  of  sick 
patients  he  has  continued  his  department  on  a  high  level  of  service 
to  the  patients,  which  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  clinical  re- 
sources of  the  Hospital.  Dr.  SnifTen  is  assisted  by  a  dental  hygien- 
ist  and  a  clinical  and  chair  assistant.  All  new  patients  are  given 
a  prophylactic  treatment;  X-rays  are  taken  of  all  teeth;  and  the 
teeth  are  examined  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  the  films  a 
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report  of  which  is  filed  in  each  patient's  case  record.  The  number 
of  new  patients  examined  was  232;  and  345  other  patients  were 
examined  in  accordance  with  the  periodical  system  of  examinations 
made  of  all  patients.  The  total  number  of  times  patients  were  seen 
in  the  dental  office  and  on  the  halls  was  2,778.  The  total  number  of 
operations  and  dental  procedures  was  5,957.  A  statistical  report 
is  appended.

THE  NURSING  SERVICE  AND  SCHOOL 

The  nursing  service  maintained  its  usual  high  standards  through- 
out the  year.  The  Men's  School  has  contributed  directly  in  raising 
the  standards  of  nursing  in  the  Men's  Department.  Women  nurses 
have  been  assigned  to  the  Men's  Department.  Notwithstanding 
the  apparent  oversupply  of  general  nurses,  there  continues  to  lie 
a  marked  shortage  of  psychiatric  nurses.  The  demand  both  in 
hospitals  and  for  private  duty  is  in  excess  of  the  number  available. 
As  a  consequence  there  has  been  a  number  of  vacancies  on  the 
regular  nursing  staff. 
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Eighteen  students,  5  women  and  13  men,  entered  the  School  this 
year.  Fifty-eight  affiliated  and  13  postgraduate  students  entered 
for  courses.  Five  third  year  students  from  St.  Mark's  Hospital 
are  taking  their  final  year  at  this  School.  The  number  of  students 
in  the  School  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  19  of  the  Bloomingdale 
School,  15  affiliated,  and  6  postgraduate  students.  These  figures 
do  not  include  those  students  from  nearby  hospitals  who  take  their 
first  four  months  in  the  Central  School  of  Nursing  maintained  by 
the  Hospital.  There  are  five  schools  now  in  affiliation  whose 
students  receive  courses  in  psychiatric  nursing. 

Miss  Katherine  F.  Hearn,  Directress  of  Nurses,  retired  in 
February  after  nearly  thirty-five  years  of  devoted  and  unselfish 
service  which  was  much  appreciated. 

Mr.  Samuel  A.  Steel,  Chief  Supervisor  of  the  Men's  Department, 
died  June  14th.  For  thirty-seven  years  he  rendered  loyal  service 
to  the  Hospital. 

OCCUPATIONAL  AND  PHYSICAL   THERAPY 
DEPARTMENTS 

Occupational  Therapy  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  therapeutic 
measures  available  to  the  Hospital.  The  Hospital  is  fortunate  in 
having  two  well  planned  and  equipped  buildings  in  which  to  carry 
on  this  form  of  treatment.  All  patients,  their  condition  permitting, 
go  to  these  special  buildings  for  regular  periods  each  day.  For 
those  patients  who  are  unable  to  go  to  the  special  buildings,  definite 
hours  are  arranged  when  the  personnel  of  these  Departments  visit 
the  halls.  There  are  few  patients  who  do  not  have  the  advantage 
of  this  form  of  treatment.  The  total  number  of  patients  treated 
during  the  year  was  473,  of  whom  211  were  men  and  262  were 
women.  This  number  constitutes  86.7  per  cent  of  the  total  patients 
treated  at  the  Hospital.  The  number  of  articles  made  or  repaired 
was  30,000  of  which  the  men  produced  16,406,  and  the  women 
13,594.  In  addition  the  printing  shop,  in  which  the  patients  find 
agreeable  employment,  turned  out  608,971  pieces  of  printed  matter 
among  which  was  a  number  of  pamphlets  of  value  to  the  medical, 
nursing  and  therapeutic  services.  Gardening  and  other  outdoor 
occupations,  such  as  care  of  the  lawns,  game  fields  and  courts,  were 
also  engaged  in.  Many  of  the  patients  carried  on  as  hobbies,  and 
a  few  as  a  means  of  support  after  leaving  the  Hospital,  crafts  in 
which  they  were  trained  while  under  treatment  in  the  Hospital. 
It  is  found  that  the  actual  accomplishment  of  some  worthwhile 
piece  of  work  ^ives  the  best  results  in  this  form  of  treatment. 

Instruction  in  Occupational  Therapy  was  given  to  89  students  of 
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whom  86  were  nurses  and  l  were  students  taking  the  course  of 
training  for  occupational  therapists.  There  were  11  visiting  in- 
structors who  came  for  advice  od  Bpecific  probleo 

The  directors  of  both  the  Men's  and  Women's  Departments 
atl  a  during  the  year  and  also  visited  other  hospitals.

Both  Men's  and  Women's  Physical  Education  Departments 
have  !  ive  during  the  year.    Organized  physical  recreation 

and  rehabilitation  have  continued  throughout  the  year  on  a  high 
plane,  especially  during  the  winter  because  of  the  resources  pro- 
vided  for  by  the  gymnasia.      Individual   attention   in    reere.vt' 
and  ctive  exercises  have  been  freely  given  whenever  the  need 

presented  itself. 

These  Departments  have  also  been  in  charge  of  the  entertainments 
and  organized  social  life  of  the  patients.  The  maintenance  of  a 
suitable  social  environment  and  well  directed  social  and  recreational 
contacts  with  opportunities  for  participation  in  events  is  essential 
to  treatment  which  is  aimed  to  bring  about  social  adjustment. 
This  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  very  important  features  of  the  thera- 
peutic resources  of  the  Hospital.  The  total  number  of  patients 
enrolled  in  the  Departments  of  Physical  Education  was  446,  of 
whom  197  were  men  and  249  were  women.  A  new  talking  picture 
machine  was  installed  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  activities 
of  these  Departments  may  be  found  in  the  appended  tables. 

Instruction  in  the  employment  of  physical  exercises,  games  and 
sports,  and  social  entertainments,  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  was 
given  to  78  student  nurses  and  3  students  of  physical  education. 
The  resources  of  the  Departments  were  made  available  to  the 
employees  of  the  Hospital  and  were  used  extensively. 

Massage,  hydrotherapy,  and  other  forms  of  physiotherapy  were 
employed.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-three  patients  were  given 
massage  11,981  times.  Two  hundred  and  forty-nine  patients  re- 
ceived 9,285  hydrotherapeutic  baths  exclusive  of  prolonged  baths. 
One  hundred  and  eighty  patients  received  3,855  treatments  with 
the  ultra-violet  lamps.  Ninety-three  patients  received  1,588  treat- 
ments with  the  phototherapy  lamps.  A  considerable  number  of 
other  treatments  were  given.  Seventy-five  students  in  the  School 
of  Nursing  received  instruction  in  this  Department.  Tables  show- 
ing in  detail  the  work  of  these  Departments  are  appended. 
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YORK  LODGE 


York  Lodge,  a  large  cottage  with  generous  grounds  and  a  bathing 
beach,  is  located  at  the  foot  of  Rushmore  Avenue,  Orienta  Point, 
Mamaroneck.  The  Cottage  accommodates  12  patients.  It  has  a 
spacious  lounging  room,  a  reading  and  writing  room,  a  broad  porch, 
and  attached  bath  houses.  On  the  grounds  are  a  tennis  court  and 
provision  for  other  outdoor  games.  A  large  recreation  room  for 
indoor  games  and  dancing  is  available  for  use  in  inclement  weather. 
The  homelike  atmosphere,  the  relaxation  and  pleasure  derived  from 
salt  water  bathing  and  the  seashore,  have  contributed  a  great  deal 
to  the  improvement  of  many  patients.  York  Lodge  is  available  to 
patients  from  the  Hospital  from  late  in  the  Spring  until  early  in  the 
Fall.  Stated  periods  are  allotted  to  men  and  to  women.  It  is  also 
available  during  the  winter  months  by  special  arrangement.  Pa- 
tients while  at  York  Lodge  continue  under  the  treatment  of  physi- 
cians and  nurses  of  the  Hospital  medical  and  nursing  staffs.  A 
total  of  65  patients  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  Lodge  during  the 
summer.  In  addition  parties  of  patients  visited  York  Lodge  each 
day  but  Sunday.  Lunch  was  served  on  the  veranda  and  the  patients 
had  opportunity  to  go  in  swimming.  There  were  83  day  parties 
providing  737  outings  for  179  patients.  The  patients  enjoyed  these 
outings  very  much.  York  Lodge  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  patients  and  may  be  looked  upon  as  one  of  the 
treatment  resources  of  the  Hospital. 

EDUCATIONAL  WORK 

The  educational  work  carried  on  at  the  Hospital  continues  to 
merit  some  comment  and  is  important  enough  to  refer  to  each  year. 
This  very  important  part  of  the  work  done  at  the  Hospital  is 
directed  to  the  training  of  physicians,  nurses,  occupational  the 
pists,  physical  education  aides,  and  dietitians.  Aside  from  three 
instructors  employed  in  the  Nursing  Department  solely  for  teach- 
ing, all  the  educational  work  is  carried  on  by  the  physicians  and 
directors  and  their  assistants  of  departments  in  connection  with 
their  regular  duties  in  the  treatment  of  patients  and  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Hospital.  The  advantages  to  the  service  of  the  Hospital 
are  very  great  in  building  up  and  maintaining  si  andards.  The  time 
is  looked  forward  to  when  this  work  can  be  better  organized  and 
ve  definite  support. 

Two  of  the  resident  medical  staff  have  held  the  Bloomingdale 
Hospital  Fellowship  in  Psychiatry  which  permitted  them  to  spend 
.'i  year  of  special  study  in  Europe.  Another  physician  holds  a 
limited  fellowship  which  enables  him  to  carry  on  special  psychiatric 
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studies  in  New  fork  City.    Two  positions  ob  the  resident  med 
staff  are  available  to  physicians  meeting  the  requirements,  for 
study  and  training  in  psychiatry. 

Dr.  Pram  Alexander  of  the  Psychoanalytic  Institute  of  Berlin 

spent   a  week  in  May  at   the  Hospital.      He  addressed  the  staff  and 

consulted  with  them  on  special  problems  of  certain  of  the  patients.

An  excellent  medical  library 
is  kept  up  to  date  with  new  books  and  files  of  important  periodicals. 
A  psychiatric  secretary  is  in  attendance  to  assist  in  looking  up 
references  and   translating  articles.      Likewise   a   speci:d   lib] 

maintained  for  the  nursing  >tai'f.  Periodicals  and  books  are  pro- 
vided for  the  other  departments. 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  registered  by  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York.    All  graduates  are  eligible  for 

the  qualification  of  R.N.  granted  by  the  Regents.     The  course  is  of 

three  years'  duration,  one  year  of  which  is  spent  by  the  women  at 
the  New  York  Hospital  and  three  months  at  the  Manhattan  Ma- 
ternity Hospital;  and  the  men  spend  one  year  at  Bellevue  Hospital. 

This  year  the  School  gave  instruction  to  155  students,  GO  of 
whom  were  undergraduates,  71  affiliated  students  from  the  New 
York,  Presbyterian,  Fifth  Avenue,  Mount  Sinai,  and  Roosevelt 
Hospitals  of  Xew  York  City,  and  19  postgraduate  students.  Five 
students  from  the  School  of  St.  Mark's  Hospital  are  taking  their 
third  year  here. 

The  Central  School  in  which  the  White  Plains  Hospital,  the 
United  Hospital  of  Port  Chester,  the  New  Hochelle  Hospital,  and 
the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  have  united  with  Bloomingdale  Hospi- 
tal in  the  employment  of  a  highly  qualified  instructor,  is  conducted 
in  the  Xurses  Educational  Building  of  this  Hospital.  One  hundred 
and  sixty-four  students  were  in  attendance  at  this  School  during 
the  year.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  building  and  its 
equipment.  The  contacts  made  with  these  affiliated  schools  are  of 
mutual  advantage  and  stimulate  interest  in  psychiatric  nursing. 
Two  students  were  given  a  course  for  head  nurses  in  conjunction 
with  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University. 

In  the  Department  of  Dietetics,  20  students  were  given  instruc- 
tion.    Four  were  student   dietitians,   and    10  were   nurses.     This 
instruction  was  both  theoretical  in  the  diet  laboratory  and  practi< 
in  the  special  diet  kitchen. 
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Four  women  occupational  therapists  took  the  special  course  in 
Occupational  Therapy  offered  by  the  Hospital.  The  Departments 
of  Occupational  Therapy  also  gave  instruction  to  85  nurses  in 
training  in  the  Hospital. 

During  the  summer  months  a  limited  number  of  medical  students 
and  students  taking  courses  in  physical  education  in  educational 
institutions  are  given  practical  instruction  for  a  period  of  three 
months  under  the  direction  of  the  heads  of  the  respective  depart- 
ments. 

The  educational  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  over  a 
number  of  years.  It  has  increased  each  year  and  has  demonstrated 
its  value  to  the  Hospital  and  the  community. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Macy  Villa,  Hall  Four  Women,  and  Halls  Two  and  Four  Men 
were  rewired  and  refurnished,  and  new  electric  light  fixtures  were 
installed  at  a  total  cost  of  $118,346.90. 

New  furniture  and  furnishings  were  also  purchased  in  addition 
to  the  above  at  a  cost  of  $4,070.87. 

Safety  glass  has  been  placed  in  the  windows  of  all  rooms  on  Hall 
Four  Men  and  Hall  Four  Women  at  a  cost  of  $4,000. 

The  above  improvements  have  added  much  to  the  attractiveness 
of  the  halls  and  the  comfort  and  safety  of  the  patients.  The  digni- 
fied and  cheerful  appearance  of  the  halls  has  had  a  beneficial  effect 
upon  the  patients. 

The  annex  rooms  of  Halls  Seven  and  Eight  in  both  the  Men's 
and  the  Women's  Departments  have  been  rewired.  Night  lights 
have  been  installed  and  sound  deadening  material  has  been  placed 
on  the  ceilings  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,000. 

Additional  offices  were  set  aside  and  refurnished  for  physicians 
in  the  Men's  Department  at  a  cost  of  $3,148.68. 

Each  physician  has  been  furnished  with  a  bag  with  full  equip- 
ment for  the  examination  of  patients,  at  a  cost  of  $927.85. 

The  bowling  alleys  in  both  gymnasia  were  refinished  at  a  cost 
of  $600. 

A  new  talking  picture  machine  was  installed  at  a  cost  of  $4,550. 

The  electric  wiring  in  the  dumbwaiter  shafts  was  placed  in  rigid 
conduits  as  a  measure  of  fire  prevention,  and  additional  fire  ex- 
tinguishers were  installed  at  a  cost  of  $874.57. 

A  new  eight  inch  fire  line  connecting  with  the  city  water  supply 
at  Westchester  Avenue  vrafl  installed  at   a  cost  of  $7,241.87. 

The  suction  line  connecting  the  wells  was  replaced  at  a  cost  of 
$1,962.71. 
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A  strip  of  land  5  feel  wide  and  2,560  feel  long  running  along  the 
Hospital  properly  line  was  purchased  from  St.  Agnes  Hospital 
total  c«>st  of  $2,657.74.    This  purchase  wbm  made  to  permit  the 
construction  of  a  new  boundary  fence  and  at  the  Bame  time  p 
the  valuable  trees  along  the  old  line.

A  pavilion  was  constructed  on  the  propert;  b  of  Br; 

Avenue  at  b  cost  of  18,229.75.  Thia  pavilion  will  provide  for 
recreation  in  the  summer  and  a  resting  place  for  patients  on  long 
walks.    An  eighteen  hole  putting  green  in  connection  with  the 

pavilion  and  four  holes  of  golf  are  under  construction  on  this  piece 

of  property.    This  Improvement   Is  a  valuable  addition    to    the 
treatment  resources  of  the  Hospital.    The  total  cost  of  this  develop- 
ment will  be  $10,000. 
The  floor  of  the  pantry  In  connection  with  the  men  employ 

dining  room  was  tiled  and  a  new  dishwasher  was  installed  at  a  cost 
[1,420. 

The  electric  stoves  in  Cottages  No.  1  and  2  were  replaced  by 
gas  stoves  at  a  cost  of  $483.  This  has  relieved  the  electric  plant 
which  is  overloaded  and  resulted  in  a  decrease  in  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance. 

In  the  laundry  the  old  hot  water  heater  with  its  connecting  lines 
was  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $2,514.  A  worn-out  tumbler  and  a  curtain 
dryer  were  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $4,400. 

A  Ford  station  car  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $800  to  replace  a 
worn-out  car. 

The  planting  about  the  Student  Nurses  House  was  completed 
at  a  cost  of  $1,500. 

Funds  were  provided  and  work  was  started  on  the  construction 
of  a  fence  about  the  Hospital  property.  The  building  of  a  fence 
was  made  necessary  by  the  dedication  to  the  public  service  of  a 
strip  of  land  50  feet  wide  to  make  it  possible  to  widen  Bloomingdale 
Road,  and  of  another  strip  120  feet  wide  to  permit  the  extension  of 
Bryant  Avenue  through  the  Hospital  grounds. 

A  great  deal  of  work  was  done  during  the  year  in  improving  the 
paths  about  the  grounds  and  in  transplanting  and  replacing  shrubs 
and  trees. 

A  large  flower  garden  and  nursery  was  laid  out  south  of  Campbell 
Cottages.  This  brought  together  the  cut  flower  gardens  and  the 
various  nurseries  which  had  up  to  this  time  been  scattered  about  the 
grounds.     When  this  development  is  completed,  it  will  provide 
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another  attractive  spot  where  the  patients  ma}'  pause  on  their 
walks. 

The  thoughtful  and  understanding  act  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Payne  Whitney  Charitable  Fund  in  making  a  gift  of  SI, 250,000. 
to  the  Society  for  use  at  Bloomingdale  has  made  it  possible  to  begin 
work  during  the  year  on  the  building  program  which  has  been  under 
consideration  for  some  time.  Construction  has  been  started  on 
three  cottages  for  physicians;  two  cottages  for  convalescent  women 
patients;  and  two  additions  to  the  main  building  to  be  used  for 
an  operating  room,  examination  rooms,  psychological  laboratory, 
dental  clinic  and  X-ray  department.  Plans  are  also  being  drawn 
for  a  women's  building  for  acute  cases,  and  surveys  have  been  made 
of  the  heating  and  electric  plants. 

NEEDS 

In  referring  to  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  it  is  difficult  to  discuss 
them  from  the  standpoint  of  their  relative  urgency.  Changing 
standards  in  the  community  make  new  demands  upon  the  Hospital. 
The  gradually  increasing  knowledge  gained  from  experience  and 
study  in  the  causes  and  treatment  of  psychiatric  disorders  call  for 
increased  facilities  and  new  methods  of  meeting  these  problems. 

Therefore  in  considering  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  they  may  be 
looked  upon  as  those  which  are  required  to  modernize  both  the 
accommodations  and  the  equipment;  to  round  out  the  facilities 
which  have  not  yet  been  fully  provided  for;  to  provide  for  con- 
tinued development  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community;  and  to 
continue  the  scientific  and  educational  work  of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  Macy  Villa  and  three  halls  have  been  renovated 
and  refurnished.  This  has  been  a  most  important  improvement. 
The  refurnishing  of  the  remaining  halls  until  all  have  been  com- 
pleted, is  desirable. 

The  Hydrotherapy  Departments  for  both  men  and  women  are 
outgrown,  and  the  equipment  needs  replacing.  It  is  recommended 
that  this  need  be  thoroughly  studied  and  that  means  be  found  to 
provide  for  this  necessary  improvement. 

The  halls  in  the  main  building  could  with  advantage  be  reduced 
in  capacity.  Rooms  on  each  hall  are  needed  for  examining  rooms, 
nurses'  offices,  and  private  baths.  To  provide  for  this  improve- 
ment additional  cottages  would  have  to  be  constructed.  This 
would  also  provide  increased  facilities  for  classification  which  is 
desirable. 

Motor  equipment  for  the  lawns  and  grounds  is  needed  to  replace 
similar  horse  drawn  equipment. 
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There  continues  to  be  a  considerable  need  for  extensive  n 
sioned  by  depredal  ion. 

The  work  of  n i ; i  k i  n *z;  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  grounds  for 
the  purpose  of  Laying  out  additional  walks  and  roads,  relocating 
the  golf  course,  and  providing  more  game  field-  arable  and 

should  be  considered.     I     -  stud)  should  also  include  the  study  of 
sites  for  projected  buildings. 

The  tentative  programs  submitted  to  the  Bloomingdale  Com- 
mittee in  L927  and  1928  of  the  developments  to  meet  present  and 
future  needs  of  the  Hospital  are  again  referred  to  for  considera- 
tion. 

It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  completion  of  the  new  psychiatric 
department  in  New  fork  City  there  will  be  increased  demands  upon 
the  service  of  the  Hospital.     It  appears  desirable  tl 
the  needs  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital  be  made  to  provide  for  other 
necessary  improvements  and  to  anticipate  future  needs  and  growth. 

A  house  for  men  nurses  is  much  needed. 

ems  highly  desirable  that  the  group  of  houses  for  the  nursing 

Staff  of  which  the  Student  Nurses  House  is  the  first,  he  coinple' 
It  is  believed  that   these  houses  would  do  much  toward  stabilizing 
our  nursing  stall.      Rooms   on   some   of   the   halls   continue   to   be 
occupied  by  nurses.    The  release  of  thi  for  additional  patients 

and  for  examining  and  treatment  rooms  would  be  of  advantage. 

or  the  treatment  of  cases  of  early  and  mild  neuroses, 
also  for  the  study  and  treatment  of  unstable  and  problem  children, 
are  developments  which  should  be  given  additional  study. 

The  Bloomingdale  Committee  is  conversant  with  the  many  needs 
of  the  Hospital  which  have  not  been  specifically  mentioned  in  this 
report.  Appropriations  have  been  promptly  made  by  your  Board 
when  recommended  by  the  Committee.  Constant  effort  has  been 
made  to  maintain  the  entire  plant  in  such  condition  that  the  services 
of  the  Hospital  would  not  be  impaired.  The  continued  mainte- 
nance of  the  service  of  the  Hospital  requires  that  the  demands  of 
progress  in  the  medical  sciences  generally  and  in  psychiatry  in 
particular  be  met  and  kept  abreast  of. 

Wherever  a  high  plane  of  medical  Bervice  is  maintained,  there 
will  be  found  physicians  who  by  temperament,  ability,  and  inter* 
are  qualified  and  eager  to  carry  on  serious  studies  and  to  conduct 
research  into  the  more  obscure  problems  of  their  work.  A  review 
of  the  reports  of  the  Hospital  will  show  the  gradual  improvement 
of  the  medical  service  at  Bloomingdale  and  that  each  year  m- 
serious  studies  have  been  made  and  presented  before  scientific 
societies.  These  studies  have  been  published  and  accepted  favor- 
ably by  the  profession.     It  therefore  se<  sirable  that  special 
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Residents  in  Psychiatry  be  provided  for  and  established  to  further 
stimulate  and  develop  this  very  important  work. 

The  need  for  funds  especially  provided  to  carry  on  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  Hospital  to  make  possible  more  intensive  and 
liberal  training  of  members  of  the  medical  staff  is  worthy  of  serious 
consideration.  It  would  appear  that  these  necessary  and  important 
activities  of  the  Hospital  ought  to  be  carried  on  independently  of 
the  maintenance  charges  of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  past  several  years  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  been 
increasing.  This  has  been  due  to  the  necessity  of  increasing  salaries 
to  retain  trained  personnel,  the  increasing  of  wages  of  faithful 
employees  for  length  of  service,  and  the  cost  of  gradually  increasing 
the  facilities  of  the  Hospital  and  the  raising  of  standards  of  service. 
It  would  appear  to  be  highly  desirable  for  the  Hospital  to  have  the 
support  of  additional  special  funds,  such  as  the  John  C.  Green 
Memorial  Fund,  the  income  of  which  would  be  applied  to  the  sup- 
port of  worthy  patients  whose  friends  are  unable  to  reimburse  the 
Hospital  in  whole  or  in  part  for  their  treatment. 

FINANCIAL 

The  cost  of  maintenance  increased  1.5  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year.  The  increase  was  due  to  additions  to  the  Hospital  service 
and  increase  of  salaries.  The  total  expenditure  for  ordinary  mainte- 
nance and  care  and  treatment  of  patients  was  $859,670.34.  This 
includes  the  maintenance  of  the  properties  at  White  Plains  and 
Orienta  Point,  ordinary  repairs  and  renewals,  insurance  except 
against  fire,  supplies,  nursing  and  other  study  and  treatment  serv- 
ices, the  educational  work  engaged  in,  salaries  and  wages,  and  all 
other  running  expenses.  Capital  charges  and  the  cost  of  extra- 
ordinary renewals  and  improvements  for  which  special  appropri- 
ations were  received,  are  not  included. 

Of  the  545  cases  treated  during  the  year,  219  were  wholly  or 
partially  supported  by  the  Society.  The  number  treated  without 
charge  was  22,  and  197  paid  rates  that  were  less  than  the  average 
cost.  The  expenses  borne  by  the  Society  in  the  treatment  of  these 
cases  amounted  to  $191,351.63  which  was  the  equivalent  of  the 
support  of  51  free  beds  throughout  the  year.  The  number  of 
weeks'  board  and  treatment  was  13,305. 

The  income  of  the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund,  amounting 
to  S8,519.86,  was,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Memorial, 
applied  to  the  support  of  9  women  patients.

Libraries.  The  report  of  the  librarian  shows  that  2,726  volumes 
of  which  289  were  gifts,  were  added  to  the  libraries  during  the  year. 
Of  these  767  books  were  added  to  the  general  library,  154  new  books 
and  1,783  bound  volumes  of  journals  not  previously  accessioned 
were  added  to  the  medical  library,  and  22  books  to  the  nurses' 
library.  Five  hundred  and  twenty-one  books  were  withdrawn 
from  the  general  library.  Seventy-five  general  magazines,  (44 
titles),  and  47  medical  journals  of  which  7  are  in  foreign  languages, 
were  received.  The  distribution  for  the  general  library  was  16,164 
volumes  of  which  9,244  were  issued  to  patients,  4,380  to  the  men 
and  4,864  to  the  women.  The  number  issued  to  employees  was 
6,920.  No  figures  are  kept  showing  the  use  of  the  medical  library. 
The  addition  to  the  staff  of  a  psychiatric  secretary  to  assist  in  the 
library  has  increased  greatly  its  use.  All  of  the  medical  journals 
are  bound  and  are  available  for  reference.  By  means  of  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Jennings  and  through  the  Medical  Library  Association  Ex- 
change, many  broken  volumes  of  journals  were  completed  and 
added  to  those  available  for  reference.  During  the  year  there  was 
a  decided  increase  in  the  use  of  both  the  general  and  medical  libra- 
ries. The  general  library  contains  5,432  volumes  and  the  medical 
library  and  that  of  the  School  of  Nursing  4,084,  making  a  total  of 
9,516  volumes. 

For  four  and  one-half  months  during  the  year  an  assistant  libra- 
rian  wbb  employed.  An  inventory  of  the  general  library  was  taken 
and  the  bound  medical  journals  were  accessioned.

Many  friends  of 
patients  have  signified  their  appreciation  of  the  service  rendered  to 
patients  in  whom  they  were  interested  by  giving  liberally  to  the 
Nurses  Entertainment  Fund. 

Religions  Services.  Since  1819  religious  services  have  been  con- 
ducted on  Sunday  afternoons.  The  sen-ices  this  year  were  con- 
ducted by  the  Reverend  Frank  H.  Simmonds  and  hifl  nt  of 
Grace  Church,  White  Plains.  These  services  were  much  appreci- 
ated and  a  source  of  comfort  to  those  who  attended.  The  Reverend 
Father  Joseph  C.  Fleming  and  his  assistants,  the  Reverend  Father 
Francis  X.  Scott  and  the  Reverend  Father  John  D.  McGowan  of 
St.  John's  Church,  White  Plains,  b  in  past  years  been  most 
faithful  in  attending  to  the  religious  comfort  of  the  Catholic  patients. 

Ite?ns  of  Interest.  The  development  for  recreational  purposes  of 
that  part  of  the  property  formerly  used  for  farm  and  produce 
gardens  is  proceeding  gradually.  A  large  cut  flower  garden  and 
nurseries  have  been  laid  out,  the  fields  have  been  seeded,  paths 
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roads  have  been  improved,  a  pavilion  has  been  erected,  a  putting 
green  is  under  construction.  The  whole  effect  is  pleasing  and  has 
added  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  patients.  It  will  take  con- 
siderable time  and  additional  funds  to  develop  this  part  of  the 
property  so  that  the  greatest  use  may  be  made  of  it. 

The  addition  to  the  Hospital  staff  of  a  psychiatric  secretary  to 
assist  in  the  medical  library  and  in  carrying  on  scientific  work  has 
been  a  notable  advance  and  is  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of  the 
Committee  to  provide  means  to  maintain  the  medical  work  on  a 
high  plane.  The  assistance  made  possible  by  this  position  has 
been  much  appreciated  by  the  physicians. 

Resident  Medical  Staff.  Dr.  Mildred  Warden,  Assistant  Physi- 
cian, resigned  February  12th  after  a  year's  service,  to  take  up  work 
with  the  Child  Guidance  Institute  in  New  York  City. 

Dr.  Stanley  Harcourt  Peppard,  Assistant  Physician,  resigned 
June  1st  to  take  up  work  with  the  Child  Guidance  Institute  in 
New  York  City. 

Dr.  Robert  Cumming  was  appointed  a  Medical  Interne  July 
16th. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Kind  wall  was  appointed  Assistant  Physician  September 
15th. 

Dr.  Hamlin  A.  Starks  was  appointed  Medical  Interne  September 
30th. 

Dr.  Charles  Diller  Ryan  was  appointed  Assistant  Physician 
September  30th. 

Dr.  Bettina  Warburg  was  appointed  Assistant  Physician  October 
1st. 

Dr.  George  S.  Sprague  was  granted  the  Bloomingdale  Hospital 
Fellowship  in  Psychiatry  for  one  year  of  study  in  Europe.  He 
sailed  October  3d. 

Dr.  Joel  M.  Hill  resigned  October  4th  to  continue  his  studies 
abroad. 

Dr.  George  W.  Henry  returned  to  the  Hospital  October  16th 
after  spending  a  year  abroad  on  the  Bloomingdale  Hospital  Fellow- 
ship in  Psychiatry. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  physicians,  the  nurses, 
and  those  of  the  special  departments,  the  executives,  and  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Hospital  for  their  devotion  to  their  duties  and  their 
loyal  assistance  throughout  the  year.  I  am  again  indebted  to  Dr. 
Russell  for  the  continuation  of  most  pleasant  association. 

The  one  hundred  and  tenth  year  of  Bloomingdale  Hospital's 
service  to  its  patients  and  the  community  has  been  an  active  one, 
both  because  of  the  increased  number  of  patients  received,  and 
because  of  the  many  developments  undertaken.

(6)  Funds  to  carry  on  educational  and  scientific  work  and  re- 
search. 

(7)  Cottages  for  cases  of  early  and  mild  neuroses. 

(8)  Cottages  for  unstable  and  problem  children. 

(9)  Funds  for  the  support  of  worthy  patients  under  treatment  in 
the  Hospital.

Her  untiring  efforts  rendered  in- 
estimable service  and  the  large  body  of  graduates  who  have  profited 
by  her  teaching  will  join  me  in  expressing  appreciation  of  her  work. 

Siie  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Helen  Noyes,  B.N.,  II. X..  ;.  gradu- 
ate of  the  Yale  University  School  of  Nursing. 
Miss  Agnes  D.  Pownall.  a  Bloomingdale  graduate  and  former 

supervisor  became  Assistant  Director  of  Nurses  February  1st  and 
served  in  this  capacity  until  September  1st  when  she  resigned  to 
take  a  charge  position  in  a  private  sanitarium.  She  was  succeeds i 
by  Miss  Carolyne  A.  Sprogell,  R.N.,  a  graduate  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  New  York  City.  Miss  Sprogell  had  taken  the  post- 
graduate course  at  Bloomingdale  and  has  had  much  excellent 
experience  in  teaching  and  executive  positions. 

Mr.  William  C.  Roden,  R.N.,  Assistant  Director  of  Nurses,  took 
over  the  active  supervision  of  nursing  in  the  Men's  Department 
following  the  death  of  Mr.  Samuel  A.  Steele  who  for  many  years 
had  been  chief  supervisor. 

Miss  Helen  McCluskey  succeeded  Miss  Pownall  as  supervisor 
February  1st. 

Miss  Mabel  Stimpson  was  appointed  an  assii  1  visor  in 

the  Men's  Department  February  15th. 

The  Central  School  suffered  a  serious  loss  in  the  sudden  death  of 
the  instructor,  Miss  Elsa  Schmidt,  earlv  in  April.     She  hi 
succeeded  by  Miss  Ella  M.  Rafuse,  R.N.,  B.A.,  M.A.     The  ' 
School  has  grown  and  the  building  now  occupied  is  with  difficulty 
made  to  accommodate  the  larger  group. 

Eleven  students  were  graduated  from  the  School  on  March  1st. 
Miss  Nina  D.  Gage,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  National  Leagu 
Nursing  Education,  gave  the  address  on  this  occasion,  and  following 
the  exercises  a  reception  was  held  in  the  Student  Nurses  House.     A 
dance  in  honor  of  the  graduating  class  was  held  that  evening. 

The  former  affiliations  were  continued  throughout  the  year:  9 
students  went  to  the  New  York  Hospital  for  one  year,  and  3  to 
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Bellevue  Hospital  for  one  year;  10  went  to  the  Manhattan  Ma- 
ternity Hospital  for  3  months;  58  students  came  to  Bloomingdale 
for  the  three  months'  course,  from  the  New  York,  Presbyterian, 
Roosevelt,  Fifth  Avenue,  and  Mt.  Sinai  Hospitals  of  New  York 
City. 

Eleven  students  completed  the  six  months'  postgraduate  course. 
Among  the  schools  represented  were  the  Pennsylvania  and  Phila- 
delphia General  Hospitals,  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  St.  Luke's,  Mt. 
Sinai,  New  York  Postgraduate,  and  Fifth  Avenue  Hospitals  of 
York  City;  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Md. ;  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital,  Boston,  Mass.;  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
Carlisle,  England;   and  Katharinen  Hospital,  Stuttgart,  Germany. 

The  special  eight  months'  course  given  in  collaboration  with 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  University,  was  continued  this  year. 
Two  students  of  this  course,  one  from  the  Michael  Reese  Hospital, 
Chicago,  111.,  and  one  from  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  University 
of  Minnesota,  were  enrolled  in  September. 

Five  students  from  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  St.  Mark's 
Hospital  were  enrolled  in  October  following  the  closing  of  that 
Hospital.  They  will  complete  their  course  here  but  receive  their 
diplomas  from  their  own  school. 

Two  gifts  of  books  were  received  during  the  year,  one  from  the 
estate  of  Miss  Elsa  Schmidt  for  the  School  of  Nursing  library,  and 
a  gift  of  new  books  for  the  library  of  the  Student  Nurses  House 
from  an  anonymous  donor. 

The  May  meeting  of  the  New  York  League  of  Nursing  Education 
was  held  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital.  A  buffet  supper  was  served 
prior  to  the  meeting  at  which  a  demonstration  class  in  psychiatric 
nursing  was  conducted. 

The  Director  read  a  paper,  "The  Emotional  Adjustment  of  the 
Student  Nurse  in  Psychiatric  Work,"  at  the  biennial  convention 
of  the  American  Nurses  Association  and  the  New  York  League  of 
Nursing  Education  held  in  Milwaukee  in  June.  Miss  Helen 
McCluskey  attended  the  New  York  State  Nurses  Association  meet- 
ing held  in  Syracuse,  New  York,  in  October. 

The  Men's  Department  of  the  School  has  continued  to  grow  and 
it  has  contributed  to  raising  the  level  of  the  nursing  service  in  that 
department  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Assistant 
Director,  Mr.  Roden.  Additional  women  nurses  have  been  as- 
signed to  the  Men's  Department.  All  the  women  student  nurses 
now  receive  experience  on  the  men's  halls. 

I  should  like  through  this  medium  to  thank  each  department, 
the  staff  and  the  Medical  Director  who  have  been  so  extremely 
helpful   to  me  in  undertaking  my  new  work.     I  have  met  with 
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friendly  oodperation,  frank  criticism  and  suggestions  and  tolei 
attitudes  which  have  been  deeply  appreciated.     We  t rust    that 
with  a  continuance  of  this  mutual  assistance  the  School  of  Nursing 
and  the  Nursing  Service  of  the  Bospital  will  continue  to  progress.

The  daily  average  census  was  72  and  the  average  Length  of  Btay 
33  days.  The  service  of  the  institution  w;is  greatly  handicapped 
by  numerous  outbreak  atagion  among  the  younger  children. 

The  isolation  cottages  were  occupied  throughout  the  greater  part 
of  the  year,  with  various  contagious  diseases.  The  greater  number 
of  these  children  were  young  and  delicate,  and  some  were  quite  ill, 
but  all  made  good  recoveries. 

Contagion  presents  the  most  serious  problem  of  the  Cottages  and 
must  remain  a  problem  so  long  as  it  is  a  policy  of  the  institution  to 
make  weekly  admissions  of  so  many  young  children  from  the  over- 
crowded districts  of  New  York.  The  average  number  of  patients 
between  one  and  six  years  of  age  is  thirty,  and  it  is  among  these 
young  children  that  contagion  flourishes,  very  few  cases  being  found 
among  the  older  children. 

AYhile  it  is  true  that  our  greatest  handicap  lies  in  the  contagion 
brought  by  and  developed  among  the  very  young  children,  it  is 
equally  true  that  the  maintaining  of  a  department  for  very  young 
children  is  of  great  value  when  considered  from  another  angle. 
Many  of  these  young  patients  are  the  needy  children  of  delic 
mothers  whose  health  depends  upon  their  being  relieved  of  their 
burdens  from  time  to  time,  in  order  that  they  themselves  may  go 
to  the  hospital  for  an  important  operation,  or  receive  convalescent 
care  after  an  illness.  At  times  welfare  work  and  convalescent  c 
of  our  young  children  seem  to  1  tarable. 

One   of  the   most   interesting   groups   among  our   con 
children  is  the  asthma   group  which   responds  so  quickly  to  the 
atmosphere  of  the  Co  that   many  of  these  children  do   i 

have  an  attack  of  asthma  during  their  entire  stay. 

The  chorea  children  usually  make  excellent  prog  d  many 

of  our  serious  cardiac  children  have  grown  up  to  attend  high  school, 
Hunter  College  and  the  School  of  Journalism.     Many,  now  grown 
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up,  return  to  visit  the  Cottages  from  time  to  time  and  hold  steady- 
positions  in  the  city. 

More  than  half  the  number  of  employees  in  the  Cottages  are 
former  patients  who  were  undernourished  and  "preventive"  cases, 
and  who  find  city  life  too  strenuous.  They  continue  to  improve  in 
health  and  gain  in  weight  and  are  able  to  attend  continuation  school 
or  evening  high  school. 

A  number  of  problem  children  were  sent  to  the  Cottages  by  the 
Psychiatric  Clinic  in  order  that  they  might  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  mingle  with  normal  children  under  happy  conditions. 
Although  one  or  two  children  proved  difficult,  by  far  the  greater 
number  adjusted  readily  to  the  ordinary  life  of  the  children  in  the 
Cottages.  The  general  opinion  of  the  staff — supplemented  by 
many  years  of  personal  experience — is  that  in  many  cases  the 
"problem"  of  the  problem  child  is  to  be  found  in  the  parents. 

The  Cottages  have  received  visits  from  physicians,  nurses  and 
social  workers  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  During  the  early 
fall  a  visit  was  paid  by  Dr.  G.  Canby  Robinson  and  Dr.  Oscar  M. 
Schloss,  who  were  much  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Cottages. 

The  school  continues  its  good  work,  and  the  reports  from  the 
city  schools  on  the  children  who  have  had  long  terms  at  Campbell 
Cottages  are  always  favorable.  Through  the  generosity  of  one  of 
the  children's  friends,  the  Book  of  Knowledge  has  been  given  to 
the  school  and  is  being  carefully  and  systematically  studied.  This 
gift  is  of  great  value  to  the  school. 

The  sewing  class  continues  as  one  of  the  bright  spots  in  the  girls' 
program.  During  the  past  year  they  have  made  some  five  hundred 
useful  articles,  some  of  which  are  seeing  service  in  the  Cottages, 
while  others  were  taken  home  by  the  girls. 

The  playground  program  never  loses  interest  for  the  children. 
Indoor  and  outdoor  games,  story  hour,  walks  and  entertainments 
occupy  all  spare  moments.  Simple  wood  carving  was  added  to 
their  year's  program,  and  the  children  made  many  posters  on  health 
topics,  as  well  as  for  Easter  and  Christmas. 

Necessary  repairs  and  improvements  were  made  during  the  year. 
The  interior  of  the  girls'  cottage  was  improved  by  a  new  coat  of 
paint  to  the  bedroom  walls,  sitting-room  and  smaller  wards.  The 
walls  of  the  isolation  cottage  were  given  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  and 
new  large  radiators  were  installed,  making  the  supply  of  heat  during 
winter  weather  more  reliable. 

The  wards  in  the  children's  building  were  given  fresh  paint.  The 
kitchen  ice-box  was  lined  with  monel  metal.  The  cement  walks 
and  the  stucco  at  the  rear  of  the  kitchen  were  repaired,  new  lights 
were  installed  on  the  front  and  back  porches  and  new  plumbing  was 
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installed  in  the  nurses  and  minis'  hat hn »onis.    Considerable  repairs 
were  made  to  the  buildings,  including  a  new  floor  to  the  hack  porch. 
A  new  Btudebaker  automobile  has  recently  been  purchj 
replace  the  old  one,  which  1  o  \l.i\-.  L921. 

The  hoy>  were  delighted  by  the  arrival  of  a  radio  for  their  own 

cottage — the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.UgUStine  J.  Smith  and  one  which 

h:is  given  much  instructive  pleasure  to  the  bo; 

The  Cottages  are  atly  indebted  to  Mrs.  J  Kent  for 

gifts  of  fancy  coetum<  9,  m  ide  by  her,  and  given  to  the  children  for 
their  entertainments.    The  costumes  have  delighted  the  children 

on  many  happy  occasions. 

Many  gifts  are  received,  from  time  to  time,  from  friend-  in  White 

Plains.    At  Christmas  time  friends  on  all  sides  seem  to  unite 
make  the  children's  day  complete.    The  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
with  their  charming  Santa  Claus  and  a  group  of  clowns,  the  Order 

of  Elks,  the  Xorth  Broadway  Citizen-'  Aj96 ociation,  the  Y.M.C.A, 
and  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  New  Rochelle  contributed  very 
greatly  to  the  children's  Christmas  Day. 

The  Cottages  are  very  greatful  to  the  Bloomingdale  laboratory 
and  X-ray  departments  for  their  very  prompt  and  kind  nee 

at  all  times. 

Again  we  thank  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  for  their  faithful  cooperation  which  is  invaluable  to  us  in 
our  work  among  so  many  young  children  who  are  far  away  from 
home. 

To  the  Board  of  Governors  and  to  the  Bloomingdale  Committee 
I  offer  my  deep  appreciation  of  their  unfailing  help  and  advice  and 
their  sympathetic  support  in  all  of  our  undertakings  for  the  children 
of  Campbell  Cottages.
